The Chronicles of Wales report, that CAadeck,, 
ſonneto Owen Yuineth, Prince of Wales ſeeing his 
ewo brethren ar debare who ſhould inherit, prepared 
certaine Ships, with men and muninon, and left his 
Country to iceke aducurures by Sea: leauing Ireland 

North he {ayled weſt tilt he came co a Land vnknowne, Returning homeand re 
lating what pleafanc and truittull Countries he had ſcene withouc Inhabicants, 
andfor what barren ground his brethren and kinUted did murther one another, 
he provided a number of Ships, and got with him ſuch men and women as were 
delirous to liuezn quiernetIc,chat arriucd with hun in this new Landin che yeare 
x 170: Lett many ot his people there and rcrurned for more. Bur where this place 
was no Hiſtory can ſhow, 

The Spnyards lay Hanno 2 Prince of {arthage was the firit: and the next Chrs- 
ſapher { wlinmbus, 2 Genoelian, whom they ſent ro diſcover choſe ynknowne 

arts. 1 492, 

4 Bur we finde by Records, (wllambs offered his (eruice in the yeare 1488. to 
King Hemry the {cauench ; and by accident vnderrooke itfor the Spanyardi.1n the 
Inccrum King Hemry gaue a Commiſſion to /ebn Cabor, and his three tonnes, See 
baſtian, Lewis,and Samiies, John and Schaflianwell provided, (cttung ſayle, ranged 
2 great part ofchus vnknowne world,in the yeare 1497. For though Cul 

hadfouud certaine Iles, it was 8498.cre he ſaw the Continent, which wasa yeare 
after Cabor, Now Americus camea long time after,though the whole Contnenc 
to this day iscalled America after his name, yer Sebaſtian Cabor diſcovered much 

amore then chem all, for he ſayled ro about torty degrees Sourhward of the ] 
and co (ixry-ſcaucn rowardsthe North:for which King Henry the cighe Knighced 


him and made him grand Pilace of England. Bcing very aged King Edwedthe | 


ſixt gauchim a Pcnuon of 16 6.13%. 44. yearcly. By his dire&tions Sir Hugh Wile 
lowby was ſcat to finde out che Country of Ruſſia,but the next yeare he was found 
frozen to deathin his Ship,and all his Company, on 
MF AMarim Frobifher was (cnt in the yeare1576. by our moſtgraciousQueene 
Elzabeth, to ſearch for the Northwelt pallage,and Ilia ieogmue: forwhuch he 
was Knightcd, honored, and well rewarded. _ 
Six Humphrey Gulbert a worthy Knight attemptcd a Plantation in ſome of thoſe 
parts;and obtained Letters Patrencs kis deſire: bur with this Proviſo, He ſhould 
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maincaine poſſeſſion m ſome of thoſe vaſt Countries within the tearme of (ixe 
yeares, Yer when he was provided with a Navy able to incounter a Kings power, 
even here at home tliey tell in dwiſions, and ſo into contulion, thatthey gaue 0+ 
ver the Deligne cre it was begun,norwichftanding all chis lotie, his vndanted ſpi- 
rit began againe, but his Fleer fell with New-fonnd land, and he periſhed in hisre- 
rurne, as at large you mz y read anche third Volume of che Enghith Voyages,writ- 
ten by M* Hackfurt, 

Vpon all choſe Relations and inducements, Sir Walter Raleigh, a noble Gen- 
rleman, and then in greateſtceme, vnderrookero ſend to diſcover ro che Sourh= 
ward. And though hus occalions and ocher 1mployments were ſuch he could nor 
goc himſclfe,yer he procured her Maieſties Lerters Pattcnts, and perſwaded many 
worthy Knights and Gentlemen to adventure with him to finde a place fic for a 
Plantation, ſheir Proceedings tollowerh, 

The moſt famous,renowned,and cucr worthy of all memory,tor her courage, 
learning, iudgement, and vertue, Queene E/rzabeth, granted her Lerters Patents 
ro Sir Walter Raleigh forthe diſcovering and planting new Lands & Countries, 
notactually polletled by any Chriſtians, This Patenty got co be his afſiſtanes Sir 
Richard Grenvell the valiant, M* William Sanderſon a greattriend to all fuch noble 
and worthy a&tions, and divers other Gentlemen and Marchanrts, who with all 
ſpecde prouided rwo {mall Barkes well furniſhed with all neccllaries, vnder the 
command of Capraine Philip Amidas and Captaine Barlow. The 27.0t Aprill they 
ſer ſayle from the Thames, the tenth of May palled the Canaries, andthe renth of 
June che Weſt Indies: which vnnecdfull Southerly courſe, ( butthcn no berrer 
was knowne ) occalijoned them 1n that ſeaſon much ſickneſle. 

Theſecond of Iuly they fe)l with the coaſt of Floride in ſhoule water, where 
they felc a moſt dilicateſweere ſmell, though they ſaw no land, which ere long 
they eſpied,chinking ic the Conrinent:an hundred and rwenty myles they ſayled 
not finding any harbor. Thefritthar appeared, with much difhculty they centred, 
and anchored, and after thankes to God they went to view the next Land adioy- 
ning to take polleſſion of it for the Queenes moſt excellent Maieſtie:which done, 
they found their firſt landing placevery ſandy and lov, butſo fullof grapes that 
the very ſurge of the Seaſomerimes over-flowed them : of which they tound ſuch 
plenty in all places, both on the ſand, the greeneſoyle and hils, as in the plaines 
as well on cuecry little ſhrub, as alſo climbing towardes the tops of high Cedars, 
thatthey did thinke in the world were nortthe hke abundance. 

We palled by the Sea-{ide towards the tops of thie next hills being not high: 
from whence we might ſeetheSeaon both (ides, and found ir ag Ilc of twenne 
wyles in length, and (ix in breadth, the yallyes repleniſhed with goodly tall Ce- 
dars, Diſcharging our Muskers,fuch a locke of Cranes,the moſt whice, aroſe b 
vs, with ſuch a cry as if an Army of men had ſhoured alrogether. This lle har 
many goodly Woods, and Deere, Conies, and Foulc in incredible abundance, 
and v{ing the Authors owne phraſe, the Woods arenot ſuch as you finde in Bo- 
hemia, Moſcovia,or Hereima,barren and fruitleile, burthe higheſt and reddeſt Ce- 
dars of the world, prmes v6 vr of the Aſlores, Indies, or Libenw : Pyncs, Cy- 
pres, Saxcfras,the Lenriſk that beareth Maſtick,and many other of excellent ſmell 
and qualitie, Till che third day weſaw not any of the people, then in « lictle Boac 
three of them a ed, one of them went on ſhore, to whom weerowed, and he 
atrended vs without any ſigne of fearez after he had ſpoke much chough we vn- 
derſtood not a word, of his owne accord he came boldly aboord vs, we gauchim 
a ſhirt, a hat, wine and meate, which he liked well, and after he had well viewed 
che barkes and vs, he went away in his owne Boat, and within a quarter ofa myle 
of vs in halfe an houre,had loaden his Boat with fiſh, with which he came againe 
to the poync of land, and there devided it in two parts, poynting one part ro the 
Ship, the other to the Pinnace, and ſo departed, S? 
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The nexc diy came divers Boats, and in one of them the Kings Brother, with 
forty or fitcy wcu,proper people, and in their behaviour very ciull;his name was 
Granger co, the King 13 called Wingina, che Country Wingandacoa, Leaving his 
Boats al:tcic trom our Ships, ie came with his traynero the poynt : where ſprea- 
ding a Marte he fat downe, Though we came to him well armed, he made (ignes 
to VS to {it downe without any ſhew of feare, ſtroking his head and brelt, and alto 
ours, to cxpretle his love, Atter he had made along tpeech vato vs, we preſcuted 
ym with: divers royes, which he kindly accepted, He was greatly clan or by his 
people, tor none of chem did lit, nor ſpeake a word, bur tourc, on whom we be- 
towed preſeurs alto, bur he tooke all trom them, making lignes all chings did 
bclong to lum. 

The King himſclte 1n aconfl:& witha King his next neighbour and morrall 
enemy, was thot1newo places through che body, andthe thigh, yerrecouered: 
whercty he lay at his chicte towne {ix dayes 10urncy from thence, 

A day or two atter ſhewing them what we had, Grangarames raking molt li- 
kingioa Pewter diſh, madea hole in it,hung tt abour his necke for a breſt-plare; 
tor whuch he gaue vs ewenty Deere skins,worth twenty Crowneszand tor a Cops 
per Kertell,fituc sKkins, worch fiftie Crownes. Much other trucke we had,and at- 
ter two dayes he came aboord, and did cateand drinke with vs very merrily. Not 
long ater he brought his wite and children, they were bur of meane (tarure, bur 
well tauomcd and very baſhtull ; ſhe had a long coat of Leather, and about her 
po a pcece of the ſame, abour her forchead a band of white Corrall, and ſo 
1d her husband, in her cares were bracelers of pearle, hanging downe to her 
middle, oi the bignclle of great Peaſe; the reſt of the women had Pendants of 
Coppcr, and the Noblemen hue or fixe in an careghis apparrell as his wiues,one- 
ly the women wearc ther hairelong on both (ides,and the men bur on onegthey 
are of colour yellow, but their hayre is blacke, yer we ſaw children that had very 
tayrc Cheſnutcoloured hayre. 

After that theſe women had beene here with vs, there came downe from all 
parts great ſtoreof people, with Leather, Corrall, and diuers kinde of dyes, bur 
when Grangenemes was preſent, none durſt trade but himfelte,and them char wore 
red Copper on their heads, as he did, When euer he came, he would _— by 
ſo many tires he came with ſo many boars,that we might know his ftrength. Their 
Boats arc but onegreat tree, which is bur burnt in theforme of a irough with 
gins and fire, till ic be as they would haue it. Foran armour he would haue inga- 
ged vs a bagge of pearle, bur werefuſed, as nor regarding it, that wee might the 
berter learn where it grew. He was very iuſt of his prowiiestor ofc wetruſted hun, 
and he would come within his day to keepe his word. He ſent vscommonly cue- 
ry day a brace ot Bucks, Conies, Hares, and hſh, ſomerumes Mellons, Walnuts, 
Cucumbers, Pcaſc, and duucrs rootes, T his Auchor faychgtheir corne groweth 
three times in-fiue moneths z un May they fow, in July reape z in June they ſow, 
in Augutit __ z in July ſow, in Auguſt reape, We purſome of our Peale in the 
ground, whuch in ten dayes were »4.ynches high. 

T he loylc is moſt plencifull, ſweere, wholejome,and fruitfull of all ocher,there 
are about 14. ſcuerall ſorrs of ſweete ({melling tymber trees: the moſt parts of che 
vnderwood, Baycs and ſuch like: ſuch Okes as we, bur far greater and bertcer, Af- 
ter this acquaintance, my ſclfe with ſcauen more went twenty myle into the Ri- 
uer Occam,thatrunneth roward che Cictic Skzcoach,, andthe cucning following 
we cameto an Ile called Reawoak , from the harbour where we entred 73.leagues z 
at the North end was g. houſcs, builded with Cedar, fortified round with 
erees, andthe cncrance like aT urnpik, When we came towards it,the wife of Graw- 

an4meo CAME running out to mecte VS, ( her husband was abſent) commanding 
ker peopleto draw our Boat aſhore for beating on the billowes,ocher ſhe appoyn- 
ted to carry vs on their backes alagd, others to bring our Ores into the Houſe for 
B z ſtealing. 
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ſtealing. When we came into the other roome, ( tor there was fue in the houſe ) 
ſhe cauted vsto fir downe by a great fire ; after tooke off our clothes and waſhed 
them, of ſome our ſtockings, and ſome our teere in warme water, and ſhe her 
ſelte rooke much painesto ice all chings well ordered, and to provide vs vittuall. 

After we had thus drycd our {clues,the brought vs into an Inner roome, where 
ſhe ſer 0n the bord ſtanding a longthe houſe tomewhart like frumentic, ſodden 
veruſon,and roſted hſhy in like manner mellons raw, boyledrootes and truicesof 
divers kindes.There drinke ts commonly water boyled with Ginger, ſomerimes 
with Saxefras,and wholſome herbes, but whileſt che Grape laſtech they drinke 
wine, More loucſhe could not exprelle to entertaine vs; chey care but onely co 
defend themiclues from the ſhort winter, and feede on what chey finde nacurall 
in ſommer, Inthis feafting houſe was their Ido]l of whom they tould vs vn- 
credible things, When we were at meate twoorchreeot her men came amongſt 
'vs with their Bowes and Arrowes, which cauſed vs to take our armes in hand. 
She perceiuing our diſtruſt, cauſed their Bowes and Arrowes to be broken, and 
they beaten our of the gate: butthe eucning approaching we rerurned co our 
boare, where ar ſhe much gricuing brought our ſupper halte beyled, pots and 
all, burwhen ſhe ſaw vs, bur put our boar 'a little oft from the ſhoar and lye ar 
Anchor,perceiuing our lcloutic,ſhe ſent diners men & 36.,women to it al might 
on the ſhoare ſide againſt vs, andſent vs hue Mars to couer vs from che raine, 
doing all ſhe could ro periwade vs to her houſe, Though there was no caule of 
doubr, we would not aduenture:for on our ſafety depended the voyage: buta 
more kinde louing peoplecannotbe. Beyond thus Ie 1sthe maine land and che 


Skicoar 2 great great riuer Occam, on which ſtanderh a T owne called Pomeock, and (ix dayes 


higher, their City Skicoak; thoſe people neuer ſaw it, but fay there fachers af- 
firmeit to beaboue two houres 10urney about, Inrothis river fallech an ccher 
called Cipo, where is found many Mulitclls wherein are Pearles: likewiſe ano- 
ther River called Nomepone,.on the one fide whereof ftanderh a great rowne 
called Chawarock,the Lord ofthe Country 15 not ſubictt tro Worgandacoa. Beyond 
him an other king they cal Afenetonon.T heie 3.arein leaguecach with other, T'o- 
wards the ſouth.4.daycs journey is Sequetan,the ſourhermoſt part of Wingandacoa,, 
Adioyning to Secetan beginncth the country Pomemik, belonging to the King 
ed Piamacwms, in the Country Nwſiok vpon the greatriuer News, T hele haue 
mortall warres with Fingina, King of Wingendacoa, Betwixt Piemacum and the 
Lord of Secotan,a peace was concluded:notwithſtanding there is a morrall malice 
in the Secotax;, becauſe this Piemacurs invited diuers mengand 30, women to a 
feaſt, and when they were altogether merry beforecheir Idol, which is but a 
meereilluſion of the Deull, they ſudainly flew ail che men of Secotan, and kept 
the women for their vſc. Beyond Roanoeck are many Iſles full of fruns and other 
Naturall increaſes, with many Townes along the (ide of the Continent, Thoſe 
Iles lye 2co. mylesmlength,and berweenethem and the mayne,a great long ſea, 
in ſomeplaccs.20.40,0r 50, myles broad, in other more, ſomewherelelle, And in 
this ſeaare 100.11cs of duersbignelles, bur to ger into it,you haue bur 3, pallages 
and they very dangerous. Though this youſee tor moſt part be but the relations 
of Saluages, {cit is the firſt, Ithought ic nor a mille ro remember them as 
they are wruten by them that rerurned & arjuedin England about the middeſt of 
September che fame yeare.T his diſcoucry was ſo welcome into England that it 
pleaſed her Maieſtie to call chis Country of Wingandacoa,Hirgaua, by which name 
now you are to. vnderſtand how it wasplanted, difolucd, reuned, and cnlarged, 
The Performers of this voyage were theſe following.

Vpon the2o. wefcll with the mayneof Florida, and were put in great danger 
vpon CapeFee, The 26. we Anchored at Wocokgn,wherethe admiral had like to 
beene calt away, preſently we ſent ro Fingine tro Roanoak,, and Maſter Arwndell 
went cothe mayne, with Ateneo a ſaluage, and that day to (oorom. The 11. The 
G-nera!l viftualed for 8. dayes, with a ſelefted company went tothe maine, 
and d:\covered the Townes of Pomeiok, Aquaſcogec, Seroran,andthe great Lake 
called Paquipe . At Aquaſcogocthe Indians itolea filuer Cup,wherefore we burne 
the Towne and ſpoyledrheir corne, ſo returned to our fleere at Tocokon,Whence 
we waycd for Hatorath, where we reſted, and Grangenimes, King Wingina's bro- 
ther with Afanteo came abord our Admirall, the Admirall went for Weapameick, 
& Matter /ohn Arzndell for England, Our Generall in his way home rooke a rich 
loaden ſhip of 300.tunns,with which he armed at Plamonth the 18,of September,

T he vemoſt of our diſcouery Southward was Secoran as we citeered 
$0.lcagues from Koancacke, T he pallage from thence was thought zbroad ſound 
within the maine, being without kenning of land, yer full ot flats and ſhoulds 
thac our Pinnalſecould notpalle, & we had but one boat with 4. ores,that would 
carry but 1 5, men with cheir prouiſions for 7.dayes : ſo that becauſe the winter 
approached we left choſediſcoueriescill a ſtronger ſupply. To the Northward y 
our fartheſt was roa Towne of the {beſapeacks, from Roanoach 1 30.myles. The 
paſſage 1s very ſhallow and dangerous by reaſon of the breadth of the ſound and

dayes, where ] would leaue Garriions for my retreat till I cametothis Bay, 

Very neare vnto it is the riuer of Aforaroc, direftly fromche Weſt, the head of 
it ſpringeth out of a mayne Rocke,which ſtandeth ſo neare the Seagthat in ſtormes 
the Sca beats ouer itinto this freſh ſpring, thar of it ſclfe at theſurſe is a violent 
ſtreame, 1 intended with rwo Wherrics and fortie perſons to haue CMenatonens 
ſonnefor guide, to try chispreſently, til I could meere with ſome of the Aſore- 
rocks, or Mangeaks, bur hoping of getting moreviftuall from the Saluages, we as 
narrowly eſcapeditaruing im that Diſcouery az euer men did. 

For Pexnſſapan who had changed his name of Wingine vpon the death of his 
brother Granganameo,had giuen both the Chawoneſts,and Aangoaks word of my 
purpoſc: alſo herold me the Chanonocks had ailemblediwo or chrec thouſand to 
allaulc me at Roanok zvrging me daily to goe againſt chem, and chem againſt vs ;

ro the Moratoks and the Afangoaky, I came to inuade them, that they all fled vp 
into the high Country, ſothat where] alſured my ſelfe both of ſuccour andpro- 
uilion, I found all abandoned, Bur being thus tarre on my tourney 160. myles 
from home,and bur vittuals for two dayes,beſides the caſualties of crolle winds, 
ſtormes, and the Saluagestrechery, though we intended no hurtto any ; I gaue 
my Company to dating we were ach drawne forth ypon theſe vaine hopes 
by che Saluages to bring vs to confulion : a Councell we held, to por forward or 
rcrurne, but they all were abſolutely relolued bur three,that whilſt chere was bur 
one pynt ot Cornefor a man, they would not leaue the ſearch of char rmuer , for 
they had two Maſtiuc Dogs, which boyled with Saxefras leaues (if the wortt tel! 
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our)vpon them and he portage chey would liue two dayes, which would bring 
chem cothe ſound, where they ſhould finde fiſh for ewo dayes more to palle it to 
Roanoch,, which two dayes they hadrather faſt then goe backe afocte, nll they 
had ſecne the A{ergoaks cither as friends or toes, a 

Though 1 didforſce the danger and miſery,yer the defire I had roſce the Mam 
goaks was,for that there 13a prouincecalled Cham Temoatan,trequented by them 
and well knowne to all choſe Countries, where is a mine of Copper they call 
Waſſador zchey ſay they take ir our of a river that tallerh ſwiftly from high rocksin 
ſhallow water, in great|Bowles, coucred with leather, leauing 2 part open tore- 
cemethe mertall, which by the change of thecolour of the wazer where the ſpour 
fallerh, they ſuddainly chop downe, and hauethe Bowletull, which they cattin- 
cothe fire, ir preſently melterh,and doth yeeld in fiue parts at the firſt meluangewo 
parts mertall for three of Ore. The CAlangoaks haue tuch plenty of it,thry beau» 
ufc their houſes wich great plates thereot :this the Salvages reportz and young 
Skiksthe King of Chawonecks ſonne my priſoner,that had beenepritoner among 
the Mangeaks, but neuer at Chanms Temoatan,tor hc ſayd that was twencie dayes 
1ourncy overland from the CMangoaks. 

Menatonen allo confirmed all this,and promiſed me guidsto this mertall Coun- 
try ; by Land to the Aengoaks is bur one dayes journcy, bur ſcauen by Warer, 
whuch made me ſo willing to haue mer chem for ſome atlay of chis merrall : buc 
when we came there we found no creature, onely we might ſee where had beene 
cheir hres. After our two dayes journey, and our vittuals ſpent, in the cuening 
we heard ſome call as we thought CAlanteo, who was with me in che boar z chis 
made vs glad, he maderthem a friendly anſwer, which they anſwered with a ſong 
wethought tor welcome,bur he told vs they cameo fight. Preſently they did ler 
fliecheir Arrowesabour the boar, but did no hurt, the other boat icouring the 
ſhore we landed: butthey all werefled, and howto findethem wee knew nor. So 
the next morning we returned to the mouth of the riuer, that coſt vs foure dayes 
rowing vp, and here our dogs potrage ſtood vs in good itead,for we had nothing 
cls: the next day wefalted being windbound, and could not palle the ſound, 
but the day following we came to Chippannums, where the people were fled, bur 
their wires afforded vs fiſh: thus being neare ſpent, the nexr ; God broughr 
vs to Reaxccke, | conclude a good Mine, or the South ſea will makethis Country 
quickly inhabiced, and ſo for pleaſure and profic comparable with zny in the 
world: otherwiſe there will be nothing worth the ferching, Provided there be 
found a better harbour then yer there is, which muſt be Northward if there be a+ 
ny. Maſter Vaghen, no leiſc hoped of the goodnelle of the Mine, then Maſter 
Heriet that the riuer Aforatocks head, either riſeth by the Bay of Aexico, or very 
neare the South Sea,or ſome partthar eth nearethe ſame,which cannot with 
that facilitie be done as from the Bay of Pearles, by inſconling foure dayes ours 


ney to the ( hawonokg, CMangoakszand Atvratocks, &c, 


The conſpiracy of Pemiſſapan ; the Diſcourry of it , and owr 
returne for England with Sir Francis Drake, 


Nſezere a Saluage,father to P emiſſapen,the beſt friend we had afterthe death 
of Granganmmes, when 1 was in thoſe Diſcoucries, could not prevaile any 
thing with the King from deſtroying vs, that all chis ume God had preſer- 
ucd, by his good counſcell tothe King to be friendly ynto vs. Permſſapes 
thinking as the brute was in this laſt iourney we were ſlaine and (tarued, began ro 
blaſpheme our God that would ſuffer it, and not defend vs, fo that old Enſetrore 
had no more credirfor vs z forhe by all che deuiſes he could to inuade vs. 
Bur inthe beginning of this bruce, when they ſaw vs all rerurne, the report = 
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and had ates, and three S2luages more with vs, how little we eftecmed all the 
people we mer, and tearedneruher hunger, killing, or any CO had brought 
their greateſt Kings ſoune priſoner with vsto Roancck : ut a litle atſwaged all his 
deuifcs, and brought E»ſencre m relpett againe, that our God was good, and wee 
their triends, and our tocs ſhould periſh, tor we could doe chem more hurt bezng 
dead, then liuing, and that being an hundred myles trom them, thor, and ſtrucke 
chem ſicketo death, ard chat when we die ir is bur for a time, then we returne a» 
gaine, Burthat which wroughtche moſt feare among them was the handy-worke 
of Almightic God. For certaine dayesatcer my returne,*Menatonon fenc metlen- 
gers to me with Pearlc, and Okifco King of Weopomeoke, to yeeld himielte feruanc 
ro the Queeneof England. Okiſco with tiventy-toure of his priucipall men came 
to Pemuſſapan toacknowledge this ducic and ſubicttion, and would performer, 
All which fo changed the heart 07 Pemiſſapan, that vpon the aduiſe of Enſewore, 
when we were ready & famiſh they came and made vs wires, and planted cheir 
ficlds they intended co abandon ( we not haning one corne til] the next harucit 
co ſult:inevs). This being done our old triend Exſcaore dyed the rwenty of A- 
prill,then all our enemies wrought with Pemrſſapen to pur 1n practiſe his deuiſes, 
which he calily imbraced, though they h:d planced corne by vs, and at Daſamon- 
peack two leagues trom vs. Yer they gor Oks/co our tributary co get ſeuen or eghe 
hundred ( and the CHandeages with the Chiſapears ſhould doethehke) ro mecte 
(as their cuſtome 15)to folemnize the Funerall of Enſenore. Haltc oft whom ſhould 
lychid, to cur off the-ſtraglers, ſeeking crabs and prouiſion : thercelt come out of 
che mayne vponthe S1gnall by fire. T wenty of the principall of Penuſſapans men 
hadcharge in che night co belermy houle, pur fire in the Reeds that coucred ir, 
which might cauſe mcrun outto naked and amazed,they might without danger 
knocke out my braincs, The ſameorder for M* Heriotgand the reſt; for all ſhould 
haue becne firzd at an inſtant. Inthe meane time they ſhould ſell vs nocthing,and 
in the night ſpoyle our wires, to make neneſlitic diſperie vs, Forit we were but 
ren rogerher, a hundred of them would not meddle with vs, $o our famine in+ 
creaſed, I was forced to ſend Caprtaine Stafford to { roaten, with twentie to feed 
himſclte, and fee if he could efpic any ſayle patlethe coaſt 3 M* Predeox with teu 
to Hatarack vpon the {ame occaſion: and other {mall parues tothe Mayne to liue 
vponroores and Oyſters. 
Femiſſopan iequeitring bumſclfe, I ſhould riot importune him fer vietuall, and 
to Era h1s troupes, found not the (hawoneſts (0 torward as he expeed,being a 
people more faithtull and powerfull, and defized our friend{hips,and was often» 
dcd with him for raiſing ſuch tales, and all his pr were revealed to me by 
Skio my priſoner ; who finding hinmſelfe as well vied by me, as Perſſapen tould 
me all, T heſerroubles cauſed me lend ro Pemiſſapanyto put luſpition1n his head, 
I was to goe preſently ro Croaran to mecte a Fleete came to me, though I knew 
nofuch matter : and that he would lend me men to fiſh and hume. He ſcene me 
word he would come himſeltc ro Reancck ; bur delaying time cight dayes that all 
his men were chereto be afſembled, not liking ſo much company, I rcfolued che 
next day to goe viſit him, but firſt to giie them inthe le a Canviſado, and at an 
inſtanc to ſcaze on all cheir Canows aboutthe Ie, But che rowne tooke the Ala- 
rum before I ment it. For when I ſcntro rake the Canows,be ger one going from 
the ſhore, oucrthrew her and cut off ewo Salvages heads z wherevpon the cry 4- 
roſe, being by cheir ſpyes PROT : for they kept as good watch over vs,as we of 
them. V pon this they to their Bowes, and we to our Armes : three or toure of 
chem at the firſt were {laine, the reſt fled into the woods. The next morning I 
went to Daſſamonpeack ,and (cnt Penuſſapen word 1 was going to Croaten, and 
rooke him in my way to complaine Oſocom would hauc ole mp priſoner Shes, 
Herevpon he did abide my comming, & _ amon cight of the inopallcit, 
I gaucthe watchword tomy men, and immediately x Fn d chat they _ 
or 
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for ys. Himſclfe being ſhot through with a Piſtoll ſell downe as dead, bur pres PemiJapan 
ſently ſtart vp a:1d ran away from them all, ll an Iriſh Boy ſhot him over the flaineand 8, 
buttocks, whcre they rooke him and cur oft his head, ochers. 
Seaucu dayes ater CaptainceStaffortonſcuc ro me he defcryed rwenne - three 
Sayle, The next day came to me humfelte(ot whom I mult lay this, from the firſt 
co che lait, he nenther ſpared labour, orperill by land or fca,tayre weather,or foule, 
eo performe any {crious ſeruice commurted to huin,) He brought me a lerrer from 
Sir Francis Drake,whoſe generous mind offered to ſupply all my dete&ts,of ſhip- 
ping, boars, munition, vi&tuall, clothes, and men to further this attion: and vp- 
on good con{ulcation and deliberation, he appointed me aſhip of 70. runs, with A ua none: 
an huncred men, and foure monerhs vittuals, two Pinnaces, toure ſmall Boats, rous courrefie 
withewo ſutticient Maſters, with ſufhcient Gangs. All chis being made ready for of $1 Francis 
me, ſuddenly aroſcſuch a {torme tor toure dayes, that had like te haue driuen the P/%s 
whole Flcere on ſhore : many of chem were torced ro the Sea, whereof my ſhip 
ſo lately giuen me was one, wich all my PR and Company appoynted, 
Nocwithſtanding,the ftorme cealing,the Generall appointed me a llup of 170. 
euns, with all prouiſions as before, to carry me into Eg/and the next Augult, 
or when I had performed fuch Diſcoueries as I thought fir, Yer they durit not 
vndertake to bring her into the harbour, bur (Fe muit ride in the road, leauing n 
che care of che reſt co my lelfe, adviſing me to conſider with my Company whas 
was fitteſt, and wich my belt ſpeed rerurne him anſwer, 
Herevpon calling my Company together, who were all as priuy of the Gene- 
rals offer as my ſelte z their whole requeſt was, (1n regard of all thoſe former mi- 
ſcrics, and no hope of the rerurne of Sir Richard Grenvill,) and with a generall 
conſent, they delired me to vrge him, we might all goe with him for England in Virginia 2bans 
his Fleete;for whole relicte in Gar ſtorme he had ſuſtained more perill ot wrack, doncd, 
then in all his honorable aftions againſt his enemics. So with prayſes ro God we 
ſcriaylcin June 1586. andarriued 10 Port/ſmenththe 25. of July & lame yeare;

M Thomas Heriot, with them in the Country, whole particular Re» 
lation of all che Beaſts, Birds, Fiſhes, Foules, Fruites, and Rootes,and Comodiies, 
how they may be victull; becauſe 1 haucwritit before for che moſt 
in the Diſcourſe of Captiine Amida, and Captaine Layne, exceptSilk gratle, 
Wormeſilke, Flax like Hempe,Allum, Wapeith, or Terre figillata, T ar,Roien, & 


Turpentine, Civer-cats, Iron ore, Coppesthar hcld Silver, ce and Pearlc; 
Le thoſe briefes ſuffice, becauſe I would not trouble you withone thing twice.

For Dyes, Showmack , the herbeWaſebar, little rootes called Chapecor, and the ; 
bukeof a treecalled by the Inhabitancs Taugemeckewominge, which are for divers 


ſorts of Reds. | 
What more then is related is an herbe in Dutch called © Melden, deſcribed like 


an Orange, growing foure foore high 5 the -=_ HC al | 
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ſtalke burnt to aſhes makes a kinde of Sal; other Salt they know nor, and we y- 
ſed of it for Por-herbs, Of cueir Tobacco we found plenty, which they eſteeme 
cheir chicte Phylicke. 

Groundnuts, Ti/waw we call Chine roots ; they grow in cluſters, and bring 
forth a bryer ſtalke, bur the Jeate 1s far volike, which will cluube vpto the top of 
che higheit tree: the vie knowne 1s to cutitin {mall peeces,then {kampe & ftraine 
it with water,and boyled makes a gelly good to cate. Caſſavia growes in Mariſhes, 
which the /ndians oft vic for bread and broth. Habaſcon is like a Parſnip,naughc 
of it ſelfe, except compounded: and their Leckes ike thole 1n England, 

Sequenummener, a kinde of Berry like Capers, and three kinde cf Berries like 
Acornes, called Sagatamencr, Oſamenor, and P ummuckoner. 

Saquenxckot and Magquowor, rwo kinde of beaſts, greater then Conies, and very 
good meare ; in ſome places ſuch plenty of gray Comes,like hayres, that all the 
people make them mancels of their skins, 1 haue the names of 28. teverall ſorts 
that are diſperſcd in the Country: of which 12, kindes we haue diicouered and 
good to cate z bur che Salvages fomerimes kill a Lyon andeate him, 

There is plentie of Sturgeon in February,March, Aprill,ar'd May;all Herings 
in abundance ; ſome ſuch as oury, butthe mott part of 18,20.0r 24.ynchics long, 
and more, Troucs, Porpiſles, Rayes, Mullcts, Old-wiucs,Plaice, Tortoifes burh 
by Sca and Land: Crabs, Oyſters, Mutlels, Scalops, Periwinckles, Creviſes, Se- 
canank : we hauethe Pifturcsof 12. ſorts more, bur their names we know not. 

T urkyes, Stockdoues, Partridges, Cranes, Hernes,Swans,Geel(e,Parrots, Faul- 
cons, Merlins I haue the names in their language of 86. teverall forts, Their 
woods are ſuch as ours in England forthe molt part,except Rakeock a great tweet 
trec, whereof they make their Canowes: and Aſcopo,a kinde ot tree like Lowrell, 
and Saxctras, 

Their Natures and Manners. 

Their Clothing, Townes, Houſes, Warres, Arts, Tooles, handy crafts,and c« 
ducations, are much like them in that part of /wrgamia we now mhabire: which ar 
large you may reade in the Deſcription thereof, Bur the relation of cheir Relighs 
ON 15 ha as this Author reporterh. 

Some Rehgion they haue, which although ir be f:rre from the truth, yer be- 
ing as it1s there 15 hope it may be theeaſjer reformed. They belecucchere are mas 
ny gods which they call Afantoac, bur of differcnt ſorts and degrees. Alſo that 
there is one chicte God that hath beenefrom all ercrriitie, who & clicy ſay when 
he purpoſed firft ro make the world, mace firſt other gods of a principa!l order, 
to beas inſtruments to be vied inthe Creation and governmentco follow: And 
after che Sunne, Moone, and Starres, as pertic gods z and the mſtruments of the 
other order more principall. Firſt (they ſay) were made waters,ourt of whicii by 
the gods were made all Crerfici of creatures that are viſible or inviſible, 

For mankinde they ſay a Woman was made firſt, which by the working of one 
of the gods conceiued and brought forth children z and ſo they had their begin- 
ning, but how many yeares or ages ſince they know not z having no Records bur 
wy Tradition from Father to tonne. 

They thinke that all che gods are of humane ſhape, and therefore repreſent 
them by Imagesin the formes of men , which chey call K ewaſowok.: one alone 13 
called Kewaſazthem they place in they Temples, where chey worſhip, pray,ling, 
and make many offerings, The common ſortthinkethemalſo gods. % 

They belecuc the immortalicie of the Soule,when life —_ from che bo- 
dy,according to the good or bad works it hath done, it1s c:rried vp to the Ta» 
bernacles of che gods, ro perperual] inelle, or to Popogsſſo,a great pic:which 
they thinketo be atrcheturtheſt parts of che world, where the Sunne (ers, and there 
burne continually, 


To confirme this they told me of cwo men that had beene lately dead, and = 
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vived againe;the one hapned but few yeares before our comming iptothecoun- 
fry ; of a bad man, which bang dead and buried,the next day the earth over him 
being ſcene to moac, wastaken vp, who told them his foule was very neare ence- 
ring into Popoguſſo, had not oneot che guds ſaued him and gaue him leaue to re- 
curae againe, to teach his friends what they ſhould doeto avoyd ſuch corment, 
The other hapned the ſame yeare we were there, but (ixtie myles from vs, which 
they cold me tor news,thar one being dead,buried,& taken vp as the firſt, ſhewed, 
that alchough his body had layne dead inthe grauc, yet his foule liucd, and had 
travailed far in a long broad way, on both {ides whereof grew more ſweer,fayre, 
and delicate crees and truits, then ever he had tecne before ; at length hecameco 
moſt braue and fayre houſes, neare which he mer his Facher, that was dead long 

agoe, who gauchim charge co goe backe, to ſhew his friends what good there 
was co doe, to imioy the plcalures of chat place z which when hee had done hee 
ſhould come againe, 

Whac ſubcitie ſo ever be in the Weroancer,and Prieffs , this opinion workerh ſo 
much in the common {ort, that chey hane greatreſpeR co their Governours; and 
as great care toavoyde cormentafcer death, and toenicy blitle. Yer they haue di- 
vers (orts of puniſhments according to che offence, according tothe greatneiſe of 
the faft. And this is the ſum ofchexr Religion, which 1 learned by having ſpect 
all familiaritie with cheir Prieſts, wherein they were not {o ſure grounded, nor 
gaue ſuch credit, but through converling with vs, they were brought into great 
doubts of their owne,and no ſmall admiration of ours; of which many deſircd to 
Icarne more then we had meancs for want of vierance in their Language to ex- 

elle, 

- Moſt things they ſaw with vs as Mathemaricall Inſtrumencs, Sea- Compaſſes ; 
the vcrrue ot the Loadſtone, Perſpeftiue Glaſſes, burning Glafſes; Clocks to goe 
of themſchucs ; Bookes, writing, Guns, and ſuch like z 1o far excecded their ca» 

ries, that they chought they were rather the workes of gods then men ; or at 
leaſt che gods had taught vs howto make thei, which loucd vs ſo much berter 
then them; & cauled many of them giue credit ro what weſpake concerning our 
God, In all places where I came, 1 did my beſt co make his immorrall glory 
knownte. And [ cold ther, although the Bible I ſhewed chem,contained al; ye 
of it {clfe, it was not of any ſuch vertue as | thought they did concaue. Notwiths 
ſtanding many would be glad totouch it, to kille, and imbrace it, to hold it to 
their breaſts, and heads, and ſtroke all their body over with it. 

The King Fingma where we dwelc, would oft be with vs at Prayer, Twice he 
was exceeding licke and liketo dye, And doubting of any helpe from his Prieſts, 
thinking hewasin ſuch danger for nes. and our God, ſent for ſomeof vs 
to pray, and be a meancstroour God, he might live with him atter death. Ang ſo 

d many other in the like caſe. Oneother ſtrange Accident(leauing others)will 
I mention beforcI end, which mooucd che whole Country that either knew or 
heard of vs, to hauc vs in wonderfull admiration. 

There was no Towne wherechey had praftiled any villany againſt vs (we lea» 
ving it vnpuniſhed, becauſe we ſought by all poſſible meanesro winne them by 

enclenes) bur within a few dayesafter cur departure,chey began to dyczin ſome 

ownes twenty, in ſome forty,inſome ſuxty,andin one an hundred and twenty, 
whichywas very many in reſpadt of their numbers, Andchis hapned in no place 
(we could learn) where we had bin, but where they had vſed ſome praftiſero be» 
may vs. And this diſcaſe was ſo ſtrange, they neither knew what it was, nor how 
© cure it ; nor had they knowne the like time out of mindeza thing ſpecially ob» 
ſerved by vs, asalſo by themſclues, in ſo much that ſome of chem who were our 
friends,c{pecially Wingina, had obſerved ſuch effefts infourcor fiue Townes,thac 
mu fo perſwaded it wasthe worke of God through our meanes: andthar we 
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nearethem. And thereypon, when they had any vnderſtanding,that any of their 
enemies abuſed vs in our Journeyes,they would increat vs,we would be a mcancs 
eo our God, that they,as the others chat had dealt ill with vs, might dye in lke 
ſort : although we ſhewedthem their requeſts were vngodly z and thar'our G © Þ 
would not ſubic himſelfe to any ſuch requeſts of men, bur all things as he plea- 
ſed cameto palle: andthat we to ſhew our telues his crue ſervants, ought rather 
co pray for the contrary: yer becauſe the cette fell ourlo ſuddenly atict,according 
to their delires, they thought ic came to palle by our meanes, and would come 
giue ysthankes in their manner, thatthough we ſausfied chem nor in words, yer 
in deeds we had fulfilled their defires, 

This marucilous Accident in allthe Country wrought ſoſtrange opinions of 
vs that they could nor tell whether to thinke ys gods or men. And che rather that 
all the ſpace of their (icknelle, there was no man of ours knowne to die, or much 
licke. They noted alſo we had no women,nor carcd for any of cheurs:ſomethere« 
fore thought we were not borne of women, and therefore nor mortall, bur that 
we were men of an old generation many yearcs paſt, & riſen againcfrom immor- 
calitic. Some would Prophelie rhere were more of our generation yerto come, 
co kill theirs and rake their places, Thoſethat werero comeatter ysthey imagined 
to be in the ayre, yet inviſible and without bodies:and that they by our increacies, 
for loue of vs, did make the people dic as they did, by ſhooung wviſfible bullers in«- 
tothem, ' 

To confirme this, their Phyſicians to excuſe their Ignorance in curing the diſ- 
eaſe, would make the (imple people belecue, that the ttrings of bloud r bn ſuck- 
cd out of theicke bodies, werethe ſtrings whereinthe invitible bullets were tyed, 
and caſt. Some thought we ſhot them our ſclucs from the place where wedwelt, 
and killed the people that had offended vs, as we liſted, how farre diſtant ſoever. 
And others ſaid it was the ſpeciall worke of God tor our ſakes,as we had cauſe in 
ſome ſort co thinke no lelle, whatſoever ſome doc,or may imagine to the contra« 
ry ; eſpecially ſome Aſtrologers by the eclipſe of the Sunne we {aw that yeare be- 
forc our Voyage, and by a Comet which began to appeare bur afew dayes before 
the fickneſle began : bur to exeludethem from being the ſpeciall cauſes of fo ſpe» 
ciall an Accident,thereare farther reaſons then I thinke firto preſent or alledge, 

Theſethcir opinions I haue ſer downe,that you may ſee there is hope ro imbrace 
the truth, and honor, obey, feare and louevs,by good dealing and government ; 
though ſome of our company towards the latter end, before we came away with 
Sir Francis Drake "horns | themſclues too furious,in ſlaying ſome of the pe>ple 
in ſome Townes, vpon cauſes that on our part might hauebin borne wi.;: -- we 
mildnelle ; porwithſtanding they wſtly had delcrucd it, The beſt neverthelcile 
zn this, asin all ations beſides, isto be indevoured and hoped g and of the worſt 


that may ha notice to be taken with conlideration z and as much as may be 
eſchewed = berter to allure chem hereafter to Civilitic and Chriftianitic, 


Thus you may ſee, How 
Natwre her ſelfe delights her ſelfe in ſundry Inflrument;, 
T hat ſundry things be done to decks the earth with Ornament ;

the yeare of our Lord 1586. Sir Walter Raleigh and his Aſſociates prepared a 
(bp of a hundred cur, fraughted pleacifuly 6b all things necelary; bucbefore 
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they ſer ſayle from E \ rows it was Eaſter. And arriving at Hatorack, they after 
ſome time ſpent in ſeeking che {olloxy vp in the Country, andnot finding them, 
returned with all the proviſion againe to England, 

Abour 14. or 15. daycs after, Sit RichardGremll accompanied with three ſhips 
well appoynted, arrived there. W ho not finding theaforeſaid ſhipaccording eo his 
expc&aton,nor hearing any newes of che Colony thereſcated, and letr by hum as 
is faid 1585.travailing vp and downeto ſecke them, but when he could heare no 
newes of them, and found their habitation abandoned, vnwilling to loſe the poſ- 
ſc{ſion of the Country, after good deliberation he landed fifrie men in che Ile of 
Reanoak,plentifully turniſhed with all manner of provilion for two yeares:andſo 
rerurned tor England. 7 LG 

Where many began ſtrangely to diſcant of thoſe crofle beginnings,and him 
which cauſcd me remember an old ſaying of Exrides.

E went the old courſe by che weſt Indies, and Simon Ferdinando our 

\ | / continuall Pilot miſtaking Yirgizia for Cape Fear,wetayled nor much 

to hauc beene caſt away, vpon the conceit of our all-knowing Ferdt- 

nands, had it nor beene prevented by the vigilancy of Capraine Sraf- 
ford. We cime to Hatorarh the 22, of July, and with tortie of our beit men, in- 
cending at Roanoackto tind the 5o men lett by Sir Richard Grewal, But we tound 
nothing bur che bones of a man, and where the Plantation had beene,the houſes 
vnhurt, butovergrowne with weeds,and the Fort detaced, which much perplex- 
cd vs. 

By che Hiſtory it ſeemes Simon Ferdinando did what he could co bring this voy- 
age to contulion zbur yer they all arrived at Hatorach. T hey repayred the 01d how- 
ſes at Roanock,, and Maſter George How,one of the Councell,ſtragling abroad,was 
Naine by the Salvages. Not long after Maſter Stafford with 20, men wentto (roe- 
tan with Manteo, whoſefricnds dwelled there: of whom we thought to hane 
ſome nowes of our 50 men. They at firſt made ſhew to fight, bur when they 
heard Aantes, they threw away their Armes, and were friends, and defired there 
might be atoken giuen co be knowne by, leaſt we might hurt them by miſpri 
ſion, as the yeare before one had bin by Maſter Layne, that was ever their friend, 
and there preſent yer lame, 

The nextday we had conference with them concerning the people of Secoten, 
Aquaſcogec, and Pomeiok,, willing them of {roaten to ſee it they would accepr our 
tricndſhip, and renew our old acquaintance : which they willingly imbraced, 
and promiſed to bring their King and Governours to Reenoak,, to confirme it. 
Weallo vnderſtood that Maſter Howe was ſlaine by the men of Wingma,ot Daſſe- 
monpeack:and by them of Roanoack,, that the fitric men left by Sir Richard Gremunll, 
were {uddainly ſet ypon by three hundred of Secoten, Agqua/cogec, and Daſſaition- 
peack, Firſt they intruded themſclues among 1 1 of them by friend(hip, one _ 
ſlew, the reſt rerynng co their houſes, they ſer them on fire, that our men wi 
what came nexrto hand were forced ro make their pallage among them z where 
one of them was ſhot in the mouth, and preſently dyed, and a Salvage flaine by 
him. On borh ſides more were hurt z but our ten retyring to the water (ide, got 
their boat,& erethey had rowed a quarter of 2 myle towards Hatorash,they tooke 
vp foure of their fellowes, gathering Crabs and Oyſters: ar laſt they Janded on a 
hal Heby Hatorack,, where they remained a while, but after departed _ 
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knew not whether. Sotaking our leaues of che Croatans, we came t9 Our Fleet at 
Hatorask. 

The Governour havivg long expeRed che King and Governours of Pomeich , 
Secoran, Aquaſcogec, and Daſſamonpeack,, and the 7, dayes expired, and no newes 
of them,bang alto informed by choſe of Croatan,that they of Daſſamonpeack ſlew 
Maſter How,and were at the driving our men from Raonoach, he thoughtno lon- 
ger co deferre the revenge, Wheretore about midnight, wich Captaine Stafford, 
and rwentie-fourc men, whereof Afanteo was one, tor our guide, (that behaved 
himſclterowards vs as a moſt faichfull Engliſh man ) he ſer forward, 

Thenext day by breake of day we landed,and por beyond their houſes, where 
ſeeing chem ſit by the fire we allaulted chem. The m1ſcrable ſoules amazed fled 
inco % Recds, where one was ſhot through,and we thought co haue beene fully 
'revenged, buc we were deceiued, for they wete our iriends come from Croaten to 

gather their corne, becauſe they vaderitood our.enemies were fled after the death 
of Maſter How, and left all bchinde chem for the birds. But they had like to haue 

ayd roo deare for it, had we nor chanced vpon a Weroances witc, with a childe at 
hc backe, and a Salvage that knew —_— Stafford, thatran to him calling him 
by his name. Being thus diſappointed of our purpoſe, we gathered the fruiewe 
found ripe, left the reſt vnſpoyled,and rooke Menatonon his wife with her childey 
and the reſt with vs to Roanoak, Though this miſtake gricued Afarteo,yet he im- 
purtcd it totheir own tolly, becauſethey had not kept promiſe ro come to che go- 
vernor at the day appointed. The 1 3.0t Augult our Salvage Aanteo was Chritte- 
ned, and called Lord of Daſſamonpeack, in reward of his taithtulneſſe, Andthe 


A child borne 3 Elinor che Governours daughter, and wife to Ananias Dare, was delivered 


of a daughter in Roanoak z which being the firſt Chriftian there borne, was called 
Virgwias 

Our ſhips being ready to depart,ſuch a ſtormearoſe,asthe Admirall was forced 
to cut her Cablcs : and it was 11x dayes ercſhe could recoverche ſhore, that made 
vs doubt ſhe had bcene loſt, becauſe the moit of her beſt men were on ſhore. Ar 
chistime Controverſies did grow berwixt our Goyernour andthe Aſliftants, a- 
bout chooſing oneof chem 12.to goe as Faftor for them all to England ; for all re- 
fuſcd ſauce one, whom all men thought moſt inſufficienthe Concluſion was by, 
a generall conſent, they would haue the Governour goe him{clfe, for that chey 


A controver- thought none would ſo truly procurethere ſupplyes as he. Which chough he did 


what he could to excuſe it, yer cheir importunuye would not ceaſe till hewnder- 


ſend for Fac- tooke it, and hadit vnder all cheir hands how vnwilling he was, but that neceſſity 


aud reaſon diddoubly conſtrainc him. Atthcir ſerting ſaylefor Exglend,waighing 
Anchor, twelue of the men in the flyboat were throwne from the Capſtern,' by 
che breaking of a barre, and moſt of them ſo hurt, that ſome never recovered ir. 
Theſecond time they had the likefortune, being bur 1 5.chey cur che Cable and 
kept company with their Admirall to Flowres and Corwor; the Admirall ſtayed 
chere jooking for purchaſc:but the flyboats men grew ſo weake they weredriuea 
to Smerwickin the Welt of /reland.T he Governour went for England ;and Sinwn 
&erdinando with much adoe at laſt arrived at Por;/avonth. 1 587, 1

came to Hatorarik in 36.degrees & aterſe, ar 4.tadom, 3 leagues from ſhore:where 
we might perceme aimoake atthe place where ] letc the Colony, 3 587.Thenex: 
morning Capraine ( ooke,Capraine Speer, & their companies, with two boats lefr 
our (hips, and diſcharged ſome Ordnance to gue them notice of our comming, 
bur when we came chere,we found no man,nor (1gne of any that had beene there 
Jacely : and io returned to our Boars. 1 he next morning we prepared againe for 
Roanoach, Caprtaine Spicer had chen ſent his Boat aſhoretor warter,ſo it was ten of 
the Clocke cre we put tron. the ſhips, which rode ewo myles from cheſhore.

D-2 L hopes of Virginia thus abandoned,it Jay dead and obſcured from 
ONANGH 1550.tillthis yeare 1602. that Caprainc Geſmoll, with 3 2,and him- 
4 | ſcltc in a ſmall Barke, ſer ſayle from Dartmonth vpon che 26. of 
March. Though the wind favoured vs not at the firſt, but forced vs 
as far Southward as the Aſores, which was not much our of our 
way ; we ran dire&ly weſt from thence, whereby we made our journey ſhorter 
then heretofore by 500.leagues : the weakneile of our ſhip,the bagnes of our ſays« 
lers, and our ignorance of the coaſt, cauſcd vs carry bur a low layle, that made 
our pailage longer then we expected. 

On fryday the 2 1.of May we made land, it was ſomewhat low, where appea« 
red certaine Cats or hills in it: the ſhore white ſand, but very rockie, yet 
overgrowne with fayre trees. Comming toan Anchor, 8 /ndians in a Baske ſhal- 
lop,with maſt and ſayle came boldly aboord vs. It {cemed by their (ignes & ſuch 
things as they had, ſome Biskiners had fiſhed there : being abour the latitude of, 
4 3-But che harbour being naught,& doubring the weather, we went not aſhore, 
but waighed, and ſtood ro the Southward into the Seca, The next morning we 
found our ſelues imbayecd with a mightic headland: within a league of the ſhore 
we anchored,and Capraine Goſnol/,my ſelfe,& three others went co it in our boat, 
being a whiceſand & a bold coaſt. Though the weather was hot,we marchedto 
the higheſt hils we could ſce,where we perceiued this headland part of the mayn, 
neareinvironed with lands. As we were returning to our ſhip, a good proper, 
luſty young man cameto vs, with whom we had but ſmall conterence, and ſowe 
lefrhim. Herein 5.0r 6. houres we tooke more Cod then we knew what to doe 
with, which made ys perſwade our ſelucs,there might be found a good fiſhing in 


March, Aprill, and May, Ac 
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Aclength we came ameng theſe fayre Iles, ſome a league, 2. 3.5.0r6.fromme 
Maybxc,by one of them we anchored. We found it foure nyles in compatle, with- 
out houfe or inhabitant. Init 15 alake neare a myle 1n circuirzrhereſt overgrowne 
with trees, which to well as che buſhes, were ſo overgrowne with Vines,we could 
{carce patle them. And by the blotlomcs we might perceue there would be plen- 
ty of Strawberries, Retpiſcs, Gouſverries, and divers other truirs: belides,Decre 
and other Beatts we law, and Crancs, Hcracs, wich divers ocher forts of towle ; 
which made vs call un CIartha's Vineyard, 

The reſt of che Iſles arc repleniſhed with ſuch likezvery rocky,and much cinc- 
rured ſtonchke Minczall. Though we mer many /xdians, yer we could not fee 
ther habications: they gaue vs ith, Tobacco, and ſuch chings as they had. Bur 
thenext ]{le wearrived at was but cwo leagues from the Maine,Sc 16,myle abour, 
invironcd fo with creexcs and coves,it ſeemed like many 1{lcs inked together by 
Jm2ll pallages like bridges. Init 1s many places of plaine gratſe, and tuch other 
fruits, and berries as betore were mentioned, In mid-May we did fow Wheat, 
Barley, Oares,& Peale, which in 14.daycs ſprung vp g.inches. The ſoyle1starand 

Juſty:che cruſt cherot gray,a toot or leticin depth. lc 1s tull of high tiymbred Okes, 
their leaues chriſe ſo broad as ours: Cedar itraight and tall,Beech, Holly,Walnur, 
Hazcll, Cherry crees 1:kc ours, but the ſtalks beareth che bloiſom or truitchercot 
like a clutter of Grapes,torty or fttie un a bunch. Theres atreeof Orange colour, 
whoſe barke 10 the tiling 1s as ſmooth as Velver, There 1s a lake of treſh water 
three mylcs 11 compalle, in che midſt an Ile containing an acre or thereabour, 0+ 
vergrowne with wood : here are many Tortoiſes, and abundance of all orcs of 
foulcs, whoſe young ones wetookeand cate at our pleaſure.Grounds nuts as big 
as egges, as good as Poratocs, and 40,0na —_ notiwo ynches vnder ground, 
All jorcs of (thell-fſh, as Schalops, Mullels, Cockles, Crabs, Lobſters, Welks,Oy- 
ſters,excecding good and very great z but not to cloy you with particulars, what 
God and nature hath beſtowed on choſe places, I refer you ro : 2 Authors owne 
writing at large. We called this Ile £hzaberhs Iſlegfrom whence we went right 0+ 
ver to the mayne, where we itood a while as raviſhed at the beautie and drjicacy 
of the {weernelle,beſides divers cleare lakes, whereof weſaw no end,& meadows 
very large andfull of greenegralle, &c. 

Here we eſpyed 7. Salvages, ac firſt they expreſſed ſome feare, but by cur cour- 
tcous viage otchem,they tollowed vs to the necke of Land, which we though. 
had beene ſevered from che Mayne, but we foundit otherwiſe, Here we imagi- 
ned was a river, but becauſe che day was tarre ſpenc,we left ro diſcover ut rill bet» 
ter leaſure, But of good Harbours, there is no doubt, conſidering the Lands all 
rocky and broken ſands. The next day we determined to fortificour ſcjues in che 
Iſle in the lake, Three weckes we ſpent in building vs there a hauſe. Bur the ſe- 
cond day after our comming from the Mayne, 11, Canows with neare 50.Salva- 
g's came towards vs.Being vnwilling they ſhould fee our building, we wentto, 

© exchanged with them Kniues, Hatchers,Beades Bels,and ſuch crifles, tor ſome 
Bevers,Lyzards, Maruns, Foxes,wilde Carte skinnes,and ſuch like.We ſawthem 
haue much red Copper, whereof they make chaines, collars, and drinking cups, 
which they lo lule cftcemed they would giue vs for {mall royes,& ſignified vnto 
vs they had it out of the earth in the Mayne: chree dayes they ſtayed with vs,but 
every night retyred two or three mylefrom vs:after with many lignes of loucand 
fricndſtup they departed, ſeaven of them ſtaying behind,rhar did helpe vs to dig 
and carry Saxatras,and doe any thing they ply. | being of a comely pr | 
and the beſt condition of any Salvages we had yet incountred. They haue no 
Beards bur counterfcirs, as they did thinke ours alſo was: for which they would 
hauc changed with ſome of our menthat had great beards. Some of the baſerſore 
would ſteale; bucthe berter ſort, we found very civill and iuft. Weſaw burthree 
of cheir women, atid they were bur of meane ſtature,artyred in sking likethemen, 
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bur fat and well favoured, The wholcſomeneiTe and remperacure of this climate, 
doth nor onely argue che people to be an{werable toth43 Detcriprion, bur alſo of 
a perte&t conſtirurion of body, a&tiuc, ſtrong, hcalchtull, and very witty, as the 
ſundry toyes by them ſo cunningly wrought may well celtic, For our ſelues, we 
found our {clues rather increaſe in health and ſtrength then otherwiſeztor all our 
toyle, bad dyer and lodging z yet not one of vs was touched with any ficknelle; 
T welue intended here a while to haue ſtayed, but vpon berter conlideration,how 
meanely we were provided,we leftthis Iſland ( with as many crue ſorrowfull eyes 
as were before dclirous toſeceir) the 18. of June, and arrived at Exmonth, the 2 3

Mariner for Capraine, and Robert Salterne his Afſittant, who had bin with Cap- 
caine Goſnol/ there the yeare before tor Pilor. T hough they Were mich crolled by 
contrary windes vpon the coaſt of England, and the death of that ever moſt me- 
morable, miracle of the world, our molt dearc ſoveraigne Lady and Queene E- 
lizabeth : yet at laſt they palled by che weſterne Iles,and about the 7,of lune, fell 
vpon the north = of Virginia, about the degrees of fortic three, Where they 
found plentic ot moſt ſorrs of fiſh, and ſaw a high country full of great woods of 
ſundry ſorts, As they ranged the coaſt at a place they named Fhuſon Bay,they were 
kindly vicd by the Natmes,that came to them,incroupes,of tens,twennes, & thir- 
ties,and ſometimes more. Bucbecaule in this Voyage for molt partthey followed 
the courſe of Captaine Goſnoll, and haue made norelation bur to the fame effe&t 
he writ before, we will thus conclude

T- rueſday the fift of March we ſer ſayle from Ratchiffe, but by contrary 
winds we were forced into Dirtwonth till the laſt of this moneth, then with 
29.25 good ſea meng& all necellary provilics as could poſlibly be gotten, we put 
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coſeazand che 24 of Aprill fell with Flowres and (ornor, We intended as we were 
directed towards the Sourhward of 39.Butthe winds fo crolled vs wee tell wore Dangerous 
Norchwaids abour 41. and 20.minuits, weſounded at 100.farhom, & ty that we fheulcs, 
had run 6 leagues we had but 5.yerſaw no land;trom the mayne top we de{cryed 
a whutith tandy clift, Welt Norch-weſt ſome 6,1cagues from vs, but cre we had run 
two lcagues further wefound many ſhoules and breaches, ſomerimes in 4.tadom 
and che next throw 15.0r 18.Being thus imbayed among cholc ſhoules,we were 
conſtrained to pur back againe,which we did with no ſmall danger,though both 
the winde and weather were as fayxe as we could delire, Thus we parted trom the 
Land,which we had not before {0 much deſired, and at the firit ſight reroyeed, as 
now weall joyfully prayſed Godthat he had delivered vs trom o eminent dan- 
ger:Here we found cxcellent Cod,and ſaw many Whales as we had done 2. or 3, Cod and 
daics before, Being thus conſtrainedto pur to ſea,the want of wood & water cau- 
ſed vs cake the beit advantage of the winde,to fall w:ch the ſhore wherelocver:buc 
wefound our Sea-cards mott direttly falle. The 7,0t May we made the Land a+ 
gaine,buc ur blew ſo hard, we durſt not approach it. The next day it qn_ to Vs 
2 mayne high land, bur wetounditan Ifland of 6.nyles in compalle; within a 
league of ut we came toan anchor,and went on ſhore tor wood & wacer,of which Their 
we tound ſufficient. The water guſhing forth downethe rocky clitts in many pla- landing, 
ces, which are a!l overgrown with Firre, Birch,Beech,& Oke az the Verge is with 
Goulberrics, Scrawbcrries,wild Peaſe,and Rolc vuſhes, and much toulc of divers 
Jorrs that breed among the rockes : here as in all places cls where we came, we 
found Cod cnough. 
From hence we might diſcerne the mayne land and very high mountaines,the 
next day becauſe we rode too open to the Sea, we waighed, and came to the Iſles 
adioyning to the mayn:among which we found an excellent rode,detended trom 
all windes,for ſhips of any burthen,in 6.7.8.9.0r 10.fadom vpon a clay oze. This 
was vpena Whidonday,wherefore we called it Pemereff Harbomr, Here | cannot prarecsft hare” 
omut tor fooliſh fearc of unpuration of fAlattery, the painfull induſtry of our Cap» bour, 
tine, who asatSca he was alwayes moſt carctull & vigilanc, ſo at land he refuſed 
no paincs: but his labour was ever as much or rather morethen any mans;which 
nor onely incouraged ochers with berter content, bur alſo ettefted much with 
great expedition. We digged a Garden the 2 2,0t May,where among our garden- The Captains 
feeds we ſowed Peaſe and Barley,which in 16,daycs grew vp $.ynches, akbough diligzncs, {( 
chis was bur the cruſt of the ground, and much zmfcriour ro the mould we after 
found in the maync, 
After we had taken order for all our necelſary buſineſſes,we marched chrough 
ewo of theſe Iſles. The biggeit was 4.or 5,myles in compatle z we found here all 
ſorrs of ordinary trees, belides, Vines, Currants, Spruce, Yew, Angelica, and 
divers gummes:inſo much many of our company wiſhed chem(clues Feed here, 
Vpon the 30.0ur Capraine with 2 $,went ro diſcover the wayne: we in the ſhi 
pyecd 3. Canowes that came cowards the ſhip, Which after chey had well view 
one of them cameaboord with $.men, and by our good ylage of chem notlong 
aficr the reſt, two dayes we had their companies, in all reſpects they arcbur like 
them ar Ebzaberb; liles, thegefore this may ſufhce for the delcriprion, Itnthis 
time our in had diſcovered a fayreriver,rending into the mayne 40 myles, 
and rerurncd backe to bring inthe ſhip, TheSalvages alſo keprcheir wards and 
brought vs 40. Bever, Orcr, and ſable skins, for the value of 5. ſhillings ja kniues, Trade wick 
glaſſes,combes,and ſuch toyes, and thus we yſed them ſo kindly as we could,be- the Salrages: 
cauſe we intended to inhabit in their Connery,they lying aboord wich vsand ; 
we aſhore with them g burir was but as changing manfor man as hoſtages, andin 
this manncr many times we had their companies; NED 
Act laſt they delired our Captaineto > —_ to the maynerco trade with 
Dsz 


hen B4/oabco which 15 rhe chucks we did,our boat well manned wirh 
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14. yer would they row faſter with 3.Ores intheir Canowes then we wich $. buc 
when we ſaw our old acquaintance, would not ſtay aboord vs as before for ho- 
ſtage,bur did what they could to draw vs into a narrow curke,we exchanged one 
Owen Griffin with chem tor a yong tcllow of theirs, that he mighr lee if he could 
diſcover any trechery,as he did,for he tound there atſembled 283.Salvages with 
bowes & arrows,burt not any thing at allco trade as they prerended. Thelethings 
conlidered, we conceited them to be bur as all Salvages ever had beene, kinde till 
they found opportunitic to do miſchicte. Wherefore we determined to take ſome 
of han, beforechey ſhould ſuſpe& we had diſcovered hear plor, leſt chey ſhould 
abſent them(clues trom vs,{o the firlt that ever afrer came into the ſhip werethree 
which we kept, and two we tooke on ſhore with much adoc,with two Canoes, 
cheir bowes and arrowes. 

' Some time we ſpent in ſounding all the Iſles, channels,and inlets chereabours, 
and we found 4. ſeverall waies a ſhip might be brought incochis Bay. In the inte- 
rim there came 2, Canowes more boldly aboord vs, (ignitying we ſhould bring 
our ſhip tothe place where he dwelt to trade. We cxculed our ſelues why we 
could nor, buc vied chem kindly, yet got them away with all the ſpeed we could, 
that they ſhould not be perceiued by them in the houle, then we went vp the ri- 
ver 26.myles, of which 1 had rather not write, then by wy relation detract from 
it, itisin breadch a myle,neare 40.myles;and a channell of 6. 7,8.9.or 10,fadom, 
& on both ſides every halte myle gallant Coues,roconcaine in many of them 100 
faylc, where they may lye on Oze without Cable or Anchor,onely mored with a 
Hanſer, and it loweth 18. foot, that you may make,docke, or carine ſhips with 
much facilitie:beſides the Jand is moſtrich,trending all along on both ſides in an 
equall plaine, neither rocky nor mountainous, bur verged with 2 greene border 
of graſſe, doth make tenderto the beholder her pleaſant ternliticyit by cleanſing 
away the woods ſhe were converted into meadow. 

The woods are great,and tall,fuch as arc ſpoken of in the I{lclands,and well wa- 
ecred with many treſh ſprings;Our men thar had ſeene Oranogne (o famous inthe 
worlds cares, Reogrande, Loyer{8 Sliow,report, though they be great & goodly tie 
vers, yer arc not —_—_ le to ir, Leaving our ſhip we went lugher, rill we were 

.myles higher then the'ſalt water flowed;we marched towards the mouncains we 
fad {cenc,but the weather was ſo hor, & our labour ſo great,asour Capraine was 
contented to rerurne:after we had erefted a crolle weletr this faire land andriver, 
in which the higher we wene the berter we liked ir,and rerurned to our ſhip. By 
the way we met a Canow that much deſired one of our men to go vp tothe Baſ- 
ſeeebes,but we knew their intents, and ſo rurned chem off;and {atv Jes had both 
time and proviſionto hauediſcovered much more,and might haue found perad- 
venturegood trade, yet becauſc our company was but ſmall, we would nor haz- 
zard (o ITS as reg hr pet for our Teng or particular ends, 
being morer a publicke promulgatin sholy Church 
by phil Chriſtianity, which wasrhe intentof our 2 Jun ſo well as Oursz 

by che Iſles in the entry of the Sound we called chem S* Georges Iſles, 

& becauſe on ſunday we ſer out of England, on ſunday alſo the 16.0f Tune we des 
parted hence, When we had run 30.leagues we had 4o.fadom,then 70.chen too , 
Afﬀecr 2.0r 3. watches more we werein 24.fadoms,where werooke ſo much Cod 
as wedid know what to doe with,and the 18. of Iuly came ro Dertmoxth,and all 
our men as well God be thanked as when they wene forth,

Y theſcformer relations you may ſee what inc6veniences 
{till crotled chole good incents,and how great a martter 
ic was all chis time co finde but a Harbour, although 
there be ſo many. But this Virginia is a Country in A- 
merica berweene the degrees of 34.and 45. of the North 
latitude, The bounds thereof on the Eaſt (ide are the 
great Ocean: on the South lyeth Florida : on the North 
nova Francia: as for the Welkthereof, the limits are vn- 
knowne. Of all chis Country wepurpoſc notto ſpeake; 
but ane]y of char part which was planted by the Eng/h 
wen in the yeare of our Lord, 1 6 o 6, And this is wnder the degrees 77. ;8.and 39. 
The cemperacure of this Country doch agree well with Eng/s/s conſtitutions, being 
once ſcaloned to the Country, Which appeared by thus, that though by many oc- 
calions our peopletell ſicke z yer didthey recover by very {mall meanes, and conti- 
nucd in health, though there were other great caulcs, not onely to haue madechem 
licke, but even to end their dayes, &c. 

The Sommer is hot as in Spaine z the Winter cold as in France or Engl/and, The 
heat of ſommeris in lune, Iuly, and Auguſt, but commonly the caole Breeſes a{- 
ſwage the vehemency of che hear, The chicks ot winter 1s halte December, Ianuary, 
February,and halfe March. The coldeis cxtreame ſharpe, but herethe Proyerbe 18 
true, that no extreame long coptinucth, 

Inche yeare 4607. was an extraordinary froſt in moſt of Farepe,and thisfroſt was 
found as cxcreame in Yirginza. Bur che next yeare tor 8,07 10, dayes of il} weather, 
other 14-daycs would be as Sommer, 

The windes here are variable, but the like thunder and lightning to purifie che 
ayre, I haue ſcldomeeither ſcene or heard in Ewrope. From the Southwelt came the 

reaceſt guits with thunder and heat. The Northweſt winde is commonly coole and 
Fein eth faire weather with ir. From the North is the greateſt cold,and from the Eaſt 
and Southeaſt as from the Zarmmaas, togs and runes, 

Some times there are great droughts, ocher rumes much raine, yet great neceſſitie 
of neither, by reaſon we tee not bur char all che raritie of needfull truwns in Earope, 
may be there in greac plengie, by che indultry of men,as appearcrh by choſe we there 
Planted. 

There is but one entrance by Sea into this Country, and that is at the mouth Bf a 
very goodly Bay, 18.0r 20. myles broad. T he cape on the Souch 1s called { ape Hen 
ry, in honour of our mgſt noble Prince. The land white hilly ſands like vato the 
Downes, and all along theſhores great plentie of Pines and Firres, 

Thenorth Capeis called Cape (harler, in honour of the worthy Duke of Torke. 
The Ifles before zr,Smh's Iles,by thename of the diſcover. Within is a country that 
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may |1auc che prerogative over the moſt pleaſant places knowne, for large and plea- 
ſant navigable Rivers, heaven & carch never agrecd berter to frameaplace for mans 
babirarion'z were ic fully manured and inhabited by induſtrious people, Here are 
mountaines,hils, plaines, valleycs, rivers, and brookes, all running moſt pleaſant] 
mto afaire Bay, compalled but for the mouth, with fruicfull and delighrſome _- 
In the Bay and rivers are many Iſles both grear & ſmall,ſome woody,ſome plaine, 
moſt of chem low and nor inhabited. T his Bay lyeth North and South, in Which 
che water loweth neare 200.my les, and hath a channell for 140 myles, ot depth be- 

\twixt Gand 15 fadome, holding in breadth for the moſt part 10 or 1.4 myles. From 
the head of the Bay to the Northweſt, the land is mountanous, and io in a manner 
from thence by a Sourhwelt lunc z So that the more Souchward, the farcher off from 
the Bay arc thoſe mountaines. From which fall certaine brookes which after come 
eo fue principall navigable rivers, Theſe run from the Northweſt into the Sourh 
eaſt, and ſo into the Weſt (ide of che Bay, where thetall of every River is within 26 
or 45 myles oneof another, 

The mountaines are of divers natures: for atthc head of the Bay the rockes are of 
a compolicion like Mill ſtones. Some of Marble,&c, And many peec*s hke Chri- 
ſtall we found, as throwne dowac by water from thoſe mouncaincs, For in Winter 
they are covered with rhuch ſnow, and when ic dilſolveth the waters fall with ſuch 
violence, tha it cauſerh great inundations in ſome narrow valleyes, which is ſcarce 
perceived being once 1n the rivers. T heſe waters waſh from the rocks ſuch gliſtering 
ein&ures, that bs ground in ſome places ſcerncth as guilded, where boch therocks 
and che earth arc io ſplendent to behold, thar better wdgewents then ours nughs hane 
beene perſwaded, they contamed more then probabiluier. The veſture of the carth in moſt 
places doth manifetily proue che narure of the ſoyle to be Juſty and very rich. The 
colour of che earch we found in diverſe places, reſemblerh bole Armomnecterrs (igit- 
lata, and Lenania, Fullers carch, Marle, and divers other ſuch appearances. But gene» 
rally for the moſt = iris a blacke ſandy mould,in fome =_ a far ſlimy clay,in 0- 
cher places a very barren gravell. Bur the beſt ground is knowne by the veſture je 
bearcch, as by the greatncile of trees, or abundance of weeds, &c. 

The Country is nc mountanous, nor yet low, but fuch pleaſant plaine hils, and 
fertile valleyes, one prernily crofling another,& watered ſo conveniently with freſh 
brookes and ſprings, no leiſe commodious, then delightſome. By the rivers are ma- 
ny plaine matiſhes, containing ſome 20 ſome 100, lome 200 Acres, ſome more, 
ſome lelle. Orher plaineschere are tew, but onely where che Salvages inhabit: bug 
all overgrowne with trees & weeds, being a plaine wilderneiſe as God firit madeir, 

Onthe weſt (ide of the Bay, weayd were 5.faire and delightfull navigablerivers, 
The firſt of choſe, and the next to the mouth of the Bay hath his courſe from che 
Weſt Northweft. It is called Powhatan, according to the name of a principall coun» 
try that lycth vpon ic. The mouth of thisriver is neare three myles in breadth, yet doe 
the ſbowles force the ({ hannell ſo neare the land, that « Sacre will overſhoot it at poi 
blanke. It is navigable 150 myles, the ſhoulder and ſonndings are here needleſſe to "am 
preſſed. It falleth trom Rockes farre weſt in a Country 1nhabired by a nation they 
call Afonacans, Bur where it commeth inco our diſcovery ir is Powha/an. Inthefar- 
theſt place that was diligently obſerved, are falles, rockes,ſhoules,&c. which makes 
it paft navigation @»7 higher. Thence in the running downeward, the river is cart 
ched with many goodly brookes, which arc maintained by an infinic number of 
ſmall rundles and pleaſant ſprings, that _—_ c themſclues tor beſt ſcrvice,as do the 
veines of a mans body. From che South there fals into itz Firſt, the pleaſane river of 
Apamatuch, Next more tothe Eaſt are two ſmall rivers of Davyowghcobancchs, A lice 
farther is a Bay wherein falleth 3 or 4 prettie brookes & creekes that halfe intrench 
the Inhabicanrs of Warackoyee, then the river of Nandſammnd,and laftly che brooke 
of Chiſapeack, From the North fide is the river of ( hickahemaenia, the backe river ot 
James Towne ; another by the {edar Iſle, where we liued cen weekes vpon Oyſters, 


then a convenient harbour for Fiſher þoats at Kecowghtanthat ſo rurnerh it ſeltcinco 
| k | Bayes 
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Bayes and Creekes,it makes thac place very plealant ro inhabitztheir cornchelds be- 
ing girded cheren mn a manner as Pemnſulacs, T he molt of theie rivers are mhiavited 
by icvcrall nations, or rather families, of the name ot the rivers T hey haue allo over 
thojc ſome Governour, as cheir King, which they call Ferowances, In a Perinſula on 
the North tide of chis river are the Zng/zfp Planted mn a place by them called lames 
Towne, in honour of the Kings molt excellent Maicſtic, | 

The firit and next the rivers mouth are the Keconghtans, who beſides their wo- 
men & children,haue not palt 20.fightung men. The Paſpebeghes(on whole land 15 
ſeared /ames Towne, foie 40 myles trom the Bay) haue nor paſt 40. T heriver cal- 
led Chickabhamama neare 250. T he Weanccks 100. The Arrowhatocks 40. The place 
called Fowbatun, ſome 40. On theSouth (ide this river the Appamaruchs haue lixte 
fighting men. T he 2 arongcobancels 25.The Nand/amiads 200. T he Cheſapeachs 100. 
Otchus lait place che Bay beareth the name. In all cheie places 18 a {everall comman- 
der, which chey call #erowance, except the Chickahamanians, who are governed by 
che Prieſts and cheir Atliftants, or cheir Elders called Caw-cawwaſſoughes. 1 fommer 
no place aftordeth mere plentic of Semrgeon,nor in winter more abundance of toule, 
eſpecially in che cime of troſt, I cooke once 52 Sturgeons at a draught, at another 
68. From the later end of May till theend of Iuncareraken tew,bur yong Sturgeons 
of ewo foot, or a yard long. From thence tl] the midit of Seprember, them ot rwo 
or three yards long and tew ochers. And in 4 or 5, houres with one Net were ordi- 
narily taken 7 or 8 : oftca more, {cldome letle, In the {mall rivers all che yeare there 
is good plenuc of {mall fiſh, fo that with hookes thoſe chat would take paines had 
ſuthcienc, 

Fourercene myles Northward from the river Powhates, is the river Pamauukee, 
which is navsgable GO or 730 myles, but with Catches and ſmall Barkes 3 © or 40 myles far- 
ther. Act the ordinary flowing of the ſalt water, irdivideth it felte unco rwo gallant 
branches. On che South (ide inhabit the people of Tonghranwnd, who hauc about 
60 men for warres, On the North branch Afatrapament, who hauc 30 men. Where 
this river 18 divided the Country 15 called Pamavnkee, and nournſheth neare 30o able 
men. About 2 5.myles lower on che North lide of this river 15 Werawocomeco, where 
cheir great King inhabited when I] was dehvered him priſoner yer there are not pall 
40 able men:Ten or ewelue myles lower,on the South tide of thisriver, is { tickeach, 
which hath ſome 40 or 50 men. T hele,as allo Apamatuch lrrobatoch and F owhatas, 
are their great Kings chictealliance, and inhabuants.T he reſt his Conqueits, 

Before we come to the third river that talleth from the mountatnes, there 15 ano- 
cher river ( ſome 30 myles navigable) that commerh trom the Inland, called Pajanks- 
tanke, the Inhabitants arc abour 50 or Go lerviceable men, 

The third navigable river is called Toppahancck, ( 7 his s navigable ſeme 170 myles) 
Ac the top of it inhabit the people called CAfanneboacks amongit the mountaines, 
bur they are aboucthe place we deſcribed, Vpon this river on the North ſide are the 
people Catratawomen, with 30 fighting men. Higher areche Aforanghtacunds, with 
80. Beyond them Rapahaneck with 100.Far abouc 15 another { wtatawomes With 20, 
On che South is the pleaſant ſcar of Nawtanghracund having 150 men.T his river al 
fo as therwo former, 15 repleniſhed with fiſh and toule, 

Thefourth river 1s called P 4tawomeke, 6 or 7 myles in breadth, /t i navigabler40 
mles, and fed as the reſt wich many ſweet rivers and ſprings, which fall txom the 
bordering hils, Theſe hils many ot themare planted, and yeeld no Ic]eplenueand 
varictic of fruit, then theriver exceedeth with abundance of fiſh, Ic 15 ;obabaed on 
both ſides. Firſt on the South (ide at the yery entrance is Wighcocomecs & hath ſome 
130 men, beyond them Sekgcawone with 30, The Onawmanient with Loos And the 
P atawomekes more then 200, Here doth the river dividen (clte into 3 or 4 couvenis 
ent branches. The greateſt of the leaſt is called 2u5yough, trending Northweſt, bur 
che river it ſclfe ruructh Northeaſt,and 1s ſtil a navigable ſtreame, On the Weſterne 
ſide of this bought is Tawxenent with 40 men, On the North of this river is Secowe- 
comeco with 40. Somewhat turther Pages with 20. Jn the Eaſt part is —_" 
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with Go. Aﬀecr Mojoreance with 100. Andlaſtly, Nacerchranke wich 80, Theriver 
aboue this place makcth his paſſage downe a low plcatanc valley overthaddowed um 
matly places with high rocky mountaines ; from whence dittill 1nnumerable ſweee 
and pleaſant prings. 

The hitc river 1s called Pawtzxwnt,of a lefle proportion then thereſt;bur chechan. 
nell is 26 fadome deepen lome places. Hereare nfinitskuls of divers kindes of 61th 
more then el{where. Vpon this river dwell che people called Acquintanackzuak,Þ aws 
txwat, and Mattapanient, Two hundred inen was the greateſt ſtreogeh char could 
be there perceived, But they inhabit cogerher, and nor lo diſperſed as the reſt. Thele 
of all ocher we tound rno(t civill ro giue intercainement, 

T hirtic leagues Northward isa river not inhabited, yer navigable;forthe red clay 

reſembling bale Armoniack we c:lled it Bolrs, Ar the end of the Bay whegxe 1t15 6 or 
7 myles in breadth, udividesit{cltcinto 4, branches, the bett commech Norchweſt 
trom among themountaines, but though Canows may goe a daycs 10urncy or two 
vpit, we could not ger rwo myles vpit with our b »2t tor rockes.V pon itis ſeared che 
Saſqueſabanocks, ncare it North and by Weitrunneth a crecke amyleand ahalfe: ac 
the head whereof the Eble letr vs on ſhore, where we tound many trees cut with hat- 
chers, The next ryde keeping che ſhore co ſecke tor ſome Salvages; (tor within thir= 
tie leagues ſayling, weſaw nor any, being a barren Country,) we went vp another 
{mall river like a crecke 6 or » myle, From thencererurning we mer 7 Canowes of 
che Maſſowomeks, wich whom we had conference by lignes, tor we vnderſtood one 
another ſcarce a word:the next day we diſcovercd the tmall river & people of Tock: 
whegh trending Eaſtward. 

Having loſt our Grapnell among therocks of Sa/que/ahanockg, we were then neare 
200 mylcs from home, and our Barge about rwo tuns, and had in it but 32 men ro 
pertormechis Diſcovery, wherein we lay abone 12 weekes vpon choſe great waters 
in thoſe vnknowne Countrics, having nothing buca little mcale, oaremeale and wa- 
cer to feed vs, and ſcarce halfe fufficienc of rhac for halte that timce,bur what proviſt+ 
on we gotamong the Salvages, and ſuch roores and fiſh as we caughc by accident, 
and Godsdiretion z nor had wea Mariner nor any had skill corrun che ſayles buc 
ewo layers and my lelfe, the reſt being Gentlemen, or them were as ignorantin ſuch 
coyle and labour, Yerneceſſitie in aſhort time by good words and examples made 
chem doe chat chat cauſed chem ever after to feare no colours. What 1] did with chis 
{mall meancs | leaue tothe Reader towdge, andche Mappe I made of the Country, 
which is buc a ſmall matter 1n regard ot the magnitude chereot. Bur ro procced,60 of 
thoſe Sa/que/abaxickscane tovs with skins, Bowes, Arrows, T argets,Beads,Swords, 
and T obacco pipes tor pretents.Such = and well propartioned men arcfcldome 
ſcene, for chey ſeerncd like Giants to the Engliſh, yea and co the neighbours, yer 
ſcemed of an honeſt and {imple diſpolition, with much adoe reſtrained from ado- 
ring vs as Gods, Thoſcare the ſtrangeſt people of all thoſe Counties, both in lan- 
guage & attire z for their language it may well beſecme rheir proporuons, founding 

rom them, as a voyce in a vaule, Their attire is the skinnes of Beares,and Woolues, 
ſome haue Catlacks made of Beares heads & skinnes,thata mans head goes chrough 
the skinncs neck, and the cares of the Beare faftned to his ſhoulders, the noſe and 
teeth hanging downe his breaſt, anocher Beares face ſplic behind hum,and at che end 
of the nole hung a Pawe, the halfe ſleeues —_— to the elbowes were the neckes 
of Beares, and che armes through the mouth with pawes hanging ar their noſes, 
One had the head of a Woolfe hatging in a chaine for a lewell, his Tobacco pipe 
three quarters of a yard long, pretnly carued with a Bird, a Deere,or ſome ſuch de- 
viſe at rhe great end. ſufficient ro beat out ones braines: with Bowes, Arrowes, and 
clubs, ſurable co their greatneſſe, Theſeare ſcarſe knowne to Powhatan. They can 
make neare 500 able men,and are palliſadoed in their Townes to detend them trom 
the Maſawomekes their mortall enemies. Fiue of ther chicke Werowancgs came a- 
boord vs, and croſſedthe Bay intheir Barge, The pifturcof the greaceit of them 15 
hgnificd in che Mappe. The calfc of whole leg was three quarters of a yard _

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4 all te ret of his limbes ſo anfwerable to thar proportion, that ke ſeemed tlic 
goodliclt man we ever beheld, His hayre, the one (ide was lone, the other ſhore 
clolc with a ridzc over his crowne like a cocks combe. His arrowes were fine quar- 
ters longheadcd with the ſplinters of a wane chriſtall-like ftone,in torme of alcarc, 
an inch vroad,and an mch afid a halte or more long, Thele he wore in a Woolues 
kinne ar his backe for his Quiver, his bow inthe one hand and his clubbec inthe 0-

cher, as 15 defcribed. 

On the Eaſt t1de the Baygistheriver Tockwhogh,and vpon it a peopiethat canmake 
100 men, ſeared ſome {eaven myles within the river ; where they vauc a Fort very 
well palliſadoed and mantelled with barkes of trees. Nextthemis Oxmres with lixty 
men. More © the Sourh of that Ealt (ide of the Zay, the river Rapabanock , neere vn- 
co which is che river Kutkarawaok, Vpon which is icared a pcoplic with 200 men. 
Atcerthar,is the river Tants Wighcocomoco,S on ita people with 100 men. T hepeo- 
ple of thoſe rivers are ot hte ftature,ot another language trom the reit,& very rude, 
Bac they on theriver Acohareck with 40 men, & they ot Accemach 80 men doth c- 
qualize any of the Terricories of Powhatan, and ſpeake his language, who over all 


thote doth rule as King. 
Sourhward we went ro ſome parts of Chaworcek, 2nd the Aargraps to ſearch for 


chem lett by M* White, Amonglit thoſe people are thus many teverall Nations of 


jundry Languages, thatenviron Powhatan: T erriticrics. The Chamoneckes the Man 
goags, the Monacansgthe EAlannabokesthe Maſawomekes the Powhatans,che Saſqueſa- 
hanocks,the Arquanachwhes, the Tockwoghes, andche Kn/carawackes. Alltl.ole nota» 
ny one vnderſtandeth another bur by interpreters, Their teverall habirations are 
more plainly deſcribed by this annexed Mappe, which will prejent roche eye, the 
way oft the mouncaines, and current of therivers, withrheuwr (everall curnmings, baycs, 
ſhoules, Iſles, Inlers, and creckes, the breadth of the waters, the ditlances ot places, 
and ſuch like, In which M:ppe oblerue this, that as tar as you ice the ule Crotles 
on rivers, mounraines, or other places haue beene diſcovered ; the re(t was had by 
[nformation of tie Savages, andare et downe according to their inſtructions. 


Thus kane | walkt a wayleſs way, with viconth pace, 
Which yet no ( briſlzan man did ever trace : 

But yet 1 know this not affe tt the minde, 

Which eares doth heare,as that which eyes doe fine. 


Of fuch things Which are naturally m Virginia, and how they Ve them, 


Iic1x1 a doth afford many excellent vegerables, anc liuing Creatures, 
yer gralle there is bttle or none, bur what groweth in low Marithes: tor all 
the Countrey is overgrowne with trees, whole droppings contimually rur- 
neth cheir gralle to weeds, by reaſon of the rancknes of the ground, which 

would {oone be amended by good husbandry. The wood that is mott common is 
Oke and Walnut, many of their Okes are to tall & ſtraight, chac they will beare cwo 
foorcand a halfe ſquare of good timber tor 20 yards long ; Ot this wood there 15rwo 
or three ſeverall kinds. The Acornes of one kinde, whote barke 15 tnore white then 
the other, & ſomewhat (weetiſh, which being boyled,at lait attords a ſweet oyle,thar 
they keepe in gourds to annoint their heads and ioynts, The tru they care made in 
bread or otherwiſe. There 1s alſo ſome Elme, ſome blacke Walnut tree, and ſome 
Aſh: of Aſhand Elmethey make ſope Aſhes. It the crees be yery great, the Aſhes 


will be good, and meltto hard lumps, bur if chey be ſmall, it will be but powder, * 


and not ſo good as the other, Of walnurs there 1s 2 or 3 kindes ; there is a kinde of 
wood we called Cypres, becauſc both the wood, the truit, and lcate did mot reſem- 
ble it, and of thoſe txees there are ſome neare three fadome abour at the toor, very 
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. 
ſtraight, and 50, 60,0or 8 foot withour a branch. By the Cv. clling of che Salvages 
are {ome great Mulbery cwrees, and in ſome parts of che Countrey, they are found 
growing naturally in prettic groues, There was an atlay made to make lilke, and 
furely the wormes profpercd excellent well, ill the matter workeman tell ſicke, 
During which time they were cacen with Rats, l 

In (ome parts were tound ſome Chetnurs, whoſe wild fruit equalize the beſt in 
France, Spame, Germany, or ltaly. Plums there are of three forts, Theredand white 
arelike our hedge plums, bur che other which chey call Parchamne, | as high ag 
a Palmeta: che truit 15 like a Medler ; it 1s firit greene, then yellow, and red when it is 
ripe ; if it be nor ripe, it will draw a mans mouth awry, wich much corment, buc 
oy it 15 ripe, it 15 as del1c1ous as an Apricot, 

They hauec Cherrics, and thoſe are much likea Damion ,but for their taſtes and 
colour we called them Cherries. We ſaw tome tew Crabs, but very tmall and birrer, 
Ot vines great abundance in many partsthat chmbe the coppes of the higheſt trees 
1n ſome places,bur thelc beare but tew grapes. Except by the rivers X lavage habita- 
tions, where they arc not overſhadowed trom the ſunne,tiey arc covered with fruit, 
though never pruined nor manured. Ot choſe hedge grapes wemade neererwenne 
gallons of winc,which was hike our French Briculh wine, buc certaincly chey would 
proue good werethcy well manured, T here is another fort of grape ncere as great 
as a Cherry, this chey call Aeſſamins, they be farre, and the wyce chicke, Neuher 
doth the caſte ſo well pleaſe when they are made in wine. They hauc a {mall fruic' 
growing on lutle trees, husked like a Cheſnur, bur the truic moſt like a very ſmall 
Acorne. This they call Chechingwamins, which chey eftceme a great dain:ze, They 
haue a berry much hike our Gooſcberry, in grearnetle, colour, and taſt ; thoſe they 
call Rawcomens, and doe cat them raw or boyled, Of chele naturall fruits they liue a 
great part ofthe yeare, which they vſc in chis manner z The Walnuts, Cheſnuts, A- 
corncs, and Chechinquamins are drycdto CEE they need walnuts they breake 
chem berweene rwo ſtones, yer ſome part of the ſhels will cleaue co the fruit, Then 
doe they dry them againe vpon a Mart over a hurdle, After they put it into a morter 
of wood, and beat it very ſmall: that donethcy mix it with water, thattheſhels may 
linke ro the botrome, This water w'ill be coloured as milke, which chey call Pawce« 
hiccor a, and kcepe it for their vie. Thetrui hke Medlerstchey call Purchamns, they 
calt vpon hurdles on a Mar, and preſerue them as Pruines. Of their Cheſnucs 
and Chechinq»:1mins boyled,, they make both broath and bread tor their chicke 
men, or at their greatelt feaſts, Belides thoſe fruic trees, there is a white Po- 
pular, and anothercreelike vneo it, thatycelderh a very cleare and an odoriferous 
Gumme ike Tirpentine, which ſome called Ba/ſom. There arc allo { edar; and Saxa- 

fras trees. They allo yeeld gummes in a ſmall proportion of theri{clues, Wee tryed 
concluſions co cxcratt it our of the wood, bur nature atforded more chen our afts, 

In the watry valleyes growerh a Berry which they call Oconghtanamms very much 
like vnto Caper+, Theſe they dry in former. When chey cat chem they boilechem 
neare haltc a day ; for otherwiſe they differ not muchtrom poylon. Matrowm grow- 
cth as our Bents, The ſeed 1s not much vnliketo Ric, though much ſmaller. This 
they vic for a daintic bread butrered with deare ſucr. 

During Sommer there are either Strawberries, which ripen in Aprill, or Mul- 
berries which ripen in Miy and June. Raſpiſcs, hurrs;or atruicthat che inhabirants 
call CAlaracocks, which is a pleaſant wholſome fruit much hke a Lemond, Many 
hcrbes in the tpring are comonly diſperſedthrou hout the woods,good for brothes 
and (allers, as Violets, Purſlain,Sorrcll, &c. Belides many we vied whoſe names we 
know not. 

Thechucte root they haue for food is called Tockawhowghe. It growerh like a flagge 
in Mariſhes, In one day a Salvage will gather ſufficient tor a weeke. Theſe roors arc 
much of the greatnelleand taſte of Potatoes.They vie to cover a great many of chem 
with Oke leaucs and Ferne, and then cover all with carth in the manner of a Cole- 


pit z over it, on each (idegthey continuea great fire 24 houres beforethey dare car ir, 
Raw 


w 
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Raw it 15 no better then poyſon, and being roſted,except it be tender and cheheaxt a- 
bated, or {liced and dryed inthe Sunne, mixed with ſorrell arfd meale or ſuch like, 
It will prickle ard corment ene throat excreamely, and yer iu ſommer they vie this 
ordinarily tor bread, 

They haue anocher roote which they call #/ighſacan : as th'other feedeth the bo- 
dy,ſo this curerh their hurts and difcates; It 1s a tmall root which they bruite and 
apply roche wound, Pocones 15 a ſmall root that groweth in the mountaines,which 
being drycd and beare in powder turneth red. And this they vſe for ſwellings,aches, 
annotnung cheir toynts, painting their heads and garments. They accounc it very 
precious, and of much worth. 44x/quaſpes is a roote of the bigneile of a finger, and 
as red as bloud, In drying, it will wither alnoſt to nothing, This chey victo paar 
cheir Marres, Targets, andiuch like, 

There is alſo Pelluory of Spaine, Saſafrage, and divers other ſimples, which che 
Apothecaries gathered, and commended to be good,and medicinable. 

In clie low Mariſhes grow plots of Onyons, containing an Acre of ground or 
_ in tnany places z buc they are {mall, not paſt che bigueile of the coppe of ones 
Thumbe, 

Of bealts the chicfe are Decre,nothing differing from ours. In the deſerts cowards 
the heads of the rivers, there are many, but amongſthe rivers tew. There 1s a beaſt 
they call «Arcughcxun, much hke a badger, but yicth to liue on wees as Squirrels 
doc, TheirSquirrels ſome are ncare as great as our {malleſt ſort of wilde Rabbers, 
ſome blacki(h or blacke and whate, but che molt are gray. 

A (mall bcaft chey haue they call Aſſapenich, bur we call them flying Squirrel; , 
becauſe ſpreading their legs, and ſo ſtretching the largenelle of their $kins,that they 
haue beene {ecneto fly 30 or 4o yards, An Opaſſom hatha head like a Swine, and a 
faile like a Rat, and is of the bignelle of a Cat, Vander her belly (hee hath a bagge, 
wherein ſhe lodgeth, carriech, and ſuckleth her young, A AMufſaſcrs is a beaſt ot > 
forme and nature of our water Rats, but many of them ſmell exceeding ſtrongly of 
Muske. Thcir Hares no bigger then our Conies, and few of them ro be found, 

Their Beares are very litthe ut compariſon of thoſe of CMluſcovia and Tartaria. 
The Beaver is as big as an ordinary water dog, but his legs exceeding ſhore. His 
forefeere like a dogs, his hinderfeer like a Swans. His taile tomewhathke the forme 
of a Racker, bare without haire, which to cat the Salvages eſtecme a great delicare. 
They hauc many Otters, which as the Beavers they rake with ſnares, and eſtecme che 
Skins great ornaments, and of all thoſe beaſts they vſeroteed when they catch chem. 
An Prchunguoyes is like a wilde Cat, Their Foxes are ike ourfilver haired Conies, of 
a ſmall proportion, and not ſmelling like thoſe in Englend. Their Dogges of that 
Country arc like their Woolues, _ cannot barke but howle,and che Woolues not 
much biggei then our Enghſh Foxes, Martins, Powlecats, Weeſels, and Minkes 
we know they haue, becaule we haue ſcene many of their skinnes, though very ſcl- 
dome any of chem aliue.Bur one thing is ſtrange,that we could never perceiue their 
Verminedeſtroy our Hennes, Egges,nor Chickens,nor doc any hurtgaor their flyes 
nor ſcrpents any way pernicious, where in the South parts of America they are al- 
wayes dangerous, and often deadly, 
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Of Birds the Eagleisthegreateſtdevourer. Hawkes there be of divers ſorts, as our Birgs, 


Falconers called them: $ hers Lanarets, Goſhawhes, Falcons and Oſperayerg 
bur they all prey moſt ypon fiſh. Their Partridges arelictlebigger then our Qualles, 
Wilde Turkics are as bigge as our tame, There are Wooſels or Blackbirds with 
xd ſhoulders, Thruſhes and divers ſorrs of ſmaHl Birds, ſome red, ſome blew,ſcarce 
ſo bigge as a Wrenne, but few in Sommer. In Winter there are great plenticof 
Swans, Crancs, gray and white with blacke wings, Herons, Geeſe, Brages, Ducke, 
Wigcon,Dorrerell, Oxcics, Parrats, and Pigeons. Of all thoſe ſorts great abun- 
dance, and ſome other ſtrange kindsgto vs einonaebynane Backs not 
any, or a very tew to be ſeene. 


Ot kk we were beſt acquainted with Sturgeon, Grampus, Porpus, Seales, Stin- Filby 
M07” or, 
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graies,whoſe tailes are yery dangerous. Brerts, Mullets, whiteSalmonds, Trowts, 
Soles,Plaice, Herrings, Conyhih, Rockfiſh, Ecles,Lampreys, Catfiſh,Shades, Pcarch 
of three ſorts, Crabs, Shrimps, Creviſes, Oyſters, Cocles, and Muſcles, But the 
moſt ſtrange fiſh is a ſmall one, ſo like the pifture of S* Gevrge his Dragon, as poſſi» 
ble can be, except his legs and wings, andthe Toadebſh, which will (well cill ix be 
like to burſt, when it commerh into the ayre. ; 

Concerrung the enrrailes of the carth, hwle can be ſaid for certaintie, There wan- 
ted good Refers ; for thoſe that rooke vpon them to haue kill chis way, tooke vp 
che waſhings from the mountaines, and ſome moskered ſhinin g ſtones and ſpan gles 
which the waters brought downe, flartering chemſelues in cheir owne vaine con- 
ccits to hauc beene ſuppoſed what they were nor, by the meancs of that ore, if it 
proucd as their arts and iudgements expeted. Onely this is certaine, that many re- 
gions lying in the ſame latitude, afford Mines very rich of divers natures. The cruſt 
alſo of thels rockes would caſily perſwade a man to belceue there are other Mines 
chen yron and ftcele, if there were bur meanes and men of experience that knew the

terre. 


Of their Planted fruits im Virginia, «nd how they vſe them. 


Hey divide the yeare into fiue ſeaſons. Their winter ſome call Popenow, the 

ſpring Rn the ſommer { ohattayongh,the caring of cheir Corne Nee 

pinongh, the harvelt and fall of leafe Taquizock, From September vncill the 
midft of November arethe chiefe feaſts & ſacrifice. Then haue they plencie 
of fruits as well planced as naturall, as corne, greene and ripe, fiſh, fowle, and wilde 
beaſts exceeding fat. 

The greateſt labour they take, is in planting theircorne, for the Country naru- 
rally is overgrowne with wood, To prepare che ground they bruite the barke of 
the trees neare the root, then doe they {cortch the roots with firechat they grow no 
more. The next yeare with a crooked peece of wood they bear vp the weeds by the 
rootes, and in that mould they plant their Corne. Their manner is this, They make 
a hole in the earth with a ſticke,and into it they put foure graines of wheate andewo 
of beanes. Theſe holes they make foure foote onefrom another ; Their women and 
children do contirmally keepe it with weeding,and when it 1s growne middle high, 
chey hill ir about like a hop-yard. 

In Aprillthey beginco plant, but their chiefe planration is in May, and ſo they 
continue till che midſt of June, What they plant in _ they reape in Auguſt, 
for May in September, for Iunc in Oober z Every ſtalke of their corne commonly 
beareth two cares, ſome three, ſeldome any foure, many but one, and ſome none. 
Every care ordinarily hath berwixt 200 and 500 graines. The ſtalke being greene 
hath a ſweet juice in it, ſomewhatlike a ſugar Cane, which js the cauſe that when 
they gather their corne greene, they ſucke the ſtalkes: for as we gather greene peaſe, 
ſo doethey their corne being o_ which excelleth their old. They plant alſo 
peaſe they call Aſſextamess, which are the ſame they call in /taly, Fagiols, Their 
Beanes are the ſame the Turkes call Garnayſes, but theſe they much eſtceme for 
dainties, 

T heir cornethey roſt in the care greene,and bruiſing itin a morter of wood with 
a Polt,lap it in rowles in the leaues of their corne,and to boyle it for a daintie. They 
allo reſerue that corne late planted that will not ripe, by roaſting it in hot aſhes, the 
heat thereof drying it. In winter they eſteeme ir _ led with beanes for arare 
diſh, they call Paw/arowmena. Their old wheat they firlt ſteepe a night in hot water, 
in the morning pounding it in a morter. They vſe a ſmall basker for their Temmes, 
then pound againe the great, and ſo ſeparating daſhing their hand in che basker, 
recciue the lower in a platter made of wood, ſcraped te that forme with w—_ 
: an 
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and ſhels. Tempering chis flower with water, they make it cither in cakes, covering 
thein with atlics ull chcy be baked, and then waſhing them in faire water, they dric 
preſently with cheir owne heat ; or elſe boyle them un water, cating the broth with 
the bread which they call Ponap, The grouces and peeces of the cornes remaining, 
by fanaing in a Platter or in the wind,away, the branne they boyle 3 or 4 houres 
with water, which 1s an ordinary tood they call /ftarabemen. But tome more thriftic 
then cleanly, doc burne the core of the care to powder, which they call Pungnough, 
mingling that in their meale, but it never taſted well in bread, nor broth. Their fiſh 
& fleth they boyle erther very tenderly, or boyle it ſo long on hurdles over the fire, 
or clic aftertche Sp.en15 taſhion, purring ic on a ſpit, they rurne firlt the one (idegthen 
the ocher, till ir be as drie as their ierkin Beete 1n the well ſndiesgthar they may keepe 
ir a monerh or more without putritying. The broth of fiſh or fleſh they cat as com=» 
monly as the meat, 

In May allo amongſt their corne they plant Pumpeons,and a fruiclike vato a muske 
mellon,bur leiTe and worle, which they call Afacocks. Theſg increate exceedingly, 
and ripen in the beginning of Iuly, and continue vnill September, They plane 
alſo CMaracocky a wild truitlike a Lemmon, which allo increaſe infinitely. They 
begin co ripe in September, and continue till the end of Oftober. When all their 
fruns be ga. hered, little els they plantzand this 15 done by their women and children; 
neither Sh chis long ſuthce chem, tor ncarechree parts of the yeare,they onely ob- 
ſcruetimes and ſeaſons,and live of what the Country naturally afforderh from hand 


ro mouth, &c. 
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The Commodities in Virginia, or that may be had by Induſtrie... 


He mildnclle of che ayre, theferrilitie of the ſoyle,and (iruation of the rivers 

are ſo propitious to the nature and vic of man, as no place 15 more conyent- 

ent for pleaſure, proht,and mans ſuſtenance, vuder char latitude or clunar. 

Here will liue any bealts,as horſes, goars, ſhcepe, alles, hems,&c. as appeared 
by them that were carricd thether, The waters, Iſles, and ſhoales,arcfull of tate har- 
bours for ſhips of warre or marchandize, for boars of all ſorts, for tranſportation or 
fiſhing,&c.T he Bay and rivers haue much marchantable fiſh, and places fic for Salc 
coats, building of ihips, making of Iron, &c. 

CHMuſcovia and Polonia doe yearely receiue many thouſands, for pitch, tarre,ſope- 
aſhes, Roſen, Flax, Cordage, Sturgeon, Malts, Yards, Wainſcor, Firres, Glatlc,and 
ſuch likezallo Swethland for Iron and o___ rexce in like manner,for Wine,Can- 
vas, and Salt. Spaine a/much for Iron, Stecle, Figges, Reaſons,and Sackes. /taly with 
Silkes and Velvers conſumes our chiefe Commodities, Holland maincaines it ſelfe by 
fiſhing and crading at our owne doores. All theſe remporize wich other for necet- 
ſicies, bur all as vncertaine as peace or warres, Belides che Wy _ and danger 
in tran{porting them, by ſeas, lands, |ſtormes, and Pyracs. T hen how much hath 
Virginia the prerogatiue of all choſe flourihing Kingdomes, tor the benefit of our 
Land, when as within one hundred myles all thole are to be had, either ready pro» 
vided by nature, or cl(c to be prepared, werethere but induſtrious men co labour. 
Onely of Copper we may doubris wanting,but there is good probabilitiechar both 
Copper and better Minerals are thexe to be had for their labour. Other Countries 
have it. So then here isa place, a nurſe for ſouldiers, a praftiſe for mariners, a trade 
for marchancs, arewardfor the ge d, and chat which is moſt of all,a buſine(ſe(moſt 
acceptable ro God) tobring fuch poore Intidels tothe knowledge of God and his 


holy Goſpell, | | 
Of the natwrall Inhabitants of V 1K G1N1 A, 
He land is not populous,for the men be few ; their far greater number is of wo- 
men and children. Within 60 myles of lawes Towne, there are about ſome 
5000 people, bur of able men fit for their warres ſcarce 1500. To nouriſh ſo many 
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together they haue yet no mcancs, becaulc chey make fo {mall a benefit of chew 
land, be ir never ſo fertile. Six or ſeaucen hundred haue beene che moſt hath beene 
ſcene together, when they gathered chemlcluesto have ſurpriſed mec at Pamavnhee, 
having but fifreenc co withitand the worſt of their tury. As imall as the pro- 

rtion of ground that hath yer beene diſcovered, 1s in compariſon of that yer vn-+ 
Le : the people differ very much in ſtacure, eſpecially in Janguage, as before 
is expretſed, Some being very great as the Saſqueſahawects ; ochers very little, as the 
Wighcocomocoes: but generally call and ſtraight, of a comely properrion, and of a co- 
lour browne when they arcof any age, bur they are borne whute, T heir hayre is ge- 
* Herally blacke, but few haue any beards. The men weare halte their beards ſhaven, 
the other haltc long ;for Barbers they vſe their women,who with two ſhels will grate 
away the hayre, ot any faſhion they pleaſe. The women are cut in many faſhions, a« 
greeable ro their yearcs, bur ever ſome part remaincch long, T hcy are very ſtrong, 
of an able body and tull of agilitie, able ro endure to lic 1n the woods vnder a tree 
by the fire, inthe worſt of winter, or in the weedes and grale,in Ambuſcado in the 
Sommer, They areinconſtant in every thing, but what teare conſtraincth them co 
keepe, Crafcic, timerous, quicke bf apprehen(ion, and very ingenuous, Some are of 
diſpoſition fearetull, ſome bold, will cautclous, all Savage, Generally coverous of 
Copper, Beads, and ſuch like craſh. T hey are ſoone moucd to anger, and ſo malict- 
ous, that they ſeldome forget an iniury : they ſeldome ſtcaleonetrom another, leatt * 
cheir coniurers ſhould reveale it, and fo they be purſued and puniſhed. That they 
arc thus feared is certaine, but thatany can reucale their offences by coniuration I 
am doubrfull. Their women arecarctullnotto be ſuſpetted of diſhoneftic without 
the leauc of cheir huſbands. Each houſhold knoweth their owne lands, and gardens, 
and moſt liue of their owne labours. For their apparell, they are ſometime covered 
with the skinnes of wilde beaſts, which in Winter are drefled with the hayre,bac in 
Sommer without, The berter ſort vſc large mantels of Dearc skins, not much dit- 
fering in faſhion from the Iriſh mantels, Some imbrodered with white beads, ſome 
with Copper, other painted after their manner, But the common ſort hane {carce 
ro cover their nakednefſe, but with grafle,the leaucs of crees, or fuch like, We haue 
ſcene ſome vicinantels made of Turky feathers, ſo prettily wrought & woven with 
threads that nothing could be diſcerned but the teathers, That was exceeding warme 
and very handfome. Butthewomen are alwaycs covered about their middles wich 
a Skin,and very ſhamefaſt co be ſcene bare, They adore themſclues moſt with cop- 
per beads and paintings. Their women, ſome haue their legs,hands;breaſtsand face 
cunningly imbrodered with divers workes, as beaſts, ſerpents, artificially wroughc 
into their ficſh with blacke ſpots. In each care commonly they haue z greac hls 
whercat they hang chaines, bracelets, or copper. Some of their men weare m thoſe 
holes, a ſma]l greene and yellow coloured inake,nearc halfe a yard in length,which 
crawling and lapping her ſelfe about his necke oftentimes familiarly would kille his 
lips, Others weare adead Rat tyed by the taile. Some on their heads wearethewing 
of a bird, or ſome large feather with a Rattel], T hoſe Rattels are ſomewhat like the 
chape of a Rapier, burlefſe, which they take from theraile of a ſnake. Many hauethe 
whole skinne of a Hawke or ſome ſtrangefoule, ſtuffed with the wings abroad. O- 
chers a broad peece of Copper,and ſomethehand of their enemy dryed, Their heads 
and ſhoulders are painted red with theroote Pocone brayed ro powder, mixed with 
oyle, this they holdin ſommer topreſerue them from the heate, and in winter from 
the cold. Many other formes of paintings they vſe, bur he ts che moft gallanc that is 
the moſt monſtrous co behold, 

Their buildings and habirationsarefor the moſt part by therivers,or notfarredi- 
ſtant from fomeſreſh ſpring. Their houſes are built like our Arbors,of ſmall young 
ſprings bowed and tyed, and ſo cloſe covered with Mats, or the barkes of trees very 
handiomely,that notwithſtanding either winde,raine, or weather, they are as warme 
as ſtooues, but very ſmoaky, yer at the toppe of the houſe there 15 a hole made for 
the ſmoaketo goc into rightover the fire, ER, 

Againſt 
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Avant the fre they lie on lictle hurdles of Reeds covered with a Mar, horne from 
te ground a toute andinore by a hurdle of wood.On thele round about the houtc 
they lic hcads avd pormnts one by ch other againſt the fire, tome covered wth Mars, 
jome with sKkins, and lome ftarke naked hie on the ground, trom 6 T2 20 1m a houte. 
Theirhouſes are wn che nagit of their fields or gardens, which are imall plors ot 
ground.Some 29 acres,lome 40.loine too.lome zoo. ſome more,ſome letle.;n tome 
places trom 2 to 50 of thoſe houſesrogether, or bur a little ſeparated by grouts ot 
trees, Neare char habravons 1s little {mall wood or old trees on the ground by rea- 
ſon of cher burning of chem tor fire, So that a man may gallop a horſe ainongit 
cheſe woods any way, but where the creekes or Rivers ſha!l hinder, 

Men, women, and children haue their teverall names accorging to the ſeverall 
humor ot cher Parents. Their women ( they (ay ) are ealily dehivered of childe, yer 
doe they louc children very dearcly, To makerhem hardie, in the coldeſt mornings 
they them waſh 1n the rivers, and by painting and oyntments ſo tanne the skinnes, 
that atter a ycare or two, no weather will hurt them, 

The men beſtow their exmes 18 hilbung, huncing, warres, and ſuch man-like exer- 
ciſes,|corning to be ſeence 1n any woman-hike exerciſe,which 1sche cauſe that the wo- 
men be very painetull, and che men otren idle, The women and children doe the 
reſt of che worke. They make mats, baskers, pots,morters,pound their corne, make 
char bread, preparethear vittuals, planecheir corneggather their corne,beare all kind 
ot burdens, and (uch like, , 

Their fire they kindle preſently by chafing a dry pointed ftickein a holeot a little 
ſquare peeceot wood, that firing it {elte, will fo hire moile, Ieaues, or any fych like 
ary thing, that will quickly burne. In March and Aprill chey luc much vpon their 
filhing wires z and tced on fiſh, Turkies, and Squirrels, In May and lunethey planc 
cheir helds, and liue moſt of Acornes, Walnuts, and fiſh, But to amend their dyer, 
ſome diſperſe them{clues in ſmall companies, and liue vpon hih, beaſts, crabs, oy- 
ſters, land Tortoiles, (trawberrics, mulberries, and ſuch like, In June, Iuly, and 
Auguit, they teed vpon the rootes of Tockyoangh berries, fiſh,and greene wheat. Ic 1s 
ſtrange to {ce how their bodies alter with their dycr,even as the deere & wilde beatts 
they iceme far and leanc, ftrong and weake, Powhatan thear great King, and ſome 
others thac are provident,roſt their fiſh and ficth vpon hurdles as betore 15 exprelled, 
and keepe it till ſcarce times, 

For k{hing, huncing, and warres they vie much cheir bow and arrowes. They 
bring their bowes to the torme of ours by the ſcraping of a ſhell. T heir arrowes are 
made ſome ot ſtraight young ſprigs, which they head with bone,ſome 2 or 3 ynches 
long, Theſe they vieto ſhoot at Squirrels on trees Another fort of arrowes they 
vie made ot Reeds. Theſc are peeced with wood, headed with fplincers of chriſtall, 
or ſome harpe ſtone, che ſpurres of a Turkey, or the bill of jome bird, For his knite 
he hath che ſplinter of a Reed co cut his feachers in forme. With this knife alloghe 
will ioynt a Deere, or any beaſt, ſhape his ſhooes, buskins, mantels, &c, To make 
thenoch of his arrow he hath the cocth of a Beaver,ſer in a fticke,wherewith he gra» 
terh ic by degrees, His arrow head he quickly maketh wich a little bone, which he 
ever wearcth at his bracert, of any ſplint of a ſtone; or glatle 1n the torme of a hearr, 
and theſe they glew to the end of their arrowes, With the [inewes ot Deere, and the 
cops of Deans Lecne boyled to a iclly, they make a glew that will not difſoluc in 
cold water, 

For their warres alſo they vſe Targets that are round and made of the barkes of 
trees, and aſwordof wood at their backes, but ofrentumes they vic for ſwords the 
horne of a Deere putthrough apecceof wood in forme of a Pickaxe. Somea long 
ſtone ſharpned at both ends, vied in the ſame manner. This they were wont to vie 
allo for hatchers, but now by trucking they haueplencic of the ſame forme of yron. 
And thoſe arecheir chiefe inſtruments and armes, 

Their fiſhing is much in Boats. Theſe ghey make of one tree by burning and 
ſcratching away che coales with ſtones und hhets,cl they hauc made it in forme of a 
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Trouph. Some of them are an clne deepe, and tortie or fitte foote in length, and 
{ome will beare 40 men, but the moſt ordinary are {maller, and will beare 10,20,0r 
30. according totheir biguclle, In ltead of Oarcs, they vie Paddles and ſtickes, with 
which they will row talker chen our Barges. Berwixt their hands and thighes, their 
women vie to ſpin, the barkes ot crees, Deere lnewes, or a kind of gratle they call 
Femmenaw, of cheſerhey make athiead very cycn and readily, This thread ſerverh 
for many vics. As about ther houling,apparcll, as alſo they make ncts tor fiſhing, 
for the quanuuic as formally braded as ours, I hey make allo wich it lines for angles, 
T heir hookes are cither a bone grated asthey nochtheir arrowes in the torme of a 
crooked pinne or fiſh-hooke, or ot the {plinter of a bone tyed co the clitt of a little 
ſticke, and with the end of the line, they cie on the bate, They vie alſo long arrowes 
tryed 1n a line, wherewuh they ſhoote at fiſh in the rivers, But they ct Accawmack vie 
{taucs like vnco Jauclins headed with bone, With thele they dart fith {wimming in 
the water, They hauec allo many artificiall wires, 1n whuch they ger abundance of 
fiſh, 

In their hunting and fiſhing chey take extreame panes, yerit being their ordinary 
exerciſe from their infancy, they c{tceme it a pleature and are very proudto be cx- 
pert therein, And by their continuall ranging, and travell, they know all che advan- 
rages and places molt frequented with Decre, Beaſts, Fiſh, Foule, Roots, and Berries, 
Ac their huntings they leaue cheir habitations, and reduce themiclues into compas- 
nics, as the Tartar; doe, and goc to the moſt deſert places with their tanulies, where 
they ſpend their ime in hunung and towling vp towards the mouncaines, by che 
hcads of their rivers, where there 15 plenue of game, For berwixt the rivers the 
grounds arcſo narrowe, that lictle commeth here which they devoure nor. Jtisa 
maryell chey can ſo dircly palle thee deſerts, fome 3 or 4 dayes tourney wichout 
habication. Their hunting houſes are ike vnto Arbours covered with Mats, Thelc 
their women beare atter them, with Corne, Acornes, Morters,and all bag and bag- 

agethey vic. When chey cometo the place ot cxercile, cyery man doth his beſt to 
= his dexteritie, for by their excelling in choſe qualities, they ger their wines, 
Fortie yards will they ſhoot levell, or very neare the marke, and 1 20 15 their beſt ar 
Random, At their huntings in the deſcrts they are commonly ewo or three hundred 
cogether, Having tound = Deere, they environ them with many fires, & berwixt 
the fires they place themſclues, And fome take cheir ſtands 1n the midits. The Deere 
being thus fearcd by the fires, and their voyces, they chale them fo long within that 
circle, that many times they kill 6,8, 10,0r 15 ata hunnng, They vic al{oto drive 
them into ſome narrow poynt of land, when chey ftindthat advantagezand ſo force 
them into theriver, where with cheir boats they haue Ambuſcadoes to kill them. 
When they hauc ſhota Deere by land, they follow him like bloud-hounds by the 
bloud,and ſtraine,and oftentimes ſotakethem. Hares,Partridges, Turkies,or Egges, 
far or leane, young or old, they devoure all chey can catch in cheir power, In one 
of theſe huntings they found me in the dilcovery of the head of the river of { bicks» 
hamania, where they ſlew my men,and tooke me priſoner in a Bogmire, where I taw 
thoſe excrciſcs, and gathered cheſe Obſervations, 

One Salvage hunting alone,vſerh che skinne of a Deere ſlit on the one (ide,and ſo 
put on his arme, through the neck,ſo that his hand comesto the head which is ſtuf- 
ted, andthe hornes, head, cyes, cares, and every part as artificially counterteited as 
they can deviſe, Thus ſhrowding his body in the skinne by (talking,he approacherh 
the Deere, creeping on the A from onetreeto another, It the Deerechanceto 
find fault, or ſtand at gaze, he turncth the head with his hand to hs beſt advantage 
to ſeeme like a Deere, alſo gazing andlicking himiclfe. So watching his beſt advan- 
age to approach, having ſhort him, he chaſcrh hum by his bloud and ftraine cill be 

et him. 
: When they intend any warres, the Ferowances viſually haue the adviceof their 
their Prieſts and Coniurers, and thar allies, and ancient friends, bur chictcly the 
Prieſts determine their reſolution. Every Werowance,or lome luſtic tellow, they aps 
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point Capraine over every nation, They ſeldome make warre for lands or goods, 
but tor women and children,and principally tor revenge. T hey haue maay cucuucs, 
naivecly, all cheir welteri:ly Countries beyond the mountunes, and the heads of the 
rivers. pon the head ot the 'Powharans are the MHonacans, whoſe chuete habitation 
iSat Raſawweak, , vito whom the CAlowhemenchughes, the CMaſſinnacacksthe Mona» 
haſſannghs, the CMonaſickapenonghr,and other nauons pay mibures, Vpon che heed of 
che river of Toppahaneck 15 a people called CAlannaboacks. T o thete are contributers 
the Taxxanas, the Shackaconas, the Ontponeas, the Trgninateos, the Whonkenteacs, the 
Stegaraker,the Haſſimmwngaes, and divers others,all contederares with the Adonacans, 
rhough many dittcrent 1n language, and be very barbarous, lung tor the moſt parc 
of wild beaſts and truis. Beyond che mountanes from whence 15 the head of the 
river Patawomehkggthe Salvages report inhabit their moſt morrall enemics,the Maſſa- 
womekes,vpon a great falr water, which by all lkehhood 1s ether ſome part of Can- 
nada, tome great lake, or foine inler of tome jea thar tallech inco che South fea. Theſe 
CHaſſawomekes axe a great nation and very populous. For the heads of all choſeri- 
vers, c{pecially the Parraworekes, the Paxtuxuntes, the $ GI the Tock- 
wowghes arc continually tormented by them: of whoſe cruclue, they generally come 
plained, and very importunace they were with me, and my company to tree them 
trom cheſc crormentors, To this purpoſe they offered food, condurt, affiſtance, and 
continuall fubiection, Whuch 1 concluded to effect. Bur the councell then pre- 
ſent emulating my luccetlce, would not thinker fit to ſpare me fortie men to be haz+ 
zardcd in thote voknowne regions, having patſed(as betore was ſpoken cft)bur with 
1 2,and fo was loſt chat opporrunitie, Seaven boats full of theſe Aafſawomekes wee 
encountred at thc head ot the Bay ; whoſe T argers, Baskees, Swords, Tobaccopipes, 
Platters, Bowes, and Arrowes, and every thing thewed,they much exceeded chem of 
our parts, and their dexteriic in cher ſmall boats,made of the barkes of crees,fowed 
with barke and well lured with gumme, arguerh that chey are tcared vpon. ſome 
great water, . 

Again all theſe enemies the Powhatan: are conſtrained ſometimes to fight. Their 
chicte attempts are by Scraragems,rrechenies, or _—_— Yer the Werowances wo- 
men afid children they pur not ro death, bur keepe them Capuues. T hey haue 2 me- 
thod in warre, and for our plcaſurcs they ſhewed it vs, and i was in this manner 
pertormed at Mattapenient. 

Having painted and difguiled chemſelues in the fierceſt manner they could deviſe. 
They divided themiclues 1nro two Companies,neare a hundred in a company. T he 
one company called Afonacans, the other Powbatans. Either army had their Cap- 
eaine, Thciec as enemics tooke their ſtands a musker ſhot one trom another ; ranked 
themiclues 15 2 brealt, and cach ranke from another 4 or 5 vards, not in tyle, but in 
the opening berwixe their fyles. So the Reare could ſhoot as conveniently as the 
Front, Having thus puched the ficlds: trom either part went a metlenger with theſe 
conditions, that whoſoever were vanquiſhed, ſuch as eſcape vpon their ſubmiſſion 
in two daycs afcer ſhould liuc, bur their wives and children ſhould be prize for the 
Conquerours. T he meilengers were no ſooner rezurned, but they approached in 
their orders z On cach flankca Scricant, and in the Reare an Officer tor Licurenanr, 
all duly keeping ther orders, yer leaping and ſinging after cheir accuſtomed rune, 
which they _ vic in Warres.Vpon the firſt flight of arrowes they gaue ſuch hor 
ible ſhoucs and ſcreeches, as to many internall hell-hounds could not haue made 
chem more terrible, When they had ſpent their arrowes, they ioyned rogerher prer- 
uly, charging and retyring, every ranke ſeconding orher. As they -goc advantage 
they carched cheir enemies by the hayreofthe head, and downe he came that was 
taken, His cnemy with his wooden {word ſeemed to bear our his braines, and fol 
they crept to the Reare, to maintaine the 5kirmiſh. The Aſonacexs decrealing,' the 
Powhatan charged them in che forme of a halfe Moone z they vnwilkng to be in- 
cloſed, fled all in a troopeto their ,Ambuſcadoer,on whom they led them very cun- 
ningly. The onacexs diſperſe chemſclues among the freſh men, wherevpori the 
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Powhatans retired, with all ſpeed to their [econds ; which the Afonacans ſeeing,tooke 
that advantage to retire againe to their owne batte]], and (0 cach returned to theu 
owne quarter. All cheir actions, voyces, and geiturcs, borh in charging and retiring 
were {o ſtrained to the height of their qualiue and nature, thar the ſtrangencile 
thereot made it ſeeme very de!12htull, 

For their Mulickechey vic athicke Cane, on which they pipe as on a Recorder, 
For cheir warres they hauc a great deepe platter ot wood, They cover the mouth 
thereof with a skin, at cach corner they tic a walnut,which meeting on the backlide 
ncerethe bortome, with a {mall rope they twitch chem togerher cill ir be ſo roughe 
and ſtiffe, chat they may beat vpon it as vpon a drumme, Bur their chicfe initru« 
ments arc Rattles made of ſmall gourds,or Pumpeons (hcls, Of theſe they haue Baſe, 
Tenor, Countertenor,Meanc, and Trevic. T hele mingled with their voyces ſomes» 
times cwenty or thirtietogether,make ſuch aternble nvile as would rather aftrighe, 
chen delight ay wan. It any great coa-mander arriue at che habitation of a Werow- 
ance,they ipread a Matas che T urkes doe a Carpet tor him co (it ypon,Vpon ancther 
right oppolite they (it them(clucs, Then doe ail with a tunable voice of ſhouting 
bid him welcome. After this doe two or more of their chicteſtmen make an Orat- 
on, teſtifying their loue. Whuch chey doe with ſuch vehemency, and ſo great paſli- 
ons, that they ſweat till they drop, and are fo out of breath they can ſcarce ſpeake, 
So that a man wouldtake them to be exceeding angry,or ſtark mad. Such vifuall as 
they haue, they ſpendtreely, and at nighc where his lodging 1s appointed, they ſet a 
woman freſh painted red with Pocones and oyle,to be his bed-tellow, 

Their manner ot trading is for copper, beads, ar.d ſuch like, tor which they giue 
ſach commodities as they hauc, as skins, toulc,':ſh,fleih, and their Country Corne, 
Burt their vitualls are their chicteſt riches, 

Every ſpring they make themlelues (icke with drinking the iuyce of a roote they 
call :ghſacan, and waterz whereot they powre lo great a quancirie, that ir purgerh 
them 1n a very violent manner ſo that 1gthree or foure dayes afrer,they ſcarce reco- 
ver their tormer healch, Somceruncs they are eroubled with droplies, ſwellings, a+ 
ches, and ſuch like dilcaſes z tor cure whereot chey build a Stoue inthe forme of a 
Douc-houlc with mats, io cloſe that a few coales therein covered wich a por, will 
make the patient ſweat extreamely. For {wellings alſo they vic ſmall peeces of 
couchwood, in the forme of cloues, which pricking on the griete chey burne cloſe 
to the fleſh, and from thence draw the corruption with their mouth, With chis 
roote Wighſacan they ordinarily heale greene wounds, Burto ſcarriea ſwelling, or 
make incilion, their beſt inſtruments are ſome ſplinted ſtone, Old vicers, or putris 
fied hurts are ſeldome ſeenc cured amongſtthem. They haue many proteiſed Phi= 
ſicians, who with their charmes and Raccles, with an :nternall rout of words and 
ations, will ſceme to ſucke their inward griete from their navels, or their grieued 
places ; but of our Chirurgians they were fo conceited, that they belecued any 
Plaiſter would heale any hurt. 


But 'tis not alwayes in Phificians oil, 
To heale the Patient that is ſicke and ill : 
For ſometimes fickneſſe on the Patients part, 


Promes ſtronger farre then all P hiſictans art, 
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Hereis yet in Virginia no place diſcovered to be ſo Savage, in which chey 

haue not a Religion, Decre, and Bow, and Arrowes. All things that are a- 

ble ro doecthem hurt beyond their prevencion, they adore with their kinde 

of divine worſhip z as the fire, water,lighrning,thunder, our Ordnance,pec- 

ces,horſes,&c. But thar chicke God they worſhip is the Devill. Him they call __ 
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and ferue him more of fcare then lone. They (ay they haue conference with him, 
and talluon chemiclues as neare to his ſhape as they can umagine. In their Temples 
they lauc his image cull favourcdly carved, and then painced and adorned wrh 
chaines of copper, and beads, and covered with a skin,in ſuch manner asthe detor- 
mutic inay well juit with ſuch a God. By him is commonly the ſepulcher ot their 
Kings. 1 heir bodics are firtt bowelled, chen dricd vpon hurdles vill chey be very 
dry, and lo aboutche moſt of cher 10y nts and necke they hang bracelets, or chaines 
of copper, pcarle, and (juch like, asthey vie co weare, cheir inwards they ſtuffe with 
copper beads, hatchers,and (uci2 traſh, T hen lappethey chem very carctully1n white 
Skuns,and io rowle them in mars tor cheir winding ſheers, And im the Tombe which 
3s an arch wade of mars, they lay them orderly. What remaineth ct this kinde of 
wealth cheir Kings haue, chey ict at their teer in baskers. T hee Temples and bodies 
are kept by char Pricits, 

For char ordinary burials, they dig a deepe hole in the earth with ſharpe ſtakes, 
and the corple being lapped in skins and mars with their 1ewels, they lay chem vpon 
ſtickes 1a che ground, and [o cover them with earth. T he buriall ended, the women 
being painted all their taces with blacke cole and oyle, doe (it ewenty foure houres 
in che houſes mourning and lamencing by turnes, with fuch yelling and howhng, 
as may exprelle cheir great paſſions, 

In every Territory of a Werowance 15a Temple anda Prieſt,two or three or more, 
Their principall Temple or place of ſuperſtiuon is at Yitanwſſack, at Pamarnkee, 
neare vnto which is a houſe, I emple, or place of Powhatens. 

Vpon the top of certaine red ſandy huls in the woods, there are chree great houſes 
Glled with images of their Kings, and Devils, and Tombes of cheir ' Arai 
Thoſe houſes are neare (ixtiefoor in length buile arbour-wiſe, after their building, 
T his place chey count ſo holy as that buc the Prieſts & Kings darecome intothem z 
nor the Salvages dare not goe vp the river in boats by it, but they ſolemnly caſt 
ſonre peece of copper, white beads, or Pocones into the river, for teare their Okee 


ſhould be otfended and xevenged of them. 


Thus, Feare was the firſt their Gods begs; 
Tull feare began, their Gods were not. 


In this place commonly are refident ſeauen Prieſts. The chiefe diffcred from the 
reft in his ornaments, bur inferior Prieſts could hardly be knowne from che com- 
mon pcople, but that chey had not ſo many holes in their cares to hang their 1ewels 
ar. The ornaments of the chicte Prieſt were certaine attires for his head made thus. 
They cooke a doſcn,or 46,or more ſnakes skins and Rtutfed chem with moile,and of 
Weeſels and other Vermines skins a good many, All cheſe they cie by char cailes, 
ſo as all cheir tailes meere in the toppe of their head like a great T allell. Round about 
this T atſell is as it wereacrowne of feathers, the skins hang r»und about his head, 
necke, and (houlders,and in a manner cover his face. The faces of all their Prieſts are 

need as vgly as they can deviſe,in their hands they had cvery one his Ractle, ſome 
baſe, ſome (ſmaller. Their devotion was moſt in ſongs, which che chicfe Prieſt be- 
ginneth andthe reſt followed him, ſometimes he makerh invocarions with broken 
ſentences by (tarts and ſtrange paſſions, and at every paulſc, the reſt giuea ſborr 


g* OAanc. 
Thus ſeekg they in deepe fooliſbneſſe, 
To climbe the heyght of happmeſſe. 


Ir could not be perceived that they keepe any day as more holy then ocher ; But 
onely in {oine great diſtrelle of wane, fearcof enemies, times of par yn 
ring cogether char fruics, the whole Country of men, women, and come 
together to {olemnities, The manner of their devotion is,ſomerimeso make a great 
fire, in che houte or fields, and allco ling and danceabouc ic with Rartles and ſboucs 
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together, fourc or fiue houres, Sometimes they ir a man inthe midſt, and about him 
they dance and ling, he all the while clapping his hands,as it he would keepe tume, 
and afcer cheir ſongs and dzuncings ended they goe to .heir Feaſts, 


Through God begetting feare, 
Aans blinded minde aid reare 
A hell-god t2 the ghoſts, 

A heaven - god to the hoaſts ; 

Tea God wnto the Seas: : 
Feare did create all theſe. 


Their conju< . . T Þfy hauc alſo divers conjurations, one they made when I was their priſoner z 
—_— of which hercatcer you ſhall rcade at large, | 
Their Altars, They hauec alſo certaine Altat (tones they call Pawcorances, bur theſe (tand from 
their Templcs, ſome by cheir houlcs, others 1n the woods and wildernetles, where 
they hauc had-any extraordinary accident,or incounter. And as you travell,at thoſe 
ſtones they will ccll you the cawe why they were there crefted, which from age to 
age they initru&t cheir children, as thar belt records of antiquities. V pon thele chey 
otter bloud, Dcere fuer, and Tobacco, T his rhey doe when they returne trom the 
$Sacrifices to Warres, trom hunting, and vpon many other occalions. T hey hauc alſo another ſu- 
che water, perſtition that they viemn itormes, when the waters are rough in che Rivers and Sea 
coaſts. Their Conturers runne to the water fides,or palling in their boats, after ma» 
ny helliſh outcryes and invocatons,they caſt Tobacco,Copper, Pocones,or fuchcraſh 
into the water, to pacific that, God whom they thinke to be very angry in thoſe 
ſtormes.

in chcir graues like dead dogs, ; 

To divercchem from this blind Idolatry,we did our beſt endeyours, chiefly wich 
the Werowance of Qutonghcobaock , whole devonon, apprehenſion, and gooddiſ- 
politon, much exceeded any in thoſe Countries, with whom alchough we could 
not as yct prevaile, to'torlake h1s talle Gods, yet this he did belecuethat our God as 
much excecdcd theirs, as our Gunnes didtheir Bowes & Arrowes, and many times 
did ſcud co me to [James Towne, intreating me to pray to my God for raine, for 
their Gods would not ſend them any, And in this lamentable 1gnorance doe theſe 
poorc loules ſacrifice themielues © che Devill, not knowing their Creator z and we 
had not language fſufhcient, fo plainly co exprelle it 25 make them ynderſtand ity 
which God gran they may. 


For, Relioion tis that doth diſtinguiſh vs, 
From their bruit humor, well we may it know ;

Of the manner of the Virginians Government. 


Lrhough the Country people be very barbarous, yer haue they amongſt 
them fuch government, as chat their Magiſtrates for good commanding, 


and their people for due ſubic&ion, and obeying, excell many places that 
would be counted very civil}. The formCcot cheir Common-wealth is a Mo- 
narchicail government, one as Emperour ruleth ouer many Kings or Governours. 
Their chicte ruler is called Powhatan, and takerh his name of his principall place of 
dwelling called Powhatan. Bur his proper name 15 ahwnſonacock, Some Countries 
he hath which haue beene his anceſtors, and came vnto him by inherirance, as che 


Country called Powhatan, Arrobateck, Appamainch,, P amaunkee, Towghtunnd, and. 
AMatapwient, All the reit of his Terricones expretied in the Mapp, they report- 
c 


haue beene his ſeverall Conquelts. In all his ancient inheritances, he hath houſes 
builr atter cheir manner Ike arbours, ſome 30. ſome 40. yards long, and at cyery 
houſe proviſion tor his encertainement according to the time, At Werowcomece On 
the North(ide of the river P amavnhge, was his retidence, when I was delivered him 
priſoner, ſome 1 4 myles from /ames Towne, where for the molt part, he was re{t 
dent, bur at laſt he tooke ſo lirrle pleaſure in our neare neighbourhood, thar he re« 
tired himſclfe ro Orapaker, mn che defert betwixt (bickahamania and Towghtanand, 
He is of perſonage a tall weli proportioned man, with 'a ſower looke, his head ſore 
what pray, his bcard ſo thinne, that it ſeemeth none at all, his age nearefixnie got a 
very able and hardy body to endureary labour. Abour his perſon ordinarily atren- 
deth a guard of 4 or $0 of the talleſt men his Country doch atford. Every night 
vpon He foure quarters of his houſe are foure Sentincls, cach from other a o_ 
ſhoor,and at every halfe houre one from the { orps du guard doth hollow,ſhaking his 
lips wich his finger berweenethem ; vito whom every Sentinell doth anſwer round 
from his ſtand: if any faile, they preſently ſend forth an officer chat beateth him ex+ 
ereamely, 

A myle from Orapakes ih a thicket of wood, he hath a houſe in which he keepech 
his kinde of Treaſure, asskinnes, c , pearle, and beads, which he ſtoreth vp a- 
gainſt che time of his death and buriall. Here alſo is his ſtore of red painttor oynt- 
ment, bowes and arrowes, Targets and clubs: This houle is fiftie or (ixtic yards in 
length, frequented onely by Pricfts, At the foure corners of this houle — 
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Images as Sentinels, one of a Dragon, another a Beare, the third like a Leopard,and 
hefourth like a gianthike man, all made evill tavourcdly, according co cher beſt 
workemanſhip, 

He hath as many women as he will, whereof when he licrh on his bed,one ſicrech 
at his head, and anorher ac his teer, bur when he ſicrech, one incerh on his right hand 
and another or his left, As he is weary ot his women, he beitoweth chem on thoſe 
that beſt deſerue them ar his hands, When he dincth or ſupperh, one of his women 
before and after mear, bringeth hiw water in a wooden platcer co waſh tus hands, 
Another waiteth with a bunch of tearthers ro wipethem in ſtead of a Towell, and 
the feathers when he hath wipcd are dryedagaine, H1s kingdomes deicend not to 
his ſoanes nor children, bur Feit ro his brethren, whercot he bach 3, namely, Opire 
chapan, Opechancanowgh, and { atatangh, and afcer their deceale to hus liſters, Firitco 
the eldcit lifter, then co che ret, and aiter them co the heires male or temale of che cl- 
dctt (iſter, but never to the hewes ot che males, 

He norany of his people vnderitand any letters, whereby to write or reade, onely 
the lawes whereby he rulerh iscuſtome, Yer when he liſteth his will 1s a law and 
muſt be obeyed: not onely as a King, bur as halte a Godthey eſtceme hun, His in- 
feriour Kings whom chey call Ferowances, arc rycd to rule, by cuitomes, and haue 

er of litc and death at their command 11 that nature. But cis word Werowance, 
which we call and conſtrue for a Kingis a common word, whereby they call all 
commanders: for they haue buc few words in their language,and bur few occaſions 
to vic any officers morechen one commander, which commonly chey call Werows+ 
ance,or Caxcorouſe, which is Captaine, T hey all know their feverall lands, and ha« 
bicarions, and limits, to fiſh, foule, or hunt in, but they hold all of their great We- 
rowence Powhatan, vnicto whom they pay tribute of skinnes, beads, copper, pearle, 
deere, turkics, wild bcaſts, and corne, What he commandeth they dare not diſobey 
inche lcaſt ching, Icis ftrange to ſee with whar great feare and adoration, all theſe 
people doe obey this Powhatan, For at his feet chey preſent whatſoever he comman« 
derh,and at the lealt frowne of his brow,therr greatelt ſpirits will cremblc with feare ; 
andno marvell,for he is very terrible & cyrannous in puniſhing tuch as otfend him, 
For example, he cauſed certaine malefaftors to be bound hand and foor, then ha-+ 
ving of many fires gathered great ſtore of — coalcs, they rake cheſe coalcs 
round inthe forme ot a cockpit, and inthe midft they cait che offenders to broyle 
to death, Somerimes he cauſeth the heads of them that offend him, to be laid vpon 
the alcar or ſacrificing ſtone, and one with clubbes bears our their braines, When he 
would puniſh any notorious enemy or malcta&tor, he cauſeth him co beryedro a 
tree, and with Mullcll ſhels or reeds, the executioner cucrerh off his ijoynes one after 
another, ever caſting whatthey cur of into the fire ; then doth he proceed with ſhels 
and reeds to caſe the skinne from his head and face z chen doe they rip his belly and 
ſo burne him wich the cree and all. Thus themiclues reportedrhey executed George 
Caſſen. T heir ordinary correttion is to beate them with cudgels, We haue fecne a 
man kneeling on his and at Powbatans command,two men haue beate him on 
the bare skin, all he hath fallen ſenſcleiſe in a ſound, and yer never cry nor complai- 
ned. And he madea woman for playing the whore, (it vpon a grear ſtone, on her 
bare breech rwenty foure houres, onely with corne and warter,every three dayes, till 
nine =_ were paſt, yer he loued her exceedingly: notwithſtanding chere are come 
mon whores by profeſſion, 

In the yeare 1608, he ſurpriſed the people of Pajantatanh his acare neighbours 
and ſubieRts, The occalion was tovs vnkrowne, but the manner was thus. Firſt he 
ſent divers of his men as to lodge amongſt chem that night, then the Amwbuſcadoes 
environed all their houſes, and at the houre appointed, they 211 fell ro the ſpoyle, 
ewenty-foure men they flew, the long haire ofthe one (ide of cheir heads, with the 
Skinne caſed oft with ſhels or reeds, they brought away. They ſurpritcd alſo the 
women, and the children, and the Werowance. All theſe they preſented to Powhatan, 
Thc #erowaxce, women and children became his priſoners, and doc him w_—_

(aptaine lohn Smith i Virginia. 
Thelockes of haire wich their «kinnes he hanged on aline berwixt two trees. And 
thus he made oltenta.10n of his crramph at Werowocomeco, where he utiendedto haue 
done as mucho mce and my company. 

Andchus is as much as my memory can call ro minde worthy of note ; which I 
haue purpolcly collected, co ſatishe my triends of the truc worth and qualitie of 
Virgina. Yet ſome bad narures will not fticke to ſlander the Countriey, chat will 
ſlovenly ſpic at allchings, eſpecially in company where they can hnde none to con- 
tradiet chem, Who though they were icarce cuer ten myles from /ees Towne, 
or at the molt bur atthe talles z yer holding it a great diſgrace that amongtitſo much 
«@tion, cher attions were nothing, exclaune ot all chings, though they never ad- 
vencurcd coknow any tlung ; nor cucr did any ching bur devoure the fruits of ocher 
mens labours. Being tor molt part of ſuch render educanions, and {mall cxperience 
1n Marriall accidents, becaule they founc not Engliſh Cities, nor ſuch faire houſes, 
nor at their owne wiſhes any of ther accuſtomed dainties, with feather beds and 
downe pillowes, Tavcrncs and Alchoutes in every breathing place, neither fuch 
plenae of gold and lilver andditſoluce hberue,as they expettedgbad little or no care 
ot any thing, butto pamper their bellies, ro fly away wich our Pinnaces, or procure 
their mcancs to rerurne tor England, For the Country was to them a mitery, aruine, 
a death, a hell, andcheir reports here, and their attionsthere accorchng, 

Some other there were that had yearely ſtipends to patle ro and againe for tranſs 

rration : who to keepe the myſterie of che bulineile in chemſclucs, though chey 

ad neither time nor meanes to know much of chemſelues ; yer all mens actions 
or relations they fo formally tuned to the remporizing tuncs (implicitie, as they 
could make their 1gnorances ſeeme much more, then all che rue afors could by 
their experience, And thoſe with their great words deluded the world with fuch 
ftrange promiſes, as abuſed the buſinelle much worſe then the reſt. For che buſi 
nellc being builded vpon the foundation of their fained experience, the plancers, 
the money and meanes haue ſtill miſcarried;yerthey ever rerurning,and the planters 
ſo tarre ablent, who could contradidt their excuſes 2 which, ſhll ro maintaine their 
vane glory and eſtimation, from time to time haue vied ſuch diligence as made 
chem paile tor truths, though nothing morefalſc. And chatthe advencurers mig] t 
be chus abuſed, lerno man wonder ; tor the wiſeſt Iraing is ſoonelt abuſed by hum 
chat hath a faire congue and a dilſembling heart, __.-+ 

There were many in //7ginia mecrely proictting,werball, and idle contemplators, 
and thoſe fo devoted to pure idleneſle, that though they had lued ewo or three 
yeares in Yirgims, lordly, neceſſitie it ſelfe could not compell them co palle che Peme 
in/ula, or P alliſadoes of [ames T owne, and choſe witty ſpirits, what would they not 
affirme in the behalfe ot our tranſporters, to get vidtuall from cheir ſhips,or obraine 
their good words in England, to get cheir palles, Thus from the clamors, and the 
Ignorance of falſe informers, are ſprung thoſe diſaſters that ſprung in Yrginua: arid 
our ingenious verbaliſts were no letſe plagueto vs in Yr gina, then the Locuſts to 
che Egyprians. For the labour of ewentie or thirtie of che beſt onely preſerved in 
Chrittianicie by their induſtry, the idle livers of ncare rwo hundred of the reſt : 
who lming neere ten moneths of ſuch naturall meancs,as che Country nacurally of 
it ſelfe afforded, notwithſtanding all this, and the worſt fury of the Salvages, the 
extremitie of (icknelle, murinies, fation, 1gnorances, and want of vittuall ; in all 
chat cime I loſt bur ſeaven or eight men, yer ſubietted the ſalvages co our deſired 
obedicnce,and receiucd contbution from thirtic fiue of their Kings,to proteFt and 
afliſt chem againſt any chat ſhould allaulrthem, in which order they concinued crue 
and faichfull, and as ſfubic&s to his Maicſtic, ſo long after as I did governethere, 
vnoll F left the Countrey: ſince, how they haue has the Countric loſt, and a- 
gaine replanted, and the bulinetles hath fucceded from time ro tune, I reterre you 
tro cherelactions of them rerurned from Yrgiia, that haue beene more diligent an 


fuch Obſcrvations.

that effected ir, Bur becaule all the world doe ſee a

Bur their orders Orders for 

for government were put in a box, not to be opened, nor the governours knowne government, 

vnnll chey arrived in Virgina.

had even then overthrowneche bulinelic, ſo many dilcontents did then ariſe, had 
he not with the water of patience, arid his godly cxhortanons ( but chiefly by his 
rrue devoted examples) quenched choic flames of envic, and diſſention, 

We watered at the Canancs,we traded with the Salvages at Dommecazthree weekes 
we {pent in refreſhing our (clues amongſt chele welt-11idia Iſles 3 1n Gwardalupa we 
found a bath ſo hot, as in it we boyled Porck as well as overthe fice, Andat a lictle 
Iſle called CHonca, we tooke from the buſhes with: our hands, neare two hoglh- 
heads full of Birds 1n chree or toure houres, In Alevis, Afona, and the Virgin Jiles, 
we ſpent ſome time, where,with a lothiome beaſt like a Crocodil, called a Gwayn, 
Tortoiſes, Pellicans, Parrots, and fiſhes, we daily teatted.Gone from thence 11 ſearch 
of Firgima, the company was nor alittle diſcomtorted, teeing the Marriners had 3 
dayes palled their reckoning and found no land, lo that Captaine Rathffe ( Cap- 
caine of the Pinnace) rather deliredto bearc vp the helme to recurne tor England, 
then make further ſearch. But God the guiderot all good aftions, torcing them by 
an extreame ſtormeto hull all night, did drive chem by his providence to their delt- 
red Port, beyond all their cxpettarions, tor never any ot chem had {cenc chat coalt. 
The firit land they madethey called Cape Henry ; where chirtie of them recreating 
themſclues on ſhore, were atlaul:cd by tiue Salvages, who hurtewo of the Englith 
very dangerouſly. That night was che box opened, and che orders read, in whuch 
Bartholomew Goſnoll, lohn Smuh, Edward Wing field, ( briſtopher Newport, lohn Rat= 
life, lohn Marin, and George Kendall, were named co bechECouncell,and co chooſe 
a Preclident amongſt chem tor a yeare, who with the Councellſhould governe, Mat- 
ters of moment wereto be examined by a Jury, but derermined by the mator part 
of the Councell, in which the Preſident had ewo voyces, Vnrllithe 1 3 of May ww 
{ought a place to plant in, then the Councell was {worue, M* Wwgfield was choſen 
Prelident,and an Oration made,why Captaine Symb was notadmucred of the Coun- 
ccll as the reſt. 

Now falleth every man to worke, the Councell contriue the Fort, che reſt cuc 
downe trees to make place to pitch cheir Tents ; ſome provide clapbord to relade 
the ſhips, ſome make gardens, ſome nets, &c, The Salvages otcen yiſited vs kindly, 
The Preſidents overweening iealouſie would admir no exercile at armes, or tortitt + 
cation, but the boughs of trees caſt cogerher in the forme of a halfe moone by the 
extraordinary paincs and diligence of Captaine Kendall, Newport, Smith, and twen- 
tie others, were ſent to diſcover the head of the river: by divers ſmall habitations 
they patled,in (ix daycs they arrived at a Towne called Powhaton,conliſting of ſome 
twelue houſes, plcalantly ſeated on a hill z before it chree fertile Iſles, about it many 
of their cornefields, the place is very pleaſant, and itrong by nature, of this place the 
Prince is called Powhatan, and his people Powhatans,to this place the river is naviga» 
ble: buc higher within a myle, by reaſon of the Rockes as Iſles, there 15 nor pal- 
ſage for a {mall Boat, this they call the Falles, the people in all parts kindly intrea- 
ted chem, call being returned within twentie myles of ſames rowne, they gaue iuſt 
cauſc of icalouſie, but had God not blefTed che diſcoverers otherwite then thoſe at 
the Forr, there had then beene an end of that plantation ;for at the Fort, where chey 
arrived the next day, they found 17 men hurt, anda boy (lne by the Salvages, and 
had it not chanced a crolle barre ſhot trom the Ships ſtrooke downe a bough from 
2 rree amongſt them, that cauſed them to retire, our men had all beene ſlaine, being 
ſecurely all ar worke, and their armes in dry fats, 

Herevpon the Preſident was contented the Fort ſhould be pallifadoed, the Ord- 
nance mounted, his men armed andexcrciſed, for many were che atlaulrs, and am» 
buſcadoes of the Salvages, & our men by their diſorderly ftraghng were often hurt, 
when the Salvages by che nimblenctTe of char hecles well eſcaped. What toyle we 
had, with ſo ſmall a power to guard our workemen adaycs, watch all night, reliſt 
our enemies, and ctte& our bulinetle,to relade the ſhips, cut downe trees, and pre- 
pare the ground to plant our Corne, &c, | rcterre to the Readers conlideration, 


Six weekes being ſpent inthis manner, Captaine Newport ( who was hurcd onely tor 
our 
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our tranſportation ) was to returne with the ſhips. Now Capraine Smith, who all this 
rize from their deparcure trom the Canaries was rettratned as a priſoner vpon the 
ſcandalous ſuggeitions ct {ome of the chacte ( envying his repute) who tained he in» 
rended to viurpe the goverament, murther the Counccll,and make himl(clic Kings 
that his contedzrats were ditperſed in all the three (hips, and chat divers of his con- 
tederats that revealcd it, would afhrmeic, for this he was commurted as a priſoner : 
thirreene weekes he remained chus ſuipetted, and by that time the flups ſhould re- 
curne they pretended out of their commulleracions, to reterre him cothe Councell 
1m England to recciue a check,racher then by particularing his delignes make him fo 
odious to che world, azto couch his lite, or vierly overthrow his repuration, But 
heſo much ſcorned ther charirie, aud publikely defied he vrtermoſt of their cruct- 
tie, he wiſely prevented cheir policies, though he could not ſupprelle their envies, 
yer io well he demeaned humicltc in this bulinelle, as all the company did ſee his 
mnocency, and his advertaries malice, and thoſe ſuborned to accule him, accuſed 
his accuſcrs of ſubornation ; many vntructhes werealledged againit him z but being 
ſo apparently diſproved, begar a generall hatred in the hearts ot the company againſt 
hack pain Comimanders,thar the Prelidefit was adiudged to giue him 2004.10 that 
all he had was ſe1z2d vpon,1o part of fatisfaftion, which Smith preſently returned to 
the Store for the generall vic of the þ o/ony. Many were the miſchietes that daily 
ſprung from their 1gnorant ( yet ambitious) ſpirits z but the good DoRtrine and 
exhortation of our Preacher M* Hunt nents them, and cauted Capraine Smith 
to be admitted of che Councell ; the next day all receiued the Communion,:he day 
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Captain Xews 


following che Salvages voluntarily delired peace, and Captane Newpers returned pertsrerurne 


for Eng/and with newes z leaving in Yirginia 100, the 15 of une 1607, 
By this obferue; 


Good men did ner their ( ountries ruine bring. 
Rut when evill men ſhall mtzeries beguane ; 
Not caring to corrupt and violate 

The wudgements-ſcats for their owne Lucr's ſake : 
Then looke that Country cannot long have peace, 
Thowgh for the preſent it haue reſt and eaſe.

What happened till the firſt ſupply. : 


Eing thus left to our fortunes, it fortuned thar within ten dayes ſcarce ten a+ 
mongſt vs could either goe, or well ſtand,ſuch exireame weaknes and ficknes 
oppreiſed vs, And thereat none necd marvaile,it they conſider the cauſe and 
reaſon, which was this ; while(t che ſhips ſtayed, our allowance was lome- 
what bertered, by a daily proportion of Bisker, which cheſailers would pilter to {cll, 
giuc,or exchange with vs, tor money, Saxctras, furres, or loue, But when they de» 
parted, there remained neuther taverne, beere-houlc, nor place of relicte, bur the 
common Kerttel}, Had we beene as tree trom all ſinnes as gluctony, and drunken- 
nelle, we might hauc beene.canomzed tor Saints z But our Preſident would never 
hauc beenc admitted, for ingroſſing to his private, Oarmeale, Sacke, Oyle, Aqua- 
wite, Beete, Egges, or what not, bur the Kerrell zchar indeed he allowed equally to 
be diſtributed, and that was halte a pint of whear, and as much barley boyled with 
water for a man a day,and thus having fryed {ome 26. weekes in the ſhips hold, con- 
caincd as many wormes as graines z {o that we might cruely call 1t rather ſo much 
bran then corne, our drinke was water, our lodgings Caſtles in the ayre : with this 
lodging and dyct, our cxtreametoile in bearing and planning Palliſadoes, fo ſtrained 
and bruiſcd vs, and our continuall labour in che extremurie of the heat had ſo weak« 
ned vs, as were cauſe ſufficient ro haue made vs as miſcrablc in ournauue Countrey, 
or any other place in the world, From May, to September, thoſe that eſcaped,liued 
vpon Sturgeon, and Sea-crabs, fiftie in this ume we buried, the reſt ſceing the Preli- 
dents proic&sto eſcape theſe muſerics in our Pinnace by flight ( who all this time 
had neither felt want nor ficknes) ſo moved cur dead ipirits, as we depoſed him 
and cſtablſhed Ratcliffe in his place, ( Goſnoll being dead ) Kendall depoſed, Smuth 
newly recovered, Martin and Ratcliffe was by his care preſerved and relicucd, and 
the moſt of the ſouldiers recovered, with the skilfull domes of MF Thomas Wotton 
our Chirurgian generall. But now was all our proviſion ſpent, the Sturgeon gone, 
all helps abandoned, cach houre expeRing thetury of che Salvages z when God the 
patron of all good indevours, inthar deſperate extremitic ſo changed the hearts of 
the Salvages, that they broughctuch plenty of their fruits, and proviſion, asno man 
wanccd, 
And now where ſome affirmed it was ill done of che Cguncell to ſendforth men 
ſo badly provided, this incontraditable reaſon will ſhew tHiem plaincly they are coo 


HI adviſcd to nouriſh ſuch jIl conceirs; firſt, the fault of our going was our _ 
what 
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what could bethought firting or necetTary we had, bur what we ſhould find,or want, 
or where we thould be, we were all zgnorant, and fuppoling to make our pathage in 
two monerhs, with victua!l to hue, and the advantage of the ſpring to worke z we 
were at Sea fue monerhs, where we both (penc our vittuall and loſt che opporruni- 
tic of the time, and ſeaſon to plant, by the vnskiltull prejumption of our 1gnoranc 
tranſporters,that vnderitood not at all, whar they vndertooke. 

Such a&tions haue ever lince che worlds beginning beene ſubiet to ſuch acct» 
dents, andevery thing ot worth 1s found tull ot dithcultes, but noching fo dithcule 
as to eſtabliſh a Common: wealth {o tarreremote from men and mcanes, and where 
mens mindes are {o vntoward as neither doe well themſclues, nor ſuitter others. 
But to proceed, 

The new Preſident and Aſartin, being little beloved, of weake wdgement in 
dangers, and letle induſtric in peace, commurted the managing ot all things abroad 
ro Capraine Smith: who by his owne example, good words, and faire pro.aues, fer 
ſome ro mow, others to binde thatch, ſome to build houtes, others to thatch chem, 
hinuelfe alwayes bearing the greateſt caske tor his owne ſhare, fo thac 1a ſhort rune, 
he provided molt of chem lodgygs, negletting any tor humielte. T his done,ſeeing 
the Salvages ſuperfluitie beginne co decreaſe ( with ſome of his workemen) thipped 
hiraſelte in che Shallop ro ſearch the Country tor crade. T he want of the language, 
knowledge to mannage his boat withour failes, the want of a tufhcient power, 
(knowing the multirude of the Salvages) apparell tor his men, and other neccila- 
ries, were infinite umpediments, yet no diſcouragement, Being bur (ix or ſeauen 1n 
company he wene downe the river to Keconghtan, where at firit they (corned him, 
as a famiſhed man, and would in derilion otter him a handtull of Corne, a peece of 
bread, tortheir {words and muskers, and fuch like ——_ alto tor their appa- 
rell. But ſecing by crade and courtclic there was nothing to be had,he made bold to 
try ſuch concluſions as neceſſitie inforced, though contrary to his Commiſſion : 
Ler fly his muskers, ran his boar on ſhore, wherear hey all fled into the woods.So 
marching towards their houſes,they might ſee great heapes of corne:much adoec he 
had to reitraine his hungry ſouldicrstrom preſent taking of it, expecting as it hap- 
ned chat the Salvages would atlault chem, as not long atter they did with a moſt hy- 
deous noylſe, Sixte or ſeaventie of them, ſome blacke, ſome red, ſome white, ſome 
party-coloured, came in a ſquare order, (inging and dauncing out of the woods, 
with their Okee (which was an 1dvll made of skinnes,ftuffed with motile, all painted 
and hung with chaines and copper)borne betorethem : and in this manner bein 
well armed, with Clubs, Targers, Bowes and Arrowes, they charged the Engliſh, 
that ſo kindly recciued them with cheir muskets loaden with Piſtol] ſhotgthac downe 
fell cheir God, and divers lay ſprauling on che ground ; the reſt fled againe to the 
woods, and crelong ſent one of their 'Suijowebbeſench tootter peace, and redeeme 
their Okee. Smith told chem, it onely (ix ot them would come vnarmed and loade his 
boat, he would nor only be their friend, butreſtorechem cheir Otee, and giuechem 
Beads, Copper, and Harchers belides: which on both ({ides was to their contents 
performed: and then they broughe hum Veniſon, Turkies, wild foule, bread, and 
what they had, linging and dauncing in ligne of friendſhip till chey deparced, In his 
returne he diſcovered the Towne and Country of Warrarkoyack, 


Thus God wnbonndheſſe by bus power, 
Made them thus kind, wonld vs dewonr 


Smith perceiving (norwithſtanding their late miſcric ) not any regarded but from 
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hand to mouth(the company being well recovered) cauſed the Pinnaceto be provi< vage his beſt 


ded with things fitting to ger proviſionfor the yearefollowing; bur inche interim 
he made 3.or 4.iourmes and diſcovered the people of Chickabamania : yet what he 
carefully provided che reſt careleſly ſpent, Wingfodd 


friend lune 
tor lovingvs. 


and Kendall lining 1n diſgrace, The Diſcoves 


ſeeing all chings at randome in cheabſcnce of Smith, the companies diſlike of their ry of Chitke» | 
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Preſidents weaknes,and their ſmallloucto Martins never mending (icknes, ſtreng« 
thened themſclues with the ſailers, and other contederates ro regaine their to; mer 
* credit and authority, or at leaſt ſuch meanes abord che Pinnace,(being fitted to ſaile 
as Smuh had appointed for trade) co alcer her couric and to goe for England. Smarh 
vnexpeetedly returning had the plot diſcovered to him, much trouble he had to 
prevent it,till with ſtore of ſakre and musker ſhot he forced chem ſtay or (inke in the 
river, which ation coſt chelite of captains Kendal, Theſe brawles are fo ditguit- 
tull, as ſome wall fay they were better forgorten, yer all men of good iudgement 
will conclude, it were better their baſenes thould be manifeit ro che worldgthen the 
bulines bearc the ſcorne and ſhame of their excuſed diforders, The Prelident and 
captaine Archer notlong atter intended alſo to hauc abandoned the country,which 
proic alſo wascurbed, and ſuppretled by Smith, The Spaniard never more gree- 
dily defired goldthen he victuall,nox his ſouldicrs more to abandon the Country, 
then hers keepe ir, But finding plentie of Corne in the river of Chickabamania 
where hundreds of Salvages in diuers places ſtood with baskers expetting his coms» 
_ And now the winter approaching,the rivers became {vo covered with ſwans, 
peceſc, duckes, and cranes, that we. daily teaſted with good bicad, Virginia peate, 
pumpions, and putchamins, fiſh, towle,and diverie forts of wild bcalts as fat as we 
couldcatechem : ſo that none of our Tuiraffaty humoriſts delzced co got tor Enge 
land, But our Comedier never endured long without a Trageate z lome idle excepius 
ons being muccered againſt Captaine Smith, tor not diſcovering the head of Chic- 
kahamana river, and taxed by the Councell, to be cooflow in lo worthy an atrempr, 
The next voyage hee proceeded fo farre that with much labour by cutting of crees 
in ſunder he made his paſſage, bur when his Barge could palleno tarcherghe left her 
in a broad bay out of danger of ſhot, commanding none ſhould goe a ſhore nll his 
returne: himſclfe with two Engliſh and ewo Salvages wentvp higher in a Canowe, 
but hee was not long abſent, but his men went a (hore, whole want of government, 
gaue both occalion and —_— to the Salvages co ſurpriſe one George ( aſſen, 
whom they (lew, and much tailed not to haue cur ot che boat and all the reit. Sourh 
liccle dreaming of that accident, being got to the marſhes at therivers head,twentie 
myles in the deſert, had his * rwo men (laine ( as is ſuppoſed) (leeping by the Cas 
nowe, whilthimſclte by fowling (ought them vituall, who finding he was beſer 
with 200.Salvages,rwo of them hee (lew, ſtilldetending humſcltc with che ayd ofa 
Salvage his __ whom he bound co his arine with his garters, and vied hun as a 
buckler, yer he was ſhot 1n his chigha little, and had many arrowes that {tucke in 
his cloathes but no great hurt, cll at laſt they tockehtm priſoner. When this newes 
cameto James trowne, much was their ſorrow for his loile, tewe cxpetting what 
cnſucd, Sixc or ſeuen weekes thoſe Barbarians kept him prifoner, many ſtrange 
triumphes and coniurations they madeof him, yet hee fo demeaned himſelte a+ 
mong(tchem, ashe not onely diverted chem trom ſurpriliag che Fort, but procu« 
red hisowne libertie, and got himiclte and his company ſuch eſtimation amongſt 
them, that thoſeSalvages admired him morethen their owne Qaiyouceg/ucis, The 
manner how they ved and dceliuered him, 1s as followeth. 
T he Salvages hauing drawne from George { aſſes whether Captaine Smith was 
PR—— oportunity they followed him with. 300, bowmen, con« 
uted by the King of Pamevnkee, who in diuiſions ſearching the turningsof the 
riuer, found Robinſon and Emmy by the fire (ide, thoſe they ſhort tull of arrowes and 
flew, Then finding the Captaine,as is ſaid,thatvicd che Salvage that was his guide 
as his ſheld ( three of them being flaine and diuers other ſo gauld ) allchereſt would 
not come necre him. Thinking thus to haue returned to his boar, regarding them, 
as he marched,more then his way, ſlipped vp to the middlein an oaſie creeke & his 
Salvage with him, yet durſt chey not come to himcill being neere dead with cold, he 
threw away hisarmes, Thenaccordiog to their compoſition they drew him forth 


and Jed hum to the fircwhere his men were laine. Diligently chey chafted his be- 
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nummed limbs. He demanding for their Capraine, they ſhewed Hi Opechankss 
nomgh, King ot P amavnkee,co wiom he gaue around [vory double compats Dyall. 
Much chey marvailed ac che playing ot the Fly and Needle, which chey could tee 19 
plainely, and yer nut touch 1r, becaule of the glatle chat covered them, Bur when i.e 
demontjratcd by that Globe&-hke lewell, the rounduetle of rhe carch, and skies, rlie 
ſpheare of the Sunne, Moone, and Starres, ana how the Sunne did chaſe the right 
round abdurt che world conunually z the greatnetleot the Land and Sea, the diverti- 
eicof Nations, varictie of com7lcxtons, and how we were to them Antipode s, and ma» 
ny other ſuch I1ke marcers, they all ſtood as amazed with admiration, Notwichſtan- 
ding, within an houre after they tyed him to atree, and as many as could ſtand a- 
bour him prepared to ſhoot hum, burthe King bolding vp che Compatls 1n his band, 
they all la:d downetheir Bowes and Arrowes, and in a triumphant manner ld hum 
to Orapats, where he was atcer chew manner kindly teaſted, and well vied, 

Ther order in conducting him was cthusz;Drawing chemſclues aliintyle,the King 
in che middett had all cheir Peeces 3nd Swords borne betore him. Captatne Smub 
was Icd atter hum by chree great Halvages, holding him faſt by each arme: and on 
each lide{ix went in tyle with their Arrowes nocked. But arriving at the Towne 
( which was bur only chirtic or fortie hunting houſes made of Mats, which they re- 
moue as they pleale, as we our tents) all the women and children itaring ro vehokd 
him,the ſouldicrs firit all in tyle pertormed chetorme of a B:ſſow to well as could bey 
and on each flanke,othcers as Sericants to ſee them keepe their order , A good me 
they continued this excrctle, and then ca(t chemſelues m a ring, dauncing in fuch 
ſeveral Poſtures, and (1nging and yelling our ſuch helſiſh noces and icrecches; be- 
ing ſtrangely painted, every one his quiver of Arrowes, and at his backe a club ; on 
his arme a Fox or an Octers skinne, or ſome fuch matter for his vambrace ; their 
heads and ſhoulders painted red, with Oyle and Pocones mingled rogether, which 
Scarlct-like colour made an exceeding handſome ſhew z his Bow 1n his hand, and 
the skinne of a Bird with her wings avroad drycd, ryed on his head, apeece of cop- 
per,a white ſhell,a long teacher, with a {mall rattle growing attherayles of cherr [naks 
tycd to it, or ſome ſuch hike toy, All this while Smith ard the King ftood mn the 
middeſt guarded, as before is faid, and atterthree dances chey all deparred, Smurb 
they conduttedtoa long houſe, wherethurtic or forcie tall tellowes did guard hun, 
and ere long more bread and veniſon was brought him then would haue ferved 
twentic men, I chinke his ſtomacke at that ume was not very good z what he lr 
they put in baskers and tyed over his head. Abour midnight they fer the mexte a* 
gine before him, all chist1me nor one of chem would exe a bit with him, till che 
next morning they brought him as much more, and then did they eate all che cld, 
& reſerved the new as they-had donethe other, which made hum chir kerthey would 
fac him to car him. Yer in this deſperate eſtate ro detend him trom che cold, one Aſas- 
caſſater brought him his gowne, in requicall of ſome beads and toyes Smwh had gi- 
ven him at his firſt arrivall in Jr gone, 

T wodaves after a man would haueflaine him ( but that the guard prevented ic ) 
for the death of his ſonne, to whom they conducted hum to recover the poore man 
then breathing his laſt, S-zh cold chem that at /amesrrowne he hal a water would 
doc it, if they would lethim fetch ic, but chey would not permitrhat z bur made all 
the preparations they could to allzult James rowne, crauing his advice, and for re- 
compence he ſhould haue lite, libertic, land, and women, In p:rt ot a Table booke 
he writ his minde to them at the Fort, what was intended, how they ſhould follow 
rhat dire&tion to aftright che metTengers, and without fayle ſend him fuch things as 
he writ for, And an Inventory with chem, The difficultic and danger, he told che 
Salvages,of che Mines, great gunnes,and other Engins exceedingly attrighted chem, 
yet according to his requeſt they went to [ames towne, in as birrer weather as could 
be of tro!t and ſnow, and within three daycs returned with an anſwer. 

Bur when they came to [ame rowne,ſeeing men ſally out as he had told them they 


would, they fled z yet inthe night they came againeto che ſame place where he had 
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cold them they ſhould recciue an anſwer, and ſuch things as he had promiſed them, 
which they found accordingly, and wich which chey rccurned with no {mall expe- 
dition, to che wonder of them all that hcard it, chat he could either divine, or che 
paper could [peake; then they led him to the Towthranands, the Aattaperients, the 
Pajankatanks, the Nantanghtacunds, and Onawmanients Vpon the rivers of Rapaha= 
nock, and Patawomek,over all thoſe rivers, and backe agaie by divers other ſeverall 
Nations, to the Kings habitation at Pawmavnkge, where they entertained him wich 
moſt ſtrange and tearcefull Coniurations; As if neare led to hell, 
Amongit the Devils to dwell. 

Not long after,carly in a morning a great fire was made ina long houſe,and a mac 
ſpread on che one (ideas on the otherzon the one they cauſed himeo fit, and all the 
guard went out of the houſe, and preſently came skipping 1n a great grim fellow, 


all painted over wich coale, mingled with oyle z and many Snakes and Weſels 


Skins ſtuffed with molle, and all their tayles rye<d rogether, fo as they mer on the 
crowne of his head in atailcll; and round about che tailell was as a Coronet of fea- 
chers, the skins hanging round about his head, backe, and ſhoulders, and in a man- 
ncr covered his face z with a helliſh vayce anda rattle in his hand, With moſt ſtrange 

eſtures and paſſions he began his invocation, and environedthe fire with a circle 
of meale ; which done, three more ſuch like devils came ruſhing in with the hke an» 
tique tricks, painted halfe blacke, halfe red: bur all cheir eyes were painted white, 
and ſome red ſtroakes like Mutchato's, along cheir cheekes : round about him 
choſe fiends daunced a pretty while,and then came1n three moreas vgly as thereſt ; 
with red eves, and white ſtroakes over their blackefaces, at Jaſt chey all ſat downe 
right againſt him ; three of them on the one hand of the chiete Prieſt, andthree on 
the other. Thenall with their rattles began a long, which ended, the chicte Prieſt 
layd downe fiue wheat cornes : then ſtrayning his armes and hands with ſuch vio« 
lence thathe ſweat, and his veynes {welled,he began a ſhort Oration: at theconclu- 
ſion they all gaue a ſhort groane z and then layd down three graines more. After that, 
began their _ againe, and then another Oration, ever laying downe ſo many 
cornes as beforetill they had ewiceincirculed the firezchat done,they tooke a bunch 
of little ſtickes prepared for that purpoſe, continuing ſtill cheir devotion, and at the 
end of every ſong and Oration, they layd downe a (ticke berwixt the diviſions of 
Corne. Till night, neither he nor they dideicher cate or drinke, and then they fea- 
ſted merrily, with the beſt proviſions they could make. T hree dayes they vſed chis 
Ceremony zthe meaning whereof they rold him, was to know it he intended them 
well or no. The circle of meale ſignified cheir Country, the circles of corne the 
bounds of theSea, and the ſtickes fs Country. They 1magined the world to be 
flat and round, like a trencher, and they in che middeſt. Atcer this they brought 
him a bagge of gunpowder, which =_ carcfully preſerved ill che next (pring, to 
planc as they did their corne ; becauſe rhey would be acquainted wich che nature of 
thar ſcede, Opitchapams the Kings brother invited him co his houſe, where, with as 
many platters of bread, foule, and wild beaſts, as did environ him, he bid him well- 
come but not any of them would cate a bir with him, but put vp all the remainder 
in Baskets, At his returneto Opechancanomghs, all che Kings women, and their chil- 
dren, flocked about him for their parts, as a duc by Cuſtome, to be merry wich ſuch 


fragments, | 
But his waking mind in hydeous dreames did oft ſee wondrons ſhaper, 
Of bodies ſtrange, and huge in growth, and of ſtupendions makes. 


At laſt they brought him to Meronocomoce, where was Powhatan their Emperor, 
Here more then ewo hundred of thoſe grim Courticrs ſtood wondering at him, as 
he had beene a monſter ; till Powhatan and his trayne had pur themſclues in their 
greateſt braverics. Before a fire ypon a ſeat like a bedſted,he ſat covered with a greac 
robe, made of Karoweas $kinnes, and all the rayles hanging by. On cither hand did 


ſita young wench of 26 or 18 yeares, andalong on each [idethe houſe, two _ 
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of men, and behind then as many women, with all their heads and ſhoulders pain- 
ted red z inany of their heads bedecked with the whice downe of Birds z but every 
oac with ſomething : and a great chayne of whice beads about their necks. At his 
entrance betore the King, all che people gaue a great ſhout, The Queene of Appa- 
matnck was appointed to bring him water to waſh his hands, and another broughe 
lum a banch of feathers, in ſtcad of a Towell to dry them : having feaſted him atrer 
their beſt barbarous manner *hey could, a long conſultation was held, but the con- 
clulion was, two great ſtones 1 'cre brought betore Powharan:then as many ascould 
layd hands on him,dragged him co them,and thereon laid his head,and being ready 
with their clubs, to beace our his braines, Pocahontas the Kings deareſt daughter, 
when no intreacy could prevaile, got his hed in her armes,andlaid her owne vp- 
on his to ſauc hum trom death : whereat the Emperour was contented he ſhould lie 
to make him hatchers, and her bells, beads,and copper ; tor they thoughthim aſwell 
of all occupations as chemiſelues, For the King himſelte will make his owne robes, 
ſhoocs, bowes, arrowes, pots z plant, hunt, or doc any thing fo well as the reſt, 


They ſay he bore a pleaſant ſhew, 
But ſure bus heart was ſad. 

For who can pleaſant be, and reſt, 
T hat Imes im feare and dread : * 
eAnd having life ſuſpefted, doth 
It ſtsll ſuſpetted lead. 


Two dayes after, Powhatan having diſguiſed himſelfe in the moſt fearefulleſt man- 
ner he could, cauicd Cap*: Smith ro be brought forthto a great houſe in the woods, 
and there ypon a mat by the fire ro be lett alone. Not long after from behinde a mat 
that divided the houſe, was made the moſt dolctulleft noyſe he ever heard ; then 
Powhatan more Iike a devill then a man with ſome two hundred more as blacke as 
himiclfe, came vnco him and cold him now they were friends, and preſently he 
ſhould goe co /ames rowne, to ſend him two great gunnes, and a grynditone, for 
which he would gue hun the Country of Capabowoſich, and for ever citeeme him 
as his ſonne Nanaquend, So to [James towne with 12 guides Powhatan lent him. 
T hat night chey quarterd in the woods, he{till expe&ing ( as he h:d done all chis 
long cume of hus 1unpriſonment ) every houre to be put co one death or other: for 
all cherr feaſting. Bur al:mighrtie God ( by his divine providence) had mollified che 
hearrs of choſe tterne Barbarians with compaſſion. The next morning betimes they 
came to the Fort, where Smith having vicd che Salvages with what kindneſſe he 
could, he ſhewed Rewhwunt ,Powhatans truſty ſervant ewo demi-Culyverings & a mill» 
ſtone to carry Powhatan; they tound them ſomewhact too heavie z but when they did 
ſee him diſchargethem, being loaded with ſtones, among the boughs of a great rree 
loaded with llickles, the yce and branches came ſorumbling downe, that the poore 
Salvagesran away halfe dead with feare. Bur at laſt we regained ſome conference 
with chem, and gaue them fuch toyes; and ſent tro Powbaten, his women,and chil- 
dren juch preſents, as gaue them 1n generall tull concent, Now in /awes Towne 
they were a'l in comdalliva,the {trongeſt preparing once more to run away with 


the Pinnace z which with che hazzard of his lite, with. Sakre talcon and musket ſhor, P 


Smith forced now the third timeto ſtay or {ſinke. Some no better then chey ſhould 
be, had plotted with che Preſident, the next day to haue-put himrto death by the Le- 
vitical! law, for the hues of Rebinſon and Empry, pretending the fault was hischat had 
led them co their ends: bur he quicklyrooke ſuch order with ſuch Lawyers, that he 
hyd them by the heeles till he tent ſome of chem priſoners for Exgl/and. Now ever 
Once in toureor fue dayes, Pocahontas with her attendants, brought him ſo much 
proviſion, that ſaved many of their liues, char cls for all this had i with hun- 
gr. Thus from numbe death our God [em rehefe, 
The ſweets a(ſwager of all other griefe.

His relation of the plenty he had ſeene, eſpecially at Werawocomece, and of the 


of Godsloue ftareand bountic of Powhatan,(which till chat rime was vnknowne) fo revived their 
to the aQion. dead pirirs ( eſpecially che louc of Poeabonras ) as all mens teare was abandoned, 


Of wwe evils

Thus you may ice what difficulties (ti]] croiled any good indevour : and the good 
ſuccelle of che bulincile being chus oft brought to the very period of deſtruttion 3 
yet you ſee by whar ſtrange means God hath itil] delivered ic, As tor the inſuthacn- 
cy of them admicred in Comnpyſlion, that crror could not be prevented by the Elec» 
tors ; there being no other choi{e,and all (trangersto each others education, quali- 
ties, or difpolicion. Andif any deeme it a ſhame to our Nation to hauc any mention 
made of thoſe inormiries,ler them pervie the Hijtorics of che Spanyards Diſcoveries 
and Plantations, where they may lee hoy many mutinics, diſorders, and ditſentions 
hauec accompanied them, and crolſed their attempts: which being knowne to be 
particular mens offences z doth cake away the generall {corne and conterpr, which 
malice, preſumprion, covetouſnelle, or ignorapce might produce to the ſcandall 
and reproach ot tholc, whole ations and valiant reſolutions delerue a more wore 
thy reſpett. 

Now whether it had beene berter for Captaine Switch, to haue concluded with a- 
ny of thoſe ſeverall proicts, ro hauc abandoned che Countrey, with ſome cen or 
ewelue of them,who were called the berter ſort,and haue letr M* Hanr our Preacher, 
Maſter Anthony Goſnoll, a moit honeſt, worthy, and induſtrious Gencleman,Maſter 
Thomas Wotton, and ſome 27 others ot his Countrymen to the tury of the Salvages, 
famine, and all manner of nuſchictes, and inconveniences, ( for they were bur fortic 
in all co keepe pollc{ſion of chis large Country ;) or ſtarue himſelte with chem for 
company,for want ot lodging: or but adycnturing abroad to make them provilion, 
or by his oppoſition to prelerue the aftion, and {auc all their lues; 1 leaue to the 
cenſure of all honeſt men to conſider, Bur

The Arrivall of the firit ſupply, with their Proceedings, 
and the Ships returne_. 


LL this time our care was not ſo much to abandon the Countrey ; but the 

Treaſurer and Councell in England, were as diligent & carctull co ſupply vs. 

Two good ſhipsthey ſent vs, with neare a hundred men, well furniſhed with 
all things could be _—_— necelſary, both for chem and vs;The one commanded 
by Captaine Newport: the other by Captaine Francis Nelſon, an honeſt man, andan 
expert Marriner, But ſuch was-the lewardneſle of his Ship ( chat though he was 
within the ſight of { «pe Henry ) by ſtormy contrary winds was he forced io farreto 
Sea, that the Weſt Indies was the next land, for the repaire of his Maſts, and reliefe 
of wood and water. But Newport got in and arrived at /awes Towne,notlong after 
the redemprion of Captaine Swuh. To whomthe Salvages, as is ſayd, every other 
day repaired, with ſuch proviſions that ſufficiently did ſerue chem from hand to 
meuth : part alwayes they brought him as Preſents from their Kings,or Pocahontas; 


the reſt he as cheir Marker Clarke ſer the price himſelfe, how they thould (ell: fo ”

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had inchanuccd theſe poore foules being cheir priſoner ; and now Newport, whom lc 
called his Father arriving, ncarc as directly as he torcrold, they eitcemed him as an 
Oracle, aud had chem ar chat ſubnuſſion he might command them what he liſted. 
Tha God that created ali chings chey knew he adored tor his God : they would alſo 


in their dilcourics tcarme tie God of Capcainc Smith, 


Thus the Almightie was the brinzer on, 
T he puide, path, terme, all which was God alone, 


But the Preſigent and Councell ſo much cnvied his eſtimation among the Sal- 
vages, ( though weall in generall equally participated with him of the good there» 
of, ) that chey wrought it into the Salvages vuderitandings ( by their great bounry 
in giving fourc times more for their commodiues rhen Smith appointed ) tha: cheir 
greatnelte and auchorine as much exceeded his, 25 their bounue and hberalige. 
Now the arcivall of chis firlt ſupply fo overioyed vs, that wee could nor deviſe coo 
mucho pleaſe the Marrincrs, We gaue them hbertieto crucke or trade archeir plea- 
ſures. But 1n a ſhort time it tollowed, that could not be had tor a pound of Cop» 
per, which betore was ſould vs tor an ounce: thus ambinon and ſutferance cur the 
chroat of our crade, bur confirmed their opinion of the greatnefſe of Cap*, News 
port, ( wherewith Smuch had pollclled Powhatan) eſpecaally by the great preſents 
Newport often ſent him, bctore he could prepare the Pinnace to goe and vilic him : 
ſo that this great Savage delired alſoto fre him. A great coyle there was to fer him 
forward. When he went he was accompanied with Caprainc Smirb,& M* Serivener, 
a very wiſe vnderftanding Gentleman,newly arrived and admitted ot the Councell, 
wich chirtie or forcie choſen men for their guard, Arriving at Werewecomeco, News 
ports conceit of this great Savage bred many doubts and fuſpmions of trecheries, 
which Seth co make appeare was needlelTe, with twentic men well appointed, vn+ 
derrocke to encounter the wortt that could happen: Knowing 


All is but one, and (elfe-ſame baxd, that thus 
Both one while ſcourgeth, and that helpeth vs.

Theſe, with nine others ( whoſe names I haue forgotten ) comming a-fhore, lan- 
ded amongit a many of creekes, over which chey were to palle ſuch poore bridges, 
onely made of a few cratches,thruſt in the ofc,and three or foure poles laid on them, 
and atthe end of chem che like, rycd rogether onely with barkes of trees, that ic 
made them much ſuſpect choſe bridges were but traps. Which cauſed Smith to 
make diverſc Salvages goe over firit, keeping ſome of rhe chicte as hoſtage ull halfe 
his men were palled, ro make a guard for himſclfe and che reft, But finding all 
things well, by rwo or three hundred Salvages they were kindly conducted to their 
towne. Where Powhatan ſtrained himſeife co che vrmolt of his grearnele to enter- 
eaine them, with great ſhours of 10y, Orarions of proteftations z and with the moſt 
-T of viftualls hc could —_ rofea(t them. Sirting vpon his bed of mars, 

is pillow of leather imbrodered ( after their rude manner with pearle and whice 
Beads) his attyrea faire robe of skinnes as large as an Iriſh mantel]: at his head and 
feerea handſome young woman : on cach {ide his houſe fat rwentie of his Concu- 
bines, cheir heads and ſhoulders painted red, with a great chaine of white beads a- 
bouc each of cheir neckes. Before thoſe ſar his chiefelt men in like order in his ar» 
bour-like houſe, and more then forrtic platters of fine bread ſtood as a guard inrwo 

les on cach ſide the doore, Foure or Hue hundred people made a guard behinde 


them for our pallagez and Proclamation was made, none vpon pane of death to 
preſume to doe vs any wrong or diſcourteſie. VVith many pretty Dulcousles to re» 
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new their old 2cquaintance,this great King and our Captaineſpentcherime, till che 
ebbe left our Barge aground, Then renewing thar tcaits with teates,dauncing and 
linging, and tuch Lke mirth,we quartered chat night with Powhatan. T he next day 
Newport came a ſhore and recc1ued asmuch content as thole people could giue hi; 
a boy namcd Thomas Salvage was then giuen vnto Powhatan,whom Newport called 
his ſonne ; tor whom Powhatan gaue hun Namontach his truſtic ſervanc, and one of 
a (hrewd, fubcill capacie, Three or foure dayes more we ſpent 1n tealting, daun- 
cing, and trading, wherein Powhatas carried himſcltc ſo proudly, yer diſcrectly ( 11 
his falvage manner ) as made vs all adaure his naturall gitts, conlidering his educa- 
tion, As icorning to trade as hus tubiets did z he belpake Newptre 1 this mans 
ner. 
(aptaine Newport it is not agreeable to my greatne(ſe,in this pedling manner to trade 
for tn fies ; and 1 eftceme you alſo a preat Werowance, Therefore lay me downe all your 
commoduves together; what 1 like 1 will takg, and un recompence gine you what { think fit- 
ting their value, Captaine Symuth being our interpreter, regarding Newport as his tas 
ther, knowing beſt che diſpolition of Fowhaten, tould vs |1;5 intenc was bur onely ro 
cheate vs ; yet Captaine Newport chinking co out brauc this Salvage in oſtentatiou 
of preatnelic,and io ro bewicch him with his bounne,asro haue what he littedir fo 
hapned,that Powhatan hauing his delire, valued his corne at ſuch arate,that I chinke 
it better cheape in Spare: tor we had not toure buthells tor chat we expected to haue 
ewentic hogtheads, This bred foune vnkindnetle berweene our two Capraines; 
Newpert (ecking to plcate che vniatiabledelire of the Salvage, Swuth to cauſe the 
Salvageto pleale hun; bur {morhering his diſtaſt ro avoyd the Saluages (uſpition, 
lanced in the eyes of Powhatan many trifies,who fixed his humor vpon a few blew 
beades, A long tune he importunactely delired them, but Smith ſeemed fo muchthe 
moreto affect chem, as being compoled of a molt rarc {ubſtance of the coulour of 
the skyes, and not to be worne bur by the greatelt kings in the world. This made 
him halfe madde co bethe owner of juch ſtrange Ievwells: {o chat ere we departed, 
tora pound or two of olew beades, be brought ouer my king tor 2, or 300. 
Bulſhells of cornezyet parted good friends, The like entertainment we found of 
Opechankanongh king of Pamaunkee, whom alio he 11 ike manner fitted ( at the like 
rates) with blew beads,which grew by this meanes, of chat c{timarion, cthatnone 
durſt weare any of them but their great kings, their wiues and children, And fo we 
returned all wellto ſames cowne,wherethis new ſupply being lodged with che reſt, 
accidentally fired their quarters and ſothe towne, which being bur chatched with 
reeds,the fire was ſo fierce asit burnc their Palliſado's,(chough eight or ren yards 
diſtant ) with cheir Armes, bedding, apparell, and much priuate prouiſion.Good 
Maſter Hwwt our Preacher Joſt all us Library and al he had buc the cloatheson his 
backe: yetrnone neucr heard him repine at his loſſe, T his happned in che winter in 
that extreame froſt. 1607. Now though wehad vittuall tufhcient ] meanc oncly of 
Oarmeale,meale and corne,yerthe Ship ſtaying 14. weekes when ſhee mightas wel 
haue beene gone in 14. dayes, ſpent a great partof chat,and nearc all the reſt chat 
was ſent to be landed , When they departed what there diſcretion could ſpare vs, 
to make a little poore mealeor two,we called teaſtes,o reliſh our mouches: of cach 
ſomwhar they left vs, yer I mult contelle, thoſe that had cicher money, (pare clothes 
credit to giue billes of paiment, gold rings,furrs, orany ſuch commoduies, were 
euer welcometo this remouing taucrne, ſuch was our patience to obay ſuch vile 
Commanders, and buy our owne proviſions at 1 5.tunes the value,ſutfering chem 
feaſt ( we bearing che — mult not repine, bur faſt,lcaſt we ſhould incurre 
the cenſure of fattious and ſeditious perſons :and then leakage, ſhip-rats, and ocher 
caſnallcics occalioned them lolle, buc the velſels and remnants ( for totals) we were 
glad co receaue with all our heartsro make yp the account, highly commending 
their prouidence for preſeruing that, leaſt chey ſhould diſcourage any more to 
come rovs, Now for all this plenty our ordynary was but meale and water, ſo 


thar this great charge lictlerelecucd our wants, whereby withthe extremitie of che

Whilſt the concluſion was a reſolving, this hapned, 


Powhatan (co expreſſe his louc to Newport)when he departed, preſented him with 
ewentic Turkics, conditionally co returne hum ewenne |words, which immediately 
was ſent him ; now after his departure he preſented Capraine Smith with the like 
BEaBes bur nor finding his humor obeyed in nor {end:ng ſuch weapons as he de- 
fired, he cauſed his people with ewentie devices to obraine them, Act laſt by ambuſ- 
cadocs at our very Ports they would cake chem pertorce, ſurpriſe vs at worke,or any 
way ; which was {0 long permirred, they became 1o inſolent there was no rule; the 
command from E£ng/and was (o (trait not to offend them, as our authoritie-bearers 
( keeping cheir houtes) would rather be any thing chen peace-breakers . This chari- 
table humor prevailed, till well it chanced they medled with Captaine Smith, who 
without tarther deliberation gaue them ſuch an incounter,as ſome he fo hunted yp 
and downeche Ile, ſome he {0 terrified with whipping, bearing,and impriſonment, 
as for revenge they ſurpriſed two of our forraging dilorderly fouldiers, and having 
allembled cheir forces, boldly threatned ar our Ports to force Syurh to redeliver ſe- 
ven Salvages,which for their villanies he derained priſoners,or we were all bur dead 
men, But cotry their furics he (allied our amongſtchem,and in leile then an houre, 
he ſo hampred cheir inſolencies, they brought chem his cwo men, deſiring peace 
withour any further compoſition tor their priſoners. Thoſe he examined,and cauſed 
them all belccuc, by ſeverall vollies of ſhot one of cheir companions was ſhottg 
death, becauſe they would nor confelle their intents and plotters of thole villanics, 
Andchusthey all agreed in one point, they were direfted onely by Powhatas to ob- 
caine him our weapons, to cut our ownethroats, wich the manner where, how, and 
when, which we plainly found moſt true and apparant : yer be ſent his meſſengers, 
and his dearcit daughter Pocahontas with preſents to excuſe him of the 1nuuries done 
by ſome .h vntoward Capraines his ſubiets, deſiring their liberries for thistime, 
with che aflurance of his loue for ever, Afcer Smith had given the priſoners whar 
corretion he thought fir, vſed chem well a day or two after, & then delivered them 
Pocahontas, for whoſe ſake onely he fayned co have ſaued their lives, and gaue them 
libertie, Theparient Councell chat nothing would moue to warre with the Salya- 

cs,would gladly hauc wrangled with Captaine Smith for his crueltie,yert none was 
Raine to any mans knowledge, but ic brought them in ſuch feare and obedience, as 
his very name would ſufficiently affright chem ; where before, wee had ſomcrime 
peace and warretwice in a day, and very ſcldome a weeke, bur we had ſome treche- 
rous villany or other, 

The fraught of thisShip being concluded to be Cedar, by the diligence of che 
Maſter,and Captaine Smith, ſhe was quickly reladed: Maſter Serrvener was neither 
idle nor ſlow to follow all chings at the Forr ; the Ship being ready co fer ſayle, Ca 
caine Martin being alwayes very ſickly, and vnſerviceablc, and deſirous to inioythe 
credit of his ſuppoſed Arr: of finding the golden Mine, was moſt willingly admutted 


co rerurne for England, For.

He prodigalicie of the Preſidents ſtate went ſo deepe into our ſmall ſtore, 
that Swvith and Scrivener tycd him and his Paraſitesco the rules of proporti- 
on. But naw Sezih being to deparr,the Preſidents authoricie ſo overſwayed 
the diſcretion of M* Scrivewer,that our ſtore, our time, our ſtrength andla- 
bours were 1dely conſumed to fulfill his phaneaſies. The ſecond of Junci 60 8.Smirk 


lefrthe Fortto performe his Diſcovery with this Company, 
Walter Ruſſell, Do&tor of Phylicke. Tonas Profit.

Theſe being in an open Barge neare three tuns burthen, leaving the Phanie ar 
Cape Henxy, they crotled the Bay to the Eaſterne ſhore, and fell with the Iles callod 
Smiths [ſles, after our Captaines name. The firſt people we ſaw were two grim and 
{tour Salvages vpon Cape Charlergwith long poles bike lauclings, headed with bone, 
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they boldly demanded what we were, and what we would ; but after many circum- 
ſtances chey ſeemed very kinde, and diretted vsto Accomack, the habitztion of cheir 


Werowance, where we were kindly intreated, This King was the comlicſt, proper, 


civill Salvage we incountred. His Country 1s a pleaſant tertile clay foyle,ſome ſwall 
creckes ; good Harbours for {mall Barks, bur not tor Ships, He told vsot a ſtrange 
accident larely happened him, and it was, two children being dead ; ſome extreame 
paſſions, or dreaming viſions, phancalics, or atfc&tion moued cheir parents a« 
gaine to reviſit their dead carkaſcs, whoſe benumimed bodies reflefed to the eyes 
of the beholders ſuch delighefull countenances, as though they had regained their 
vitall ſpirits, T his as #miracle drew many to bchold them, all which being a greac 
part of his people, nqt long after dyed, and but few eſcaped. They ſpake che {an- 
guape of Powhatan,wherein they made ſuch deſcriptions of the Bay, I{les,and rivers, 
that often. did vs exceeding plcature. Paſſing along che coaſt, ſearching every inler, 
and Bay, fittor harbours and habirations. Scecing many Iles inthe midit of the Bay 
we bore vp for them,but ere we could obtaine chemyſuch an extreame guit of wind, 
rayne, thunder, and lightening happencd, caat with greac danger we eſcaped the 
vnmercitull raging of that Ocean-like water. The higheit land on che mayne, yet it 
was but low, we called Keales hill, and cheſc vninhabired Ifles, Kwſſels Iles, The 
next day ſearching them for freſh water,we could find none, the dete& whereof for-

cocomoco, T he peopleat firlt with greattury ſeemed co allaulc vs, yer arlaſt with ſongs 
and daunces and much mirih became very crattable, but ſezrching their habirations 
for water, we could fill but three barricoes,& that ſuch puddle, that nevercill then 
we ever knew the want of good water, Wedigged and ſearched in many places, bur 
before two daics were expired,we would hauc rctuſed rwo barricocs of gold for one 


& Of that puddle water of Wghcocomoco. Being paſt chele Ifles which are wany in num- 


ber,bur all naughc for habuation,falling with a high land vpon the mayne,we found 
a great Pond of freſh water, bur ſo exceeding hot wee ſuppoſed it ſome bach ; that 
place we called poynt Foyer, in honor of chat moſt honourable Houſe of CAlouſa 
1n Bricaine, that jn an extreameextremitic once relicued our Capraine. From Wigh- 
cocomoce to this place, all the coaſt is low broken Iſles of Morap, growne a myle or 
two in breadth, and ten or twelue in length, good to cut for hay in Summer, andco 
catch fiſh and foule in Winter : but the Land beyond them 18 all covered over with 
wood, as is the reſt of the Country, 

Being chusrefreſhed in croſſing ouer from the maine to other Iles, we diſcouered 
the winde and watersſo much increaſed with chunder,lightening,and raine,thatour 
maſt and ſayle blew ouerbord and ſuch mighty waucs _—__ vs in that ſmall 
barge that with great labour we kept hertro linking by freeing out the water, Two 
dayes we were intercegto inhabite theſe vninhabired 1iles which for che extremirie 
of guſts,thunder,raine,ſtormes, and ill werher we called Lambo. Repairing our ſaile 
with our ſhirts, we ſet ſaylefor the maine and tell with a pretty convenient riuer on 


Cuſiarawacck, the Eaſt called Curkarawark, the people ran as amazedin troups from placeto place, 


and diuersgotinto the tops of trees, they were not ſparing oftheir arrowes, nor the 
greateſt = they could exprelle of their anger, Long they ſhot, we ſtill ryding ar 
an Anchor without there reatch making all the ſignes of friendſhip we could. The 
next day they came vnarmed, with cucry onea basker, dancing ina ring,todraw vs 
on ſhore: bur ſeeing there wasnothing in them bur villany,we diſcharged a volly of 
muskets charged wich piſtoll ſhot, whereac they all lay cumbling oy che grownd, 
creeping ſome one way,ſome another into a great cluſter of reedes hard bvz where 
there companies lay in Ambuſcado. Towards the cuening we wayed,& approaching 
the ſhoarc, diſcharging fue or (iz: ſhot among the reedes, we landed wherethere lay 
a many of basketsand much bloud,bur ſaw not a Salvage, A ſmoake appearing on 
the other ſide the riuer, we rowed thither, where we found ewo or three little houſes, 
in cach a fire, there we left ſome peeces of copper, beads, bells, and looking glalles, 


and chen went znto the bay,but when it was darke we came backe againe. Early = 
the 
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the morning foureSalyagescameto vs in their Canow, whom we vicd with ſuch 
courteliegnus knowiing wat we were,nor had done, hauing beene in the bay afiſh- 
ing,bade vs tay and ere long they would returne, which they didand ſomerwenue 
more with themgwith whom after alittle conference, wo or three thoutand men 
women& chuldre came cluitcing about vs,cucry one preſcting vs with ſomcthung, 
whicha knlc bead would [o well requite, that we became luch friends chey would 
contend who ſhould, ferch vs water, ſtay with vs for hoſtage, conduct onr men any 
whather,, a1d giue vs the bet content, Here doth inhabite the people of S arapinagh, 
Naxſe,Arjeck, and Nantaquak che belt Marchanes of all other valvages. They mach heſdhes; 


extolled a grear-nation called CAMaſſawomekes, in ſearch of whom we retuzned by jc. amp. 


Lambo: cs racr but oncly at the entrance is very narrow, andihe peopleof (mall ſonmneiy; 
ſtacure as them ot Wightcocomoco, the Land but low, yet it may proue very comma- 
dious , becauſe itis but aridge of land berwixt the Bay and the maine Occan. 
Finding this Eaſternc (hore,thallow broken Ifles, and for moſt part withourt freth 
water, we palled by the (trancs of Limbo tor the Weſterne ſhore: lo brogd 13 the bay 
here,we could ſcarce perceiue che great high clics on che ocher de; by them we 
Anchorcd that nighc and called them KRiccards Clifger. 30, leagucy we layled more 
Northwards noc finding any inhabitants, leauing all the Eaſterne ſhore, lowe 
Iflandes, but ouergrowne with wood, as all che Coalt beyond them fo farce as wee 
could ſee:the Weiterne ſhore by which we (4yted we found all along well watered, 
but very mountanous and barrengthe vallies very terull, but extreame thicke of ſmall 
wood lo well as trees, and much frequented with Wolucs, Beares, Deereand ocher 
wild beaſts.We palled many ſhallow creckes, bur the firſt we found Navigable for 2 
ſhip,we called Bolws,tor chatche clay in many places ynder thechics by che high 
water marke, did grow Vp in red and white knotsas gum our of trees; and 1n 
ſome places ſo participated togerher as though they were all of one nature, excep- 
ting the coulour , the reſt of che carth on both {ides being hard ſandy grauell, B:{zsRiger; 
whuch made vs thinke it Bole- Armoniach and Terra ſigntlyza, When we firlt ict ſayle 
{ome of our Gallants doubted nothing but chat our Capraine would makecroo much 
haſt home, buc having hen 1n this (mall barge nor aboue 12.0r 14.dayes, oft ryrcd 
atthe Oarcs, our bread ſpoyled with wer ſo muchthatic was rotten ( yerſo good 
werethcirſtomacks chat they could diſgelt it )rhey did with continuall complaints 
ſo imporcunc him now to returne, as cauſcd him beſpeake them in this manners 

Gentlemen if yow would remember the memorable hiſtory of Sir Ralph Layne, how bis 6 

c importuned him to proceed in the diſcovery of Moratico, alleadging they had _— elk 
Jet « dog that being boyled with Saxafras leaner wonld richly feede them in ther retwruesy Q.ers, 
t ben what a ſhame would it be for you (that haue bin ſo ſnſpirions of my tenderne(ſe )to forcs 
we remrne, with ſo much proviſion as we baue, and ſcarce able to ſay where we bane beens, 
nor yet heard of that ws were ſent to ſecke? Tow cannit ſay but ] have ſhared with you ww the 
worit which is paſt ; and for what is to come, of lodging, dyct,or whatſoencr, 1 ans comten» 
ted you allot the wor ſt part to my ſelfe. Ar fer your feares that I will boſe my ſelfe in theſe 
owne large waters ,or be ſwallowed vp in ſome flermie guſt; abandon theſe childiſh 
feares, for wor/e then us paſt r1 not likely to happen : and there is 44 much danger 10 returne 
44 to proceede. Regaine therefore your old ſpirits for returne 1 will not ( if Gedplea/e ) till 
| hane ſcene the Mallawomeks, found Parawomek,or the head of this water you conceit $9 The diſcoue- 
be endleſſe. Two or 3,dayes we expetted winde & wether, whoſe adueric extremities ry of Parowe- 
added ſuch diſcouragement, thatthree or foure fell ſicke,whoſe pirtifull complaints * 
cauſed vs toto returne, leauing the bay ſome nine miles broad, ac nine and cen fa- 
dome water, ' . 

The 16. of [ne we fell with theriucr Parowomek;feare being gone, and our men Ambuſcadoed 
recovered,we were all content to take ſome paines,zo know >» name of char ſeuen *IE . 
mile broad cjuer: for thirtic myles ſayle, we could ſee no inhabitants z then we were 
condy&ted by rwo Savages vp a lutle bayed crecke, towards Onewmanient, where all 
the woods were layd —_ ambuſcado's to the number of three or toure thouſand 
dalyages, ſo ſtrangely payntcd, graſs and diſguiſed, (ſhouting, yelling and crying 
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as ſo many ſpiricsfrom hell could nor hauc ſhewed more terrible. Many brauado's 
they made, burto appealc their fury, our Capraine prepared wich as ſeeming a wi 
lngnelle ( asthey)co incounter chem. But the grazing ot our bullers ypon the was 
rex{ many being ſhot on purpoſe they might fee chem) with che Ecco of the 
of the woods ſo amazed them,as downe went their bowes and arrowes;( aud cx- 
changing hoſtage ) /ames Watkins was ſent ſix wyles vpthe woods co their Kings 
habitation, We were kindly vied of thoſe Salvages,ot whom we vnderttood, they 
were commanded to berray vs, by the diretion of Yowhatan, and he fo direted 
from the diſcontents at /ames rowne, becauſe our Capraine did cauſe them ſtay in 
their country againſt cheir wills, 

The like incounters we found at Paroworek, { ecorawonee and diuers other places: 

but at Mojaoncr, Nacorchrant and Toogs the people didtheir beſt co concent vs, Ha» 
uing gone ſo high as we could with the bore, we inert divers Saluages in 
Canowes, well loaden with the fleſh of Bcares, Deere and other beaſts, whereot we 
had part,here we found mighty Rocks, growing in ſome places aboue the grownd 
as high as the ſhrubby trees, and divers ocher 40Jid quarrics of diuers rinftures: 
and divers places wherethe waters had falne fromthe hygh mountaines they had 
lefrauncturedſpagled skurfe,chat made many bare places iceme as guilded. Digging 
the growne aboue 1n the higheſt clifts of rocks, we ſaw u was a claie land ſo wungled 
with yeallow ſpangles as 1+ it had beene halte pin- duſt. In our rerurne inquiring 
ſtill for this Afatchqweon, the king of Patewomeke gaue vs guides to conduRt vs vpa 
liccleriuer called Yuyoweh, vp which we rowed lo high as we could. Leauing the 
bote, with (ix ſhot, and d1uers Salyages,he marched ſeuen or czght myle before they 
cametorhemine:leading his hoſtages in a {mall chaine they were to haue for their 
paines, being proud ſorichly co be adorned, The mine isa great Rocky mountaine 
hke A»timony zwherein they digged a grea hole with ſhells & hatchers:and hard by 
ir,runncth a fayre brooke of Chriftal-hke water, where they waſh a way the drolle 
and keepe theremainder, which they put in little baggs and {ell jr all ouer the 
country to paint there bodyes,faces,or Idols; which makes them looke like Black- 
morcs duſted over with filuer.W ith ſo much as wecould carry wereturned roour 
bote, kindly requiting this kipde king and all his kinde people, The cauſe of 
this diſcovery was to iearch this mine,of which Newport did atſure vs chat choſe 
ſmall baggs ( we had giuen him) in Eng/and he had tryed tohold balfe (iluery bur 
all we gotprouedot no value : alſo rofcarch what turrs, the beſt” whereof 1s ac 
( #ſcarawaoke, where is made ſo much Rawrancke or white beads thar occaſion as 
much diffention among the ctheSalvages, as gold and (iluer amongſt Chriſtians; 
and what cther mineralls, riuers, rocks, nations, woods, hſhings, fruires, viftuall, 
and whatother commodities the land atforded: and whether the bay were endletle 
or how farre it extended : of mines wewcreall ignorant, bur a tew Beuers, Orrers, 
Beares, Martinsand minkes we found, and in diuers places that aboundance of fiſh, 
lying ſo thicke with cheir heads abouerhe water, as for want of nets (our barge 
drmung amongſt them ) weatrempred to carch chem witha frying pan: bur we 
found it a bad inſtrumeut tocatch hſh with:neither better fiſh, more plenty,normore 
varicty for {mal fiſh, had any of vs cuer feenc in any placeſolwimiing in the water, 
but they are not to be caughe with frying pans: ſome {mall codd allo wedid ſee 
fwim cloſe by the ſhore by Swuths Les, and ſome as high as Riccards Cliftss And 
ſome we haue found fn vpon theſhore, 

To expreſt all our quarrels, trecherics and incounters amongſt thoſe Salyages 
| ſhould be rooredious : but in brecte,at all crimes weſo incountredthem, and cur- 
bedtheir inſolencies, that they concluded with preſents to purchaſe peace; yer we 
loſt not a man: ar our firſt meering out Captaine cuer obſerued this order to dee 
mand their bowes andarrowes, ſwordes, mantelts and furrs, with ſome childe or 
tw, for hoſtage, whereby we could quickly percciue, when they intended any vil- 
lany. Having finiſhed this diſcouery (though our viftuall was necre ſpent) he in» 


tended to ſee his umprilonment-acquaintances vpon the riuer of Rapahanock, by 
maty 
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many called Toppahaxoch, but our bote by reaſon ofche ebbe, chanſing to grownd 
vpou! 2 many 4houles lyingin the entrances, we ipyed many hihes turking inthe 
reedes;our Captame ſporting himfelte by nayling chem to che grownd with his 
(word, {cc vs all a fiihing inchat manner:chus we rook- Tore 1n owne. houre then 
we could cateina day. Bur it chanſed our Captaine cakang a fiſh. trom his fword 
( not knowing her condition) being much of chetaſhion of a Thorotback, bur a 
long cayle like a ryding rodde, whereon the middeſt 13 a mott poyſoned ſting, of 
ewo or three inches long, bearded like a faw on cachlide , which the ftrucke znto 
the wrelt of his arme ncere an inch and a halte:no bloud nor wound was {cene, but 
a liccle blew (por, bur the rorment was inſtantly fo extreame, that 1n- toure houres 
had ſo lwolcn his hand,arme and ſhoulder,we all with much {orrow concluded his 
tuucrall, and prepared his grauc inan Iſland by,as himfelte directed: yer it pleated 
God by a precious oyle Dotter Ruſſell at che firit applyed co ut when he ſounded-ar 
wichiprobe(erc night) his rormenung paine was {o well ailwaged that he cate of the 
filh co his ſupper,which gauc no leflewy and content ro vs then caſe .co humlclfe, 
tor which we callcd che I{land Stazgray Itfleatter the name ot the fiſh, 

Hauing neither Chicurgian,nor Clucurgery, bur that preſceruatiueoyle we preſet» 
ly ter pk, tor [amescowne, paſſing the mouches of theriuers of P ayankatank,& Þa- 
wav nkge, the next day we fatcly arriued at Kecowgran, The (imple Salvages ſeeing 
our Ciaptaine hurt, and another bloudy by breaking his ſhinne, our humbers of 
bowes, arrowcs, (words, manclcs, and turrs, would necdes umagine we had beene at 
warres ( the truth of thele accidents would not fatisfic them ) but impaciently ime 
portuned vs to know with whom. Finding cheir aptnetſero- belecue we faylednor 
(as a great ſecret ) to tell chem any thing that might affright them , what ſpoyle we 
had got and made of the Maſſawomeks. I his rumor went faſter vp the river chen our 
Barge, that arrived at Warackojack the 20 of Tuly ; whare trimming her with painted 
ſtreamers, and ſuch deviſes as we could, we made them at /awes rowne icalous bf a 
Spaniſh Frigot, where we all God be thanked ſafely arrived the 21 of July. There we 
tound che laſt Supply were all licke, che reſt tome lame, ſorhe bruiſed, all vnable to 
doc any thing but complaine of che pride and vnreaſonable needlcile cruclcie of che 
lilly Preſfidenc, that had riocouſlly conſumed the ſtore : and to fulfill his follies about 
building him an vnnecelTary building for his pleaſure in the woods, bad brought 
them all co that miſery z that had we not arrived, they had as ſtrangely rormented 
him wich revenge: but the good newes of our Diſcovery,and the good hope we had 
by che Salvages rclation,that our Bay had (tretched into che South Sea,or tomewhar 
nearc it, appcaſcd their tury z but conditionally that Razhffe ſhould be depoſed, and 
that Captaine Se##ivh would cake vpon him the government, as by couric it did be 
long.Their requeſt being efic&ed,he ſubſtirured MF Servvener his deare friendin the 
Prelidency, equally diſtributing thoſe private proviſions the other had ingrolled, 
appointing more honelt officersco aſ[iſt maſter Sowwener ( who then lay C_—_ 
licke of a Callenture)) and in regard of the weaknelle, of the a and heate 
the yeare, they being vnableto worke, he left them to liuc at calc, to recover their 
healchs, but imbarked himſelte co finiſh his Diſcovery,

The wind being contrary cauſed our ſtay rwo or three dayes at Keconghtan: the 
King feaſted vs wich much mirth, his people were perſwaded we went [ER_ ro 
be revenged of the £Meaſſawomeks. In the evening we hired a few rackets, which fly- 
ing in che ayre ſoterrificd che poore Salvages, they ſuppoſed nothing vnpoſlible we 
attempted ; and defired co afliſt vs. T he firit nighe we anchored at Szwgray Ile. The 
next day crolled Patawomeks river,and halted co the river Bo/xs, We went normuch 
turcher before we might ſeerhe Bay to divide in two heads, and arriving there we 
found it divided in tourc, all which we ſearched fo tarre as we could layle chem, 
T wo of them we found inhabited, bur in croſſing the Bay, we incountred 7 or 8 
Canowes full of Maſawomeks, we (ecing them prepare to allault vs, left our Oares 
and made way with our fſayle to incounter chem, yer were we bur fiue with our 
Capraine that could ſtand, for within 2 dayes after we left Keconghtanythe reſt(being 
all of che laſt ſupply ) were licke almoſt :o death, vnrill chey were ſeaſoned to the 
Country. Having ſhut them vader our Tarpawling, we pur cheir hats vpon ſtickes 


«by-shc Barges ſide, and berwixt two hats a man with two peeces, to make vs ſceme 


many,and ſo wethinke the /ndians ſuppoſed thole hats to be men, for they fled 
with all poſſible ſpeed to the ſhore, and there (ſtayed, ſtaring ar the ſayling of our 
barge till we anchored right againlt chem, Long it was cre we could draw them to 
come vnto vs. Act laſt chey (ent ewo of their company vnarmed in a Canow,the reſt 
all followed to ſecond them if neede required, T helerwo being bur cach preſenced 
with a bell, brought aboord all chair fellowes, preſenting our Capraine with venis 
ſon, beares flc{h, ſh, bowes, arrowes, clubs,rargers,and beares-skinnes, We ynder- 
ſtood them nothing ar all, bur by ſignes, whereby they (ignified vnro vs they had 
becne at warres with the Tockwoghez,the which they confirmed by ſhewing vs their 
greene wounds, but the night parting vs, we 1maginedthey appoinred the nextmor- 
ning to mecte, bur after that we never ſaw them, 

Enrring the river of Tockwogh,the Salvages all armed, ina fleete of boats,after their 
barbarous manner, round invironed vs g 10 it chanced one of them could ſpeakethe 
language of Powhaten, who perſwaded the reſtto a friendly parley. But when they 
ſaw vs turniſhed with the CHaſſawomeks weapons, and we faning the invention of 
Kecongbtan, ro haue taken them perforce z they condutted vs to their pallizadoed 
towne, mantelled with the barkes of trees, with ſcaftolds like mounts, breſted about 
with breſts very formally. Their men, women,and children with daunces, ſongs, 
fruits, furres, and what they had, kindly welcommed vs, ſpreading mars for vs to lit 
on, ſtretching their beſt abilities to expretle their loues, 

Many hatchers, kniucs, pecces of iron,and bratle, we ſaw amongſt them, which 
they reported to haue from che Su/que/abanocks,a mightic people and mortall enc- 
mies with the CMaſſewomeks. The Saſqueſabanocks inhabit vpon the chiefe Spring 
of theſe foure branches of the Bayes head, two dayes tourney higher then our barge 
could palle for rocks, yet we prevailed with the Interpreter to take with ham ano» 
ther Interpre:er,to perſwade the S/queſahenocks to come vilit vs,for their language 
are different, Three or foure dayes we expetted their rerurne, then fixric of chole 

yant-like people came downe, with cy 2 of Veniſon, Tobacco- pipes three foot 
in length, Baskers, Targets, Bowes and Arrowes, Fiue of their chicte Werowances 
came boldly aboord vs to crofle the Bay for Tockwhoyh, leaving their men and Ca- 
nowes;the wind being ſo high they durſt nor palle. 

Our order was daily to hauc Prayer,with a Pſalme,at which ſolemnitie the poore 
Salvages much wondred, our Prayers being done, a while they were bulied with 8 
conſultation till they had contrived their buſingile,Theathey beganin a molt paſ- 


lionate 
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ſionate manner to hold vptheir hands to the Sunne, with a moſt fearefull ſong, .._ W 
then umbracing our Capraine, they began to adore him1n like manner :though he |.,,.4, _ 
cebuked chem, yer chey proceeded till cheir ſong was finiſhed; which done with a to the Engigh. 
moſt {trange turious attion, and a helliſh voyce, began an Oration of their loues z 

thac ended, with a great painted Beares skin they covered him ;then one ready with 

a great chayne ot white Beads, weighung ac leaſt (1x orſcaven pound, hung it about 

his necke, che others had 18 mancets, made of divers ſorts of skinnes ſowed coge- 

ther ; allcheſe with many other coyes they Jayd ar his tcere, ftroking their ceremoui- 

ous hands abour his necke for his Creation to be their Governour and ProteRor, 

promuling their aydes, vitualls,or what they had co be his, if he wouid ſtay with 

chem, to defend and revenge them of the CHaſſawomeks. Bur we lett them ar Tock= 
whoghylorrowing tor our departure, yer we promiſed che next yeare ag:ineto viſit 

them, Many deſcriptions and diſcourlesthey made vs, of Arquanechuck, Mafſawo- 

mwek, & other people,lignitying they inhabit vpon a great water beyond che moun- 

raines, which we vnderſtood to he ſome great lake,or the river of Canada;and from 

che French co haue their hatchers and Commodinies by trade. Theſe know no more 

of the terricories of Powhatan, chen his name, and he as lictle of them, bur the Ar» 

wanachuks arc on the Ocean Sea. 

The higheſt mouncaine we ſaw Northward wee called Perigrines mount, and a 
rocky river,where the Afuſſawomels went vp,##illowbyerriverin honor of the rowne 
our Captaine was borne in, and that honorable houſc the Lord Willowby, his moſt 
honored good friend. T he Sa/queſahenccks river we called Smiths talles z the next 
poynt to Tockwhogh, Fiſings poynt ; the next it poynt Bourne, Powells I{les and Smals 
poynt 1s by the riverBolwszand the lictle Bay ar the head Profirs poole;Wathins,Reads, 
and Aomfords poynts are on each (ide Lambo ; Ward,Cantrell,and Sicilemore,berwixt 
Pataw and P amavunkee, after the names of the diſcoverers.]n all choſe places and 
the furthe(t we came vp the rivers, we cur in trees ſo many croſles as we would, and 
in many places made holes in trees, wherein we writnotes, and1n ome places crof- 
ſes of bralle, to {ignifie ro any, Engliſhmen had beene there, 

Thus having ſought all the inlers and rivers worth noting, we returned todiſco- 
ver the river of Pawruxunt ; thee =_ we found very traftable, and morecivill Powtwxun,R, 
then any, we promiſed them, as alſothe Patawomeks toxevenge them of the Aaſſa- 
womeks, but our purpoſes were crotled, 

In the diſcovery of this river ſome call Rapahanock, we were kindly entertained gyahuucin. 
by che people of Aoranghtacund ; here we incountered our old friend Afoſco,alulty = 
Salvage of Wigheocomoco vpo the river of Patawomek ,we ſuppoſed him ſome French 
mans lonne, becauſe he had a thicke blacke buſh beard, and the Salvages ſeldome 
hauc any at all, of which he was nota little proud, to ſee ſo many of his Country The excees 
men, Wood and water he wouldferch vs, guide vs anyWwhether, nay,cauſedivers of cn loue of 
his Countrymen helpe vs cowe againſt winde or tyde from place to place til} we meg wage 
cameto Patawomek; there he reſted all wereturned from the head of the river, and \ 
occaſioned our condu&t to the mine we ſuppoſed Anrimony, And inthe place he fay- 
lednot to doe vs all the good he could, perſwading vs in any caſe notrogoeto the 
Rapahanecks, for they would kill vs for being friends with the Adoranghtacwnd; that 
buclarely had ſtolne three of the Kings women, This we did thinke was bur that 
his friends might onely hauc ourtrade: fo wecrolled theriver tothe Repahenocks,  _ - ohe 
There ſome 12 or 16 ſtanding, on the ſhore, direRed vs a lirtle Crecke where was ith the Reps 
good landing, and Commodities for vs in three or foure Canowes we ſaw liethere: hazochs, 
bur according to-our cuſtome, we demanded to exchange a man in ſigne of loue, 
which after bor had a little conſulred foure or fue came vp to the middles,to ferch 
our man, and leauc ys one of them, ſhewing we need not teare them, for they had 
neither clubs, bowes, nor arrowes. Notwithſtanding,' Anas Todks//, being ſent on 
ſhoreto ſee if he could diſcover any Ambuſcadges, or what they had,delired to goe 
over the playne to fetch ſome wood, but they were vnwilling, excepe we would 
come into the Creeke, where the boat might come cloſe aſhore. Todiyll by _— 
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having got ſome two ſtones tirowes vp the playne, perceived two or three hundred 
men (as he thought) behind che trees, io thac offering co recurne to the Bozr, the 
Salvages allayed co carry him away perforce, that he called ro vs we were berrayed, 
and by that he had ſpoke che word, our hoſtage was over-boord, but Wark his 
keeper ſlew him in the water. Immediatly we ler fly among(t chem,ſo that they fled, 
& Toakull c{caped,yer they ſhot (© faſt that he fell flat on the ground ere he could re» 
cover the boat. Here the Aaſſawemek T argers ſtood vsin good ſtead, tor vpon Aeſ= 
co's words, we had fer them abour the forepart of our Boat like a torecaitle, from 
whence we ſecurely beat the Salvages from off che plaine without any hurrt:yer they 
ſhor more then athouſand Arrowes, and then fled into the woods. Arnung our 
ſclues with cheſe light Targets (which arc made of little {mall ſticks woven berwixt 
ſtrings of their hempe and lilke gralle, as isour Cloth, but ſo firmely chat noarrow 
can poſſibly pierce - :) we reſcued Toaksl, who was all bloudy by ſome of them 
who were ſhot by vs that held him, bur as God plcatcd he had no huert ; and follow- 
ing them vp to the woods, we found ſome ſlaine, and in divers places much bloud, 
It ſcems all their arrowes were ſpent, for we heard no more of chem. Their C:nows 
we tooke ; the arrowes we found we broke,laucthem we kept tor Aoſco, ro whom 
we gauethe Canowes for his kindnelle, that entertained vs 1n the beſt crivmphing 
manner, and warlike order in armes of conquelt he could procure of the Aforawgh« 
tacunacr, 

Thereſt of the day we ſpent in accomodating our Boat, in ſtead of thoules wee 
made ſtickes ike Bedftaues,to which we faſtened lo many of our Aſeſewormek T ar- 
gets, that invironed her as waſt clothes. The next morning we went vp theriver,and 
our friend ©Meſco followed vs along the ſhore, and ar laſt delired co goe with vsin 
our Boat, But as we patlſed by P5ſacack, Matchopeak, and Iecuppers, three Townes 
ſiruated vpon high white clay clifrs z the other {ide all a low playne mariſh , andthe 
river there but narrow. Thirtic or fortic of the Rapahanocks, had ſo accommodated 
chemiclues with branches, as we tooke them for Jittle buſhes growing among the 
ſedge, ſtill ſecing their arrowes ſtrike the Targets, and dropped in the river: where- 
at Moſco fell latin che Boar on his face, crying che Rapabenocks, which preſencly we 
eſpicd to be the buſhes, which at our firſt yolley fell downe 1n the ſedge:when wee 
were neare halte a myle from them, they ſhewed themſclues dauncing and ſinging 
very merrily, 

The Kingsof Piſſaſſack, Nandranghtacund, and Cuttatawomen, vſcd vs kindly,and 
all their people neglected not any thing to Aeoſcoto bring vs to them, Betwixt Se» 
cobeck and Maſſawteck,is a ſmall Ile or two, which cauſcth theriver to be broader 
then ordinary ; there it pleaſed God to take one of our Company called M* Fether= 
fone, that all the time he had beene in this Country, had behaved himlſelfe, honeſt» 
ly, valiantly, and induſtriouſly, where 1n a litcle Bay we called Fetherſtones Bay wee 
buryed him with a volley of ſhot: thereſt notwithſtanding their 111 dyer, and bad 
lodging, crowded in ſo {mall a Barge,in ſo many dangers never reſting,burt alwayes 
tolled ro and againe, had all well recovercd their healths, The next day wee ſayled ſo 
high as our Boat would float, thereſetting vp crolles, and graving our names in the 
recs, Our Sentinell ſaw an arrow fall by him,though we had ranged vpand downe 
more then an hourcin digging inthe carth, looking of ſtones, herbs, and ſprings, 
not ſccing where a Salvage could well hide himſelte. 

Vpon thealarum docket we had recovered our armes, there was about an hun- 
dred nimble [ndiaxs skipping from treeto tree, letting fiy their arrows (o taſt aschey 
could: thetrecs here ſerved vs for Baricadoes as well as they. Buc Ae/codid vs more 
ſervice then we expetted, for raving ſhot away his quiver of Arrowes,he ran tothe 
Boat for more. T he Arrowes of CHeſco at the firſt madethera paule vpon the mat- 
ter,thinking by his bruit and skipping, there were many Salvages. Abouthalfe an 
houre this continued, then chey Kg vaniſhed as ſuddainly as they approached. Adeſ* 
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with the fuit ſupply in Virginia. 


lite, which {co ſeeing, never was Dog more furious againſt a Beare, then Aſoſco 
was co hauc beat our his braines, {0 we had him to our Boar, where our Chururgian 
who went wich vs to cure our Captaines hurt of the S1w2gray, lo dreiled this Salvage 
that wichin an houre atter he looked ſomewhat chearctuily,and did cate and ipeake. 
Jn che meane time we contented Aoſco in helping him to gather vp their arrowes, 
which were an armetull, whereot he gloricd not a liccle, Then we delired CAloſco to 
know what he was, and what Countries were beyond the mountaines; the poore 
Salvage mildly anſwered, he andall wich him were of Heſmmnge, where there are 
chree Kings more, like vnto them, namely the King of Stegora, the King of Taxxan« 
tania,aud cheKing of Shatabexes, that were come to UHobaihabod, which 1s onely a 
hunting Towne, and the bounds berwaxt the Kingdome of the Afennehocks, and 
the Nanudtawghtacgnd;, but hard by where we were, We demanded why they came 
in chat manner to becray vs,that came to chem in peace, and co feeke thar loues z 
he anſwered, they heard we were a people come trom vnder the world,to cake their 
world fromthem. We asked him how many worlds he did know, he replyed, he 
knew no more but that which was vnder the skie that covered hum, which were the 
Powbarans, with the Aſonacens, and the CAlaſawomets, that were higher vpin 
the mouncaines. Then we asked him what was beyond the mouncaines, he an{we- 
red che Sunne: bur of any thing els he knew noching; <cauſcrhe woods were not 
burnt. Theſe and many fuch queſtions wee demanded, concerning the CMaſſaws- 
meks, the Monacans, their owne Country, and where were che Kings of Stegora, 
Tauxſintania,and the reſt. The Aſonacans he ſayd were their neighbours and triends, 
and <&1d dwell as chey inche hilly Countrics by ſmall rivers, luing vpon rootes and 
fruits, but chicfly by hunting, The Aaſſawomekz did dwell vpon a great water, and 
had many boats,& ſo many men that chey made warre with all the world. For cheir 
Kings, they were goneevery one aſeverall way with their men on hunung: Bur 
thole with him came thither a fiſhing will chey faw vs, notwithſtanding they would 
be altogether at night at Mahaeskahod. For his relation we gaue him many coyes, 
with pcriwaſions to goe with vs, and he as carncſtly deſired vs to ftay the commung 


of choſe Kings that tor his good viage ſhould be friends with vs, for he was brother 


to Huſraninga. But Hoſes adviled vs preſently to be gone, for they were all naught, 
yet we cald him we would nor cill ic was night. All things we made ready co cncer= 
tain what came, & Aoſco was as diligent in trimming his arrowes. T he night bein 

come we all imbarked, for che river was {o narrow, had it beene hight che lod 
on the one (ide was ſo high, they might haue done vs exceeding much miſchicte. 
All chis while the K.of Ha/imninga was (ecking there(t,and had conſultation a good 
time what ro doe. Bur by their c(pies ſeeing we were gone, it was uot long betore 
we heard their arrowes dropping on every (ide the Boatzwe cauſed our Salvages to 
call vnto chem,buc ſucha yelling & hallowing chey made that they heard nothung, 
but now and then 2 peece, aymung ſoncare as we could where we heard the molt 
voyces, More then 1 2 myles they followed vs inthis manner; then the day appea» 
ring, we found our {clues in a broad Bay, ourof danger of cheir (bot, where wee 
came tOan anchor, and fell co breakfaſt. Not ſo much as ſpeoking cothem ill che 
Sunne was riſen z being well refreſhed, we vntyed our Targets that couered vs as a 
Deck, and all ſhewed our ſelues with thoſe ſhields on our armes,and ſwords in our 
hands, andalſoour priſoner Amvvroleck ; along diſcourſe there was betwixt his 
Countrimen and him, how good wee were,how well wee vicd him, how wee had a 
Patawemek with vs, loued.vs as his life, that would haue (laine him had we not pre- 
ſerued him, and thathe ſhould haue his libertic would chey be bur friends; and to 
doe vs any hurtit was impoſſible. Vpon this they all hung cheir Bowes and Qui- 
vers ypon thetrees, and one came {wimming aboord vs with a Bow tyed on hus 
head, and another with a Quiver of Arrowes, which they deliuered our Capraine 
asa preſent, the Capraine hauing vied chem ſo kindly as he could, told them the 0- 
ther three Kings ſhould doe the fike,and then the great King ot our world ſhould be 
their friend, whoſe men we were, It wasno ſooner demanded bur pertormed, fo 
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came friends 
With the K- 
pehanocks,

ypon alow Mooriſh poyntof Land we went to the ſhore, where thoſe foure Kings 
came and recciued Amoroleck: nothing they had but Bowes, Arrowes, Tobacco- 
bags,and Pipes:whart we delired, none refuſcd to giue vs, wondering at every thin 
we had, and heard we had donc:our Piſtols they tooke for pipes, which they _ 
defired, but we did content them with ocher Commodines, and ſo we left toure or 
fiue hundred of our merry Mannaberls, linging, dauncing, and making merry, 
and ſer{ayle tor Aforawghtacnnd. 

In our rerurnes we viſited all our friends, that rejoyced much at our Viſtory a- 
gainſt the Adarnebocks, who many times had Warres alſo with them, bur now they 
were friends,and delired we would be friends with the Ra 5,23 we were with 
the CAlannabocks. Our Capraine told them, they had rwiſc allaulted him that came 
onely in loue to doc them good, and theretore he would now burne all their hou- 
ſes, dettroy their corne, and tor cucr hold them his enemies, call chcy made him ſa- 
tistaion z they defiredro know what that ſhould be:he cold chem they ſhould pre- 
ſent him the Kings Bow and Arrowes, and nct offerto come armed where he was; 
that they ſhould be friends with the Aforawghtacunds his friends, and giue him their 
Kings ſonne in pledge co pertorme it, and then all King /ames Jus men ſhould be 
their friends, Vpon this they preſencly ſent to the Repabanocks ro weere him at the 
place where they firit tought, where would be the Kings of Nantantacnad and Pife 

faſſac:which — co cheir promule werechere 10 ſoone as wezwhere Rapahanoch, 
preſented his Bow and Arrowes, and confirmed all we delired,cxcept his ſonne, ha- 
Ving no more but him he could not live without him, bur in ſtead of his ſonne he 
would giue him the three women Zſoranghtacund had ftolne. This was accepted z 
and ſo in three or foure Canowes,ſo many as could went with vsto Aoraugbtacund, 
where Moſco made them ſuch relations, and gaueto his friends ſo many Bowes and 
Arrowes,that they no lelle loued him then admired vs. The 3 women were brought 
our Captaine, to cach he gaue a chayne of Beads ; andthen cauſing Morangbtacand, 
Meſco, and Repahawock ſtand before him, bid Rapebanorktake her heloued beſt, and 
Adoraughtacund chuſe next, & to Moſco he gave the thizg, V pon this away wentrheir 
Canowes over the water,to ferch their veniſon, and allthe proviſion they could,and 
they that wanted Boats ſwam over the river:the darke commanded vs then to reſt, 
The next day there was of men, women, and children, as we conjetured,(ix or ſea- 
uen hundred, dauncing,& (inging,andnot a Bownor Arrow ſecne amongſt them, 
Meoſco changed his name Frtaſaxraſengh, which we interpret Stranger, for lo they 
call vs. All promuſing ever to be our friends, and to planc Corne purpoſcly for vs 
and we to provide hatchers, beads, and copper for them, we departed, giuin 
them a Volley of ſhot, and they vs as loud ſhouts andcryes as their firen ths __

ple weremoſt a A atew old men,women, 
and children,thatwere tending their corne,of which they promiſed ys part when we 
would ferch it, as had done all che Nations whereever we had yer beeuc, 

In afayre calme, rowing towards poynt Comfort, we 2nchored in Geſnolls Bay, 
butſuch a ſuddaine guſt ſurpriſed vs in the night with chunder and rayne, that we 
never thought more to haue ſeene [ames Towne, Yet running before the wind, we 
ſomerimes {aw the Land by the flaſhes of fire from heaven,by which light onely we 
kept from theſplitring ſhore, vacill ir pleaſed God in that blacke darkneile to pre» 
ſcruevs by that hight co finde poynt / empſort : there refreſhing our ſclues,becaute we 
had onely but heard of the (byapeacks & Nandſamund:, we t 
all our neighbours neare home, as ſo many Nations abroad. 

So ſetting ſayle for the Southerne ſhore, we ſayled vp a narrow river vp the coun« 
try of Chiſapeach it hath a good channell, but many ſhoules about the entrance.B 
that we had ſayled (ix or ſcauen myles, we ſaw two or three little garden plors wit 
their houſes, the ſhores overgrowne with the greateſt Pyne and Firre trees wee ever 
ſaw in the Country.But not ſeeing nor hearing any prople and the riucr very nas- 


row, we returned to the great rivergo ſce if we findeany of them. Cenrng

with the firſt ſupply m Virginia. 


the ſhore towards Nard/amwnd, which is moſt Oyſter-bankes ; at the mouth of thas 
riucr, we Cjpied lix or ſeauen Salvages making their wires, who pretently tied: a- 
ſhore we wenc; and where they wrought we ci.rew dmaers toyes, and fo departed, 
Farre we were not goue ere chey camne againe, and began to lng, and daunce, aud 
reca!l vs : and chus we began our frit acquaintance, Ac laſt one of.them delired vs 
to gverto his houſe yp that river, into our Boar voluntarily he camne,the reſt r.n at- 
ter vs by the ſhore with all ſhew of lowie that could be. Seauen or exght niyles we ſay- 
led vp this narrow riuer: ac lalt on the Welterne ſhore we ſaw large Corncehelds, 
in che midita lace J{1t, arid in 1c was abundance of Corne ; the people he cold vs 
were all a hunung, bur in the Ile was his houſe, co which he inuned vs with much 
kindactle: ro him, his wite, and children,we gaue tuch things as they ſeemed wuch 
contenced them. T he others being come, delired vs alfo to goe bur a lutle higher to 
ſee cheix houles : here dur hoſt etc vs, the ret rowed by vs m a Canow, ull we were 
lo far palt che Ifle the river became very narrow. Here we delired jome of them co 
come abord vs,wherat pauling a hirle,they cold vs they would bur ferch their bows 
and ar: owes and goe all wich vs, but being a-ſhore and thus armedghey pertwaded 
vsi0 goe forwasd, but we could neither perſwade them into cheir Canow,nor ico 
our Boac, This gaue vs cauſe to prouide tor the wortt, Farre we went not ere {eauen 
or eight Canowes tull of men armed appeared tollowing vs, ſtaying to tee the con- 
cluſjon. Preſently trom cach {ide che river came arrowes fo taſt as twoor three hun- 
dred could ſhoot them, wherear we returned co gerthe open, They in the Canowes 
lt fly allo as faſt, buc among chem we bettowed to many ſhot, the moit of them 
Icaped overbo-rd and ſwam aſhore, bur two or three eſcaped by rowing, being a- 
gainſt cheir playnes :our MusKketsthey found ſhor further chen ther Bov/es, far wee 
made not rweutie ſhot ere they alt retyred betund che next rrees. Being thus gor our 
of cheir trap, we {eiled on all cheir Canowes, and moored them in che mitt of che 
open, More then an hundred arrowes ftucke in our Targets, and about the bow, 
yer none hurt, onely Anthony Bagnall was ſhot in his Hat,and another m his ſlecue. 
Bur ſeeing their multtcudes, and fu!pefting as it was, that boch che Nana/amnnd:, 
and the Chiſapeacks were togerher, we thought it belt to ryde by their Canowes a 
while, to berhinke if it were better to burne all inthe }{le, or draw them co compe- 
ſition, till we were prouided to take all they had, which was futhiciens ro fecd all our 
{ *lony : but to burnethe Ific ar night 1t was concluded. In the interim we brganto 
cut in peeces their Canowes, and they preſently ro lay downe their bowes, making 
ſignes of peace; peace we told them we would accept it, would they bring'ys char 
Kings bowes — with a chayne ot peazle 3 and when we came againe giue 
vsfourc hundred basketstull of Corne, otheriyife we would breake all their boars, 
and burne their houles, and corne, aneath;hey had. To pertorme all this they at-

patſed in that ſmall Barge,' by che ſcale of proportion, about three thouſand 

myles, wich ſuch watery dyct in thoſe great waters and barbarous Countmes ( call 

then coany Chriſtian viterly vnknowne) I rather referre their merit co the cenſure 

of the courteous and experienced Reader,then I would be tedious or partiall being 

a partie, .

/ | ! He tenth of September, by the Ele&tion of che Councell, andrequeſt of the 


Company, Captaine Smith recemed the Letters Parents : which ull then by 
no mecancs he would accepr, though he was oftcn imporruncd therevnto, 
Now the building of Rathffes Pallace ſtayed as a thing needletſegthe Church 
was repaired the Store-houſe recouered , buildings preparcd for the Supplyes, we 
expected ; the Fort reduced to a fiue-ſquareforme z the order of the Watch renew+ 
ed ;the ſquadrons(cach ſerting of che Watch)crained; the whole Company cuery 
Saturday exerciſed, inthe plaine by che welt Bulwarkc, prepared for that purpoſe, 
we called Smubfield: where ſometimes more then an hundred Salvages would (tand 
in an amazement to behold, how a tyle would batter a tree, 0s, would make 
them a marke to ſhoot arty the boats trimmed for trade, which being {cart out with 
Lieutenant Percy, in their Tourney incountred the ſecond Supply, that brought 
them backe to diſcover the Country of Moracan, How or why Capraine Newport 
obtained ſuch a private Commiſſion, as not to returne without a lumpe of gold, a 
certaintie of the South ſea,or one of the loſt company ſent our by Sir Water Kalergh, 
I know not; nor why he brought ſuch a fue peeced Barge, not to beare vsto that 
South ſea, till we had borne her over the mountaines, which how farre chey excend 
is yet vnknowne. As for the Coronation of Powhatan, and his preſents of Baſon 
and Ewer, Bcd, Beditead, Clothes, and ſuch coſtly noucltcs,they had beene much 
berrer well ſpared then ſo il] ſpent, for wee had his favour much berter onely for a 
playne peece of Copper, till this ſtately kinde of ſoliciting, made him ſo much 0- 
vervaluc himſclte, that he reſpetted vs as much as nothing at all. As for the hyring 
of the Poles and Dntch-men, to make Pitch, Tar, Glalle, Milles, and Sope aſhes, 
when the Country is repleniſhed with people, and necellaries, would haue done 
well, butro ſend chem and ſcauentie more without vittualls ro worke, was not {0 
well aduiſed nor conſidered of, as it ſhould hauc beene. Yerthis could nor haue hure 
vs had they beene 200.chough then we were 3 30 that wanted for our {clues. For we 
had the Salvages in that decorwms (their harveſt being newly gathered, that we fea»

Captaine Smith returned with this Aniwer., 

Vpon this the Preſents were ſent by water which is neare an hundred myles,and 
the Captains went by land with fittie good ſhor. All being met at Ferawocomoce,che 
next day was appointed for his Corona1on, then che preients were brought him, 
his Baſon and Ewer, Bcd and furniture fet vp, his {carler Cloke and apparell wich 
much adoe pur on him, being periwaded by Namortach chey would not hurt him; 
bur a foule trouble there wasco make him kneele to receiue 11s Crowne, he neither 
knowing the maieſty nor incaning ot a Crowne, nor bending of eheknee, endured 
ſo many per{waſjons, examples, and in{truRions, as tyred them all ; ac laſt by lea- 
ning hard on his ſhoulders, he a lite tooped,and three having the crowne intheir 
hands put it 0n his head, when by che warning of a Piſtoll che Boats were prepared 
with ſuch a volley of ſhor, that the King fart yp 1n a horrivle feare, till he ſaw all 
was well. Then remenibriag himſelfe, to congratulate cher kindnelle, he gauc his 
old ſhooes and his mantell ro Captaine Newport : but perceiving his oony Was to 
diſcover the Monacans, he labourcd to divert his reſolution, rctuling co lend him ej« 
ther men or guides morethen Namonteck ; and ſo after ſome (mall complementall 
kindnelle on borh {ides, in requitall of his preſents he preſented Newport with a 
heape of wheat cares that my containe ſome 7 or $ Buſhels, aad as much more 
we bought in the Towne, wherewith werecurnedto the Forr, 

TheShip having diſburdened her ſelfe of po perſons, with che firſt Genctewoman 
and woman-ſeruant that arrived in our Colony, Captaine Newport with 120 choſen 
men, led by Captaine Wald, Lieutenant Percie, Captaine Winne, M* Weft, and M* 
Scrivexer,(et forward for the diſcovery of Afonacan,lcaving che Preſident ar the Fort 
with about $80. or 90.( ſuch as they were) to relade che Ship. Arriving at the Falles 
wemarched by land ſome torrie myles in two dayes and a halfe, and ſo recurned 
downe che ſame path we went. T wo cownes we diſcovered of the Honda, called 
Maſſinacakand Mowhemenchouch,the peoplencicher vicd vs well norill, yerfor our 
ſecuritie we cooke one of cheir peiy Kings, and led him bound to condu@t vs .che 
way. And in our recurnes ſearched many places we ſuppoſed Mines, abqut which 
we ſpent ſometime in _—_ one Wullians Callicnr a retyner fired for that 
purpoſe, From that cruſt of earth wed:gged, he perſwaded vs to beltuc he extrac- 
red ſome ſmall quantineof ſilver ; and (not vnlikely ) becter ſtuffe might be had for 
the digging. With chis poore tryall, being concenced co leaue this fayre, ferrile, well 
watered Country;and comming to the Falles,theSalvages faynedthere were divers 
ſhips come into the Bay, to kill them at /ampgs Towne, Trade they would not, and 
finde their Corne we could rot; forchey had hid it in the woods: and being thus 
deluded, wearrived at /ames Towne, halfeficke, all comptaining, and'cyred wich 
royle, fanmne, and diſcontent, to hauc oncly but diſcovered our guilded hopes, and 
ſuch fruitletTe cercainries, as Captaine Smith fortold vs.

No ſooner were we landed, bur the Preſident diſperſed ſo many as were able, 
ſome for Glatle, ochers tor Tarre,Puch, and Sope-aſhes,keauing chem with the Fore 
to che Councels overlighr,but 30 of vs he conducted downethe river iome 5 myles 
from [ames rowne, to {carne ro make Clapbord, cut downe trees, and lye 1n woods. 
Amongſt the reſt he had choſen Gabriel Beadle, and ohn Ruſſel, the onely rwo gal- 
Janrs ot chis laſt Supply,and both proper Gentlemen. Strange were theſe pleatures 
cochcir conditions; yer lodging, cating, and drinking, working or playing, they 
buc doing as the Pre{idenc d1d humfelte, Allcheſe things wete carricd lo pleatantly 
as within a weeke they became Maſters ; making it their dehghe to heare the crees 
chundcee as they fell ; bur che Axes fo otr bliſtered ther revider fingers, that many 
rimes every third blow hada loud otheto drowne the eccho z for remedie of which 
finne, the Preſident deviſed how to haue every mans oches numbred, and ac night 
for every oche co hauc a Cann of water powred downe his {]ecue, with which every 
offender was ſo wathed (himfcltc and all ) chat aman ſhould i{carce heare an othe 1n 
a weeke, 

For he who ſcornes and makes but iefts of cur ſings, and his othe, 
He doth contemmne not man but God, nor God, nor wan,but both, 


By this, let no man thinke that the Preſident and theſe Genilemen ſpent their 
times as common Wood-haggers at telling of erces, or fuch ocher like labours, or 
thar they were preatledro it as hirelings, or common ſlaues ; for whact chey did, after 
they were bur once a hittle invred,ut iccrued and ſome concened it, onely as a plea» 
fure and recreation, yet 3o or 40 of ſuch voluntary Gentlemen would doe more in 
a day chen 100 of the relt chat muſt be preit co it by compullion, bur twenrnie good 
workemen had beene better then chem all; 

Maſter Scrmener, Captaine Waldo, and Captainc Winne at the Fort, every one in 
like manner carefully regarded their charge. T he Prelidene returning from amongſt 
the woods, {ering the t1me conſumed andnd provilion gorten, ( andthe Ship lay 
idle at a great chargeand did nothing ) preeintly imbarked himſelfe in che'difcove- 
ry barge, giving order to the Counccll co ſend Lieutenant Percie afcer bum withthe 
nexc barge chat arrived at the Fort z rwo_Barges he had himlelte and +8 men, bur 
arnving at Chickshamania, that dogged Nation was too well acquainted with our 
wants, refuſing to trade, with as much ſcorne and in{olency as they could expreile. 
The Preſident perceiuing it was Powhatan? policy to ſtarue ys, rold them he came 
not ſo much for their Corne, as co revenge his impriſonment, and thedcath of his 
men aurthered by chem, and fo landing his men and readie to charge them, chey 
immediately fled : and preſentlyattcr ſentcheis Amballſadors with corne, fiſh, toule, 
and what they had co make cheir peace, (their Corne being thar yeare but bad)they 
complained cxtreamely of their owne wants, yet fraughted our Boars with an hun- 
dred| Buſhels of Corne, and in like manney LicutenancPercies, that not long after 
arrived, and haying done the bell chey could ro content, ys,we parted good friends, 
and rerurned to James towne, | 

Though chis much confented the Company, ( that feared nothing more then 
ſtarving ) yer fome ſo envied'his good faccelſe, rhar chey rather deſired rg hazzard 
a ſtarving, then his paines ſhow prouec ſo rauch more etfectuall then theirs: Some 
_—_ there \yere mvented by"Newpert auid Rathffe, not-onely to have depofed 

1m, but co hawe kept him owe of the Fortyforthar being Prefident,he would teaue 
his place and the Fort wichout their conſents, but cheir-hornes were ſo much too 
ſhore co etfeR? ir, as they chemſclues more narrowly eſcaped a group miſchuete. 

All chis time ourold Tayerne made as much of all them-chac had cubes money 
or ware as could be delired ; by.chis rimechey were become fo perfett an all ſides (I 
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that were necelTary, Neicher was it a ſmall-policy in Newport and the Marriners to 
report in England we had ſuch plencie, and bring vsſo many men without victuals, 
when they had (ſo many private Fadtors in the Fort, that within fix or ſeauen weeks, 
of two or three hundred Axcs, Chitlels, Hows, and Pick-axes, ſcarce rwentic could 
be found: and for Pike-heads,ſhot, Powder,or any thing they could ſtcale from their 
fcllowes,was vendible; they knew as well ( and as ſecretly ) how to convey them to 
trade with the Salvages for Furres, Baskers, 4wſſanccks, young Beaſts, or ſuch like 
Commodities, as exchange them with the Saylers for Burter,Cheeſe,Beete, Porke, 
Aqua vite, Beere, Bisket, Oarmeale, and Oyle: and then tayne all was ſen: chem 
from cheir friends. And though Yirgimra attoorded no Furres tor the Store, yer one 
Maſter in one voyage hath got ſo many by this indire& meanes, as he confelled co 
haue ſold in England tor 30). 

Thoſe arethe Saint-ſceming Worthies of Yirgimia, that haue notwithſtanding all 
this meate, drinke, and wages ;but now they beginto grow weary ther trade being 
both perceived and prevenced z none hath becne in /Yrgimia that hath obſerved any 
chiag, which knowes not this to berrue, and yerthe lotſe,the ſcorne,the miſery,and 
ſhame, was the poore Officers, Gentlemen, and carcletle Governours, who were all 
thus bought & ſold; the adventurers coutened,and che a&tion overthrowne by their 
fallc excuſes, informations, and dircAions, By this lerall men wdge, how thus buſi- 
nelſc could proſper, being thus abuſed by ſuch piltring occaſions, And had nor 
Captaine Newport crycd Peecavi,the Prefident would hauc diſcharged the ſhip, 
and cauſed him to hauc ſtayed one yearc in Virginia, to learne to ſpeake of his owne 
experience. 

Maſter Scrivener was ſent with the Barges and Pinnace to Wirowocomeco, where 
he found the Salvages more readie to fight then trade bur his vigilancy was ſuch 
as prevented their projeets, and by che meanes of Nemontack, got three or foure 
hogsheads of Corne,andas much Pocones, which is a red roote, which then was c- 
ſeemed an excellent Dye. 

Captaine Newport being diſpatched, with the tryals of Pitch, Tarre,Glatle,Frank- 
incenſe, Sope aſhes z with that Clapboard and Waynſcot that could be provided; 
met with MF Scrivener at poynt Comfort, and fo returned for Exg/and, We remaining 
were about ewo hundred. 3

keepe the myſtery of the buſmneſſe to our [ues : and that we muſt expreſly follow 
Jour inſtructions ſent by Captain Newport:the charge of whoſe woyage amounts 
to weare two thouſand pounds the which if we cannot defray by the Ships returne, 
we are like to remain as baniſhed men. To theſe particulars 1 humbly intreat your 
Pardons if | offend you with my rude Anſwer. | 
| For our fattons, onltſſeyou would have me run away and leaxe the Country, 
£axnor prevent them: becauſe I do make many ſtay that wouldels ſly any whethe 
For the idle Letter ſent tomy Lord of Salisbury, by the Preſidewt and his confe- 
derats, for diniding the Country &4.H# hat it was 1 know not, fer you [aw no hand 
of 
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mine to it ;, nor ener dream t 1 of any ſuch matter. That we feed you with hopes, 
Ge. Thouth 1 be no ſcholer, 1 ampaſt a ſchoole-boy ; and 1 deſire but to know, 
what either you, and theſe here doe know, but that I haue learned to tell you by 
the continaall hazard of my life. 1 haue not concealed from you any thing 1 know ; 
but 1 feare ſome cauſe you to beleeus mach more then # true, 

Expreſly to follow your direjtions by Captaine Newport though they be perfor- 
med, 1 was diredtly againſt it ; bat according toour Commuſsion, 1 was content 10 
be overruled by the maior part of the Councell, 1 feare to the hazard of vs all; 
which now « generally confeſſed when it ts too late. Onely Captaine Winne and 
Capt :ine Waldo / have ſworne of the Councell,and Crowned Powhacan accor- 
ding to you” inſtructions. 

For th: charge of thu Voyage of two or three thouſand pounds we have not recei« 
wed the value of an hundred pount's. Ana for the quartred Boat tobe borne by the 
Souldters over the Falles, Newport had 120 of the beſt men he could chuſe. If be 
had burnt her ts aſhes, one mig ht hawe carried her in a bags but as ſhe is, fine hux« 
dred canmvt,to a navigable place aboue the Falles, And for him at that time to find 
inthe Soath Sea, a Mine of gold; or any of them ſent by Sir Walter Ralcigh : at 
our Conſultation 1 told them was as likely as the reſt. But during this great diſco- 
very of thirtie myles, (which might as well haue beene done by one man and much 
more, for the value of a pound of C opper at a ſeaſonzble tyme) they had the Pirnace 
and all the Boats with th:m, but one that remained with me to ſerue the Fort. In 
their abſence | followed the new begun workes of Pitch and T arre, Glaſ/e, Sopes 
aſhes, and Clapboord, whereof ſom: [mall quantities we hage ſent you. But if you 
riehtly conſider, what an infinite toyle it 15 im Rutha and Swerhland, where the 
woods are proper for naught els, and though there be the helpe both of man and 
beaſt in thoſe ancient Common-wealths,which many 41 bunaredyeares hauev/ed 
it,y:t thouſands of thoſe poore people can ſcirce get neceſſaries to liue, but from 
hand to mouth. And though your Fatters there can buy as much ina week as will 

fraught you a ſhip, or 25 much a5 you pleaſe; you muſt not expett from vs any ſuch 
matter, which are but a many of 12 norant miſerable ſoles, that are ſcarce able to 
get wherewith to line, and defend our ſelues againſt the inconſtant Salvages:fin- 
ding but here and there a tree fit for the purpeſe, and want all things els the Ruſ- 
ſians hawe. For the Coronation of Powhatan, by whoſe advice you ſent him ſuch 
preſents, | know not ; but this giue me leaue to tell you,! feare they wiil be the com- 
fuſuon of 05 all exe we heare from you a2 1ine. At your Ships arrtoall, the Salvages 
harveſt was newly g1thered, and we going to buy it, our ownenot being halfe ſuf- 
focient for ſo great a namber. As for the two ſhips loading of Corne Newport pro- 
miſed to provide vs from Powhatan, he brought vs but fourtteene Buſhels; and 
fromthe Monacans nothing, but the moſt of the men ſicke and neare famiſhed. 
From your Ship we had not proviſion in vict uals worth twenty pound,and we are 
more then two hundred to line vpen this: the one balfe ſicke the other little better. 
For the Saylers (I confeſſe) they daily make good cheare, but our dyet s alittle 
meale and water, and not ſufficient of that. Tnough there be ppb in the Sea, foules 
in the ayre, and Beaſts in the woods, their bounds are [o large, they ſo wilde, and 
we ſo wetke andionorent, weemmnot math tranble them. Captaine Newport we 
much ſuſpett ro be the Authour of thoſe inventions. Now that you ſhould know, 
haue made you as great 4 diſcovery 4s he, for leſſe tharge then he [pendethyoue- 


very meale; 1 haue ſent you this Mappe of the Bay and Rivers, with an annexed 
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Relation of the Commtries and Nations that inkabut them, 4308 way [ze at large. 
Alſo two barrels of ſtones, and ſuch as ! take to be good 1100 oreat theltaſt;ſo de- 
vided, as by their notes you may ſee in what places 1 found them. - The Souldiers 
ſay many of your officers maint.aine their families out of that you ſend 5:and1hs 
Newport hath an hundred —_ 4 yeare for carrying newes. For every maſter 
you haxe yet ſent can find the way as well as be, ſo that an kundred pound might 
be ſpared, which is more then we hane all, that kelps to pay kim wages. Cap.Rat- 
liffe 55 wow called Sickl:more, a poore connterfeuted /mpeſt ure. 1 hane [ext yas 
him home leaſt the company ſhould cut bis throat ll hat he 1s yraw every one can tell 
you :if he and Archer returne ag aine, they are ſufficient to keepe v3 alwayes in fe- 
ctions,i hen you ſend againe 1 intreat you rather ſend but thirty Carpenters huſ- 
beandmen,gardmers, fiſher men,blackſmiths,ma/ons,and ciogers vp oo trees goors, 
well provided, then a thow/and of ſuch as we haue ; for except wee be able bothto 
lodge them, and feed them, the moſt will conſurze with want of nece{[aries before 
they cans be made good for any thing .T hus if you pleaſe to conſider thts atcount and 
of the unnece(ſ[ary wages 10 CaptaineNewpoirt,or ht: ſhips ſo lowg lingering and 
ftaying here(for notwithſtanding his boaſling to leawe vs vitt uals for 12 monetbs, 
though we had 8g by this diſcovery lame ana ſucke, and but a pinte of Corne a day 
for « man, we were conſtrained to gine him three hogſheags of that to vitt uall bim 
homeward) or yet to ſend into Germany or Poleland for glafſe-men & the reſt, 
till we be able to ſuſtaine our ſelues, and relieue them when they come. 1t were bet- 
ter togiue fine hundred paund a tun for thoſe gr ofſe Commodities in Denmarke, 
then {end far them hither, till mareneceſſar y things be provided. For in over-toy- 
ling e117 weake and omkulfull bodies, to [athbfee this aefr of preſent profit, we can 
ſearce ever recover our ſelnes from one Supply to ancther. And 1 humbly intreat 
you hereafter, let vs know what we ſhould recetae, and not ſtand to the Savlers 
cour teſie to leaue vs what they pleaſe, els you may charge v5 with what you will, 
but we rot you with any thing.Theſe are the cruſes that bane kept v5in Virginia, 
fr omlaying [ach a foundation,that cre this might have given muth better content 
and ſatisfaction ;but as yet you muſt not locke for ary prefiteble returnes: ſo 1 
humbly reſt.

T heſe poore concluſions fo affrighted vs all with famine, that the Prelident pro- 
videdfor Nund/amuxd, and crooke with him Captainc Wire, and MF Serrvener, then 
rccurning trom Captaine Newport, Theſe people alſo long denied hum not obely 
the 400 Baskers of Cornethey promued, but any trade at all;(exculing chemiclurs 
they had !pent moſt they had, and were commanded by Fewkaten co keepe that they 
had, and not to ler vs come into their river) till we were conſtramed to began with 
them pertorce, Vpon the dilcharging of our Muskcts they all led and-jhor not an 
Arrow 3 the firlt houſe we came to we fer on fire, which when chey percaued, they 
dclircd we would make no more ſpoyle, and they would giue vs halte they had: 
bow they collected it F know not, but betore night they loaded our three Boasy 
and ſo we rc:urned to our quarter ſome toure myles downe the River, which was 
onely the open woods ynder the lay of a hill, where al} che ground was covered with 
ſnow, and hard frozznzthe inow we digged sway and made a great fire 1n the place 
when che ground was well dryed, we curned away the fire 3 and covering the place 
wich a mat, thzre we lay very warme. To keepe vs from the winde we made athade 
of another Mat z as the winde turned we turned our ſhade, and when the ground 
grew cold weremoued the fire, And thus many a cold winter night hane wee haine 
in this miſcrable manner; yertholerhat moſt commonly went vpon all choſe occa- 
ſions, were al wayes in heakh,lufty, and tar. For ſparing them this yearc, the nexc 
yeare they promulſed t'2 plant purpoſely tor vs ; andſo we returned to /ames towne: 
Abour rhus time there was a marTiage betiix: iobn Zaydonand Anne Brurras ; which 
wasthe er{t marriage we had in Yirgons 

Long he itaycd nor, bur ficting hamſclfe and Capraine Waldo with ewo Barges. 
From Chawopoweanect,and all parts thercabouts, all the people were fied, as being 
icalous of our incents z call we dfcovered theriver and people of Apematuch x where 
we tound noc much,thatchey had we equally divided, but gauechens coppery and 
ſuch chings as concenced them in conlideration. Maſter Scrxvener and Licurenaue 
Percie went alto abroad, but could find nothing, 

The Prelident fcerng the proeraſtinating of rune, Was no courſe rb hue, reſoly 
wich Capraine Walde ( whom he Knew t6 be {ure ih titneof need)toſurpriſe Pow 
tan, and all his provilion , bur the vawillingnetle of Captaine 7Yihne, and Maſter 
Serrverer, tor ſome private reſpe&t, plotred in England to rume Captaine Smith, did 
tlicir beſt ro hinder cheir projtefty bur the Preſident whom no perſwations coild 

periwade to (tarue, being invited by Powbaten ro come ynto hum; and it he would 
ind lui but men co build him a houſe,giue him a grynditone, fiftic fwords,fonte- 
pceces, acock and a hen, with much copper and beads, he would load his Ship wich 
Corne. The Prelidenc nor ignorant of his deviſes and ſubtilic, yer vnwillng 
neglect any opportunitic, prelently ſent three Dazch-men and two: Engirfh, baving! 
fo {mall allowance,tew were able to dee'any thing co purpoſe: knowing there nee- 
ded no becter a Caltle tv effect this proiet, rooke order with CaptaineWaldo to ſe 
cond hum, it need required z Scrivener he left his fubſtiruce, and ſer forth with the 
Pinnace, two Barges, and fortic-{ix men, which onely were ſuch as yeluntarily of, 
fered themſclues tor his Journey, the which by reaſon of M* Scrwveversill ſuceelle, 
was cenſurcd very deſperate, they all knowing Swwch.would not remrne empue, if 
it were to be had z howſoever, it cauſcd many of choſe that he had appoinced,to find 
excuſcs ro ſtay behunde, L CHAP.

T his company being viftualled but for three or foure dayes,lodged the firſt nighe 
at Warrackoyack, where the Preſident tooke ſufficient provition. This kind King did 
his beſt to divert him from ſceing Powhatan, bur percenung hecould not prevaile, 
he adviſed in this manner. Captaine Smich,you ſhall find Powhatan to vic you kind» 
ly, buttruſt him not, and beſure he haue no oportunuie to ſcize on your Armes; 
for he hath ſent for you onely to cut your throats, The Capraine thanking him for 
his good counſell: yerche better to try his loue, deſired guides ro Chawwoneck for 
he would ſend a preſent tothat King,to bind him his friend, To performethis jour- 
ney was ſent M* Sick/emore,a very valiant, honeſt, and a painetull Souldier ; wich 
him ewo guides,and directions how to ſeeke for the loft company of Sir Walter Re- 
leighs, and (ilke Gralle. Then we departed thence, the Preſident afſuring the King 
perperuall loue ; and lett with him Sazmel Collier his Pageto learne the Language, 


So this Kings deeds by ſacred Oath adiur d.

To offend hu friends, and ſin againſt bus Goal, 


The next night being lodged at Xecoughtan ; (ix or ſcaven dayes the extreame 
winde, raync, troit and inow cauſed vs to keepe Chriſtmas among the Salvages, 
where we were never more merry, nor fed on more plentie of good Oyſters, Fiſh, 
Fleſh, Wild-foulc,and good bread ; nor never had better fires in Emg/andgthen in the 
dry ſmoaky houſcs of Kecoughtan: but departing thence, whengwetound no houſes 
We were not curious in any weather to lye chree or foure nights together vnder the 
rrees by a fire, as formerly 1s ſayd. An hundred fortie eight toules the Preſident, An- 


kiiled at three rhony Bagnall,and Sericant Piſing did kill ac three ſhoots. At Kiſkjackthefroſt & con- 


ſhootes. 


trary winds forced vs three or foure dayes alſo ( to ſuppreile the infolency of thoſe 
proud Salvages) ro quarter in their houſes, yet guard our Barge, and cabſe chem 
giue vs what we wanted;though we were but rwelue and himlſelte, yer we never 
wanted ſhelter where we found any houſes. The 12 of lannary weartived atWero-

from all, to lie cold mm the wood!, feede w/pon Acornes, roates, and ſuch traſh, and be ſo bun. 
ted by you, that I can neither reft, eate,nor ſleepe; but my tyred men muſt watch, and if 4 
twig but breake, every one cryeth there commeth Captaine 5 mth: then muſt ] fly 1 know 
net whether: and thus with miſerable feare, end my miſcrable life , learing my pleaſurerto 
ſuch youths as you, which through your raſh unaduſedneſſe may quickly as muſerably end, 
for want of that , you never know where to finde.

Em: ts con! ent 
non,to morrow / will leaue my Armes, and iywit to your premiſeel call you father indeed, and 
as « fath » you ſhall ſee 1 wik lowe yon: but the ſma'i care you buate of [uich a clhulde cauſed my : 
men perſwade me 10 looke tomy ſelfe, 

By thisume Powhatan hauing knowledge his men were ready -whileft the ice Tomb yon 
wasSa breaking, with his luggage women 2nd chilercn, fled. Yer co auoyd ſuſpict- CO_ 
on, left ewo or chree of che women talking with the Caprtaine, whulett hee fecretly ;.2 
ran away, and his men that ſecretly befer the houſe. VVhuch being preſencly dilcoue+ 
red to Captamme Smuvh, with his piitoll, fword, and target hee made fucha pallage a» 
mong theſe naked Diuelsz char at his far(t ſhoot, they next him tumblcd one ouer a- 
nother,and the reit quickly fled fome one way ſome anocher : {o that without any 
hurc, onely accompanied wich /obn Ruſſell, hee obrtamed the corps du guard, When 
they percerued him fo well efcaped,and with his eightecne men (tor he hadno more 
wich lum a ſhore) tothe virermoſt of their skill chey ſought excutesro dillemble che 
matter: and Powhatan to excuſe his flight and the tudden comming of this mule- 
rude, ſent our Capraine a great bracelet and a chaine of pearle, by an ancicnt Ora- A chaine of 
rour chat beſpoke vs to this purpoſe, perceiuing cucn then trom our Pinnace, a pearle teneche 
Barge and men departing and commang vnro vs, Captainefor 

CaptaineSmith, owr Werowance is fled, fearing your gunner, and knowing when the | — 
ie was broten there would come more men, ſent theje numbers but toggnard {11 corxe from 
ſtealing, that might happen without your knowledye : "now though ſome bee hurt by your 
m1/priſuon, yet Powhatan is your friend and ſo wit for ener contwnne. Now ſince the ice ts 
open, he would hanc you (end 4way your corne, aud if you wenld bane his company, ſend away 
al/s your gunner, which ſo affrighteth bus prople, that thry dare not ceme to your bee pro- 
med they ſhould. 

Then hauing prouided baskersfor our mento carry ourcorne to the boats, they 1... 
kindly offered cheir ſeruice to guard our Armes, that none ſhould fteale them. A kill curmen 
great many they were of goodly well proportioned fellowes, as grim as Diucls z loagedwith 
yet the very (ighe of cocking our marches, and being to ler fly, afew yrordes cauſed bakers, we 
them to Jeauc their bowes and arrowes to our guard, and beare Cowne our corne | ay fog 
on their backes z wee needed not importune chem ro make diſpatch, Bur our Bar» (us. 
ges being left on che oale by the ebbegcauled vs ſtay till che next — ſo that 
wee rerurned againe to our old quarter, Powhatan and his Dutch-men bruſting 
with dcfire to haue che head of Captaine Sertb, tor it they could bur kill him, they 
thought all was heirs, negle&ted nor any oportunity to effect his purpole, The In» 
diins with all che merry ſportsthey could deuitc, ſpent the time till nighezthen they 
all returned to Powhatan, who all chis cime was making ready his forces to ſurpriſe 
the houſeand him ar ſupper. Norwihtftanding the crernall all-ſeeing God did pre- 
uent him,and by a ſtrange mcanes. For Po:2hontas his deareſt 1ewell and daughter, Pocahontas be. 
inchardarke night came through the irkſome woods, and cold our Capraine great Wraycs her fa- 
cheare ſhould be ſent vs by and by : bur Powhatan and all the power he could make, w_ aaakes 
would after come kill vs all, if chey that brought it could not kill vs with our owne " 
weapons when we were ar ſupper. Therefore if we would hue ſhee wiſhed vs pre» 
wa bee gone, Such chings as ſhee delighted in, he would haue giuen her : buc 
with the ecarcs running downe her checkes, ſhee ſaid ſhee durſt nor beſeceneto haue 
any: for if Pewhatan ſhould know it, ſhe were but dead, and (o (hee ranne away by 
her ſelfe as ſhe came, Within letſe then an houre came eight orten luſty fellowes, 
with graat platters of veniſon and other viftuall, very imporrunate to haue vs pur 
out our matches (wholeſmoake made them (icke) and (it down to our vittuali. But 
the Captaine madethem taſte eaery diſh, which done hee ſent ſome of them backe 
to Powhatan, to bid him make haſtefor hee was prepared for his comming. As for 
them hce knew they came to berray him ar his ſupper: but hee would prevent thera 
and all cheir other intended villanies: fo that they might be gone. Nox long after 
came moremellengers, to {ee what newes z not long after them others. Thus wee 


ſpentthe night as vigilancly as they, ill iewas high-warter, yer ſeemed to the ſaluages 
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as friendly as they to vs: and that wee were ſo deſirous to give Powhatan content, 


| a$ hee requeſted, wee did leaue him Edward Bronton to kill him foule, ano the 
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Dutch-men to finiſh his houtez thinking at our rerurne trom P amavuhkee the froit 
would be gone, andthen we n.izht finde a better oportunity it neceſſicy did ocoa- 
ſion it, little dreaming yet of the Durch-mens treachery, whoſe humor well jured 
this verſe ;

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Cinar IX. 
How wee eſcaped ſurpriſing at Pamavnkee. 


E had no ſooner ſer ſayle but Powhatan returned, 2nd ſent Adew and 
Francis (wo ſtout Ducch-men) co /-mes rowne: who taining ro Caps 
taine Wine that all chings were well, and that Capraine Swwb had vie of 
their armes, wheretore chey requeited new ( the which were giuen 
chem) they told hymn their comming was tor lome extraordinary rooles, and ſhift 
of apparell ; by which eolvurable excuſc they obtained (1x or (eauen moretotheir 
contederacic, fuch expert checues, that prelently turniſhed chem with a great many 
ſwords, pike-heads, peeces, ſhorg powder andiuch hike : Saluages they had at hand 
co carry 1t away, and the next day they returned vnſuipeacd, leaving thei confe- 
derates to tollow, and in the interim co convay them ſuch chings as they could: for 
which ſcruice they ſhould live with Powhatan as his chucte atfettcd, tree from thoſe 
miſcries that would happen the Colony, Samwel their other conſort Fowhatas kept 
for their pledge, whoſe diligence had prouidedthem three hundred of their kinde 
of hatchers, thereſt fifry (words, eight preces, and cighr pikes, Brynron and R6- 
chard Salvage (ceing the Durch-men to dilegentto accommodate the Saluages with 
weapons, attempted to hauc gotten to James rowne, bur chey ware apprehended, 
and cxpeRted cuer when to bepur to death, 

Wihin two orthreedayes wearriucd at Pamavnkee, the King as many dayes cn- 
rexcained vs with feaſting and much mirth. And the day appointed to beginneour 
trade, the Preſident, Lxcutenant P-rove, M3. Weſt, MF, Ruſſell, MW, Behethland, MF. 
(afraw, MF. Pow-ll, MF, Ford, and jome otherstothe number of titceene, went vp 
to Opechencanonghs houſe a quarter of a mile fromthe riuer ) where wee tound no» 
thing bur a lame feilow and a boy:and all the houſesround abour ot all chings aban« 
doned. Notlong weeſtayed erethe King arriued, and after him came diverte of his 
pcople loaden with bowes and arrowes: but ſuch pinching commodities, and 
thoſe cſtcemed at ſucha value, as our Capraing began with the King after this 
manner. 

Opechancanowgh, the great lowe you profeſſe with your tongue, ſeemer meere deceit by 
your attions. Laſt yeere you kindly fraughted out ſhip : but now you haxe snnited mee to 
fharne with hunger: you know my want, and 1 your plenty ; of which by ſome meanes I muſt 
haze part : remember it us fit for Kings to keepe their promiſe. Here are my commuditiarg 
whereof take your choice, the reſt [ wit! proportion fit _——_ for your pecple, 

The King ſeemed kmdly co accept his offer, and che berter to colour his proiet, 
ſold vs what they had co our owne content, promiling che next day more company, 
becter prouided. The Barges and Pinnace being commured cothe charge of Mr, 
Phetglacez che Preſident with his old fifteene marched vp to the Kings houle, where 
weefound foure or fiuc men newly arried, cach with a great basker, Nor Jong af+ 
ter came the King, who with a ſtrained cheerfulneſſe held vs with diſcourſe what 
paines he hadtaken to keep his promiſe ; till MF, Ruſſell brought vs in newes that 


we wereall berraycd: for at leaſt ſcuen huMfired Saluages well armed, had inuroned 
the 
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the houſe, ond beſer the fields, The King coniefuring what Raſſ-l related, wee 
could w<cll PCrccnuc how che cxcremity of his fearc bew: ayed his intent: whercat 
jome of our company ſceming di{maicd with the thought of ſuch a mulutude ; the 
Captaine encouraged vs to this ettcet, 

Worthy ( ountrey-menywere the muſchiefes of myſcemmy friends no more then the danger 

of theſe enemies, | lutle cayed were they as many more: if you dave dor, but as 1, But this 
u my torment, that if [| eſe ze lem ,our malicions Conncell with their open montbed Aſmm- 
ons, will may me ſuch a peac: breaker (mm their epingons m England ) 4s will breake my 
necke. 1 could wiſh theſe here, that make theſe ſeeme Saints, and me an cppre(ſor, But this 
152 worſt of all, wherein { pray you aia mee with your opintons, Shoula wee begmme with 
them and [urprije the King, we canner k»:pe him and defend well our ſelnes. If wee ſhould 
each kill owr man, and /o procete! with all wn the houſe ; the reſt will all fly : then ſhall wee 
get no more then the badres that are ſlaine, and /o ſtarme for titluall, As for their fiery ut ts 
the leaſt danger.for well you know being alone aſſaulted with two or three hundred of rhens, 
[ made then by the helpe of $ od componad to [awe my liſe. And wee are fixteexe,and they 
but ſeanen hundred at the moſt ;, and aſſure your ſelnes, God will [> aſſiſt v1. that if you dare 
fland but to diſcharge your pieces, the very [moake will bee [uſſicient to affright them, Tet 
bow/oener, let ws fight like men, and uot dic like ſheepe : for ty 'hat meanes you krow God 
bath oft delinered m:e, and ſo [ irmit will now. But firſt, [ null deale with thems, to bring 
it to paſſe wee may fight for ſomething, and araw then to it by condutions, If you like this 
motion, promiſe me you will be valtant. 

The time not permirting any argument, all vowed to execute whatſocuer hee 
attempted, or die : whereupon the Captainc in plainecearmes cold the King this, 

I ſce Opechancanougi your plot te murder me, but 1 feare tt not, Ar yet your men 
an4 mi::c hane done no harms, but by anr direflion, Take therefore your Armes, you ſee 
wine, my body ſpall bee as naked 4s yours # the Iſle in your riner us a fit place, if you be con- 
rented; and the congueronr ( of vs two) ſhall be Lord and Maſter oncr all our men, If you 
hane not enough, take time ts fetch more, and ring what number you will, ſo exery ore bring 
4 batket of corne, againſt ail which I will ſtake the value in copper, yom ſee 1 hans but fij- 
teene, and our game ſhall be, the Couqucronr take all. 

The King being guarded with forty or fitty of his chicke men, ſeemed kindly to 
appcalc Smiths ſulpicion of vakindaclle, by a great preſent at the doorc, they intrea- 
ed him to recetue, This was to draw him out of the doore, where the bait was 
guarded wich at leatt rwo hundred men, and thirty lying vnder a greattree (thatlay 
thwart as a barricado) cach his arrow nocked ready to ſhoot. The Prelident com- 
mandcd one to go {ce what what kind of deceit this was,and toreccue the preſent ; 
buc hee refuted to doe it; yer the Gentlemen and all the reſt were 1mportunate co 
goc, but he would not permit them, being vexed atthat Coward: and commanded 
Licucenant Perce, Matter Weft, and the re{t to make good the houle ; Matter Powell 
and Maſter Behetbland he commanded to guard che ; and in juch a rage ſnat- 
chedthe King by his long locke in the middeſt of lus men, with his Piſtoll readie 

bear againſt his breſt, Thus he led che cremvling King, neare dead with feare a- 
monegt all his people: who delivering the Capraine his Vambrace, Bow, and Ar- 
rowes, all his men were calily increated tocalt downe ther Armes, hiale drezamin 
any durſt in that manner haue vſed cheir King : who then to eſcape himſelfe be- 
ſtowed his preſeats in good ſadneſle, and cauling a great many of them come be- 
fore him vnarmed, holding the King by the hayre (as is ſayd ) he ſpake tothem to 
this effect, 

[ ſee(you Pamavnkees)the great deſire you hane to kill meand my long ſufferin 6m- 
inries hath imboldened you to this preſumption. The canſe [ hame {or borne your inſolencies,us 
the promiſe [ made you ( before the God! ſerne) to be your friend, till you gine me inſt cauſe 
to be your enemy. 1f 1 keepe this vow, my God will keepe me, you cannot burt meif 1 breake 
it, he will deſtroy mes But if you ſhoot but one Arrow to ſhed one drop of blond of any of ney 
wen, or ſteale the leaſt of thiſe Beads, or ( opper, 1 ſpurne bere before you with my foot;you 
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your Nation that will not dery the name of Pamavuk. 1 am nt wow at Rallaweak halfe 
drowned with myre, where you tcoke me priſoner; yet then for keepmg your proms/e and your 
good wſage and ſaving my life, ! ſo affett you, that yorr aenyals of your tree her, ace halfe 
perſmade me 1s miſtake my {clfe. But if [ be the marke you ayme at, here 1 ſtand, ſhoot be 
that dare. Tor promiſed to fraught my Ship ere 1 departed. and ſo you ſhall, or 1 meane to 
load ber with your dead carcaſſes, yet if as jriends you will come and trade, { once more pro- 
miſe nat to trouble you, except you giue me the firſt occaſion, and your King ſpall be free and 
be ney jriend, for 1 am net come 10 {rt hies or any of you. 

Vpon this away went the;r Bowes and Arrowes, and men, women, and children 
broughrin cheir Commodities: rwo or three houres they fo rhronged about che 
Prelidenr and {o overwearied him,as he retyred hun(clte to reſt, lkeauing M* Beherhs 
land and MF Porelltorecciuc their preſents, but ſome Halvages perceming him faſt 
alleepe,& the guard lomewhart carclcfly di{peried, tore or fttc of their choſe men 
each with a club,oran Engliſh {word 1 his hand began coenter the houſe with cewo 
orthree hundred others, that pretled ro ſeconathem, The noy{cand halt they made 
in, did ſo ſhake the houſe they awoke him from his (cepe, and being halte amazed 
with this ſuddainefight, berooke him ftra'r ro his {word and Target ; MF Chraſbaw 
and ſomeothers charged in like manner;wherear they quickly thronged taſter backe 
then before forward. The houlc thus cleanſed, the King aad ſome of tus auncients 
we kept yet with him, who with along Oracon, cxcutedthis intralion, Thereit of 
the day was ſpent with much kindnelic, the companie againe renewing thicir pree 
ſents wich their beſt proviſions, and whatſocver he gaue chem they icemed theres 
with well contented. 

Now in the meane while {ince our departure, this hapned at our Fort, Maſter 
Scrivener having recemcd Letiers from Feglandto make himielte either Ceſar or no« 
thing, he began codeclinc in hisatte&tion to Captaine Smith, that ever 1egarded him 
as humfclfe, and was willing to crollethe ſurpriling of Powhatau.Some certaine daies 
after the Preſidents departure, he would nceds goc vifitthe Iflcof Hogs, and tooke 
with him Captaine #a/de(thoughthe Preſident had appointed him to be ready to 
ſ&c>nd his occalions)with MF Anthony Geſroll and aighe othcrs ; but ſo violent was 
the wind ( that extreame trozentime )thatche Boar ſunke, but wkeie or how none 
doch know, The Skiff was much over-loaden, and would fcarce hauc lucd in 
tac extreame tempeſt had ſhe beenc empty : but by no periwaſlion he could be dis 
vericd, though both Waldo and an hundred others doubted as it hapned, The $al- 
vages were the firſtchattound their bodies, which ſo much-the more encouraged 
them to effect their proiets. To advertiſe the Preſident of this heavienewes, none 
could be found would vndertake it, but the Jorney was often retulcd of all 1n che 
For:, vntill Maſter Richard Wyffin vndertooke alonethe pertormance thereof, 

In this Journey he was incountred with many dangers and difficulcies in allparts 
as he palled. As for that night he lodged with Powhatan, perceiuing ſuch prepara» 
tion for warre,not finding the Preſident there:hedid allure him(clic tome milchiefs 
was intended, Pocahontas hid him tora time, and ſent them who purſued him the 
cleane contrary way to ſecke him z bur by her meanes and extraordinry bribes and 
much trouble in three dayes travell, at length he found vs in the middcit of theſe 
curmoyles. This vnhappy newes the Preſident ſwore him to conceale fromthe come 
pany, and ſodiſſembling his ſorrow withthe beſt countenances he could,when the 
night approched went ſately aboord with all his Souldiers;leauing Opechancenowgh 
at hberrie, according to his promiſe, the better ro haue Powhaten in his returne, 

Now ſo extreamely Powhatan had threatned the death of his men, if they did not 
by ſome meanes kill —_ Smuh: that the next day they appointedall thecounse 
trey ſhould come to tride vnarmed : yer vnwilling to betrecherous, bur thatthey 
were conſtrained, hating fighting with him almoſt as ill as hanging, ſuch feare chey 
had of bad {ucceile, The next morning the Sunne had not long appeared, but the 
fhelds appeared covered with people and Bakers, to tempt vs on ſhore: burnoching 


was to be had without his preſence, nor they would not indure the ſight of a gun, 
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When the Preſident ſaw them begin to depart, being vnwilling to looſe ſuch a Þ 
cie, he ſo well contrived rhe Pinnace, and his Barges wuh Ambuſcadoes, as onely 
with Licutcnanct Percie, M* W/t, and MF Refſell, with their Armes went on ſhore 3 
others he appointed vnarmed to receiue what was brought, The Salvages flocked 
before him 1n heapes, andthe banke ſerving as a trench for a retreat, he drew them 
fayre open to his Ambuſcado's. For he nor bcing to be perlwaded ro goe vifie their 
King, the King knowing the molt of chem vnarmed, cameto vilit him with ewoor 
three hundred men,in the turme of rwo halte Moones; and with fornetFvencte men, 
and many women loader: with painted Baskers, But when they aspproached fome- 
what neare vs, their women and children fied. For when they h2d environed and 
beſet rhe fields 1n this manner,they chough: their purpoſe ſure erſo trembled with 
feare as they were ſcar{c able ro nock ther Arrowes; Smrh ftanding with his three 
men ready bene, beholding chem till chey were within danger of our Ambuſcado's, 
who vpon the word diicovercd themtclues, and he reryred to the Barge. Which che 
Salvages no ſooner percaved, then away they fled, efttceming their heeles tor cher 
beft advancage, 

Thatuwght weſent MF Chraſhaw, and M* Ford to [amertowne to Cap. Wune. In 
the way berweene Werowocomoce and the For: they mer foure or hue of the Darch-+ 
mens Contederates going to Powhatan : the which to excuſe thoſe Gentlemens fu- 
ſpition of their running £2 che Salvages,rerurnedto the Fort and there conunued, 

T he Salvages hearing our Barge goe downe theriver 1n the night, were ſo err 
bly affrayde, char we ſent for more men(we having fo much threarned cheir ruine, 
and the raling of cheir houtes, boars, and wires ) that the nexe day the King fenc 
our Captainc a chayne of Pearle, to alter his purpoſe and ftay his men qn—_— 
though they wanted themfſelues, to traught our thip and bring 1t aboord to avoyd 
ſuſpicion, Sothat five or (ix daycs after, from all parrs of the Country within ten or 
rwelue myles inthe excreame trott and ſnow, they brought vs proviticn on their 
naked backes. 

Yet notwithſtanding this kindneile and trade,had their art and poyſon beeneſut- 
ficient, the Prefident, with MW Weſt, and ſome orhers had beene poyſoned z 1x made 
chem licke, but expelled it ſelfe, Wecnrtanow, a ſtout young tellow, knowing he was 
fuſpeRed for bringing this pretent of poyſon, withtorrie or hitrie of his chicte com» 
panions( ſeeing the Preſident but with a tew men at Potevneak) ſo proudly braucd 
t, az though he expetted to incounter a revenge. Which the Preſident perceiving 
mn che midit of h1s company, did not onely beare, bur ſpurned him hke adogge, 8s 
ſcorning to doc him any worſe miſchiecte, Wherevpon all of chem fled 1nco the 
woods, thinking theyhad done a great matter to haue fo well eſcaped; and the 
rownſ{men remaining preſently fraughted our Barge to be r1d of our companies, 
framing many cxcuſcs ro exculce Weewrranmw, ( being fonneto their chiete King, bur 
Powhatan) and told vs if we would ſhew them him that brought the poylon, they 
would delivcr him co vs to punith as wepleaſed, Men may thinke ic ſtrange there 
ſhould be ſuch 2 tire for a little corne, bur had it beene gold with more cale wee 
might hauc gor it ; and had it wanted, the whole Colony had ftarued. Wee may be 
thought very patient to endureallchoſe jniwries, yer onely with fearing them wee 
got what they had. Whereas if we hadraken revenge, then by theirlofle,we ſhonld 
haue loſt our ſelues. We ſearched alſo the Countries of Towghtamund and Mattape- 
next, wherethe pcople imparted that little they had with fuch complaines and reares 
from the eyes of women and children, as he had beene too cruell ro haue beene a 
Chriſtian, that would nor#uc bcene ſatisfied and moued with compaſhon, Bur 
had chis hapned in Oober, November, and December,when that vnhappie diſco» 
very of CMonacan was made, we might haue fraughtcd a ſhip of fortie tuns, and 
ewiſe as much might haue beene had from the Rivers of Xapahenock, Parawse- 
web, and Pawtuxnunt, 

The maine occalian of our thus remporizing with them was,to partfriends as we 
dd, to giue the letTe cauſe of ſuſpicion to Powhatanto fly, by whom we now _ 
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ned with a purpoſe to hauc ſurpriſed him and his provilion. For cfte&ting whereof 
(when we came againſtche Towne) che Pcelident ſent M* #yffir and M* {ve aſhore 
to diſcover and make way for his intended prozett. Butthey tound that thoſe dam- 
ned Darch-men had cauicd Powhatanio abandon his new houſe and Wcrowecomeco, 
and to carry away all his corne and proviſien : and the peoplethey tound fo ill atfec- 
ted, that they were in great doubt how to eſcape with their liues, So the Preſident 
finding his incenc fruſtrated, and that there was nothing now to be had, and there- 
fore an vnfieriume to revengetheir abuſes, ſent Maſter CAichael Phuttiplace by Land 

to [ames cowne, whether we faylced with all che ſpeed we could ; wee having in this 

lourncy(tor 25!.ot Copper,and 50!.of Iron & Beads) enough to keepe 46 men (ix 

weekes, and eyery mgn tor his reward a monerhs provition extraordinary (no Trade 

being allowed but for the ſtore )we gorneare 200! watght of decre (uct, and delive- 

red to the Cape Merchant 479 Buſhelsof Corne, 

Thoſctemporizing procecdingsto ſome may {ceme too charitable, to ſuch a dai- 
ly daring ns es people : ro others not plealing,that we waſhed nor the ground 
with cher blouds,nor ſhewed ſuch ſtrange mventions in mangling,murdering,ran- 


© ſacking, and deſtroying ( asdidthe Spenyard: ) che (imple bodies of luch ignorant 


ſoules ; nor delighttull, becauſe nor ſtutted with Relations ct heapes and mynes of 
gold and (ilver, nor ſuch rare commodines,as the Portmgats and Spanyards tound in 
the Eaſt and Weſt ndies.T he want whereof hath begor vs(that wereche firit ynders» 
takers)no lelſe ſcorne and contempt, then che noble conqueſts and valiant adven- 
tures bcautified with it, prayſc and honour. Too much 1 contelie che world cannot 
attribute co their ever memorable merit : and co clearevs from the blind worlds ig- 
norant cenſure, theſe few words may ſuffice any reaſonable vnderſtanding, 

It was the Sparyards good hapto happen in choſe parrs where were infinite num- 
bers of people,who had manured the ground with char providence, attoorded vic- 
tualls at all cimes. Ant cime had brought chem to that pertetion, they had the vic 
of gold and lilver, and the moſt of ſuch commodicies as thoſe Countries attoord«d: 
ſo that, what the Spanyard got was chietely the ſpoyle and pillage of thote Countiey 
peoplc, and nor the labours of their owne hands, Bur had thole truutull Countries 
beene as ſalvage,as barbarous, as 111 peopled, as little planted, Jaboured, and manu- 
red,as Virginia: their proper labours it 15 likely would haue produced as ſmall pro- 
fic as ours. But had Virginia beene peopled, planted, manured, and adorned with 
ſuch ſtore of precious [ewels, and rich commodities as was the /ndies : then had we 
not gotten and done as much as by their examples might be expected from vs, the 
world mightchen hauctraduced vs and our merits, and haue madc ſhame and mta- 
my our recompence and reward. 

But we chanced in a Land even as God made it,where we found onely an idle,im- 
provident, ſcattered people,ignorant of the knowledge of gold or (ilver, or any com- 
modiries, and carclelTcof any thing but from hand to mouth, except bables of no 
worth; nothing toincourage vs, but what accidentally we found Nature aftorded. 
Which cre we could bring to recompence our paines, defray our charges, and (a- 
tisfie our Adventurers;we were to diſcover the Countrey,ſubdue the people,bring 
them co be tratable, civill, and induſtrious, and teach them trades,thar the fruits of 
their labours might make vs ſome recompence, or plant ſuch Co/omes of our owne, 
that muſt firſt make prouiſion how to liueof themiclues,ere they can bring to per- 
teion the commodiries of the Country : which doubtletſe will be as commodious 
tor England as the welt /ndbes tor Spaine,it it be rightly mannaged :norwithſtanding 
all our home-bred opinions, that will argue the contrary, as formerly ſome haue 
done againſt the Spanyards and Portwgalls, But to conclude, againit all rumor of 0- 
pinion, I onely fay this, for thoſe = thethree firſt yeares began this Plancation 
notwithſtanding all cheir faftions, murinics, and miſerics, ſo gently correed, and 
well prevented: pervſe the Spaniſs Decades gthe Relations of Malter Hecklait,andcell 
me how many ever with ſuch ſmall meanes as a Barge of 22 tuns, ſometimes wich 


ſeauen, cight, or nine, or but at moſt, twelueor {ixteene men, did ever diſcover 10 
many 
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many fayre and navigable Rivers, fubief ſo many ſeverall Kings, people,and Nati- 
ons, to obedience, and contribution, with {o lictle bloudſhed, 

Andif inthe ſcarch of thoſe Countries we had hapned where wealth had beene, 
we had as ſurcly had it as obedience and contribution, bur if we hauc overskipped 
ic, we will not cnuic them that ſhall find itz yet can we not bur lament, it was our 
forruncs ro cnd when we had bur onely learned how to begin, and found che righe 
courſe how to procecd,

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Hew the Salvages became ſubie to the Engliſh, 

Hen the Ships departed, all che proviſion of chic Store ( bur thatthe Pre» 
VV / lidenc had gotten ) was fo rotten with che laſt Summers rayne, and ca» 

een wich Rats and Wormes, as the Hogges would ſcarcely cate ir. Yer 1c 

was the Souldicrs dyer till our recurnes,to that we found nidthing done, 
but our viRtuals ſpent, and the moft part of our tooles,and a good parrot our Armes 
conveyed to the Salvages. Bur now cafting vprcheStoreand finding fuffciencall che 
next harveſt, the feare of ſtarviig was abandoned, and the company divided into 
tens, fifteens, or asthe buſinetlc required ; (ix houres each day was {pent in worke, 
thercſt in Paſtume and merry cxcrcites, but the vnrowardnelle of che greateſt num- 
ber caulcd the Preſident adviſe as tollowerh, 


Counrymen, the long experience of our late miſeries, 1 hope 1s ſufficient to perſwade eve- 
»y one to 4 preſent correviion of bimſelfe,and thinks not that euber my pains,nor the Advens 
turers per/es, will ever maintaine you in idleneſſe and ſivath. I [peake uot rhis to you all, for 
drvers of you 1 know d:/erne both bonozr andreward, better then us yet here to be had: but 
the oreater part muſt be more induſtrious,or ſtarme, how. ener you haxe beene heretofore 
tolerated by the antharitie of the Conncell, from that { banc often commanded you. Tow /ce 
now that power reſteth wholly im my ſelfe : you mmſt obey this now for a Law, that he that 
will nor worke ſhtl not eate (except by ſickneſſe be be diſabled:) for the labowrs of thirtie or 
fortie honeſt and induſtrious men ſhall not be conſumed to nmamtaine an bunared and fifite 
Mie loyterers, And though you preſwnme the authormtie here us but a ſhadow, and that 1 dere 
nor roweh the lines of any but my owne nuſt anſwer it : the Letters patents ſhall cach weeks 
be read to you, whoſe Contents will tell you the contrary. I would wiſh you therefore witheat 
contempt ſecke to obſerne theſe orders ſet downe, for there are now no more Connſcllersto 
protelt you, nor curbe my en{cyours. Therefere he that offendeth, let bum aſſuredly expett 
bus due primers, 

Hemadealſoa Tablcyzs a publicke memonall of cvery mans detcrts,to incourage 
the good, aud wich (harac ro ſpurre oa thereft ro amendmene.By chis many became 
very induſtrious, yer more by puniſhmeae performed cheir buſineile, for all wereſo 
tasked, that there was no excule could prevaile to decetue him: yer the Dwtch-mens 
conforcs ſo cloicly convayed them powder, thor, ſwords, 2nd tooles,thatthough we 
could find the defe, we could nor finde by whom, cull it wastoo late, 

All chis time che Dwrch men remaining with Powbatan,(who kindly cnterrauned 
tem co inftruche Salvages the vic of our Armes)and their conſorrs not following 
chein as they expeted ; ro knowrthe cauſe,they ſent Froxcas their companion,a ſtout 
young fellow, diſguſcd like a —_ co.che Glalle-houſe, a place in the woods 
ncarea myle from /awes Towne, where was their Rendezvous for all their vniul- 
pedted villany. Fortie men they procuredto licin Ambuſcado tor Captaine Sawrrh, 
who no ſooner heard of this Datch-man, bur he ſent ro apprehend him (bur he was 
gone ) yerto crolle his rerurne to Powbaren, the Caprainc preſcutly diſparched 20. 
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ſhot after him, himſclte returning from the Glatle-honſcalone. By the way be in» 
countred the King of Paſp.hegh,a moit ſtrong ftour Salvage,whule pertwaſions not 
being able to per{wade hun his Ambuſh,ſcecing him onely armed but with a faus 
cheon,at:cmpred to hauc ſhot I;1m,burrhic Preſident prevented [115 ſhoot by graphng 
with hun,and the Salvage as well prevented hun for drawing his tauchcon,and per» 
force bore himinco the River to hauc drowned him. Lovg they firugled in che wa- 
rer,till che Prelident got ſuch hold on his chroat,he had neare ſtrangled the King 3 
bur having grawne his #auchecon ro cur of his head, ſeeing how pirritully he begged 
lis fe, he led him prifoncr to James Towne, and put hum 1n chaynes. 

The Dnrch-wan cre long was a'fo brought in, whoſe villany though all thisrime 
't was ſuſpeated,yer hetayned luch a formall excule,thattor want of language Cap- 
taine #/ze vaderitood him not rightly, and for therr dealings with Powhatay, that 
ro ſane the;r liues they were conl{traned to accom nodace [113 arrzes, of whom he cx+ 
creamely complained to have detained them pertorce, and that he madethis eſcape 
with che hazard of his hfe, and meant not to have returned, bur was onely walking 
inthe woods to gather Walnuts. Yettor all chus t-ire cale, there wasfo tinall appea« 
ranceof truch,and che plaine conteſſ:on of Paſpahrcy ot his crechery he went by the 
heeles: Smirh purpoling to regaine the Darch-men, by the ſaving his ite. T he poore 
Salvage did his belt by his daily ——_—_ to Powhat2x, bur all returned that the 
Dmtcl-men would not returne, neither did Powhatan (tay them z and to bring them 
ffrie myles on his mens backes chey were not able. Daily this Kings wiues, chil- 
dren, and people camero viſit him with preſents, which he liberally beltowed ro 
makc his peace, Much truſt they had in the Preſidents promie: burthe King fin- 
ding his guard ncpligent, though tettered yer eſcaped, Captaine Waxe thinking to 
purtue hiin feuna juch croupes of Salvages ro hinder his pallage,as they exchanged 
many vollics of ſhot tor flights of Arrowes. Capraine Sywth hearing of this in re- 
rurning tothe Fort, rookerwo Salvages priſoners, calked Kemps and Taſſore, the 
two molt exact villaines jn all the Country. With theſe he {ſent Capraine Winwe and 
htcie choiſe men, and Licucenant Percee, to haue regained the King, and revenged 
this 1niury, and 10 had donegat they had followed his Gireftions, or beene adviied 
with thotc cwo villaines,thatwould haue betrayed both King & kindredfor a pecce 
of Copper, bur hetrifling away the night, the Salvages che next morning by the 
riling of che Sunne, braved him co come aſhore to fght: a good time both tides ler 
fly at ocher, but we heard of no hurt, onely they tocke rwo Canowes, burne the 
Kings houle, and ſo returned to /ames towne, 

T he Prelident tearing thoſe Bravado's would but incourage the Salvages, began 
againe himſclt- ro try his concluſions, whereby (1x or ſeauen were flaine, as many 
made priioners. He burnt their houſes,tooke their Boats, with all cheir bſhing wires, 
and planted {ome of them at ſames rowne for his owne vie,and now reſolved notro 
ceaſc till he had revenged himſelte or all them had intured him. Bur 1n his tourney 
paſling by Paſpabegh towards Chickahemania,the Halvages did their beſt co dtaw him 
rocheir Ambulcadocs ; but ſeeing him regardleſly patſecheir Country, all ſhewed 
chemſclues in their braveſt manner, To try their valours he could nor bur let fly, 
and cre he could land,they no ſooner knew him, hut they chrew downetheir armes 
and deſired peace. Their Orator was a luſtic young fellow called Okgning, whoſe 
worthy diſcourle deſerveth to be remembred, And thus it was: 

Capraine Smith, my Adafter ts bere preſent in the company, thinking it Capt. Wirne, 
4d not you, ( of him he intended ts haxe beene revenged) having never offended him , 
Tj he hath «ffended you in eſcaping your 1mrpri/enment,the fiſhes ſwim the foules fly, and the 
very beaſts ſirmne ro eſcape the ſnare and line. Then blame no: hins being a man. He would 
tntreat yew remember ,you being a priſoner, what paines be took: to ſane your life lf ſince be 
hath 1n1ure4 you he was compelled to it: but howſoener, you hane revenged it with our r00 
great lofft We percerue and well know you intend to deſtroy vs, that are bere to intreat aud 
deſire your friendſinp, and to entoy our houſes and plant owr fields, of whoſe fruit you foal! 


participate: etberwiſe you will hane the worſe by our ab/erice ; for We can plant avy where, 
though 
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thoweh with mire libour, ani we now you cannee luve if you want our harveſt, ard that 
relitfe wt briny you, If yu promſe v3 peace, we will belerns you ; if yore proceed in 2 erverge 
we ol ab4nd a the { owntyy, ; 

Vputhelecearmes tue Preſident pronuſed them peace, til] chey did vs 1ntury, 
vpor condiwon they ſhould bring in pravition. Thus all departed goods friends, 
and ſo conunacd ull Smith ictt the Countrey, 

Arriving at James Towne, complaint was madeto che Preſident, that the (hicka- 
hbamanians, who all chis wile continued trade and ſeemed our friends, by colour 
thereof were the onely cheeues, And among(t other things a Piſtol] being ſtolne and 
the checte fled, there was apprchended ewo proper young fellowes, that were bro» 
thers, knowaeto be his contederates. Now co regaine this Piſtoll, che one was im- 
priſoned, the ocher was lent to returne che Piftoll againe wichin twelue houres, or 
his brocher co be hanged. Yerthe Prefident pittying che poore naked Salvage in the 
dungeon, ſent him victuall and tome Char-coale tor a fire: ere nudnighe j1is bro- 
cher rerurned with the Piitoll, bur che poore Salvage in the dungeon was ſo imoo« 
thered with the ſmoake he had made, and ſo pirtiouſly burnt, that wee found him 
dead. T he other moſt lameniably bewayed his death, and broke fosth inro ſuch bir» 
ter agonics,thac che Preſident to quiet him, told him chat if hercatter chey would 
noc ſteale, Ie would make h1m aliue againe: buthe Herle chought he could be reco- 
vered. Yer we doing our belt with Aqua vice and Vireger, 1c pleaſed God to reſtore 
him againeco ite, but {o dranke & attrighted, that he jeewed Lunanicke,the which 
as much rormented and gricued the other, as before to ſee him dead. Ot which ma- 
ladie vpon promile of chezr good behaviour, the Prelidentpromuſed to recover him: 
and10 cauicd him to be layd by a hre to ſlcepe, who in the morning having well 
llepr, had recovered his pertett fenſcs, and then being dretled of his burning, and 
each a pecce of Copper giuen chem, they went away to well contented, char x 4 Was 
ſpread among all the $alvages tor a miracle, char Capraine Sw could make a man 
aliue that was dead. 

Another ingenuous Salvageof Powhatany, having gotten a great bag of Powder, 
and che backe ot an Armour, at Worowotomoco amonglit a many ot his companion 3z 
to ſhew Jus extraordinary skill, hedid dry it on the backe as lie had ſeene the Soul- 
dicrs at ſames Towne. Bur he drycd ic fo long, they peeping over it to fee his skill, 
ic cooke fire, and blew hum to death, and one or two more, andthe reſt ſo {corched, 
they had little pleaſure ro meddle any more wich powder, 

Theſe and many ocher ſuch prey Accidents, ſo amazed and affrighted both Pow- 
batan, and 2)! his people, that from all parts with preſents they delired peace ; retur- 
ning many ſtolne chings which we never demanded nor chought of ; and after that, 
thole thac were taken ftcaling, both Powhatan and his people haue ſent them backe 
to James rowne, to receive thairpuniſhment; and all the Country became abſolute 


as free for vs, as forthemiclucs, 
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What was done in tLree moneths having Vitftualls. The Store devoured 


by Rats, how we lined three moneths of ſuch natu- 
rall fruits 45 the C ountry affoor ded. 


O.v we ſo quietly followed our buſineſſe, thatin chree monerhs wee made 

three or foure Laſt of Tarre, Pitch, and Sopeaſhes ; produced a tryall of 

GlaiTe 3 made 2 Well in the Fortot excellent (weer water, which all chen was 

wanting ; buil: forme rwentic houſes z recovered our Churchzprovided Nets 

and Wires for h{hing ; and to ſtop the diſorders of our diforderly thecues, andthe 
Salvages,builta Blockhouſe in the neck of our Iſle,keprþya Garrilan co —— 
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the Saluzges trade, and none topalle norrepallc Saluage nor Chriſtian without the 
prelidents order, Thirne or torty Acres of ground we digged and planted, Ofthree 
owes 1n cightcene moneths, incrcaied 6ogand od Piggs. And neere 500. chickings 
broughc vp chemſclucs without hauing any meat giuen chem: bur che Hogs were 
tranſported to Hog, lile:where allo we builca block-houſe with a gariſon co giue vs 
notice of any [hipping, and tor their exercilerhey made Clapbord and waynſcor,and 
cur downe trees,We builr alſo a tort for a retreat neere a conuenient River vpon a 
high commanding hill, very hard co be aſlalced and ealie to be defended, bur excir 
was finiſhed this detect cauicd a ſtay. 

In ſearching our casked corne,we tound it halferocren, andthe reſt ſo conſumed 

with ſo many choutands of Rats chat increaſed fo taſt,bur there originall was from 
che ſhips, as we knew nor how to keepe that little we had, This did dre vs all ro our 
wits end,for there was nothing in the country but what naturcattorded.V call chis 
time KemprandTaſſore weretettered priſoners, and did double taske and taught vs 
howto order and plant our fields: whom now tor want of vittuall we ferat verry, 
bur {o well chey liked our companies they did not delire to goe trom vs. Andto ex- 
prellerhcir loues for 16G,dayes continuance, tize Countrie people brought ys(when 
leaſt) 100.A day,of Squirrils, Turkyes, Decre aud other wilde beaſts: Bur chis want of 
corneoccalionedthe end ofall our works,it being worke (uthcient co provide victue 
all.c0,or 80, with Enfigne Laxon was ſent downe the riuer to liuc ypon Oyſters,and 
20, with liutenanc Pe#cy to try tor fiſhing at Foyne Comfort : but in (ix weekes they 
would not agree once to caſt our the nec, he being (icke and burnt fore with Guns 
pouder, Maltcr #ft with as many went vp to the talls,but noching could befound 
bura tew Acornes ; of tht in ſtore euery man had cheir <quall proportion. Till 
this preſent, by the hazard and indeuoursot ſome thirne or torue, this whole Coe» 
lony had ever becneted, We had more Sturgeon, then could be deuoured by 
Dog and Man, of which the induſtrious by drying and pounding, mingled with 
Caviarc,Sorell and other wholeſome hearbes would make bread and good meate; 
others would gather 2s much Teckwhogh roots, ina day as would make them 
bread a weeke, 10 that of thoſe wilde truites,2nd what we caught, we hued very well 
in regard of ſucha dict , But ſuch was the ſtrange condition of ſome 150, that had 
they nor beene forced nolens, wolens, perforce to gather and prepare their vietudll 
they would all hauc ftarued cr haue caten oncanother , - Of thoſe wild fruirs the 
Salvages ofcen brought vs, andtorthar,the Preſident would not fulfill che vnrea- 
ſonablc delirc,of thole diſtrafted Glurtonous Loyrerttrs,to {cl1l not only our kettles, 
hows,tooles, and Iron, nay ſwords,pieces, and the very Ordnance and howſes, 
might they haue prevaylcd to haue beene bur Idle: for thoſe Saluage fruztes, they 
would hauc had imparted all to the Saluages, eſpecially for one b2sker of Corne 
they heard ofto beat Powhazas,hitry myles from our Fort, Though he bought neere 
halfe of ic to ſatisfie their humors, yer to haue had the cther halte, they would 
hauc ſould their ſoules, chough norſufhcient to haue kepr them a weeke, Thous 
ſands were there exclamations, ſuggeſtions and deuiles, to force him to thole bale 
inventions to hauc madeit 2n occalion to abandon the Country, Want orce 
conſtrained him to indure their exclaiming follics, till he found our the author,one 
Dyer a moſt crafty fellow and his ancient Maligaer, whom he worthily paniſhed, 
and withthe reſt he argued the caſe inchis maner, 

Fellow ſouldiers , 1 did little thinks any ſo falſe to report, or ſo mary to be ſo ſimple to be 
perſwaded, that 1 either intend to flarue you, or that Powhatan at this preſent hath corne 
for bimſclfe, nanch lefſe for you; or that I would not haxe it if 1 knew where it were to be 
had. Neither did 1 thinke any ſo malitions as now 1 ſce 4 great many ;yet it ſoal not ſo paſſio« 
nate me but I will doe my beſt for muy moſt maligner. But dreauze no longer of this vaine hope 
from Powhatan,not that I wif longer forbeare to force you, from your [dleneſſe, and puniſh 
you if you rayle, But if I finde any more runners for Newfonndland with the vinnace, let 
hins a{[nredly looke to arine at the Gallows.Tow cannot deny but that by the hazard of my 


life many a tne 1 hae ſancd yours, when( might your owne wills prenatled)yow 
wonld 
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would have flarwed; and will doe fil whether | will or noe ; Bat 1 protefi by that God 


that made me, ſince neceſſutre bath not power to force you to gather for your jelues thoſe 
fruntes the earth doth ye:ld, you ſpall not onely gather for your ſelues mt thoſe that are 
ſiche.

So well hoſe poore Salvages vſed vs that were thus billetred, that diuers of che The Salvages 
Souldiersran away to ſearch Kemps & Taſſore our old priloners, Glad were theſes Sal- 7*rurncour 
vagesto hauc ſuch an oportunty to teftihe their loue vnco vs,for in ſtead of entertat» _— 
ning them, andſuch things as they had ſtollen,, with all cheir great Oiters, and 
promuſes they made chem how co reuenge ther 1nuryes vpon Captaine Smirh z 
Kemaps firſt made himiclte ſport, in ſhewing hs countrie men (vy them) how he 
was vſed, feeding the with this kw,who would not work mult not ear,till chey were 
neere ſtarucd indeede, conmunually treatning to beate them to death; nexher could 
they ger from him, till hee and his conlorts broughe chem pertorce ro our 
Captaine, tharſo well contented him and puniſhed them, as many others that in- 
tended allo to follow them , were rather contented to labour at home, then aduen- 
cure to hucidVcly amongſt the Salvagesz(of whom there was more hope to make ber- 
ter Chriſtians & good tubieets, chen the one halte of thoſe that counterfened them- 
ſclues both.)

All thist1me to recouer the Datch-mep and one Bentley another fugituegwem- 
ployed one William Velday,a Z witzar by birth, with Pardons & promues co regaine 
chem.Little wechen ſuſpected chis double villaincot any villanyzwho plainly raughe 
vs,in the moſt truſt was the greatelt treaſon; tor this wicked hypocrice, by the ice» 
ming hate he boreto the lewd conditions of his curled country men, (hauing this 
oportunity by his imployment co regaine them) conuayed them cuery ching they 
delircd ro etfect ther protects, to diftroy the Colony, With much deuorion chey 
expected the Spamard,to whomrthey intended good feruice,or any ocher,that would 
bur carry them from vs. Bur to begin with the tirlt oporrunity; chey ſeeing necethite 
thus inforced vs to diſperſe our ſelues, importuncd Powharen to lend them bur his 
forces, and they would nor onely diſtroy our Hoggs, fire our cowne, and betray 
our Pinnace;but bring to his {eruiceand ſubiettion che moſt of our company, With 
this ploc they had acquainted many Diicontents, and many were agreed to their 
Deu1liſh practiſe. Bur one Thomas Douſe,and Thomas Mallard(whoic chriſtian hearts 
rclented at ſuch an vnchriſtian a&) voluntarily reucaled i ro Capraine Smwub,who 
cauſcd them to conceale it, perſwading Doſe and Mallard to proceed un their cons 
tedracie: onely to bring che irreclamable Darch men and the inconttant Salvages 
in ſuch a mancr amonegtit ſuch Ambulſcado's as he had prepared, that not many ot chE 
ſhouldrerurne trom our Pexin/u/a, Butthis brute coming tothe cares of the umpatiee 
mulcirude they ſo imporruncd the Preſidenc to cut off thoſe Daxch men, as amongſt 
many that offredro curcheirthroats before the face of Powhata,the firſt was Licutenic 
Percy, and MF. John Cudermgton, rewo Gentlemen of as bold reſolute ſpirits ascould 
poflibly be foiud. Butche Prelider had occalis of other imploiment for them,& gaue 
gaue way to Maſter #yffin and Saricant leffrey Abbotto goe and ſtab chem or ſhoor 
them. But the Dutch men made ſuch excuſes, acculing Yo/deay whom they ſuppoſed 
had reuealed their proiett,as Abbot would not,yer Wyffing would,perceuingit but des 
ceit, The King vnderſtanding ofthis their umployment, ſent preſently his meſ- 
ſengers to Captaine Szzithto (ignifie it was not his faule to deraine them, nor hinder 
his men from cxecucing his command : nor did he nor would he mantaine chem, or 
any to occaſion his diſpleaſure, 

Bur whilſtchis bulinetle was in hand, Arriued one Captaine Argall, and Maſter 
Thomas Sedan, lent by Maſter Cornelins to truck with the Ce{-»y, and fiſh for 
Sturgeon, with a ſhip well turniſhed,with wine and much other good proviſion, 
Though ic was not ſent vs,opr neceſſities was ſuch as1ntorced vstotake it, He brou gh 
vs newes of a great fupply and mR——_ forthe Lord LaWwre, wich lewers chat 
much taxed our Prefadent for his heard dealing with che Salvages, and not retur- 
ning the ſhippes fraughred. Notwithſtanding we _ this ſhip tell che flecrearriucd, 
True it is Argal{loſt his voyage, but we reuittualled him,and ſent him tor England, 
with a true relation ofthe cauſes of our defailments, and how 11polible it was to 
rerurne that wealth they expeted, or obſcruethere inftruftions to indure the Sal- 
vapes inſolencies,or doc any thing to any purpole, exceptthey would ſend vs men 
and meanes tha could produce that they ſo much delired : otherwiſes all they 
did was loſt, and could not but cometo confuſion, The villany of Folday we till 
dilſembled. Adaw vpon his pardon came home but Sexwell fill ſtayed with 
P owhahanco heare further of their eſtates by this ſupply. Now all cheir plors Sith 
ſo well vnderſtood, they were his beſt advantages to tecure vs from any trechery, 
could be done by them or the Salvages:which with facility he could revenge when 
hewould, becauſe allthoſe countryes more feared him then Powhatan, and hee 
had ſuch partics with alt his bordering neighbours: and many of the reſtfor loue 


or feare would bauedone any thing he would haue them,vpon any commotion, 
though 
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chough theſe fugitmues had done all they could to perſwade Powhatan, King Lewes 
would kill Smith, tor viing him and his people ſo vakindly. 

By this you may ſee for all chole crofles, trecheries, and diſſentions, how hee 
wreſtled and overcame ( without bloudſhed ) all chat bappened : alſo what good 
was done; how few dyed ; what food the Countrey naturally atfoordcrh z what 
ſmall cauſe there is men (ſhould ſtarue, or be murthered by che Salvages, that haue 
diſcretion to mannage them with courage and indultrie. The rwo hrit yeares, 
though by his advencures, he had oft brought che Salvagesto a cradtablerrade, yer 
you fee how the envious authoritie ever crotſed him, and fruſtrated his beſt ene» 
yours.Buc ic wrought in hum chat experience and cftimatrion amongſt the Salvages, 
as otherwiſe it had bin impoſſible,he had ever ctfeed that he did. Norwithitanding 
the many miſcrable, yer generous and worthy adventures,he had oft and long env 
dured im che wide world, yet in this caſc he was againeco learne his Le&ture by cx- 

ence, Which with chus much adoc having obtained, it was hus 1ll chance to 
«nd, when he had bur onely learned how to begin, And though he left thoſe vn» 
knowne difficulties ( made ealie and familiar ) co his vnlawfull ſfucceilors, (who 
onely by living in /awes Towne,preſumed ro know morethen all the world could 
dirett chem:) hh though they had all his Souldiers, with a cripple power, and 
ewice tripple better meancs;by what they haue done un his abſence, the world may 
ſee whac wettld haue done in his preſence, had he not prevenced their indit- 
cretions : ir doth juſtly proue, what cauic he had co ſend them tor England; and chat 
he was neither fa&ious, mucinous,nor diſhoneſt. But they hauc rmadexc more plaine 
fince his rerurtie for Ezgland z having his abfoluce auchoritie freely in their 
power, with all the advantages and opporrunicie that his labours had ctfeRed. As I 
am ſorry cheir ations haue made it ſo manifeſt, ſo I am vnwilling to ſay what rea- 
ſon doch compell me, but onely co make apparanc the cruch, leatt I ſhould teeme 
paruall, reafonlelſe, and malicious. 
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The Arrivall of the third Supply. 


O redreſlechoſe jarres and jill proceedings, the Treaſurer, Councell, and 
Company of Yginie, not finding char rerurne, and profit they expected z 
and them eguerd there, nor having meancs to ſub(iſt of rhemſchues;tnade 
mcanes to his Mateſtie, co call in cherr Commiſſion, and rake a new in theit 

owne names, as in their owne publication, 16 10. you may reade at large, Havin 
thus annihilated che old by verrue of a Commiſhon made to the right Honours 
ble, Sir Thomas Weft, Lord de la Warre, to be General! of Virginia Sir Thomas Gater, 
his Lieutenant , Sir George Somers, Admiral! z Sir Themas Dale, high Marſhall ; Sit 
Faerdinando Wainwen, Generall of the Horſc;and (o all other offices ro many other 
worthy Gentlemen, for their lines: ( though nor any of therti had ever beene iti 
Urginia, except Capraine Newport,who was alſo by Patent made vice-Admirall:} 
thoſe noble Gearlemen drew in ſuch grear ſummies 'of money,” rhar they ſent 
Sir Thomas Gates, Sir George Somert, 1d Captaine Newport with nine ſhippes, and 
fue hundred people, who had cach of them a Commiſſion, who firſt arnved to call 
in the pb men the _—_— ot confent of them, that had cydured all' thoſe 

former ers to bearthe path, not ard hdd ar all of them. All'thi 

a beceaſe thoſe three js lor agree for place,it rhyps 4-075, 
they ſhoujd goeall in onefhip,jo altrheir three Commiſſions were in that Shipwith 
them called the Sea-Yemrare. They fer fayle from England in May 1609. A ſmall 
Catch periſhed at Sea in a Hericano: the Admiral! with xn hundred and fittic men, 
with cre rwo Knights, and their new Commiſſion, their Bils of Loading, with all 
manner of dire&tions, andthe moſt part of their proviſiþn arrived oc. With the 0- 
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ther ſcaven Ships as Capraines arrived Rar/ffe, whole right name (as 13 ſayd) was 
Sichlemore, CMartin, and Archer, with Captaine Wood, Captiine Webbe, Capraine 
CHeone, Captaine King, Captaine Davis, and divers Gentlemen of good maeancs, 
and grear parentage, Butche firit as they had becne troublelome at Sea, began a» 
gainc to marreall aſhore : for though (as 15 ſaid Jthey were formerly ſent tor Exg- 
land, yet now rerurning againe, graced by the titles of Capraines of chepallengers, 
ſeeing the Admirall wanting and great probabiline of her lofle,ttrengrhened chem» 
fclucs with thofe new companaes, to exclaiming againſt gn Smuth, chat they 
mortally hated him ere cver they ſaw him. Who vnder(tanding by his Scouts the 
arrivall of ſuch a Fleer, little dreaming of any ſuch ſupply, ſuppoled them Spary- 
ards. But he quickly ſoderermined and ordered our attaires, as we litle feared ther 
Arrivall, nor the ſucceile of our incounter; nor were the Salvages any way aegli- 
gene for the moſt part, to ayd and aflift vs with their beſt power, Had it fo beene we 

ad beene happy zfor we would not haue truſted them bur as our focs, where re- 
cciuing them as our Countreymen and friends, they did what they could co wur- 
cher our Preſident, to ſurpriſethe Store, the Fort, and our lodgings, to viurpe che 
government, and make vs all cher ſervants and {laues, till they could conſurne vs 
and our remembrance z and rather indeed co ſupplant vs then ſupply vs, as maſter 
William Box an honelt Gentleman in this yoyage chus relacerh. 

In the tayleof a Hericano wee were ſeparated fromthe Admirall, which akhough 
it was but che remainder of that Storme, there 1s ſcldome any ſuch in England, or 
thoſc Northerne parts of Ewrepe. Some loſt their Malts, jome their Sayles blowne 
trom their Yards z rhe Seas ſo over-raking our Ships, much of our prowiſion was 
ſpoylcd, our Fleet ſeparated, and our men licke,and many dycd, and in this miſcra» 


ble eſtate we arrived in Virgina.

--, The Prelident ſecing thedelire thoſe Braues had to rule zſceing how his autho- 
ritic was {0 ynexpettcaly changed, would willingly hauc left all, and hauercturned 
for Exg/and,Buc tceing there was ſmall hope this new Commuſſion would arriue, 
longer he-woald not tuffer choſe faftious ſpirirs to proceege,It would be too tedi- 
985,400 itranpe, aud alinoft incredible, ſhould 1 particularly relate the infinite 
&angers, plots,and prattices,he daily cſcaped amongit this faftious crewzthe chicte 
whercot he quickly layd by che hecles, nll his leaſure bereer ſerved to doe them iu- 
tice): andto cake away all occafions of further milchicte, Maſter Percie had bis rc- 
gacſt granged ro rc&urne for England, bemg very licke and M* Weff with an hun- 
dredaud wenue of the beſt hecoult huls beſens 0 the alles; Aforis with nearc 
a5 any 10 Nand/amwnd, wid cher due propogyons of:all proviſions according to 


thix numbers . Now 
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Now the P:c{idents yeare being ncare Cc: pired, he made Cap:2int Afartm Pref: - 


dent co follow rhe order tor the ejEtion of 2 Prelident every yeare:bur he knowing 
his owne infuft;ciency,and the compante: vutowardnetic and hetle regard of tum, 
within chree houres atter religned it againe to Capraine Smith, aud at Nazd/amxnd 
us proceedcd. The pcopl- being C ontmbucers vied hun kindly z yer fuch was his 
jcalous tcare, 1n the nudit of their mirch,, he 01d furprite this poore naked King, 
with his Monuments, houſes, and che {le he innabired, and there fortified hum 
ſelfe z bur fo apparanily diſtra&ted with teare, as imboldencd the Splvages co atlaule 
him, kill lus micn, rel<afetheir King, gather and carry away a thouland buſhcls ot 
Cornc, he not once offering ro 1ncercept them ; bue tent ro che Preſident then ar che 
Falics tor c:15:1c good thor; which trom James Towne mmediacely was tent him. 
Buc he to we!l ww-ploy cd chem they did walt nothing, bur rerwracd complaining of 
his cendernetie:yer he came away with them to /ames T owne,leauing tis company 
to their fortunes, 

Here I cannot omit the courage of Geerge Forreſ?,that had ſeauenteene Arrowes 
ſticking in ham, and once thorchrough him, yer liucd {1xe or ſeauen daycs, 25 if he 
had {mall hurt, then for wane of Clururgery dyed. 

Maſter W:/t having ſeated his men by the Falles, preſently retarned to renifir 
Tames T owne: the Peetident followed him to fee that company teated , mer hun by 
the way, wondering at his fo quicke returne ; and tourd huts company planeed fo 
incon(iderately, in a place nor onely fubtect to the rivers inyndagony but round ine 
vironcd with many incollerable inconueniences, 

For remedie whereot he preſently ſent ro Powbatanto icl] lum the-place called 
Powhatan, promiling to detend him 2guntt che Afonacars. And thele ſhould be his 
Conditions ( with hus people) to refigne him the Fort and houſes, and all that! 
Countrey for a proportion ot Copper ; that all ſte:l;ng ottcenders ſhould be fent 
him, thereto recciue their puniſhment z thar every houſeas a Cuſtome ſhould pay 
h:m a Buſhcll of Corne for an inch ſquare of Copper, anda proportion of Pocones, 
25 a yearely rributero King /ames for their protection, as a dune ;4 whit elſe they 
cou!d ſpare to barter at their belt difcrerions, 

But both this excellent place and thoſe good Conditions did thoſe furics refuſe, 
contemning both hun, his kinde care and authoritie, So much they depended on 
the Lord Generals new Commiſſion, as they regarded nene: the worſt they could 
doe co ſhew their ſp1ghts they did ; ſuppoling all the Afonacars Country, gold;and 
none ſhould comerhere bur whom they pleaſed. doc more then wonder co thinks 
how onely wich fiue men, heeither durſtor would 2dventure as he 61d, ( knowing 
how preedcic they were of his bloud ) roland amongit chem, and commut to imprry 
ſonment all the Chictraines ot thoſe -murinies, ti}] by their muleiruges being an 
hundred and ewentic they forced him ro retyre:yer in that interim he ſurpriſed one 
of their Boactes, wherewith he returnedrothcir ſhip; wherein deed was their prot 
ſion, which alſo he rooke, and well t chanced he tound the Marriners forraable 
and cenftant, or there had beene ſmall pofſibilitie he had ever c{caped, There were 
divers other of berter reaſon and experience, that fromcheir firſt landmg, hearing 
the generall good report of his old Soultiers, and ſeeing with their eyes his ations 
ſo well mannaged with diſcretion, as Capraine Food, Coptaine Webbe,' Cap, Moore, 
Capraine Fitz James, Maiter William Powell, Wifter Partridge, Maſter White, ard 
divers others, when they perceiuedthe malice of Rathffe and Archer; and their facs 
tion, lefrtheir companies, and ever refted his faithtulftriends, But the worſt wzs 
that che poore Salvages, that daily brought in cheir contribution to the Preſident, 
that diſorderly company ſo rormentedthoſe poore fonles, by ſtealing their corne, 
robbing their gardens, beating them; breaking rheir houſes and keeping ſome pre 
ſoners;thet they daily complained co Capraine Saweb; he had brought them for 
Proreors, worſe enemies then the Aforacary themiclues: which though wll then, 
for his loue they had endared, they deſired p2rdonit hereafter chey defended theme 
{clues 3{incc he would noccorrethem, us they had long expeatrd he would: So 
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much they importuned him to puniſh cheir miſdemeanors, as they offered (if he 
would lcade them ro fight tor him againſt them. Bur having ſpenr nine dayes in 
ſeeking ro reclaime them z ſhewing chem how much they did abuſe chemſclues 
with theſe great guilded hopes of the South Sea Mines, commodiries, or victories, 
they ſo madly conceived zrhen ſceing nothing would prevaile, he ſer (ayle for 


James T owne. 


Thus oft we ſee from ſmall greene wounds, and from alittle grieſe, 
A greater ſore and ſichneſſe growers, then will adyut relief : 
For thus themſelnes they did begmile, and with the reſt play d theefe, 


Now no ſooner was the Ship vnder ſayle, but the Salvages aflaulted thoſe hun» 
dred and ewentie in their Fort, finding ſome ſtragling abroad in the woods : they 
ſlew many, and ſo affrighted thereſt, as their priſoners eſcaped, and chey ately re- 
tyred, with the ſwords and cloakes of thoſe they had ſlaine, Burt cre wee had ſayled 
halfea league, our ſhip grounding, gaue vs once more libertie roſunimon chem co 
a parley z where we found chem all fo (trangely amazed with this poorelilly a(laulc 
of rwelue Saluages, that they ſubmurred chem(ſclues vpon any tearmes ro the Preſi- 
dents mercy ; who preſently pur by the heeles (xe or ſeauen of the chiete offenders: 
the reſt he ſcatcd gallantly ar Powhatan, in that Salvage Fort, readic builc, and prer» 
tily fortified with poles and barkes of crees, ſufhicientto hauedeftended chem trom 
all che Salvages in Yirginia, dry houſes for lodgings and necre two hundred ac- 
cres of ground ready to be planted, andno place we knew fo ſtrong, ſo pleaſant 
and delightfull in Yo giria for which we called it Now-ſach, T he Salvages alſo hee 
pry appealed, redcliuering to cicher party cheir tormer lolles, Thus all were 
trien 

New officers appointed ro command, andthe Preſident againercady to depart, 
at that inſtant arrmued Captaine Weſt , whoſe gentle nature ( by the perſwali- 
ons and compaſlion of thoſe mucinous priſoners, alledging chey had onely done 
this forhis honor) was ſo much abuſed, that to regaine cheir old hopes, new tur- 
boyles did arile. Forthey a-ſhore being pollctTed of all there vituall, munition, 
and cuery thing, grew tothat height incheir former tations, as the Preſident 
left them cother fortunes: they returned againe to the open ayre at#eſts Fort, a- 
bandoning Non ſa®, and heto [awes towne wich his beſt expedicion, but this hap- 
ned himin that Journey. 

Sleeping in his Boate,( for the ſhip was returned ewo daics before) accidencallie, 
one fired his powder-bag, which tore the fleſh from his body and thighes, nine or 
teninches {quarein a molt pittifull manner z but to quench che tormencing fire, 
frying him in his cloaths he leaped over-boord into the deepe river, where cre they 
could recouer him he was neere drowned. In thiseRtate without cicher Chirurgy- 
an, or Chirurgery he was to goencere an hundred myles. Arriving at /ames towne, 
cauſing all chingsto be prepared for peace or warres to obtaine proviſion, whileſt 
thoſe . 7 were providing,Rathffe, Archer,S the relt of their Confederates, being 
to cometo theirtrials;zrheir guiltie conſciences, fearing a iuſt reward for their de» 
ſerts, ſeeing rhe Preſident, vnable to ſtand, and neere bercft of his ſenſes by reaſon 
of his corment, they had plotted to haue murdered him in his bed. But his 
heart did faile him that ſhould haue giuen fire ro that mercilelle Piſtoll, So nor fin- 
ding that courſero be the beſt,they 10yned rogerher co viurpe the government, 
thereby to eſcapetheir puniſhment , The Prelident, had nocice of their proiefts, 
the which to withſtand,though his old ſouldiers importuned him but permit them 
to take their heads that would reſiſt his command, yet he would not ſuffer them, 
but ſent for the Maſters of the ſhips, and tooke order with them for his recurne for 
England. Seeing there was neither Chirurgian, nor Chirurgery in the Fort to 
cure hishurt,and the ſhips to depart the next day,his Commiſſion co be ſuppretled 


he knew not why, himſclte and {ouldagrs to be rewarded he knew wot how,and a 
| new 
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new commultion granted chey knew not to whom(the which difabled that authori« 
ty he had, as made them prelumeſo ottro thoſe mutinics as they did:) belides fo 
grievous were his wounds,and lo cruell his rorments(tew expetting he could hue) 
nor was hee able to tollow his bulines to regaine what they had loſt, ſuppreltle 
thoſe taftions, and range the countriesfor provition as he intended; and well he 
knew in choſe aftaires h1s owne actions and preſence was as requalit as his direFtions, 
which now could not be, he went preſently abroad, refoluing there to appoint 
them governours, and to take order tor the muriners, but he could finde none hee 
chought fic for it would accept it. Incthe meane time, fecing him gone,they perſwa- 
ded Maſter Percy to ſtay, who wasthen to goe tor England, and betheur Prelidenr. 
Within leile chen an houre was this mutation begun aud concluded. For when che 
Company vnderſtood Smith would leaue themS& taw the reſt in Armes called Pre- 
{idents & Councellors, divers began to tawne on thoſe new commanders, that now 
bene all cher wits to ger hum religne chem nis Commiſſion ; who after much adoe 
and many bicter repulles z that cheir confuſion (which hecould them was at their 
elbowes)ſhould not beatribuced co him, tor leauing the Colony without a Com- 
miſſion, he was noc ynwithng chey ſhould ſteale ir, but never would he giue ic ro 


ſuch as chey. 


And chus, Srrange violent forces drew v1 on unwilling : 
K eaſen per[wading gainſt our loner rebeiling, 
We [aw and tnew the better ah curſe accarſt | 
That netw«hſtanding we tmbrace the worſt, 


But had that vnhappic blaſt not hapned, he would quickly have qualified the 
heate of choſe humors, and faftions, had the ſhips bur once lett them and vs co our 
torruneszand haue made chat proviſion from among the Salvages, as we neither 
fcared Spenyara, Salvage, nor tamine znor would hauc lett /irginss, nor our lawtull 
auchormie, but at as deare a price as we had bought it, and payd for it. Whar ſhall I 
ſay but chus, we lett him, char in all his proceedings, made Juſtice his farlt guide, 
and experience his ſecond, even hating balenelle, ſloath, pride, and indigniczie,more 
then any dangers ; that neuer allowed more tor humſclte, then his ſouldiers with 
him ; thac vpon no danger would ſend them where he would not lead chem hum- 
felfe z chat would never fee vs want, what he cither had, or could by any mcanes 
get vs ; that would rather want then borrow, or ſtarue then nor pay ; that loued ac» 
ton more then words, and hated falſhood and covetouſnetle worte then death ; 
whoſe advencures were our lies, and whoſe lotle our deaths. 

Leaving vs thus with three ſhips, ſcaven boars, commodities readie co trade, the 
harveſt newly g:chered, ten weeks provilion in the ſtore, ftoure hundred nincic and 
od perſons, rwentie-toure Peeces of Ordnance, three hundred Muskers, Snaphan- 
ces, and Firclockes, Shor, Powder, and Match ſufficient, Curats,Pikes,Swords,and 
Morros,morechen menzthe Salvages,their language,and habications well knowne 
© an hundred well crayncd and expert Souldiers z Nets for fiſhing z Tooles of all 
ſortsto worke z apparell to ſupply our wants z ſix Mares and a Horſe; fue or fixe 
hundred Swine z as many Hennes and Chickens ; ſome Goars z ſome ſheepe z whac 
was brought or bred there remained, Bur they regarding nothing bur from hand 
to mouth, did conſume that wee had, tooke care tor nochung, but to pertet ſome 
colourable complains againſt Capraine Switch. For cifeing whereot three weekes 
longer they Rayed the Ships, till they could produce them, That time and charge 
might much better haue beene ſpent, bur it ſured well wich the reſt of cheirdul» 
Cretions. 

Beſides [amerrowne that was ſtrongly Pallizadoed,containing ſome fiftie or (ix- 
tie houſes, he left fiue or ſixe other ſeycrall Forts and Plancationsthough they were 
not ſo ſumpruous as our ſucceiſors expetted, they were bercer then __——_— 
ary for vs, All chis tume wg had but one Carpenter jn the Conncrey, _— 
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thers chat could doe lictle, bur defired co be learners: two B!::!.famths ; twoſaylers, 
& thoſe we write labourers were tor moſt part toormen,and tuch as they that were 
Adventurers brought to attend them, or tuch as they could peri wade to goe with 
them, chacneuer d:d know what a dayes worke was, except the Dwzcb-men and 
Poles, and ſoine dozen other, For all the re!t were poore Gentlemen, Tradimen, 
Serving-men, libercines, and ſuch like, ten cimes more fit co ſpoyle a Common« 
wealth, chen cither begin one, or bur helpe tomainrane one. For whea nenther the 
teare of God, nor the law, nor ſhame, nor dijplcature of their triends could rule 
them here,there 15 ſmall hope ever co bring one 1n ewenne of them ever to be good 
there, Notwithſtanding, 1 contetle divers amongit chem, had better mindes and 
grew much more induitrious then was expected : yer een good workemen would 
haue done more {ubltanciall worke in aday, chen ren of them 11 a weeke, Therefore 
men may rather wonder hoy we could doe io much:, then vic vs fo badly, becauſe 
we did no more, but leaucchole examples co maxe ochers beware, andthe fruits of 
ail, we know nottor whom, 

But to ſee thejuſtice of God ypon theſe Durch-mcnyzUatdo before ſpokeof,made 
a ſlufrco ger for England, where periwading the Merchants what rich Mines he had 
tound,and great ſervice he would doe them, was very wellrewarded, and returned 
with the Lord La Warre: but being tound a meere Impoſtor, he dycd moſt mifera« 
bly. Adam and Francis histwo conſorts were fled againe to Poxhatan, to whom 
they pronuſed at the arrivall of my Lord, what wonders they would doe, would he 
juttcr them but ro goe croſhum, Bur the King ſecing they would be gone, replyed 
You that would haue betrayed Captaine Suh to mee, will certaincly betray me co 
this greartord for your peace: fo cauled his men yo beat our their braines, 

1 0 conclude, the grearelt honour thar eyer belunged co the greateſt Monarkes, 
was the inlarging cheir Dominions,and crefting Common-weales, Yer howlocver 
any &# them haue attributed rochemſelucs, che Conquerors of the world: there 13 
more of the world never hcard of themythen ever any ct them all had in ſubicti» 
on : forthe AMedes, Perſians, and Aſſyrians, never Conquered all Afra, northe Gre» 
cians but part of Europe and Aſia. The Komans indeed had a greatpart of both,as well 
as Affreca:but as for all the Northerne parts of Ewrope and Afra,the interior Southern 
and Weſterne parts of Africa,all America & Terra meognttagthey were all ignorant ; 
nor 15 our knowledge yerbur ſuperficiall.T hat cheir beginnings, ending, and limi- 
rations were proportioned by the Almightic 15 moſt evident; bur to conſider of 
what {mall meanes many of them haue begun 15 wondertull, For ſoine write that &= 
ven Reme her (clfe, during the Raigne of Remmn/ms, exceeded not the number of a 
thouſand houſes, And Carthage grew ſo great a Potcncate,that at fir{t was but incar- 
culed in the thongs of a Bulls skinne, as to fight with Rome for the Empire of che 
world. Yca Venice at this time the admiration of the carth,was at firit buta Mariſh, in- 
habitcd by poore Fiſhermen. And likewiſe NonwiegTheber, Bat ylon, Delis, Troy, A- 
thens, Mycena and Sparta, grew from {mall beginnings to be moſt tamous States, 
though now they retaine little more then a naked name, Now this our yong Come 
mon-wealth in'Yrrginse, 2s you haue read once conſiſted bur of 38 perions, and in 
ewo yeares increaſed burto 200, yet by this ſmall meanes ſo highly was approved 
che Plancation in Y3rginia, as how many Lords, wich worthy Knights, and brauc 
Gentlemen pretended to ſec it, and ſome did, and now after che expencce of (itreene 
yearcs more, and ſuch maſſic jummes of men and money, grow they dilanimated ? 
If werruely conſider our Proceedings with the Spayyars;, and the reit, we haue no 
reaſon to deipayre, for with ſo ſmall charge, they never had either greater Diſcove- 
ries, with ſuch certaine cryals of more ſcverall Commoditics,then in this ſhort time 
hath beene returned from Uirginie, and by much lefle meanes. ' New England was 
droughc out of obſcuritic, and affoorded fraught for neare 200 ſayle of ſhips, where 
there 15 now erected a braue Plantation, For the happines of Sammer /ſler,they are 
no |cllethen cithcr, and yetthoſe haue had-afac letſe, and a more difficult begin» 


ning,then eicher Rowe, Carthage, or Venice,

THE FOVRTH BOOKE. 


TO MAKE PLAINE THE TRVE PROCEE- 
dings of the Hiſtoric for 160g. we mult follow the exami- 
nations of Doctor Simons, and two lcarned Orations pub- 
liſhed by che Companie; with the relation of rhe Right 
Honourable the Lord De laWare.. 


What happened in the firſt gonernmem after the alteration in the 
time of Captaine George Picrcic their Gonernonr. 


1 HE day before Captaine Smith returned for England with 
qd the ſhips, Captaine Dai arriued in a ſmall Pinace, wich 

ſome (ixteene proper men more: To theſe were added a 
company from ſames towne, vader the command of Cap- 
taine ſob Sickelmore alias Ratliffe, tro inhabit Pornt Coms« 
1 forr. Captaine artin and Captaine Weſt, hauing loſt 
| their boars and neerchalfe their men among the Saluages, 
were rerurned to [ame towne z for the Saluages no ſooner 
vnderſtood Smith was gone, bur they all reyolted,and did ſpoile and muxthep all 
they incountered. Now wee wereall conſtrained co liue onely on that Smith had 
onely for his owne Companie, for the reſt had conſumed their proportions, and 
now they had ewentie Preſidenes with all eheir appurtenances : Maſter Piercie 
our new Preſident, was ſo ficke hee could neicher goe nor ſtand. Bur ere all was 
conſumed, Capraine Weſt and Capraine-Siche/more, cach with a ſmall ſhip and 
thircie or fortic men well appointed, ſought abroad co trade. Sicke/moye ypon the 
confidence of Powbatar, with about thirtic others as carelele as himſelte, were 
all ſine, onely /effrey Shorrridge eſcaped, and Pokahontas the Kings daughter 
ſaued a boy called Henry Spitman, thet lined many yeeresafrer, by her meanes, a- 
mongſtche Patawemekes, Powhatan (till as he found meanes, cut off their Boars, 
denied chem trade, ſo that Capraine ef fer faile for Eng/and. Now we all found 
the lolle of Capraine Smith, yea his greateſt maligners couldgow curſe his loſle: 
asfor corne, prouiſion and contribution from the Saluages, we had nothing bur 
mortall wounds, with clubs and arrowes z as for our Hogs, Hens, Goats,Sheepe, 
Horſe, or what liued,our commanders, officers & Saluages daily conſumed chem, 
ſome {mall proportions ſomerimes we caſted, till all was deuoured z then ſwords, 
armes, pieces, or any thing, wee traded with the Saluages, whoſe cruell fingers 
were {0 oft imbrewed in our blouds, that what by their crueltie, our Gouernours 
indiſcretion, and the lofſe of our ſhips, of fine hundred within ſixmonerhs after 
"wn Swrirhs deparcure, there remained not paſt ſixtie men, women and 
Children, moſt miſcrable and poore creatures z and choſe were preſerued for the 
moſt parr, by roots, herbes, acornes, walnurs, berries, now and then alittle fifh ; 
they that had ſtartch in cheſe extremities, made no ſmall vſe of ic z yea, cuen the 
very skinacs of our horſes, Nay, ſo great was our famine,that a Saluage we ſlew, 


and buricd, the poorer ſort rooke him vp againe and car him, and ſo did divers 
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one another boyled and ſtewed with rootsand herbs : And one amongſt the reſt 
did kill his wife, powdered her, and had eaten part of her before it was knowne, 
for which hee was executed, as hee well deſerued 5 now whether ſhee was berter 
roaſted, boyled or carbonado'd, I know nor, but of ſuch a diſh as powdered wife 
I never heard of. This was that time,which ſtill co chis day we called the ſtaruing 
time z it were too vile to ſay, and ſcarce ro be belecued, what we endured: but the 
occalion was our owne, for want of prouidence, induſtrie and gouernment, and 
not the barrenneſle and dete of the Countrie, as 1s generally ſuppoſed ; for cill 
then in three yeeres, for the numbers were landed vs, we had neuer from England 
prouilion ſufhcient for (ix monerhs, though it ſeemed by the bils ot loading ſufh- 
cient was ſcat vs, ſuch a glucton 1 the Sea, and ſuch good tellowes the Mariners; 
we as little raſted of the great proportion ſent vs, as they of our want and miſe- 
ries, yet notwichſtanding they cuer ouer-ſwayed and ruled the bulinetle, chough 
weenduredall chat 1s ſaid, and chiefly liued on what chis good Countrie naturally 
afforded ; yer had wee beene cuen in Paradice ir felte with cheſe Goucrnours, it 
would not haue beene much better with vs; yet there was amongſt vs, who had 
they had che gouernment as Capraine Smith appointed, bur chat they could not 
maint2ine ir, would ſurely haue kept vs from thoſe extremities of muſeries. This 
in ten daics more, would haue ſupplanted vs all with death, 

But God chat would not this Countric ſhould be vnplanted, ſent Sir Thomas 
Gates, and Sir George Sommers with one hundred and fitcie people moſt happily 
preſerued by the Bermudas to preſerue vs : ſtrange it is to ſay how miraculouſly 
chey were preſerucd in a leaking ſhip, as ar large you may reade in the inſuing 
Hiſtoric of choſe Ilands, 


The gouernment reſigned to Sir Thomas Gates, 1610, 
Hen theſe two Noble Knights did ſeeour miſeries, being bur 
ſtrangers in that Countrie, and could vnderftand no more of the 
cauſe, bur by conieure of our clamours and complaints, of ac- 
culing and exculing one another : They embarked vs with chem- 

ſelues, with the beſt meanes they could, and abandoning /amerrowne, ſer ſaile for 

England, whereby you may ſee the euent of the gouernment of the former Com- 

manders left to themſclues ; alchoughthey had liued there many yeeres as for- 

merly hath beene ſpoken (who hindred now their proceedings, Captaine Smith 
being gone.) 

At noone they fell cotheIleof Hogs, and the next morning to Mnulbery point, 
at what time chey deſcried the Long-boar of the Lord /aare, tor God would not 
hauc it ſo abandoned. Forchis honourable Lord, then Gouernour of the Coun- 
crie, met them with chree ſhips exceedingly well furniſhed with all neceſfaries 
ficting, who againereturned them to the abandoned [ames towne. Ont of the 
obſernations of Wilzam Simmons Dottor of Dininitie, 


The gouernment deuolued tothe Lord la Ware. 


Is Lordſhip arrived the ninch of June 1610. accompanied with Sir 
Ferdinando Waynman, Captaine Howulcroft,Capraine Law/on, and divers 


other Gentlemen of ſort z the eench hecame vp with his fleec, went on 

ſhore, heard a Sermon, read his Commiſſion, and entred into conſul- 

cation for the good of the Colonie, in which ſecrer counſell we will alictle leaue 
chem, chat we may duly obſcrue the revealed counſell of God. Hee that ſhall bue 
turne vp his cie, and behold the ſpangled canopie of heaucn, or ſhall bur caſt 
downe hiscie, and conlider the embroydered carpet of the earth, and wichall 
ſhall marke how the heauens heare the carch, and the carth che Corne and Oile, 
and they relicue the neceflitics of man, that man will acknowledge Gods infinite 
prouidence ;

Prouidence : But hee chat ſhall further obſerue, how God inclineth all caſualt 
cuents ro workethe neceilary helpe of his Saints, muſt needs adore the Lords in- 
finire goodnelle , neuer had any peoplemorc juſt cauſe, to caſtrhemſclues ar the 
very foor-!ſtoote of God, and ro reuerence his mercie,than this diftreiſed Colonie; 
for if God had not ſenetSir Thomas Gates from the Bermudas, within foure daies 
they had almoſt beene famiſhed ; if God had nor direed the heart of that noble 
Kniglt co ſauerhe Fort from fiering atcheir ſhipping, for many were very im- 
portunate to haue burnc it, they had beene deſticute of a preſent harbour and ſuc- 
cour z it they had abandonedthe Fort any longer time, and had nor ſo ſoone re- 
curned, queſtionle(ſethe Indians would haue deſtroied the Fort, which had beene 
che meanes of our ſafeties among(t them and a terror, If they had ſer ſaile ſooner, 
and had lanched into the vaſt Occan,who would haue promiſed they ſhould haue 
incountered the Fleet of che Lord la Ware, eſpecially when they made for New 
faund land, as they intended, a courſe contrarie to our Nauic approaching. lf the 
Lord/a Ware had not broughe with him a yeeres prouiſion, what comforc would 
thoſe poore ſoules haue receiued,to have beene relanded roaſeconddiftruttion? 
This was thearme of the Lord of Hoſts, who would haue his people palle the 
red Sea and Wildernelle, and then to polletſeche land of Canaan :It was diuine- 
ly ſpoken of Heathen Socrates, If God for man be carefull, why ſhould man bee 
oucr-diſtruſtiull? for he hath ſo cempered checontrary qualities of che Elements, 


That neither cold things want heat , nor moiſt things dry, 
Nor ſad things ſpirits, to quicken them thereby, 

Tet make they muſical content of contrarietie , 

Which conquer d, kuits themin ſuch links together, 

T hey deeprodace even all this whatſoemer. 


TheLord Gouernour, after mature deliberation, deliuered ſome few words to 
the Companie, laying iuſt blame vpon them, for their haughtie vaniciesand ſlug- 
iſh ;dlenetle, carneſtly intreating chem co amend choſe deſperate follies, leſt hee 
Fould be compelled co draw the {word of Iuſtice,and to cur off ſuchdelinquenes, 
which he had rather draw, cothe ſhedding of his vicall bloud, to procett chem 
from inzurics z hearrning chem with relation of that ſtore hee had brought with 
him, conſticuring officers of all condicions, to rule ouer chem, allocting cuery 
man his particular place, to watch vigilancly,and worke paintully: This Oration 
and dire&tion being recciuced with a generall applauſe, you might ſbortly behold 
the idle and reſtic diſeaſes of adiuided mulricude, by the vnicic and authoritie of 
this gouernment to beſubſtantially cured. Thoſe chat knew notthe way to good- 
nellc before, but cheriſhed (ingularicie and fattion, can now chalke outthe pach 
ot all reſpeRtiue dutic and ſeruice : euery man endeuoureth to outſtrip other in 
diligence :the French preparing to plane the Vines, the £ngli labouring in the 
Woods and grounds z euery man knoweth his charge, anddiſchargeth the ſame 
with alacritie, Neither ler any man be diſcouraged, by the relacton of their daily 
labour (as though the ſap of their bodies ſhould bee ſpentfor other mens profic) 
the ſerled times of workang, to effett allthemſelues, or as the Aduenturers need 
delire, required no more paines than from fix of the clocke in the morning, vn- 
till cen, and from two in the afternoon, till foure, at both which cimes they are 
prouidcd of ſpiricuall and corporall reliefe. Firft, they enter into the Church, 
and maketheir praiers vnto God, next they returne totheir houſes and receiue 
their proportion of food, Nor ſhould it bee conceived char this bufinelle exclu# 
deth Gentlemen, whoſe breeding neuer knew what a daies hbour meant, for 
though they cannot digge, vſethe Spade, nor prattice the Axe, yer may the ſtai- 
ed ſpirits of any condition, inde howto imploy the force of knowledge, the ex- 
erciſe of counſell, che operation and power of their beſt breeding and qualities, 
The houſes which are built, are as warme and defenſiue againſt wind and 
y P 2 weather, 
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wearther,as if they were tiled and (lated, being couered aboue with ſtrong boards, 
and ſome matted round with Indian mats. Our forces arenow ſuch as are able to 
tame the furie and trecherie of the Saluages: Our Forrs allure che Inhabirants, and 
fruſtrate all afſaylants, And toleaue no diſcouragement in the heart of any, who 
perſonally ſhall enter into this great ation, I will communicate a double com- 
torr ; firſt, Sir George Sommers, that worthy Admirall hath vndertaken a dange- 
rous aduenture for the good of the Colonie, 

Vpon the 15. of Tune, accompanied wich C_ Sammel eArgall, hee retur- 
ned in two Pinaces vnto the Zermadas, promiling (if by any meanes God will 
open a way to thatlland of Rocks)that he would ſoonereturne with {ix moneths 
prouiſion of flefb z with much crotle weather at laſt hee there ſafely arriued, but 
CaptaineeArgal! was forced backe againe to /amerrowne, whom the Lord D- 
la Ware notlong after ſent tothe Riuerof Patawomeke, to trade for Corne; where 
finding an Engliſh boy,one Henry Spilman, a young Gentleman well deſcended, 
by thote people preſerued from the furic of Powhatan, by his acquaintance had 
ſuch good vſage of thoſe kindeSaluages,that they fraughccd his ſhip with Corne, 
wherewith hereturned to /ames towne. | 

The other comfort is, chat the Lord /a Ware hath built two new Forts, the 
one called Fort Herry,the other Fort {barles,in honour of our moſt noble Prince, 
and his hopefull brother, vpon a pleaſant plaine, and neare a little Riviler they 
call Southampton River ; they ſtand in a wholſome aire,hauing plentie of Springs 
of ſweet water, they command a great circuit of ground, containing Wood, Pa. 
ſture and Marſh, with ape places for Vines, Corne and Gardens ; in which Forts 
itis refolucd, that all thoſe that come our of England,ſhall be at their firſt landing 
quartered, that the weariſomneſle of the Sea, may bee refreſhed in this pleaſing 
part of the Countrie, and Sir Thomas Gates heeſent for England, Bur to corrett 
ſome injuries of the Paſpahegs, he ſent Captaine Pearcie, Maſter Stacy, and fifric 
or threeſcore ſhot, wherethe Saluages flying, they burnetheir houſes, cooke the 
Queene and her children priſoners, whom nor long after they flew. 

The fertilicie of the ſoile, the cemperature ofthe climate, the forme of gouern- 
ment, the condition of our people, their daily inuocating .of the Name of God 
being thus expreſſed; why ſhould the ſuccetle, by the rules of mortall wdgement, 
bee diſparaged ? why ſhould not therich harueſt of our hopes be ſeaſonably expe- 
Red? | dare ſay,that the reſolution of Ceſar in France, the delignes of ——_— 
the diſcoueries of Fernando Cortes in the Welt, and of Emanuel King of Poy- 
_ in the Eaſt, were not encouraged vpon ſo firme grounds of ſtate and 

ollibilitie. 
- But his Lordſhip being at the fales, the Saluages aſſavlred his troopes and ſlew 
threeor fourcof his men, Notlong after, his Honour growing very licke, here- 
rurned for England the 28. of March ; in the ſhip were about hue and fiftie men,

The Counſcll of Virginia finding the ſmalneſſe of that returne which they 
hoped ſhould haue defrayed the charge of a new ſupply, encred into a deep con- 
ſulcation, whetherit were fit to enter into anew Contribution,or in time to ſend 
for them home, and ge ouer the ation, and therefore they adiured Sir Thomas 
Gates to Geale plainly with them, who wich a ſolemne anda ſacred oath replyed, 
Thar all things beforereported wererrue, and that all men know that wee ſtand 
at the devotion of politicke Princes and States, who for their proper vrilitie, de- 
uiſc all courſes to grind our Merchants, and by all pretences ro confiſcate their

crary cither to my owne deſire, or orher mens expettations, whoſpare 
notto cenſure me, in poine of durie, and rodifcourfe and queſtion che 
reaſon, thovgh they apprehend nor the true'cauſe of my returne, I am 
forced out of a willingnelle co farrsfie euery man, co deliver vnto your Lordſhips 
and the reſt of rhis atfemblie,m whae ſtare I have liued cuer ſmce my arrivall co the 
Colonic, what hath beene the juſt caufe of my ſudden departure, and on whac 
cearmes I haueTefr the ſame,the rather becauſe I perceive, that fincemy comming 
into England, ſuch a coldnetle and irreſolugion 1s bred in many of the Aduentu- 
rers, that ſome of them ſeeke'to withdraw their payments, by which the ation 
muſt be ſupported, making this my returne colourof their needletſe backward- 
neſſe and vniuft protration : which that you may the berter vnderſtand, I was 
welcomed to [ames towne by a violent ague z being cured of ir, within three 
weekes after I beganto be diſtempered with other gricuous licknetſes which ſuc- 
ceſſiucly and feuerally allziled me, for beſides a relapſe inro the former diſeaſe, 
which with much more violence held me more than a nioneth, and broughr me 
to greater weaknetle ; the flux ſurpriſed thee, and kepr me many daies, then the 
crampeallaulted my weake body with En after,che gout; all choſe 
drew meto that weaknelſle, being vnable to ftirre, brotghtvpon methe ſcurvie, 
which though in others ic be a fickneffe of ſlothfulnetle; yer was irin me an effe&t 
of weaknetſe, which neuer It me, tillI was ready to leaue the world. 

In theſe extremiries I refolued to conſule with my friends, who finding nature 
ſpent in me, and my body almoſt conſumed, my paines likewiſe daily increaſing, 
gaue me aduice to pteferrea hopefull recouerie, before an, aſſired ruine, which 
muſt neceſſarily have enſued, had I lived bur ewentie dates wget in Virginia, 
wanting atthat inſtane both food and Phyſicke, firts remedie ſuch extraordinary 
diſeaſes z wherefore I ſhipped my ſelfe with Door Bohw# and Captaine Argad, 
for Mens in the Welt [ndiet, bur being crofſed with Soptherly winds,l was for- 
cedto ſhape my courſe for the Weſterne Iles, where [ found helpe for my healch, 
and my (ickneile allwaged, by che meanes of freſh dyer, eſpecially Oranges and 
Limons, and vndoubced remedie for that diſeaſe : then I intended co haue re 
turned backe againe to Yirginse, bur I was adviſed not to hazard my ſelfe, be- 
fore I had perfe&tly recoucred my ſtrength : ſo-I came for Exgland; in which 
accident, I doubr not but men of in»dgemene will imagine, chere would more 
preiudice haue happened by my death chere, that | hopecan doe by my rerurne. 

For the Colony [ left it ceche charge of Captaine George Piercie, a Gentle- 
man of honour atd reſolution, vntill the comming of Sir Thomas Dale, whoſe 
Commiſſion was likewiſe to bee determined vpon the artiuall of Sir Thomas 
Gates, accotding to the order your Lordſhips appointed : the number left were 
about rwo huridred, the moſt in health, and prouided of ar leaſt ren monerhs 
vidtuall,and che Countrie people rratable ad friendly. What other defefts they 
had, I fouhd by Sir Thomas Gates at the Cowes ; his Fleer was ſufficiencly fur- 
niſhed with ſupplies, but when it ſhall pleaſe God that Sir Thomas Dale, and Sir 
Thoma Gates ſhall arriue in Yitginia with the extraordinarie ſupply of 100. Kine, 
and 200. Switte, beſides ſtore of other prouifion, for the maintenance of the Co- 
lonie, thete will 4ppeare that ſuccefſe in the aftion, as ſhall giue no man cauſe of 
diſtruſt, char hach already aduentured, bur incourage every good mindeto further 


ſo good a worke, as will redound bothto che glory of God, to the credirot our 
nation, 


M- Lords, now by accident returned from my charge at Firginia, con- 
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nation, and the comfort of all thoſe rhat haue beene inſtruments in che furthering 
of ic, Ont of the Lordla Warcs diſcourſe, publiſhed by Amthoritic, 1G 11, 


The gouernment ſurrendred to Sir Thomas Dale, whoarrivedin 
Virginia the temth of May, 1611.0ut of Maſter Hamors Booke. 5, 


Efore the Lord /aWare arriued in Engl/ard, the Councell and Companie 
B had diſpatched away Sir Thomas Dale with three ſhips, men and carrell, 


and all other prouiſions neceſlaric for a yeere ; all which arriucd well the 

tenth of May 1611. wherehe found them growing againe totheir former 
eſtate of penuric, being ſo improuident asnot to put Corne intheground for 
cheir bread, but 2 ons the ſtore, then furniſhed but wich chree moneths pro- 
uiſion his firſt care therefore was to imploy all hands about ſerring of Corne, ar 
the two Forts at Kecowghtan, Henry and Charles, whereby, the ſeaſon chen noc 
——n. paſt, though abour che end of May, wee had an indifterent crop of good 

orne, 

This bulineſſe taken order for, and the care and truſt of ic commicted to his vn- 
der-Othcers, to [ames towne he haſtened, where moſt of the companie were at 
their daily and vſuall works, bowling in the ſtreets; theſe hee imployed abour 
necelſaric workes, as felling of Timber, repayring their houſes ready co fall on 
their heads, and prouiding pales, poſts and railes, ro impale his purpoſed new 
cowne, which by reaſon of his ignorance, being bur newly arriued, hee had not 
reſolucd where to ſeat; thereforeto better his knowledge,with anc hundred men 
he ſpent ſome time in yiewing the Riuer of Nauſammnd, in deſpight of the /- 
dians then our enemies z then our owne Riuer to the Fales, where vpon a high 
land, inuironed wich che maine Riuer, ſome twelue miles from the Fales,by 
eArſabattock,, he reſolyed to plant his new towne, 

Ic was noſmall crouble co reduce his people ſo timely to good order, being of 
ſoill a condicion, asmay well witneſlec his ſcucritie and ei imprinted booke 
of Articles, then necdfull with all extremicie to be executedg now much mitiga- 
ted ; ſoas if his Lawes had not beenc ſo ftritly executed, I ſee not howthe vtter 
ſubucrlion of che Colonie ſhould hauc beene preuentred, witnefle Webber and 
Prices deligne the firſt yeere, ſince that of Abbots, andothers, more dangerous 
than the former, Here I entreat your patience for an Apologic, though not a 
pardon. This WK Abbots, how eucr this Auchor cenſures him, and the Go- 
uernour executes him, I know he had long ſerued both in /reland and Nether- 
lands, here hee was a Sargeant of my Companie, and I ncuer faw in YVirginiaa 
more ſufficient Souldier, ſell turbulent, a better wie, more hardy or nd 
nor any more forward to cut off themthat ſought ro abandon the Countrie, or 
wrong the Colonies how ingratcfully choſe deſerrs might bee rewarded, enuicd 
or neglected, or his farre inferiors preferred to over-top him, I know not, bu 
ſuch occaſions might moue a Sainc, much morea man, to an vnaduiſed paſſionate 
impatience, buc how euer, ic ſeemes he hath beene puniſhed for his oftences, that 
was neuer rewarded for his deſerts. And euen this Summer Cole and Kitchins 
plot with three more, bending their courſe to Ocanabowan, hue daics iourney 
from vs, where they report are Spaniards inhabiting. Theſe were cur off by the 
Saluages, hired by vs to hunt them home co receiuetheir deſerts : SoasSir The- 
mas Dale hath not beene ſo tyrannous nor ſcuere by the halfe, as there was occs- 
ſion, and iuſtcauſefor ic, and though the manner was not vſuall, wee were rather 
to haueregard to thoſe, whom we would hauerterrified and made fearefull ro com- 
mit the like offences, than co the offenders iuſtly condemned, for amongſt chem 
ſo hardned in cuill, che feare of a cruell, painfull and vnuſuall death more rc- 
ſtraines them, than death ir ſelfe. Thus much I haue proceeded of his endeuaurs, 
vatill the comming of Sir Thomas Gates, in preparing himſelfe co proceed as he

Now in Exg/and againe to ſecond chis noble Knight, the Counſell and Com- 
panie with all poſſible expedicion prepared for Sir Thomas Gates (ix tall ſhips, 
wich chree hundred men, and one hundred Kine and ocher Catrell, with muni- 
tion and all ocher manner of prouifion char could be thought needtull ; and 
abour the firſt or ſecond of Auguſt, 1 61 1, arrived fafcly ar [awes rowne.

Heſe worthy Knights being mer, afrer their welcoming ſalurations, Sir The ſecond ar- 
Thomas Dale acquainted him what he had done,and what he intended, riuall of Sir The- 
which deligne Sir Thomas Gates well approuing, furniſhed him with «Gates. 
three hundred and fiftiemen,fuch as himſelfe made choice of. In the be. 
inning of Scp:ember, 1611, hee ſer ſaile, and arrived where hee intendedto 

build his new towne ; within cen ortwelue daics he had inuironed it with a pale, 

and in honour of our noble Prince Henry, called it Henrico, The next worke he 

did, was building ar each corner of che Towne, a high commanding Watch- 

houſe, a Church, and Store-houſes ; which finiſhed, hee þegan to thinkevpon 

conuenient kouſes for himſelfe and men, which with all poſſible ſpeed hee could 

he effeted, tothe great content of his companie, and all the Colonie. 

This rowne 1s firuared vpon anecke of a plaine riling land, three parts inui- The building of 
roned with the maine Riuer, the necke of land well impaled, makes it hike an [lez Henrico, 
it hath three ſtreets of well framed houſes, a handſome Church, and the founda- 
tion of a better laid, ro bee builrof Bricke, belides Score-houſes, Watch-houſes, 
and ſuch like : Vpon the verge of the Riuer there are fiue houſes, wherein liue 
che honeſter ſort of people, as Farmers in England, and they keepe continuall 
centinell for the rownes ſecuritie, About two miles from the towne, into the 
Maine, is another pale, neere rwo miles in length, from Riuer co River, guarded 
wich ſeucrall Commanders, wich a good quanticie of Corne-ground impailed, 
ſufficiently ſecured to maintaine more than [ ſuppoſe willcome this chree yeeres. 

On the other (ide of the Riuer, for the ſecuricie of the rowne, is incended to be 
impaled for the ſecuritic of our Hogs, abour ewo miles and a halfe, by chename 
of Hope in Faith, and Coxendale, ſecured by five of our manner' of Forts,” which 
are but Paliſadoes, \called Charitie Forr, Iſount Malade, a gueſthouſe for ſicke 
Prong ſeat afld wholſome aire, Eliſabeth Fort, and Fort Pathenee : And 

ere hath Maſter Whitaker choſen his Parſonage, impaled a faire framed Parſo- 
nage, and one hundred acres called Rocke hal, bur cheſe arenot halfe fmiſhed, 

About Chriſtmas following, in this ſame yeere 161 1. in regardof themiurie 
done vs by them of Apamatuck.Sir Thomas Dale,withour the loile of any; excepr 
ſome few Saluages, rooke it and their Corne, being bue Bue miles by land from 
Henrics, and con{idering how commodious it might bEfor vs, refolued to poſ- 
ſcfleand plant ir, and at the inſtanc called it the new Boywadas, wheteimto hee The building the 
hath laid our and annexed tothe belonging freedome and A—— Bermudas. 
many miles of Champian and Woodland ground in ſeucrall hundreds, as the 
vpper ahd nether hundreds, Rochdale hundred, Weſt Sherly hundred, and Digs 
his hundred. Inthe nether hundred he firſt began co plane; for thereis che molt 
Corne-ground, and with 2 pale of ewo miles,cur ouer froeyRiuer to Riuer,where- 
by we have ſecured eight Eng/ſo miles in compalle 53 vpolywhich circuic, within 
halfe a mile of each other, are many faire houſes already baite, beſides particular 
mens houſes neereto the number of fifrie. Rochdale, by x crofſe pale welnigh 
toure mites long, is alſoplanted with houſes along the pale, in which handred 
our Hogs and Carrell have rwentie miles circui to graze in ſecurely, The buil- 
ding of the Cirie is referredrill our harueft be in, which heinrends ro makea re- 
treat againſt any forraigne enemie. 

Abour fifcie miles from theſeis [awes rowne, vpon afertill peninſuls, =_ - _ 

tnoug 
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Flow Pocahontas was taken priſoner. 
though fomerly ſcandaled for an vnhealthfull aire, wee finde it as healchfull as 


.any other part of the Countrie z it hath two rowes of houſes of framed timber, 


and ſome of chem two ſtories, and a garret higher,three large Storc-houſes ioincd 
together in length, and hee hath newly ſtrongly impaled therowne. Thus Jle, 
and much ground about it, is much inhabired : To Kecowghtan we accofinted ic 
fortie miles, where they liuc well with halte chat allowance the reſt haut from the 
ſtore, becauſe of che extraordinarie quantitic of Fiſh, Fowle and Deere as you 
may reade atlarge in the Diſcoueries of Captaine Smith. And thus I haue truly 
related vnto you the preſenc eſtare of that ſmall part of Yirginia wee trequenc 


and pollelle, 
Since there was a ſhip fraughted with prouilion, and fortic men z and another 


Sir Thomas Smith (jnce then with the like number and prouilion, co ſtay ewelue moneths in the 


Countrie, with CaptaineeLFrgal, which was ſent not long after. After hee had 
recreated and refreſhed his Companie, hee was ſentto the Riuer Patawomeake, 
to trade for Corne, the Saluages about vs hauing ſmall quarter, but friends and 
foes as they found aduantage and opporrtunitic ; Burt ro conclude our peace, thug 
it happened, CaptainceArgal, hauing centred into a great acquaintance with /#- 
pazaw:, an old friend of Captaine Smiths, and foto all our Nation, ever lince hee 
diſcoucred the Countrie: hard by him there was Pocahontas, whom Captaine 
Smith; Relationsinticuleth the Numparell WR and chough the had beene 
many cimes a preſeruer of him and che whole Colonie, yer till this accident ſhee 
was ncuer ſcene at ames towne fince his departure, being at Patawomeke, as it 
ſeemes, thinking her ſelfe vaknowne, was calily by her friend [apazaws periwa- 
ded to goe abroad with him and his wifeto ſee the ſhip,for Capraine Argall had 
romiſed him a Copper Kettle to bring her but to him, promiling no way to 
urt her, bur keepe her rill chey could conclude a peace with her father ; che Sal- 
uage forthis Copper Kettle would haue done any thing, it ſeemed by the Rela- 
tion z for though ſhe had ſcene and beene in many ſhips, yet hee cauled his wife 
to faine how delirous ſhewas to ſee one, and that hee offered ro beat her for her 
imporcuniric, till ſhe wept. Butar laſt herold her, if Pocahontas would goe with 
her, hce was content : and thus they berraicd the poore innocent Pocabortas 2- 
boord, where they wereall kindly faſted inthe Cabbin, Japaz.aws treading oft 
on the Captaines foor, to remember he had donehis part, the Capraine when he 
ſaw his time, perſwaded Pocahontas to the Gun-roome, faming to haye ſome 
conference with [apazaws, which was onely that ſhe ſhould nor perceive hee was 
any way guilcie of her capriuicie : ſo ſending forher againe, hee told her before 
her friends, ſhe muſt goe with him, and compound peace betwixt her Countrie 
and vs, before ſhe cucr ſhould ſee Powhatan, whereat the old Iew and his wife be- 
gan to howle and cric as faſt as Pocabontas, that vpon the Capraines faire perſwa- 
lions, by degrees pacifying herſelfe, and /ap«zaws and his wife, with the Kertle 
andother tozes, went, merrily on ſhore, and (hee to [ames towne, A mellenger 
forthwith was ſencto her father,that his daughter Pocahontas he loued ſq dearely, 
he muſt ranſome wich our men, ſwords, pecces, reoles, &c. hee trecherouſly 
had ſtolne. | | 
This ynwelcome newes much troubled Powhataer, becauſe hee loued both his 
daughter and our commodities well, yer it was chree moncths after ere hee recur- 
ned vs any anſwer ; then by the perſwafion of the Councell, he returned ſeuen of 
our men, with each of them an vnſcruiceable Musket, and ſent vs word, that 
when wee would deliuer his daughter, hee would make vs ſatisfaRtion far all m- 
iuries done vs, and glue vs fiuchundred buſhels of Corne,and for ever be friends 
wich vs.” That heſcar, werecciued in part of payment,and returned him this an- 
ſwer: That his daughter ſhould be well vied, but we could not belecue the reſt of 
our armes were either loſt or ſtolne from him, andthereforetill heeſenc chem,we 
would keepe his daughter, 
This an{wer,ic ſeemed much difpleaſed him,for we heard no more from him a 
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Toe mariage of Pocahontas. 


long timeafcer, when wich Captaineefrgals ſhip, and ſome other vellels bes. | 
longing roche Colonie, Sir Thomas Dale, with a hundred and fittie men well 
appoinced, went vp into his owne Riuer, to his chicfe habitation, with his 
daughter z wich many ſcornfull brauado's they attronted vs, proudly demanding 
why wee camethither z our reply was, Wee had brought his daughrcr, ard to re- 
cciue the ranſome tor her that was pronuted,or to haue it pertorce. T hey nothing 
diſmayed therear, told vs, We were welcome if wee came to hight, forthey were 
provided for vs, butaduiſed vs, if wee loucd our liues to retire ; elſecthey would 
vic vs as they had done Capraine Ratcliffe : We told chem, wee would preſently 
hauca better anſwer z bur we were no ſooner within ſhot of che ſbore than they 
lec flietheir Arrowes among vs in the ſhip, 

Being thus iuſtly prouoked, wee preſently manned our Boats, went on ſhore, 
burned all cheir houſes, and ſpovled all chey had we could finde ; and forthe nexe 
day proceeded lygher vp the Riuer, where chey demanded why wee burnetheir 
houles, and wee, why they ſho at vs: T hey replyed, ic was ſome ſtragling Sal- 
uage, wich many other excuſes, they incended no hurt, bur were our friends : We 
told them, wee came not to hurrthem, buc vilit chem as friends alſo. Vpon this 
we concluded a peace, and forthwith they diſpatched melſengers to Powhatan, 
whoſe anſwer, they cold vs, wee muſt expett foure and rwentic houres ere the 
meſſengers could returne : Then they told vs, our men were runne away for 
feare we would hang chem, yer Powhatans men were runneafter them z as for our 
Swords and Peeces,they ſhould be broughc vs the next day, which was only bur 
eo delay time z for thenext day they came noe, Then we went higher,toa houſe 
of Powhatans, called Matchor, where we (aw about foure hundred men well ap- 
pointed z here they dared vs to come on ſhore, which wee did z no ſhew of feare 
chey made ar all, nor offered rorelift our landing, bur walking boldly vp and 
downe amongſt vs, demanded to conterre with our Capcaine,of his commang in 
char manner, andto haueruce till they could but ance more ſend to their King 
to know his pleaſure, which it ic were not agreeable co their expeRation, then 
they would fight wich vs, and defend their owne as they could, which was but 
onely to deferre chetime, tocarric away their prouifion z yer wee promiſed them 
eruce till che nexc day at noone, andchen1t they would fight with vs,they ſhould 
know when we would begin by our Drums and Trumpers. 

Vpon this promiſe, two of Powhatans ſonnes came vnto vs to ſee their liſter, 
at whoſe ſight, ſecing her well, though chey heard co checoncrarie, chey much 
rzioiced, promiſing chey would perſwade her father to redeeme her, and fur ever 
be triends with vs. And vpon this, the ewo brethren went aboord wich vs, and 
we ſens! Maſter /obn Roffeand Maſter Sparkes ro Powhatan, to acquaint him with 
che bulinelle z kindly they were entertained, but not admitted the preſence of 
Powhatan, but they ſpoke with Opechawcanough, his brother and ſuccetlor z hee 
promiſed ro doethe beſt he could ro Powhatan, all might be well. So it being 
Aprill, and time ro prepare our ground and ſer our Corne, wereturned to James 
Towne, promiſing the forbeararice of cheir performing cher promiſe, till che 
next harueſt, 

Long before this, Maſter [ohn Rolfe, an honeſt Gentleman, and of good beha- 
wour, Pad becne in loue with Pocebontas, and ſhe with him, which ching at chat 
inſtance | made knowne toSir Thomas Dal: by alctrer from him, wherein hee in- 
treaced his aduice, and ſhe acquainted her brother with it, which reſolucion Sir 
Thomas Dal: well approucd: the brute of this mariage came ſoone to the know- 
ledge of Powhatan,a thing acceptableto him,as appeared by his ſudden conſent, 
for within ten daies he ſent Opachsco, an old Vncle of hers, and two of his ſons, 
roſeeche manner of the mariage, and co doe in that behalfe what they were re- 

ueſted, forthe confirmation thereof, as his depuriez which was accordingly 
no abour the firſtof Aprill : And euer (ince wee have had friendly crade and 
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Beſides this, by the mcanes of Powhatan, we became in league with our next 
neighbours, the Chicahamanias, a luſtie anda daring people, tree of chemſelues, 
T heſe people, ſo ſoone as they heard of our peace with Powhatan, ſent ewo mel- 
ſengers wich preſents to Sir Thomas Dale,and otfered him their ſeruice, exculing 
all former iniuries, hereafter chey would cucr be King ſame s his ſubietts, and re- 
linquiſh the nameof Chickahamaria, to be called T aſſanteſſar, as they call vs,and 
Sir ſhomas Dale there Gouernour, as the Kings Depurie z onely they delired to 
be gouerned by their owne Lawes, which is eight of their Elders as his ſubſti- 
tures. This offer he kindly accepted, and appointed the day hee would comes 
vilicchem, 

When the appointed day came, Sir Thomas Dale and CaptaineeArgall with 
Gfcie men well appointed, went to { bickahamania, where wee found the people 
expecting our comming, they vſcd vs kindly,and chenext morning face in coun- 
ſc]l, ro conclude their peace vpon theſe conditions ; F 

Firſt, thry ſhould for ener bee called Engliſhmen, and bee true ſubiels to King 
[ames and bu Depmizes, 

Secondly neuther to kill nor detaine any of our men,nor cattell,but bring them bom, 

Thirdly, to bee alwaits ready to furniſhys with three hundred men, againſt the 
Spaniards or any. 

Fourthly, they ſhall not enter cur townes, but ſexd word they are new Engliſhmen. 

Fiſtly, that emery fiobring man, at the beginning of barueſt, ſhall bring to our ftore 
two buſhls of Corne, for tribute, for which they ſhall rec:ine ſo many HAtchets. 

Laſtly, the eight chiefe men ſpruld ſee all this performed, or receine the puniſhment 
themſclurs : for their diliger ce they ſhowld bane 4 red coat, a copper chaine, and King 
I amcs h:s pifture, and be accomnted bis Noblemen, 

All this they concluded with a generall afſenc, and a grearſhout ro confirmeic ; 
then one of the old men began an Oration, bending h1s ſpeech fiſt ro the old 
men, then tothe young, andchen cothe women andchuldren, ro makethem vn- 
derſtand how ſtriftly they were ro obſcruetheſe conditions,and we would defend 
them from the furic of P:whatay, or any enemie wharſocuer, and furniſh chem 
with Copper, Beads, and Hatchets ; bur all chis was racher for feare Powhatan 
and we, being ſo linked cogether, would bring them againe to his ſubieftion z 
the which co prevent, they did rather chuſe to be protected by vs, than rormen- 
ed by him, whom chey held a Tyrant. And thus wee returned againe to James 
rowne. 

When our people were fed out of the common ſtore, and labourcd jointly ro- 
gether, glad was Loconls ſlip from his labuur, or ſlumber ouer his raske he cared 
not haw, nay, the moſt honeft among chem would hardly rake ſo much true 
paines in a weeke, as now forthemſclues they will doc in a day,neither cared they 
for che increaſe, preſuming chat howſocuer the harueſt proſpered, the generall 
ſtore muſt mannraine them, ſo that wee reaped not ſo much Corne from che la« 
bours of chirtic, as nowthree or foure doe prouide for themſclues, To preuene 
which, Sir Thomas Dale hath allorred cuery man three Acres of cleare ground, 
in thenature of Farmes, except the Bermudas, who are exempred, bur for one 
moneths ſeruice in the yeere, which muſt neither bee in ſeed-rrme, nor harueſt; 
for which doing, no other dutiethey pay yeerely roche ſtore, burewo barrels and 
a halfe of Corne (from all choſe Farmers, whereof the firſt was F/lliam Spence, 
an honeſt, valianr, and an induſtrious man, and hath continued from 1607. co 
this preſent) from thoſe is expeRed ſuch a contribution tothe ſtore, as wee ſhall 
neicher want for our ſclues, norco entertaineour ſupplies z for the ret, they are 
to worke eleven moneths for the ſtore, and hath one moneth onely allowed chem 
ro ger prouiſion to keepe them for twelue,excepr ewo buſhels of Corne chey haue 
out of theſtore if thoſe can live ſo, why ſhould any feare ſtaruing, and it were 
much berterto denic them pallage, that would not cre chey come, bee contentto 


ingagechemſclues tothoſe conditions : for onely from che (lothtull and idle 
drones,

rack | ſent to Fngland, though many ſhips ſince haue beene returned thence ; 
Hauing done with him, hee began with mee, and demanded for the chaine of 
pearle heſent his brother Sir Thomas Dale ar his firſt arrivall, which was a coken 
derwixe chem, when ecuer hee ſhould ſend a meſſenger from himſelfe co him, 
he ſhould weare that chaine about his necke,fince the peace was concluded, orher- 
waies he was ro binde him and ſend him home.

| cold him, by my Interpreter, Sir Themes Dale hath ſent you ewo pieces of 
Copper, fue ſtrings of whice and blue Beads, five woodden Combes, ten Fiſh- 
hookes, a paireof Kniues, and that when you would ſend for it, hee would giue 
you aGrind-ſtone all chis pleaſed him : but then I cold him his brother Dale, 
hearing of the tame of his youngeſt daughter, deſiring in any caſe he would ſend 
her by me vnto him,in ceſtimonie ot his loue,as well for that he intended to marry 
her, as the dclire her (iſter had co ſee her, becauſe being now one people, and hee 
deſirous for cuer to dwell in his Countriec,he conceived there could not be a trucr 
a!lurance of peace and friendſhip,than in ſuch a naturall band of an vniced vnion.

three Spaniſh ſhips was at Sea, purpoſely ro diſcouertheeſtare ofthe Colony,bur 
their Commiſſion was not to be openedrill they arriued in the Bay, ſorthar of any 
thing more he was veterly ignoranr, One of the Spaniardsar laſt dyed, the other 
was lent for England, bur this reprieucd,till Sir Thomas Dale hanged him atSeain 
his voyage homeward z the Engliſh Piloe they carried for Spaine, whom after 2 
long time impriſonment, wich much ſure was returned for England,

beſt place he could tor the purpole: now though Sir Toomas Dale had cauſed ſuch 
an Canter of corne to be planted, that cuery man had ſufficient, yer che ſup- 
pliespwere ſent vs, came ſo vnfurniſhed, as quickly eaſed vs of our fuperfluige, 
To relicue cheir neceſſities, he ſent rothe Chickahamanrias tor the tribure Corne 
Sir Thomas Dale and Captaine Argal had conditioned for with them : But ſuch 
2 bad anſwer chey returned him, that hee drew togecher one hundred of his beſt 
ſhor, with whom he wentto Chickehamaniaz the people in ſome places vied him 
indifferently, but in moſt places with much icorne and contempr, telling him he 
was bur Sir T Lomas Dales man,and they had payed his Maſter according to con+ 
dition, bur ro giue any ro him chey had no ſuch order, neither would they obey 
him as they had done his Maſterzafter he had o'd chem hus authoricie,and that he 
had the ſame power to enforce them that Dat had, they dared him to come on 
ſhore to fight, preſuming more of his nor daring, than their owne valours.

direRion, the Capraine gaue che word, and wee preſently diſcharged, where 
tweluclay, ſome ; nar, reſt for life ſprawling on the ground, eweluc more we 
rooke priſoners, two whereof were brothers, rwo of their*ight Elders, the one 
rooke by Sergeant Boothe, the other by Rybert a Polomian z Neere one hundred 
buſhels of Corne we had for cheir ranſomes, which was promiſed che Souldicrs 
for a reward, but it was not pertormed : now Ovechanhanongh had agreed wich 
our Captaine for the ſubiefting of choſe people, that neither hee nor Powhatan 
could cuer bring to their obedience, and that he ſhould make no peace with them 
without his aduice : in our rerurne by Ozinies with our priſoners wee mer Ope- 
chankanough, who with much adoe, fained with what paines hee had procured 
their peace, the which to require, they called him the King of Oz4mes, and 
boca him from all parts many preſencs of Beads, Copper, and ſuch traſhas 
they had z here as at many other times wee were beholding co Capraine Henry 
Spi/man our Interpreter, a Gentleman had lived long time mi ch15 Countrie, and 
ſometimes a priſoner among the Saluages, and done much good ſeruice, though 


bur badly rewarded. From hence we marchr cowards /amestoryne, we had three 
Boats 
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( aptaine Smiths relation to Qugene Anne. 


Boatsloaded wich Corne and other luggage, the one of chem being more wil- 
ling to be at /amesrowne wich che newes than the other, was ouerſer, and cleyen 
men caſt away with the Boar, Corne and all cheir prouilion z noewichſtanding 
this puc all che reſt of che Saluages in that feare, eſpecially'in regard of che greac 
league we had with Oprebankanongh, that we tollowed our labours quietly,and 1n 
ſuch ſecuricie, that divers ſaluages of ocher Nations, daily frequented vs with 
what prouiſiuns they could ger, and would guide our men on hunting, and ofc 
hunt tor vchemſelues. Capcaine Tearly had a Saluage or two fo well crained vp 
to their peeces, they were as expert as #ny of che Engh/b, and one hee kept pur- 
poſely co kill him towle, There were diuers ochers had Saluages in like manner 
tor cheir men, Thus we lived cogerher, as it wee had beene one pedple, all che 

time Crpcaine 7earley ſtaied with vs, bur ſuch grudges and diſconcencs daily 

increaſed among our ſclues, that vpon che arriuall of Captaine eArgall, (car by 
che Councell and Companie to bee our Gouernour,. Capraine Tearley recurned 
for Eng/ard inthe yeere 1617. From the wruings of Captaine Nathaniel Powell, 
Willam Canerill, Serg-axt Boothe, Edward Gurganey. 

During this time, the Lady Rebecca, alias Pocabort.s, daughter ro Powhatan, 
by the diligent care of Maſter /ohn Rol/e her husband and his triends, as raughc 
to ſpeake ſuch Engh/bas might well bee vaderſtood, well inſtrutted in Chriftia- 
nicic, and was become very formall and ciyill atigr our Eng manner ; thee had 
alſo by him a childe which ſhe loued moſt , ws. 4 and cheTreaſurer and Com- 
pany tooke order both for che mainrenance of her and ic, belides there were di- 
uers perſons of great rankeand qualicie had beene very kindeto her z and before 
ſhe arriued ar: London,Capraine 3th ro deſerue her former courtefies, made her 

aalities knowne to che Q1eenes molt excellent Maicſtie and her Court, and 
writ a ligtle booke coxchus cttc& roche Q 1cene ; An abltratt whereot tolloweth,

of Powhatan their chiete King, I receiued from this great Saluage exceedin 
uu courtelie, eſpecially trom his ſonne Nantaquars, the molt manlicſt, come- 

iſt, boldeſt ſpirit, I ever ſaw in a Saluage, and his liſter Pocahontas, the Kings 
meſt deare and wel-beloued daughter, being but a childe of ewelue or thirreene 
yeeres of age, whoſe compaſſionate piritull hearr, of my deiperare eſtare, gaue 
me much cauſe to reſpe& her: I being the firſt Chriſtian this proud King and his 
grim attendants euer ſaw : and thus inchralled in their barbarous —_ cannor 
ſay I'felr the leaſt occalion of wantthat was in the powerof thoſe my morrall toes 
co preuent,notwithſtanding al cheirthrears. After ſome ſix weeks fatting amongſt 
thoſe Saluage Courriers, at the minute of my cxecution,ſhe hazarded che bearin 
out of her owne brajnes to ſaue mine, and not onely char, bur ſo prevailed wick 
her father, chat I was ſafely condufted co ſamerrowne, where I found about eighr 
andchirtic miſerable pooreand ſicke creacures, to keepe polleſſion of all choſe 
large territories of Jrgimia, ſuch was the weakneſle of chis pooxre Common- 
wealth, as had che Saluages nor fed vs, we direRly had ſtarued,

Lady Pocahontas, notwithſtanding all cheſe paſſage, when inconſtant Fortune 
curned our peace to warre, this render Virgin would {bl} nor ſparero dare co yilir 
vs, and by her our tarres hauc beene oft appeaſed, and our wanes ſtill ſupplyed ; 
were icthe policie of her father rhus co1mploy her, or che ordinance of God thus 
to make her his inſtrument, or her extraordinaric atte&tion to our Nation, | know 
not: buc of this | am ſure ; when her farher with che vemoſt of his policie and 
power, {ought to ſurprizemee, having bur eighceene with mee, the darkenighe 
could nor attrig hc her'from cemming through the irkeſome woods, and wich 
watered cies gaue me intelligence, with her beſt aduice co eſcape his furie ; which 
had hee knowne, hee had furcly flaine her. /amestowne with her wild craine ſhe 
as freely freqtented, as her fachers habiration z and during the c:me of ewo or 
three yeeres,the nexr vnder God,was (hill che inſtrument co prelerue chis Colonie 
from death, famine and vrter confulion, which it in choſe tymes had once beene 
ditſolved, Virginia might haue line a5 ir was at our firſt arriuall co this day. Since 
then, this buſtnelle having beene turned and varied by many accidents from that 
I left ir at: ir is moſt cerraine, after a long andrroubleſome warre after my depar- 
ture, berwixt her father and our Colonie, all which time ſhee was not heardof, 
abour two yeeres after ſhee her ſelſe was caken priſoner, being ſo detained neere 
rwo yeeres longer, the Colonie by that meanes was relicued, peace concluded, 
and atl:ſt reietting her barbarous condition, was maricd co an Erg/i/h Gentle- 
man, with whom ar this preſent ſhe 15 in England; the fiſt Chriſtian euer of char 
Nation, the fiſt Yrrginian eucr ſpake £ag4/h, or had a childe in mariage by an 
Engl /hman, a matter ſurely, if my meaning bee truly conſidered and well vnder- 
ſtood, worthy a Princes vnderſtanding. 

Thus molt gracious Lady, 1 hauc related co your Maicſtie, what at your beſt 
leaſure our approued Hiſtories will account you at large, anÞdone inciietime of 
your Maicſtics life, and howeuer this might bee preſented you from a more wor- 
thy pen, ir cannot from a more honelt heart, as yer | neuer begged any thing of 
the ſtarte,or any,and it 15 my want of abtlicie and her exceeding delert,your birch, 
meanes and authorrrtie, hir birch, vercue, want and (1mplicitie, doch make mee 
thus bold,humbly to beſeech your Miieſtieto rake chis knowledge of her,though 
ic be from one ſo vnworthy to be the reporter, as my {clte, her husbands «ſtare 
not being able ro make her fit ro arrend your Miicſtic ; che moft and leaft I can 
doe, is to tell you chis, becauſe none ſo oft hath tried ic as my ſelfe, and the racher 
being of ſo great a ſpirit, how cuer her ſtature: if ſheſhould nor be well received, 
ſecing chis Kingdome may rightly have a Kingdome by her meanes; heypreſenc 
loue ro vs and Chriſtianicie, might turne ro ſuch ſcorne and furie, as codiuere 
all chis good cothe worlt of cuill, where finding fo great a Queene ſhould doe 
her ſome honour more than ſhe can imagine, for being ſo kinde co your ſeruancs 
and ſubiets, would fo rauiſh her wich content, as endeare her dearcſt bloud to 
effeft char, your Maiecſtic and allthe Kings honeſt ſfubics molt carneſtly deſire: 
Ando I humbly kitle your gracious hands, 

Bcing abour this rime preparing to ſer ſaile for New-Englard, I could norftay 
todoc her that ſeruice I deſired, and ſhe well deſerued ; but hearing ſhee was at 
Br anford wich divers of my friends, I went to ſeeher : Afrer amodeſtſaluracion, 
withour any word, ſhe rurned about, obſcured her face, as not ſeeming well con- 
renred ; and incthat humour her husband, with diucrs others, we all left her two 
or three houres, repenting my elſe ro haue writ ſhe could ſpeake Eng/i/h, Bur 
not long after, ſhe began rocalke, and remembred mce well what courrtelies ſhee 
had done: ſaying, Youdid promiſe Powhatan what was yours ſhould bee his, and 
he che like coyou z you called him farher being in his land a ſtranger, and by the 
ſamere:ſon ſo muſt I doe you : which chough | would haue excuſed, I durſt nor 
allow of chat cirle, becauſe ſhe was a Kings __ ; wich a well ſet countenance 
ſhe ſaid, Were you not afraid to come into my tathers Countrie, and cauſed feare 


in him and all his people (bur mee) and feare you here I ſhould call you father z -

rell you then I will, and you ſhall call mce childe, and ſo I will bee for cuer and 
eurr your Counteman. They did cell vs alwaics you were dead, and 1 knew no 
other till ] came ro Plamorth z yer Powhatan did command Yitamatomakkin to 
ſeeke you, and know che truth, becauſe your Countriemen will he much, 

This Saluage, one of {Powharans Countell, being amongit chem held an vn- 
deritanding tcllow ; the King purpoſely ſenc ham, as they fay, ro number the 
people here, and inforime him well what wee were andour ſtate. Arriving at Pls- 
mt, according to his direftions, he gotg long ſticke, whereon by notches hee 
did chunke co haue kepr the number of all che men hee could fee, but he was 

aickly wearie'dt cha:r2ske : Comming to London, where by chance I methim, 
hauwng renewed our acquaintance, where many were deſirous to heareand fee his 
behauwur, hee cold me Powhatan did bid him co finde me out, roſhew him out 
God, the K'ng, Qu1eene, and Prince, I ſo muth hadtold chem of : Concerning 
God, I cold him che beſt | could, che King I heard he had feene,andchereſt hee 
thould ſee when he would ; he denied cuer co haue ſeene the King, rill by circum- 
Rances lie was ſatisfied he had: Then hereplyecd very ſadly, You gaue Powhatan 
a whice Dog, which Powhates ted as himſelfe, but your King gaue me nothing, 
and am berter chan your white Dog, 

The (mallcime | Raid in London, divers Courtters and others,'my acquain- 
rances, hath gone with mee to ſee her, chatgenerally concluded, chey did chinke 
God had agreat hand in her conuerſion, and they haue ſeene many Engliſh La- 
dics wotſc tauoured, proportioned ang þehauioured, and as ſince I] hauc heard, ic 
plcaled both rhe King and Queenes Viggeſtie honourably ro eſteeme her, accom- 
panicd with thac honourable Lady the Lady De {a Ware, and that honourable 
Lord her luis band, and diuers ocher perſons of good qualities, both publikely 
arthe 1naskes and ocherwiſe, ro her great facisfaftion and content, which doub- 
I:tIc ſhe would haue deferucd, had the liued to arrive 1n Virginia, 


The gouernment deuolued to Captaine Samuel Argall, 16 17. 


He Treaſurer, Councell and Companic, hauing well furniſhed Capraine 

Soamned Argai, the Lady Pocahontas alias Rebecca, with her husband 

[ and others, in the good ſhip called the George,it pleaſed God at Grawes- 
exd rotakerhis young Lady to his miercie, where ſhee made nor more 

forrow for hier ynexpeRed death, than ioy tothe beholders, co heare and ſee her 
make fo religious and godly an end. Her little childe Thomas Rolfe therefore was 
lett ac Plimoth with Sir Lewis Stwkly, that delired the keeping of it. Capraine 
H:mar his vice- Admirall was gone before, bur hee found him at Phanorb, In 
March they fer ſaile 1617. and in May hearriued at [/ames rowne, where hee was 
kindly entertained by Captaine YTearley and his Companic in a marriall order, 
whoſe right hand file was led by an [ndian, In lame cowne he found bur fiue or 
fix houſes, the Church downe, the Palizado's broken, the Bridge in pieces, the 
Well of freſh water ſpoiled ; the Score-houſe they vſed fot the Church, the mar- 
ker-place, and ſtreets, and al other ſpare places planted with Tobacco, the Sal- 
vages as frequent in their houſes as themſelues, whereby they were become 
expert in our armes, and had a great many in their cuſtodicand polleflion, the 
Colonic diſperſedall abour, planting Tobacco, Capraine Argal nocliking choſe 
proceedings, alcered chem agreeable ro his owne minde, taking the beſt order he 
could tor repairing thoſe detects which did exceedingly trouble vsz we were con- 
Atrained cuery yeere co build and repaire our old Cottages, which were alwaies 
a decaying inall places of che Countrie, yea, the very Courts of Guard buile by 
Sir Thowas Dale, was ready to fall, and the Palizado's not ſufficient ro keepe our 
Hogs. Their number of people were about 460. bor nor paſt 200.fir for hus- 
bandry and tillage ; we found cherein all one hundred ewentie cighc carrell, and 


toureſcore and cxght Goats, belides innumerable numbers of Swine, and good 
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plentie of Corne in ſome places,yer thenext yeere the Captaine ſent out'a Frigat 
and a Pinnace, that hoon vsneere fix hundred buſhels more,which did greatly 
relicue the whole Colonic : For from the cenants wee ſeldome had aboue foure 
hundred buſhels of rent Corneto the ftore, and chere was not remaining of the 
Companies companie, paſt foure and fiftie men, women and Children. 

This yeere hauing planted our fields, came a great drought, and ſuch a cruell 
ſtorme of haile, which did ſuch ſpoile both to the Corne and Tobacco, thac wee 
reaped bur ſmall profic, che Magazine chat came in the George, being fue mo- 
nerhs in herpaſlage, proued very badly condicioned, bur ere ſhe arrrued, we had 
gathered and made vp our Tobacco, che beſt at three ſhillings che pound, theretk 
ac cighteene pence, 

To ſupply vs,the Councell and Company with all poſſible care and diligence, 
furniſhed a good ſhip of ſome rwo hundred and fifrie cunne, with ewo hundred 
people and the Lord la Ware, They fer failein Agrill, and rooke their courſe by 
the weſterne Iles, where the Goucrnovr of the Ile of Saint Michael receiued he 
Lord {a Ware, and honourably feaſted him, with all che content hee could giue 
him. Going from chence, chey were long troubled wich contrary winds, in 
which cime many of chem fell very ſicke, chirtic died, one of which number was 
that moſt honourable Lord Gouernour the Lord /aWare, whoſe moſt noble and 

encrous diſpolicion, is well knowne to kis great coſt, had beene moſt forward 
1n this buſinelle for his Countries good : Yer (a render ſtate of Virginia was not 
growne tothat maruricic, co maintaine ſuch ſtare and pleaſure as was fit for ſuch a 
perſonage, with ſo braue and great atrendance : for ſome ſmall number.of ad- 
ucentrous Gentlemen co make diſcoueries, and 1fc in Garriſon, ready vpon any 
occaſion to keepe in feare the inconſtant Saluages, nothing were more requilite, 
bur ro haue more to wait & play than worke, or more commanders and officers 
chan induſtrious labourers was not ſo necel[arie : for in Virginia, a plaine Soul- 
dier that can vſc a Pick-axe and ſpade, is better than fiue Knights, alchough they 
were Knights chat could breake a Lance z for men of great place, nor inured to 
thoſe incounters z when they findechings nor ſutable, grow many times ſo diſ- 
contenced, they forget chemſclucs, & oft become ſo careleile, that a diſcontented 
melancholy brings them to much ſorrow, and to others much miſerie. Ac laſt 
they ſtoodin for . coaſt of New-England, where they met a ſmall Frenchman, 
rich of Beuers and other Furres. Though wee had here but ſmall knowledge of 
the coaſt nor countrie, yerthcy rooke ſuch an abundance of Fiſh and Fowle, and 
ſo well refreſhed chemſelues there with wood and water, as by the helpe of God 
chereby, hauing beene atSea ſixteene weekes, got to Virginia, who without this 
reliefe had beene in greac danger co periſh, The French-men made them ſuch a 
feaft, with ſuch an abundance of varietic of Fiſh, Fowle and Fruits, as they all ad- 
mired, and lictle expeRted that wild wilderneile could affoord ſuch wonderfull 
abundance of plencie. In this ſhip came about two hundred men, bur very liccle 
uiſfion, and the ſhip called che Treaſwrer came in againe not long after with 
Gere (ſengers z the Lord /a Wares ſhip lying in Virginia three monerhs, wee 
vietualled her wich chreeſcore buſhels of Corne, and eight Hogsheads of ficſh, 
beſides other viftuall ſhe ſpent whileſt they carried there : chis ſhip brought vs ad- 
uice that grear multitudes werea Preparing in England to bee ſent, and relied 
much ypon that viftuall chey ſhonid inde here : whereupon our Capraine called 
a Councell, and writ ro the Councell here in England the eftate of the Colonie, 
and whar a great miſerie would inſue, if they ſent not prouiſion as well as people; 
and what they did ſuffer for wane of skiltull husbandmen, and meanes to ſer 
their Ploughs on worke, having as good ground as any man can delire, and 
about forrie Bulls and Oxen , bo | nn wanted men to bring theay to la- 
bour, and Irons for the Ploughs, and harneſſe for the Carrell, Some;thirtie 
or fortie acres wee had ſowne with one Plough, bur it flood ſo long on the 
ground before ir was reaped, it was moſt ſhaken, and the reft ſpoiled _ ry 
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Catrell and Rats in che Barne, but nv berter Corne could bee for the quanirie. 
Richard Killingbeck being with the Captaine at Kekowghran, delired leaue ro 
returneto his wite ac Charles hundred, hee wentto /ames rowne by water, there 
he gorfoure moreto goe with him by land, bur it proued that he intendedto goe 
ms with the Indies of (hickahamania, where making ſhew of the great quan- 
ticie of rrucke chey had, which che Saluages perceiuing, partly for cheir crucke, 
parcly for revenge of ſome friends they pretended ſhould haue beene ſlaine by 
Capraine Tearley, one of chem with an Engliſh peece ſhoe Killipgbeck dead, the 
other Saluages aſſaulced che reſt and flew them, ſtripped them, and cooke 
what chey had : Bur tearing chis murther would come to light, and mighc cauſe 
chem co ſufferfor it, would now proceedto thepertettion ot villaniey for preſenc- 
ly they robbed their Machacomocko houſe of the towne, ftole all the [ndiav 
treaſure chereout, and fled into che woods, as other [ndian; related. On Sunday 
following, one Farfax char dwelr a mile from che cowne, going co Church, lete 
his wife and chree ſmall children (afe ar home, as he thoughe,and a young youth: 
ſhe ſuppoling praier to be done, lefr the children,and went co meer her husband z 
reſencly after came chree or foure of choſe fugiriue Saluages, enrred the houſe, 
and flew a boy and chree children, and alſo anocher youth char ſtole our of the 
Church in praier time, meeting chem, was likewiſe murdered. Of chis diſaſter 
the Captaine ſent ro Opechankanough tor ſarisfaftion, bur he excuſed the marter, 
asalrogerher ignoranc of it, at the ſamerimethe Saluages chat were robbed were 
complaining to Opechankanough, and much feared che Engliſh would bee reuen- 
ged on chem, ſo that Opechar krnongh ſentro CapraieeArgall, to allure him the 
peace ſhould neuer be broken by him, defiring chart he would nor revenge che in- 
juricof choſe fugitives vpon the innocent people of that crowne, which towne 
he ſhould have, and fenc him a backer of earth, as poſſeſſion giuen of it, and pro- 
miſed, ſo ſoone as poſſibly chey could catch cheſe robbers, ro ſend him their 
heads for ſatisfaRtion, buc he neuer performed it, Samnel Argall, Iobn Rolfe. 
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red, for we have ſufficient ro contentovur (clues, though not in ſuch abun- 
dance as is vainly reported in England, Powhatan Ted chis laſt Aprill, 
yerche Indians continue in peace. /ropatin his ſecond brother ſucceeds 
him, and both hee and Opechankanowgh haue confirmed our formerleague. On 
the eleuenth of May, abour ten of theclockein the night, happened a moſt feare- 
full cempeſt, bur ic continued nor paſt halfe an houre, which powred downe 


(Coon che ſtare of our new Common-wealth, ic is fomewhar berre- 
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haileftones eighe or nine inches abour, thac none durſt goe our of their doores, abour. 


and though it core the barke and leaues of che trees, yer wee finde nor they hurr 
either man or beaſt ; ic fell onely abour /ames rowne,for bur a mile to the Eaſt,and 
ewentie ro the Weſt there was no haile at all. Thus in peace cuery man followed 
his building and planciog withour any accidents worthy of note, Some priuace 
drfferences ed berwixc S_ Bruſter and CaptaineesHrgall, ms C 
taine«Frgall and the Companichere in England; but of them 1 am noc 
informed, neicher are chey here for any vſe, and therefore ynfic to be rememb 


In December one Capraine Srallomgs, an old plancer inthoſe parrs, being imploy- 


ed by them of che Weſt countrie for a fiſhing voyage, in New-England, fell foule 
of a Frenchman whom heetooke, leauing his owne ſhip to rerurne for England, 
himſelfe with a ſmall companie Angers | in che French barke, ſome rice 
afcer yponrhe coaſt, and chence returned co winter in Yirginia. 
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The gouernment ſurrendred to Sir George Yearlcy. 


Orto begin with the yeere of our Lord, 161 9.there arriued a little Pinnace 

priuacly trom England about Eaſter for Captaine eArgal,, who raking order 

tor his affaires, within fourc or ue daies returned in her, and left: tor his 

Deputy, Captaine Nathaniel Powell, On the eighteenth of April, which 
was butten or twelue daies aftcr,arriued Sir George Tearley, by whom we vnder- 
ſtood Sir Edwin Sands was choſen Treaſurer, and Maſter /obn Farrar his Deputy, 
and what great ſupplies was a preparihg to be ſent vs, which did rauiſh vs ſo much 
with ioy and contenc, wethought our {clues now fully ſatisfied, for our lon 
coile and labours, and as bappy men asany 1n the world. Norwichſtanding,fach 
an accidenchapned Captaine Sralings, che nexc day his ſhip was caſt away, and 
he nor long after ſlainein a priuate quarrell, Sir George Tearly co beginne his go+ 
ucrnment, added to be of his councell, Capraine Francs #eft,Captaine Nathani- 
el Powell. Maſter [ohn Pory,Maſtcr ſobn Rolfe,and Maſter William Wickam,and Ma- 
ſter S2mnel Macecke, and propounded to hauc a generall aflembly with all expe- 
dition. Vpon the ewelfth of this Moneth, came in a Pinnaceof Captaine Zar- 
graues, and cnthe ſeuentcenth Capraine Lownes, and one Maſter Evans, who in- 
cended ro plane themſelues at Wararkeyach, bur now Opbechankanowgh will noc 
come at Vs; that cauſes vs fuſpeR his former promiſes. 

In May came in the Margaret of Briſtel,with foure and thirty men, all well and 
in healch, and alſo many deuour gifts, and we were much troubled in examining 
ſome ſcandalous lerters ſent into England, to diſgrace this Country with barren-

ordinarily toure or five, but of new ground (ix, ſeuen, and eight, and a barrcll of 
Peaſe and Beanes, which we cfteeme as good as ewo of Corne, which 1s after thir- 
ty or forty buſhelsan aker, ſo that one man may prouide Cornefor hue, and ap- 
parell for two by the profit of his Tobacco they fay alſo Pngliſh Wheat wall 
yeeld bur lixteene buſhels an aker, and we haue reaped thirty : beſides ro ma- 
nureche Land, no place hath more white and blew Marble chan here, had we bue 
Carpenters to build and make Carts and Ploughs, and skiltull men that know 
how co vie cthern, and traine vp our cattell co draw them, which though we inde- 
uour to cffe&t, yer our wane of experience brings bur little to pertetion bue 
planting Tobaco, and ycrofthat many are ſo couerous to havemuch, they make 
licthe good; belides thereare ſo many ſohiſticauing Tobaco-mungers in England, 
were 1: neuer ſo bad, they would ſell ic for Verinas, and thetraſh chat remainech 
ſhould be Virginia, ſuch deuiliſh bad mindes weknow ſome of our owne Coun- 
ery-men doe bcare, not onely to the bulinetle, bur alſp ro our mother England her 
ſclfe; could they or durſt chey as freely defame her.

becauſe chere haue beene many complaints againſt che Gouernors, Caprcaines, 

and Othcers in /;rginia, for buying aid felling men and boies, or co bce ſer 

oucr from one to another for a yeerely renr, was held in England a thing moſt in- 
tolerable, or chat therenants or lawtull ſeruancs ſhould be pur from their places;

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A deſperat Sea-fight at the Ile of Dominica. 


A deſperat Sea-fight betwixt two Spaniſh men of warre, and a 
{mall Engliſh (hip, at the Ile of Dominica going to Yirginss, 
by Captaine Anthony Cheſter, 


_ taken our journey cowards Y7rginia inthe beginning of Februa- 
ry,aſhipcalled the Margaret and /obr, of one hundred and (ixctytuns, 
*M. cight Iron Peeces and a Falcon, with eightic Paſlengers beſides Sailers; 
After many tempeſts and foule weather, about the foureteenth of 
March we were inthirteenedegrees and an halfe ot Northerly laticude, where we 
deſcried a ſhip at hull zir being bur a faire gale of wind, we edged towards her to 
ſee what ſhe was, but ſhepreſently ſer ſaile, and ran vs quickly out of ſight: This 
made vs keepe our courſe for Mettalina, and the next day pafſing Dominic, we 
came toan anchor at G«ardalupo, to take in treſh water, Six French-men there 
caſt away fixteene moneths agoe came aboord vs zthey told vs a Spaniſh man of 
Warre but ſeuen daies before was ſeeking his conſort, and this was ſhe we deſcri- 
ed at hull. Ac Mui we intended to refreſh our ſelues, hauing beene eleven 
weeks peſtered in chis vawholſome ſhip ; but there we found two tall ſhips with 
the Hollande+s\colours, but necefſitie forcing vs on ſhore,we ahchored taire by 
them, and in fjjendly manner ſentrohalethem: but ſeeing they were Spariard:, 
retiring to our ſhip, they tent ſuch a volley of ſhot after vs, tha ſhot the Boar, 
ſplicche Oares, bee | ws thorow the clothes , yer nor a man hurt ; and then fol- 
lowed with their great Ordnance,that many times ouer-racked ourſhip,which be 
ing ſo cumbred wich the Patſengers prouiſfions, our Ordnance was nor well fic- 
"1 nor any thing as it ſhould haue beene, Bur percciving what they were, we 
ficted our clues the beſt we couldto preuent a miſchiefe, ſeeing them warp them- 
ſclues ro windward, we thought it not good to be boorded on both ſides at an 
anchor, we intended to ſet ſaile, but that the Vice-Admirall battered ſo hard our 
ſtar-boord (ide, that we fell coour bulineſle, and anſwered theirvnkindneſle with 
ſuch faire ſhot from a Demiculuering, that ſhort her berweene wind and water, 
whereby ſhe was glad to leave vs and her Admirall cogether. Comming faire by 
our quarter, hetookein his Holland flag, and put forth his Spaniſh colours, and 
ſo haled vs, 
We quietly and quickly anſwered him, both what wee were, and whither 
bound, relating the cffe& of our Commiſſion, and the cauſe of our comming 
thicher for water, and not to annoy any of the King of Spaines SubicAts, nor any, 
She commanded vs amaine for the King of Spaine,we replied with inlarging che 
particulars what friends boch the Kings our Maſters were,and as we would doc no 
wrong, we would take none, They commanded aboord to ſhew our Com- 
miſſion, which we refuſed, but if they would ſend their Boat to vs willingly they 
ſhould ſee it. Bur for anſwer they made rwo =_ ſhor at vs, wich a volley of 
ſmall ſhor, which cauſed vs te leaue the decks ; rhen with many ill words they laid 
vs aboord, which cauſed vsto raiſe our maineſaile, and giue the word to our 
ſmall ſhot which lay cloſe and ready, that paid them in ſuch ſort, they quickly rc- 
tired. Thehight continued halfe an houre, as if we had beeneinuironed wich fire 
and ſmoke, vnrill they diſcouered the waſte of our ſhip naked, where they braue- 
ly boorded vs loofe for loofe, haſting with pikes and {words co enter, bur ir plex- 
ſed God fo to dire our Capraine, and encourage ourmen with valour, that our 
pikes being formerly placed ynder our halfe deck,and certaine ſhot lying cloſe for 
that purpoſe vnder the Port holes, encountred them ſorudely, that their fury 
was not onely rebarcd , but their haſtineſſe intercepred, and cheir whole com- 
pany beaten backe, many of our men were hurr, bucT am ſure chey had ewo 
for one, 
In che eng chey were violently repulſed, vatill chey were reinforcedto charge 
againe 
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againeby rheir commands, who ſtanding ypon rheir honors, chought it a gre: 
indignity to be ſo affronred, which cauſed a ſecond charge, and char anſwered 
with a ſecond bearirig backe : wherear the Capraine grew iaraged,and conſtrained 
chem to come on againe afreſh, which they did fo effectually, chat queſtionleile 
jt had wrought an alteration, if the God char rofſeth Monarchies , and cearerh 
Mountaines, had nor taught vs to toffe our Pikes with proſperous cucnes, and 
powred our a volley of ſmall ſhor amongſt them, whereby thar valianc Comman- 
der was ſlaine, and many of his Souldiers dropped downe likewiſe on the rop of 
the hatches. This weſaw with our cies, and retoyced with icac our hearts, ſo thar 
we might perceiue good ſuccelſe comming on, our Capraine preſencly rooke ad- 
vantage ot cheir diſcomficure; though with much comiſerarion of thr reſolure 
Captaine, and nor onely plied them againe with our Ordnance , bur had more 
ſhor vnder the Pikes, which was beftowed to good purpoſe, and amazed our ene- 
mies with the ſuddennetle. 

Among{tchereſt, one Lucas, our Carpenters Mare, muſt nor be forgotren,who 
percetuing away how to annoy them ; As they were thus puzled and in a contuli- 
on, drew out a Minion vnderthe halfe decke, and there bent it vpon chem in 
ſuch a manner, chat when it was fired, rhe caſes of ones and pecces of Iron fell 
vpon chem ſo thick, as cleared the decke, and flew many, andin ſhortcime we ſaw 
few allailants, bur ſuch as crept from place to place couertly from che fury of our 
ſhor, which now was thicker than theirs:for althoughas far as we may c6mendour 
enemics,they had done ſomething worthy of commendarions;yer cirher wanung 
men, or being ouertaken with the ynlooked for valour of our men, rhey now bey 
gan to ſhrinke, and giue vs. Jeaue to be wanton wich our aduantage. Yer we coul 
onely vſe bur foure peece of Ordnances, but they ſerued che turne as well as all 
the reft : for ſhe was hoe ſo oft berweene wind and water, we ſaw they were wil- 
ling co leaue vs, but by reaſon ſhe was faſt in the latch of our cable, which m haſte 
of weighing our anchor hung aloofe, ſhe could norcleare her ſelfe as ſhe wroughe 
rodoe, cill one curche Cable with an axe, and was ſlaine by freeing vs. Hang 
beeneaboord vs two houres and an halte, ſecing her ſelfe cleere, all che ſhor wee 
had plaicd on both ſides, which laſted cill we were out of ſhor, then we diſcouered 
the Vice-Admirall comming co her aſſiſtance, who began a farre offto ply vs with 
their Ordnances, and put vs in minde we had another worke in hand. Whereup- 
on we ſeparated the dead and hurr bogirs, and manned the ſhip with thereft, and 
were ſo well incouraged wee waited them amaine. The Admirall fiood aloofe 
off, and the other would not come within Falcon ſhot, where ſhelay bartering vs 
till ſheereceiued another paiment from a'Demiculuering, which made her bears 
with cheſhore for ſmoorh water tromend her leakes. The next morning they botk 
came vp againe with vs, asifthey had decermined to devour vs at onge, bur it ſee- 
med it was but a br2uado, though they forſooke nor our quarter fora time within 
Musket ſhot; yerall che night onely they kept vs company, buc nrade nora ſhox. 
During which cime we had leaſure to prouide vs berter than befote: bur God be- 
thanked they made onely but a ſhew of anocher allaujr, ere ſuddenly the Vice-ad- 
mirall tell a ſtarne,and the ocher lay ſhaking in the wind,and ſo they both left vs. 
The fight concinued (ix h———_ was the more vnwelcome, becauſe we wers 
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lane.

In them nine Ships that went with Sir Frares Y/yat not one Pulkngerdied, 
at his arriuall he fene Maſter Thorpe to Opechaneanengh, whom hee found much 
facisficd with his comming, co confinne their leagues as he had done his Prede- 
cc(lors, and ſo concented his people ſhould coifihabic amongſt them, aid hee 
found more morionsof Religion in him than could be imagined : euery man be- 
raking himſclteto his quarter, ic was ordered, chat for euery head they ſhould 
- but 1000. Plancs of Tobacco, and vpon each plant nine leaues, which will 

cabout 200. weight,the Corne being appoinred bur at ewe ſhillings & (ix pence 
che buſhell, required fuch kbour, it cauſed moſt mennegle n,and depend vpon 
trade z where were it rated at ren ſhillings che buſhel, cuery man would indevour 
$0 haue plenty co ell roche new commers, or any that wanted, and feldome any is 
tranſporced from England, bur it Rtandeth in as much, belides che h:zard and 
other nece(larics, che Ships might cranſpore of that burden, The 22. of No- 
wember arriucd Maſter Gooksn our of Ireland, wich fitry men of tus owne, and 
thirty Paſſengers , excecdingly well furnifhed with all forts of proviſion and 
cattle, and planced himſclte at Naporemnewes: rhe Concen treesina yecre grew fo 
thicke as ones arrme, and ſo highasarman : here any _ that is planted doth 
proſper ſo well as in no place better. For che morcality of the people accuſe nor 
che place, for ofthe old Planters and the familics ſcarceone of ewenty muſcarries, 
onely the want of necetfaries are the occaſions of thoſe diſeaſes, And fo wee will 
concluderhis yeere with the ſhipping and numbers ſent, Out of the Conncels Lets 
ters from Virgina. 

T his ycere was ſent one and rwenty faile of Ships that imployed more than

of Stups and men 400, ſailery and 1 300, men, women and children of divers faculties, with toures 
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ſcore cattle , che Tiger fellin che Turkes hands, yer ſafcly eſcaped, and by the re- 
turne of their lerters from thence, the company 1s allured there can bee no frcer 
places of Mines, Wood and Water for Iron than there ; and the French men af- 
fhirm= no Country is more proper for Vines, Oliues, Sike, Rice and $alr, &e. of 
Which the exc yecre they promiſe a good quantity,

ſtrangers. This yeere alſo there was much ſuing for Pacenrs for Plantations, who 
promiſedto tranſport ſuch great mulcicudes of people: chere was much diſputing 
concerning thoſe diuilions, as though che whole land had b:ene too lictle for 
chem 3 (ix and ewentie obtained their deſires, bur as yer nor paſt [Ix h1ih ſent chi- 
ther a manz notwithſtanding many of chem would hauc more, and :rc nor well 
contented; whom [ would increar, and all other wranglers, co peruſe chis ſaying

Auing but ten men meanly prouided to plant the Secretaries land on 

the Eattcrne ſhore neere Acomach, Captaine Wlcocks plantation, the 

bercer co ſecure and aſliit eachocher, Sir George Tearley inecnding to 

vilic Smith; Iles, fell ſo fickechat he could nor, fo chat he fene me with 
Eſftinien AollaFrench-man,to fiade a convenient place co make ſal wn,tNNot long 
after Namenacis the King of Pawtaxant, camero vito ſceke for Thomas Saluage 
bur Interprecer, Thus infinuating himſcl{e;he led vs into a thicker, where all (it- 
ting downe, he ſhewed vs his naked breſty asking if weſaw any deformicie vpon 
jr, we told him, No z No more, ſaid hee, is che inſide, buc as ſincere and pure 3 
therefore come freely co my Countrie and welcome : which wee promiſed wee 
would within ſix weekes after, Hauing taken a muſter of thecompanics renancs, 
I went co Smiths Iles, where was our Salc-houſe ; not farre off wee found a more 
conuenient place, ard ſo rerurned co ſame; rowne: 

Being furniſhed che ſecond time, wee arrived at Aquo hawork, and conferred 
with K propels their King, Paſſing Ruſſel Ileand Onexcoke, we arriucd at Paw- 
mnxunt ; the diſc:iprion of thole places, you may reade in Capraine Smiths Cil- 
coucries, therefore needle(ſe ro bee writ againe. Buc here arriving at «Atrongh- 
comoco the habitation of Namenacsr and Wamanato, his brocher, long wee ſtaied 
not ere they carne aboord vs wich a bratle Kerrle, as bright withour as within, ful 
of boyled Oifſters. $:riftorder was giuen none ſhould offend vs, ſo that the next 
day I went wich thecwo Kings a hunting, to diſcoucr what I could incheir con- 
fines. Wamanate bronght mee firſt ro his houſe, where heeſhewed wee his wiſe 
and children, and many Corne-ficlds z and bcing ewo miles within the woods a 
huncing, as the younger conduQed me forth, ſo the elder brought me heme ga 
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The rrecheric of

vſed me 2 kindly as he could, after their manner. The next day he preſented me 
ewelue Beuer skinnes and a Canow, which 1 required with ſuch chingsco his 
content, that he promiſed ca keepe them whillt hee lived, and buric chem with 
him being dead. Hee much wondered ar our Bible, but much more co heare ic 
wasthe Law of ourGod, and che firit Chapter of Geneſis expounded of Adam 
and Ewe, and ſimple mariage; co which hereplyed, hee was lizze Adam in one 
thing, for he neuer had but one wite aronce : but he, as allche reſt, ſeemed more 
willing of ocher diſcuurſes chey berrer ynderſtood. The next day che ewo Kings 
with cheir people, came aboord vs, but brought noching according to promile; 
ſo chat Enligne Saluage challenged Namenacus the breach otthree promiſes,viz, 
not in giuing hima Boy, nor Corne, chough chey had plentie, nor Moxtapaſſa 
fugiczue, called Robert AMarcum,that had lived $5. yeeres amongſt thole northerly 
nations, which hee cuuningly anſwered by cxcules, #omaenate ic ſecmes, was 
guilclefſe of chis falſhood, becauſe hee ſtaicd alone when the reſt were gone, [ 
asked him if he deſired co bee great and rich z he anſwered, They werechings all 
menaſpired vnto : which I cold him he ſhould be, it he would follow my coun- 
ſell, ſo he gzue me two rokens, which being returned by a meltlenger, ſhould fuf- 
ficeromake him confident the metlenger could nor abuſe vs. 

Some things being ſolne from vs, kc rooke ſech order that chey were preſent- 
I; reſtored, then we interchanged preſents : in all things hee much admired our 
diſcrerions, and gaueVvsa guide that hee called brother, ro condutt vs vp the 
Riuer: by the way we mer with divers that ſti] tould vs of arcwm:and though ic 
was in Oftober, we found the Countrie very hot, and their Corne gathered be- 
forc ours.at /amesrowne. The next day we went to Paccamaganart, and they di- 
refed vs ro Afſacomece, where their King ( aſſatowap had an old quarrell with 
Enſigne Saluage, bur now ſeeming reconciled, went with vs, with another Wero- 
wance towards Mattapanient, where they perſwaded vs aſhore vpon che poinr 
of a thicke: z but ſuppoling it ſome trecherie, we xecurned to our boar: farre we 
had norgonefrom a ſhore,bur a mulcicude of Saluages ſallicdout of the wood, 
with all the ill words and lignes of hoſtilitiechey could, When wee ſaw plainly 
their bad intent, wee ſer the rwo Werowances at libertie, that all chis while had 
line in the Cabbin, as not taking any notice of their villanic, becaufe we would 
conuert them by courreſic, Leauing chem as we found them, very ciuill and ſub- 
eill, wee returned che ſame way wee came, to the laughing Kings on che Eaſterne 
ſhore, who told vs plainly, Namanicxs would alſo haue allured him inco his 
Countrie, vnder colour of trade to cut his throat. Hee told vs alſo Opechanca- 
nough had imployed Onianime to kill Salnage, becanſe he brought che trade from 
him to the Eaſterne ſhore, and ſome diſgrace hee had done bis ſorine, and ſome 
thirceene of his pcople before one hundred of thoſe Eaſterlings in reſcuin 
Thom. Granes whom they would hauc flaine, where hee and chree more did 
challenge the thirtecenc Pamavukes to fight, burthey durſt not, ſo that all thoſe 
Faſterlings ſo derided them, that they came there no more, 

This Thomas Salnage, it is ſixteene yecres ſince he went to Virginia, being a 
boy, hee was left with Powbatan, for Namont acke to learne the language, and 
as this Author affirmech, wich much honeſtic and good ſuccelle hath ſerued che 
publike without any publikerecompence, yer had an arrow ſhot through his bo- 
dy in their ſeruice. This laughing King ar Accomach, tels vs the land is nottwo 
daies journy ouerin the broadeſt place, bur in ſome places a man may goe in halfe 
a day, berwixt the Bay and the maine Ocean, where inhabit many people, ſo thac 
by thenarrownelle of the Land chere is not many Deere, but moft abundance of 
Fiſh and Fowle. Kyprope his brocher rules as his Lieutenant, who ſeeing his 
younger brother more affeed by the peoplethan himſelfe, freely reſigned him 
che moitic of his Countrie, applying himſclfe onely ro husbandry and hunting, 
yer nothing neglefted in his degree, noris hee carelete of any thing concernes 
che ſtare, but as a vigilant agd faichfull Counceller, as hee is an atfeRionated 

brother, 
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Captaine Each ſent to butld a Fort. 


Brother, bearing che greater burden in government, chough the letſer honour, 
where cleane contrary chey on the Weiterne ſhore, the younger beares the 
charge, and the cIder che dignitie. Thoſe are che beſt husbands of any Sal- 
uages we know : for they prouide Corne to ſeruethem all che yeare,yer ſpare g and 
the other not for balte che yeare, yer wanr, They are the moſt ciuull and craftable 
people we haue met with, and by little ſticks wall keepe as tult an account of their 
promiſes, as by a tally. Incheir mariages chey obſcruc a large diſtance, as well in 
affinitie as conſanguiniciez nor doe they vic chat deuilliſh cuſtome.in making 
black Boyes.There may be on this ſhore about ewo thouſand people: they on the 
Welt would inuade them, but that they want Boats to crolile the Bay, and fo 
would divers other Natzons, were they not protefted by vs. A few of the We- 
ſterly Runnagados had confpired againſt che laughing King , but fearing their 
treaſon was diſcoucred, fled ro Smiths Hes, where they made a matlacre of Deere 
and Hogges z and chence to Rickshake, berwixt (iſſapeack and Nanſammzd, 
where they now arc ſeated voder the command of /tcyatir, and fo I returned ty 
[ames Towne, where tound the gouernmentrendred to Sir Frarcu What. In Fe 
bruary allo he crauclled co rhe South Riuer Chawonock, ſome lixtie miles over 
land, which he foundro be a very fruxfull and pleaſant Country, yeclding two 
harveſts in a yeare, and tound much of the Silke graile formerly ſpoken of , was 
kindly vicd by the people, and fo returned,

all choſe ſhips and companies, which was thought ſufficient ro have madea 

Plancation of chemſelues : and againe to ſecond them, was ſer:it Capraine Each 

in the eAbrgale, a ſhip of three or foure hundred ctunnes, who hath vnderta» 
ken ro make a Block-houſe 2mongit che Oyſter banks, that ſhall ſcureche River, 
The furniſhing him wich [oſtruments,colt three hundred pounds; bur che whole 
charge andthe ſhips returne,will be neere ewo thouſand pounes. In ker wene Cap- 
taine Barwicke with five and twentie men for the building ſhips and Boats, and 
not other waies to be imploied : and alſo a ſeleted number to build the Eft [+ 
die Schoole,bur as yet from Virgina little recrurnes bur private mens Tobacco,and 
faire promiſes of plentie of Iron, Silke, Wine, and many other good and rich 
commodities, beſides che ſpeedy conuerſion of the Saluages , that at firlt were 
much diſcouraged trom living amongſtchem, when they were debarred the vie 
of their peeces z therefore it was diſputed as a matter of State, whether ſuch as 
would live amongſt chem ſhould vie chem or not, as a bait to allurechem ; or ac 
leaſt ſuch as ſhould bee called co the knowledge of Chriit. Buc becauſe it was a 
greattroublefor all cauſes ro be brought co /amer Towne tor acriall, Courts were 
appointed in convenient places co releeue chem : bur as they can muke no Lawes 
in Virginia till they be ratified here ſorchey chinke ic but reaſon, none ſhould bee 
inaRed here without their conſents, becauſe they onely feele them, and muſt liue 
ynderthem. Svll chey complaine for wancof Corne, but what muſt be had by 
Trade,and how vawilling any Officer when he leaueth his place,is to make good 
his number of men co his Succetſor, but many of chem during their times to help 
themſclues, vndoes the Company : for the ſeruants you allow them, or ſuch as 
they hire, they plznt on their private Lands, not vpon that belongeth to their 
office, which crop alwaies exceeds yours, bclides thoſe which are yourtenenes to 
halfes, are forced ro row them vp 2nd downe, whereby both you and they loſe 
more then halſe. Nor arechoſe ofhcers che ablelt or beſt deſeruing, bur maketheir 
experience ypon the companies colt, and yorr land Les vnmanweced to any puy- 
poſe, and will yee!d as liet'eprofitto your next new officers,

He Prologtieto his Tragedy, is ſuppoſed was occaſioned by Nematr 4 
now, otherwiſe called. [ack of the Feather, becauſe hee commonly way 
moſtſtrangely adorned with chem ; and for his courage and policy, was 
accounted amongſt the Saluages their chiefe Captaine, and itnmortall 
from any hurt could bee done him by the Engliſh, This Capraine comming to 
one Morgans houſe, knowing he had many commodiries that hee defired, per 
ſwaded Aorgan to goe wich him to Pamanketo trucke, but the Salvage murde- 
red him by the way z and after two of three daies returned againe ro Aorgary 
houſe, where he found two yourhs his Seruants, who asked for their Maſter: /ack 
replied direftly he was dead; the Boyes ſufpetting as it was, by ſeeing him weare 
his Cap, would hauc had him to Maſter 7horp : Bur [ach (0 mouedtheir patience, 
they ſhot him, ſo he fell cothe ground, pur him in a Boat ro have him betore the 
Gouernor, then ſeuen or eight miles from theta, Buc by che way /ackfindingthe 
Pangs of death vpon him, deſired of the Boyes two things z the one was, char 
they would not make it knowne hee was flaine with a bullergthe ocher, ro bury 
him among@rhe Eng//>. Arthelofle of this —_— Opecharkanowgh much grie. 
wed and repined, with great threats of reuenge ; but the Fng/h returned him 
ſuch terrible anſwers, that he cunningly difſemblcd his incenr, with the grearcft 
{ſignes he could of loue and peace, yer within fourereene dates afrer heated what 
followerh, 
Sir Francs Wyat at his arriuall was aduertiſed, he found che Connrrey ſerled 
in ſuch a Girme peace, as moſt men cherethought ſure and vnuiolable, nor onely 


inregard of their promiſes, but of a neceſſicic. The poore weake Szlnages being + 


cuery way bettered by vs, and ſafely ſhiclred and detended, whereby wee mighe 
freely follow our buſnetle : and ſuch was theconceir of this conceited peace, as 
that there was ſeldome or neuer a ſword, and ſeldomer a peece, except for a Deere 
er Fowle, by which allurances the moſt plantations were placed ftraglivgly and 
ſcatreringly, 23 achoice veine of rich ground inuited them, and further from 
neighbours the better. Their houſes generally opento the Saluages, who were 
alwaics friendly fed at their cables, and lodged in their bed-chambers, which made 
the way plaine to effet their intents, and the conuerlion of the Saluages as they 
ſuppoſed, 

ing occafjonto ſend ro Opechankaneugh about the middle of March, hee 
vied the MelTenger well, and cold him heheld the peace ſo firme,the sky ſhould 
fall or he dillolucd jr gyerſuch was the treachery of choſe people, when they had 
contriuedour deſtruſtion, even bucewo dates before the matlacre, they guided 
ovr men wich much kindnefferhorow the woods, and one Browne that hued 2» 
mong them to learne the language, they ſent heme to his Maſter g yea, they bor- 
—_—_ our Boats totranſport themſelyues ouer the Riuer,ro conſult on the deuiil:ſh 
murder that infued, 2nd of our veer extirpation, which God of his mercy ( by 
the meanesof one of themfelues conuerred co Chriſtianitie ) prevented, and as 
well on the Friday morning thac fatall day , being the two and ewentieth of 
March, 2s alfo in the eucning before, as at other times chey came vnarmed into 
our houſes, with Deere, Turkicy, Fiſh, Fruics, and otherprouiſtons to ſell vs, yea 
mm ſome places ſat downe at breakfaft with our people, whom immediarly wich 
their owne tooles they ſhew moſt barbaroufly, not ſparing either age or ſex, man 
woman or childe, fo fudden in their exccution , that few or none diſcerned the 
weapon or blow that brought chem to deftruftion : In which manner alſo they 
ſkew many of our R_ at ſtuerall works in the fields, well knowing in whae 
places and quarters each of our men were, in regard of their familiaricie with vs, 
for the effecting that great maſter-peece of worke their converſion ; and by this 


mcanes fell that tatall morning vnder the bloudy and barbarous hands of thar per- 
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fdious and inhumane people, three hundred forty ſeuen men, wornen and chil- 
dren, moſt by cheir owne weapons, and not being content with their lives, they 
fell againe vpon the dead bodies, making as well as they coulda freſh murder, 
defacing, dragging, and mangling their deadcarkaſes into many pecces, and ca- 
ryicg ſome parts away in derilion, with baſe and bruciſh crrumph, 

Neither yer did the'c bcaſts ſpare choſe amongſt che reſt well Knowne vneo 
them, from whom they had daily receiued many benefirs, bur ſpightlully alfs 
mallacred them wich-wur any remorſe or picic z being in this mote tell chen Lions 
and Dragons, as Hiltorics record, which haue preferued their BenetaQors ; ſuch 
K che force of good decds, tliough done to crucll beaſts, ro take humanirtievpon 
them, but theſe miſcreancs pur on a more vanacurall brutiſhnetle chen beaſts, as 
by choſe inſtances may appearc, 

That worthy religious Gencleman M, George Thorp, Depurte ro the College 
lands,ſomerimes one of his Maicſtics Penſioners, & in command one of che prin- 
cipall in Virginia; did ſo cruly attc@t their conucalion, that whoſocuer vader him 
did them che leaſt diſpleaſure, were puniſhed ſeuerely. He thought nothing too 
dearc for chem, he never denied chem any thing, in ſo much char when they com- 
plained char our Maſtiues did feare them, he co content chem in all things, cauſed 
ſome of them to be killed in their prefence,to the great diſpleaſure of the owners, 
and would hauc had all che reſt guelc co makechem che milder, might he have 
had his will. The King dwelling bur in a Corrage, he buile him a faire houſe at- 
ter che Engliſh faſhion, in which he cooke ſuch pleaſure, eſpecially 1n che locke 
and key, which he ſo admired, as locking and vnlocking his doore a hundred 
times a day, he thought no deuice in the world comparable to ic. 

Thus in(iauacing himſelte into this Kings fauour tor his religious purpoſe, he 
conferred oft with him about Religion, as many other in this tormerD:f{courſe 
had done, and this Pagan confelled co him as he did co them, our Gvd was ber- 
ter then theirs, and ſeemed ro be much pleaſed wich that Dzſcourte, andof his 
company, and to require all choſe courtelits z ye: this viperous brood did, as 
che ſequell ſhewed, nor onely murder him, but with ſuch ſpight and ſcorne 
abuſcd his dead corps as 1s vnhering to be heard wich citill cares, One thing [ 
cannot omit, that when this good Gentleman vpon his facall houre, was warned 
by his man, who percciuing ſome treachery intended by thoſe hell-houndsy, ro 
looke to himſclfe, and wichall ran away for feare he ſhould be apprehended, and 
ſo ſaucd his owne life ; yer his Maſter our of his good meaning was fo void of 
ſuſpicion and full of confidence,they had ſlaine him,or he could or would belecue 
they would hurt him. Captaine Nathawel Powellone of the firlt Planters, a vali- 
anc Souldier, and nor any in the Countrey better knowne amongt rhem z yet 
ſach was the error of an oucr-conceited power and proſperitie, and their ſimpli- 
cities, they not onely ſlew him and his family, bur burcher-like hagled their bo+ 
dies, andcut off his head, to expretle their vtrermoſt heightof cruelty. Anothet 
of the 0d company of Capraine Smith, called Nathan Canſie, being cruelly 
wounded, and x Saluages about him, with an axe did cleaue one of their heads, 
whereby the reſt fled and heeſcaped : forthey hurt nor any that did either fight or 
ſtand = their guard. In one place where there was bur two men that bai war- 
ning ofic,they defended the houſe againſt 60.or niore that allaukedic. MZ 1ldzin 
atWarraojack,his witc being ſo wounded,ſhe lay for dead,yer by his oft diſchar. 
ging of1is peece, ſaued her,kis houſe, himſelfe,& divers ochers, Arche ſame img 
they cane to one Maſter Hariſens houſe, neerc halle a mile from Baldwines, where 
was Maſter Thom.u Hamer with (ix men, and cighteene or nigeceene women and 
chidren. Here che Saluages wich many preſencs and faire perſwalions, fained 
the came for Capt. Ralfe Hamerto goto their King, then huncin g.inche woods 
preenely chey (enero him, but he not comming as they expected, ſer fire of a To- 
baco-houſe, and thencameto tell chemin the dwelling houſe of it to quench 
"c ;.!1 che men ran cowards it, but Maſter — not ſaſpetting any thing, whom 
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cheSaluages purſued, ſhot chem full of arrowes, then beat out their braines, Ha- 
wer having fhoiſhed a letcer hee was a writing, tollowed after ro ſee what was 
che matter, but quickly chey ſhot an arrow in his back, which cauſed him recurne 
and barricado vp the doores, whereupon the Saluages fer fire on the houſe, Ha- 
riſons Boy finding his Maſters peece loaded, diſcharged ic at randome, at which 
bare report che Saluages all fled, Baldwin ſtill diſcharging his peece, and M* FHa- 
mer with cwo and ewentie perſons thereby gor to his houfe, leauing cheirowne 
burning. In like manner, they had fired Lieutenant Baſſe his houſe, wich all che 
reſt there abour, ſlaineche people, and fo lefr that Plancation, 

Captaine Hamer all this while not knowing any thing, comming to his Bro. 
ther chat had ſenc for him to go hunt with the King,mecung che Saluageschaſing 
ſome, yer eſcaped,revired to his new houſe then a building, from whence he came; 
there onely with ſpades, axes, and brickbats, he defended himlſclfe and his Com- 
pany till che Saluages departed. Nor long after, the Maſter from the ſhip had ſent 
{ix Musketiers, with which he recouered their Merchants ſtore-houſe, where he 
armed :cn more, and fo withthirtie more vnarmed workmen, found his Brother 
and the reſt at Ba/dwins : Now ſeeing all they had was burnt and conſumed, 
ghey repaired ro James Towne withtheir beſt expedition z yer not far from Afer- 
tins hundred, where ſeuenty three were ſlaine,was a little houſe and a ſmall tamily, 
that heard not of any of this till ewo dates after. 

All choſe, and many others whom they haue as maliciouſly murdered, ſoughe 
the good of thoſe poore brutes, that thus deſpiſing Gods mercies, muſt needs 
now as miſcreanrs be correed by luſtice : co which leauing chem, I will knicro- 
gether the thred of this diſcourſe, Ar the time of the matlacre, there were three or 
tourc ſhips in [ames River, and one in the next, and daily more ro come in, as 
there did within foureteene daics after, one of which they indeuoured to hauc 
ſurpriſed : yer were the hearrs of che Engliſh cuer ſtupid, and auerted from be- 
lecuing any thing mighe weaken their hopes, to win chem by kinde vſageto 
Chriſtianicie, Bur diucrs write from thence, that Almighty God hath his greac 
workeinthis Tragedy, and will chereout draw honor and glory ro his name, and 
a more flouriſhing eſtate and fafcric ro chemſclues, and with more ſpeed to con- 
uert the Saluage children to himſelfe, ſince he ſo miraculouſly hath preſerued the 
Engliſh ;chere being yer,God be praiſed,cleuen parrs ofrwelue remaining,whoſe 
carcleiſc neglect of cheir owne ſateties, ſeemes to haue beene the greareſt cauſe of 
their deſtruttions : yer you ſee, God by a conuerred _— chat diſcloſed the 
plor, ſaucd che reſt, and the Pinnace chen in Pamavukes River , whereof ( ſay 
they )chough our ſinnes made vs vaworthy of ſo glorious a converſion, yer his 
infinite wiſdome can neuertheleſle bring it to palle, and in good time, by ſuch 
meanes as wethinke moſt vnlikely : for in the delivery of ; _ that ſuruiue, no 
mans particular carefulnelle ſaued one perſon, but the meere goodnefſeof God 
himſelfe, freely and miraculouſly preſcruing whom he pleaſed. 

The Lecters of Maſter George Sands, a worthy Gencleman, and muy others 
beſides them rerurned, brought vs this vawelcome newes, that hath beme heard 
at large in publike Court, that the India»; and they liued as one Nation, yet by 
*agenerall combination in one day plotted to ſubuert che whole Colony, and at 
oneinftanc,though our ſcucrall Plantations were one hundred and forticniles vp 
on Riuer on both lides. 

But for the becter vnderſtanding of all things, you muſt rememier theſe 
Wilde naked natiues livenot in great numbers together, but diſperſed, cammon- 
ly in thircie, forrie, fiftic, or fixric in a company. Some places haue two handred, 
few places more, but many leſſe ; yer they had all warning giuenthem ore from 
another in all their habiracions , though farre aſunder, ro meet at the day ind 
houre appointed tor our deſtruftion at al our ſeueral Plantarionszſome diretec ts 
one place, ſome to another, all co be done at thertime appointed, which chey lid 


accordingly : Semecntring their houſes vnder colour of crading, ſo cooketleir 
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advantage ; others drawing vs abroad vnder faire prerences, and the reft ſuddenly 
falling vpon choſe that were ar their labours. 

Six et the counſell ſuttered vnder this treaſon, and the laughter had beene 
vniuerſall, if God had nor pur irinto the heart uf an /»drar , who lying in the 
houſe of one Pacer, was vrged by another /ndran his Brother, that lay with him 
che nighe betore ro kill Pace, as he ſhould doe Perry which was his triend, being 
ſo commanded from their King z teliing him alſo how the next day the executt- 
onſhould be finiſhed : Perrys /ndran preſently aroſe and reucales irro Pace, that 
vied him as his fonne ; and rhus them that eſcaped was faued by this one con- 
verced [nfidell, And though three hundred fortic ſeucn wee (laine, yer thouſands 
of ours were by the meanes of this alone thus preſerued, for which Gods name be 
praiſed for eucr and euer, 

Pace vpon this, ſecuring his houſe, before day rowed rb James Towne , and 
rold che Gouernor ot 1t, whereby they were prevented, and ar fach other Planra- 
rions as poſi1bly intel/1gence could be guen : and where they ſaw vs vpon our 

vard, at che(ight of a pecce they ranne away {bur the reſt were moſt ſlaine; their 
Bouker burnt, fuch Armes and Munition as they found they tboke' away , and 
ſome cattell alſo chey deſtroied. Since wee hnde Opechankanongh rhe laſt yeare 
had praiſed with a King on the Eafterne ſhore,co furniſh him with rkind of poi- 
ſon , which onely growes in his Country to poiſon vs: But of this bloudy ae 
neuer gricfe and ſhame polletled any people more then them{tlues,to be thus bur- 
chercd by ſo naked and cowardly a people, who dare'nor Rand the preſencing of a 
ftaffe in manner of a peece,nor an vncharpged peece mn'thie hands of # Wuman. (But 
I muſt cell choſe Aurhors, though ſomemight be chus cowardly, there were ma- 
ny of them had beer ſpirits.) cl | 

Thus have you heard che parriculars of this maſſacre, which in thoſe reſpets 
ſome ſay will be good for the Plantation, becauſe now wet haue inft cauſe to de- 
troy them by all meanes poſſible : but rhinke ic hd beene much becter it had 
neuer happened, for they haue given vs an kuri&}ed trmes as 1ſt vecefions hong 
2goe to ſubict them, ( and | wonder | can heme of none but Maſter Srochans 
and Miſter Whirakrr of my opinion.) Morcouer, wherp before we weretroubled 
m<clecring the ground of great Timbet, which was tothem of ſmall vſe : now 
we may take their owne Þlaine fields and Habicationy, which are the pleaſanceſt 
_ in the Counerey., Beclides; the Deere, Turkies, and other Beaſts and 

owles will exceedingly increafeit we bear che Salnages gur of the Countrey, fot 
at all cumes of the yearerhey neuer ſpare Male norFemrle, old nor youtp, cgges 
not birds, farnor leane, in Teaſon or outof ſeaſon with them, all is one.” The hke 
they did in our Swine. and Goats, for rhey have vicd ro ki erght in terine more

good men doc thinke neuer che worſe of the buſinefle for all theſe diſaſters, 
What growing ſtate was there cuer in the world which had not thelike F 
Rome grew by oppreſſion, and rofe ypon the backe of her enemies: and the Spa- 
»iards haue had many of choſe councerbuffes, more than we. Colnmbus, vpon 
his returne from the Weft-Indies inco Spaine, having left his people with the [n= 
dies, m peace and promiſe of good viage amongſt them, at his recurne backe 
found nor one of them liuing, but all creacheroully flaine by the Saluvages, After 
this againe, when che Spanith Colonies were increaſed to great numbers, the /- 
dians trom whom the Spaniard: fortrucking ſtuffe vied ro haue all their corne, 
generally conſpired together to plant no moreart all, incending chereby co famiſh 
chemzchemſclues living in che meane time vpon Cathaua, a root to make bread, 
onely chen knowne ro themſclues. This plot of cheirs by the Spaniards ouer- 
fGghr, that fooliſhly depended vpon ſtrangers for their bread, rooke ſuch cfieft, 
and broughe them co ſuch miſery by the rage of famine, that they ſpared no vn« 
cleane nor loathfome bcaft, no not the poiſonous and hideous Serpents, bur cat 
them vpalſo, deuovring one death to faue them from another z and by this 
meanes their whole Colony well-necre ſurfered, fickned and died miſerably, and 
when they had againe recouered this lotle, by their inconcinency an infinice num- 
ber of themdicd on the /ndian diſeaſe, we call the French Pox, which art firlt be- 
0g a ſtrangeand an vaknowne malady , was deadly ypon whomfocuer icligh- 
red : then had they a little flea called Nigua, which gor becweene the skinne and 
che fcſh before they were aware, and theze bred and mulciplicd, making fwel 
lings and putrifations, to the decay and lotle of many of cheir boguly members. 
Againe, divers times.chey were neere vadone by chew ambiuon, taftion, and 
malice of the Commanders. Columbus, to whom they were alſo much bchol- 
den,was fent with his Brother in chaines into Spaine; and ſome ocher great Com- 
manders killed and murdered one another, Pizxaro was killed by Almagres 
fonne, and him Vaſco beheaded, which Vaſco was taken by Blaſco, and Blaſcs 
was likewiſe taken by Piz.z.4r07 Brother: And thus by their coucrous and ſpighc» 
full quarrels, ehey were cyer ſhaking che maine pillars of cheir Common-weale, 
Fheic and many more miſchicles and calamicies hapned them, more chen cuer 
didto vs,and at one time being cuen at thelaftgaipe, had rwo ſhips nocarriued 
with ſupplics as they did, they were ſo difhearrned, they were aleauing che Coune 
trey.: yer we ſee for all thoſe muſeries they haue mrained to their ends ac laft, as is 
manifeſt coall che world, both wich honour, power, and wealth :and whereas 
beforc few could be hired to goe to inhabic there, now with great ſure they muſt 
obraine it z but where there was no honefty, nor equity, nor ſandticie, nor vericie, 
_ piccuc, nor good czuilicic in ſuch a Countrey, certainly chere can bee no ſta» 
bikne. | 
Therefore let vs nat be diſcouraged,but rather animated by thoſe concluſions, 
ſceing we arc ſo well alſured of the gopdnelle and commodicies may bee had in 
Virginia,nos is it to be much doubtedrhere is any wanc of Mincs of moſt forts, no 
not of thericheft, as 35 well knowne to ſome yer liuing that can make it manafeft 
when tzme ſhall ſexue ; and yer to thinke that gold and fJuer Mincs arc in a coune 
ery otherwiſe mof{rich and fruifull, or. che greaceſt wedich in aPlantacion,1s bur a 
popular error, avis that opinion likewiſe, thar the gold and (ilyer ig now the grea» 
fl weakh of the Weft Indics at chispreſenc. True x is indeed, chatin the firſt cons 
queſt the Spaniards got great and mighty ſtore of treaſure from the Natives, 
which they in long {pace had heaped rogerher, and in,choſecimes the Indians 
ſhewed po entire and 11ch Manes, which now by on efchcw __ haue 
beene rhexe, are cxcec ywa4cd, ſo chat now e cof gerting thoſe Mee 
cals 1s growne exceſlive, befides the conſuming che hues of many by thei peſtio 
lenc {(moke and vapours in digging and refining chem, fo thac all chings conlide» 
red, thecleere gainez of choſe menals, che Kings part deirazed, ro the Adventurers 
3s bur (mall, and nothing ncere ſo much as yulgarly is imagined ; and were it _

for other rich Commodities there that inrich them, thoſe of the Contrattion 
houſe wereneuer able roſubliſt by che Mines onely ; tor the greacelt parc of cheir 
Commodiries are partly naturall, and partly cranſporred from ocher parts of the 
world,and planted in the Weft- /ndies,as in their mighty wealth of Sugarcanes, be. 
ing firſt cranſported from the Canaries ; and in Ginger and other things brought 
our of the Faſt-Indier,in their Croke ones ,and their infinite ſtore 
of Hides, Quick-(iluer, Allum, Woad, Braſill woods, Dies, Paints, Tobacco, 
Gums, Balmes, Oiles, Mcdicinals and Perfumes, Sailaparilla, and many other 
phylicall drugs : Theſe are the meanes whereby they raiſe char mighey charge of 
drawing out their gold and (iluer tothe great & cleare revenue of their King, Now 
ſecing the moſt of choſe commodities, or as victull, may be had in Virginia by the 
ſame meanes, as I haue formerly ſaid ; let vs with all ſpeed cake the priory of 
time, where alſo may be bad che priority of place, in chuling the beſt ſcars of rhe 
Country, which now by vanquiſhing the faluages, is like co offer a more faire 
and ample choice of fruitfull habicacions, chen hicherto our gentlencile and faire 
comporuments could arraine vnto,

His lamentableand ſo vnexpeRed a diſtaſter cauſed them all belecue the opi- 
n10n of Maſter Srockart, and draye them all to their wits end: tt was ewenty or 

thirty daiesere they could reſolue what to doe, bur at laſt ic was concluded, all 

che petty Plantations ſhould be abandoned, and drawne onely to make good fiuc 
or {1x places, where all their Jabours now for the moſt part muſt redound to the 

Lords of thoſe Lands wherethey werereſident, Now tor want of Boats, it was 

impoſſible vpon ſuch a ſudden to bring allo their cattle, and many other things, 

which with muchrime, charge and Jabour they had then in poſleftion with 

chem ; all which for the moſt part artheir departure was burne, raincd and de- 
ſtroyed by the Saluages, Only Miſter Gookins at Nwpoyts-newes would nor obey 
the Commanders command in that, though hee had ſcarce hue and thirty of all 
ſorts with hum, yethechought himſelfe ſufficient againſt what could happen, 
and ſodidto his great creditand thecontent of his Aduenturers, Maſter Samwel 
Jorden gathercd together bur a few of the ftraglers abour him» at Beggers-buſhy 
wherehe fortihed and liucd in deſpight of the enemy. Nay, Miſtriſle'/roQo», a 
proper, cull, modeſt Gentlewoman did thie like, cill perforce the Englith Oth- 
ccrs torced her and allthem witch her to goe with them, or they would fire her 
houſe themſclues, as the Saluages did when they were gone, 1n whaſedtipighe 
they had kept ir, and whatthey had amoneth orthree weekes afcer che Mallacrey 
which was to their hearts a griefe beyond compariſon, to loſe all chey had in thac 
manacr, onely to ſecure others pleaſures. Now herg in Engl/andic wasthought, 
allchoſc remainders might preſently hauc beene reduced into htcicy or hundreds 
1n places moſt convenicnt with what they had, hauing fuck ftrong houſes as they 
reported they had, which wich ſmall I:bour might haue beene made invincible 
Caſlllcs againſt all che Saluages inthe Land, and then preſently raiſed a company, 
asa running fArmieto torment the Barbarons and ſecurethe reſt, and ſo Haue had 
all chat Country berwixt the Riuers of Ponbaten and Pamavuke torange and {u- 
ſtainerhem z eſpecially alltheterritories of Keronghtan, Chickatt and Pdſpabegy, 
trom Oz,-»c: ro that branch of Pamauuke, comming from Toughtanwiid, which 
firaic of land is not paſt 4, or $5, miles, to have madea oaiatalemack bigger 
then che Summer Iles, inuironed with the broadct parts of thoſe rewo maine Ri- 
uers, which tor plenry of ſuch things as Yirgma affordy is not tobe exceeded, and

It was no ſmall gricfero the Conncell and Company, to vnderſtand of ſuch a The arrival of 
ſuppoled impollible lotle, as that ſo many ſhould fall by che hands of men ſo ——— wh 
conremptible zand yet hauing ſuch —_y , eſpecially by che death of Nemats 
tanow, whom the Saluages did thinke was fhot-free, as he had perſwaded them, 
hauivg (o long eſcaped ſo many dangers without any hurt. But now to leape out of 
chis labyrinth of melancholy,all this did not ſo diſcourage the noble aduencurers, 
nor diuers others ſtill co vndertake new ſeverall Plancations, bur that diuers ſhips 
were diſpacched away,for their i __ and aſſiſtance chought ſufficienc. Yer Cap. 
taine Smith did intreat and move them ro put in praftiſe his old offer, ſeeing now 
it was time to vic both it and him, how ſlenderly heretofore both had beene re- 
garded, and becauſcir is not impertinent co che bulinclle, i is not much amille to 
remember what it was, 
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Che proieft and offer of (aptaine Tohn Smith, zo the Right 
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lers by the next Michaelmas, with viftuall, municion, and ſuch necetlary 
prouiſion, by Gods afliftagce,we would cndeuour to inforce the Salnages ro 
leaue their Country, or bring them in that feare and ſubietion that cuery 
man ſhould follow thar bulinetle ſecurely, whereas now halfec their times and la«

-bours are ſpent in watching and warding, onely to defend, bur alrogerher vnable 


eo ſupprelle the Saluages, becauſe euery man now being for himſclte will be vn« 
willing to be drawne trom their particular labours, to be made as pack-horſes for 
all che reſt, wirhour any cercainry of ſome berrer reward ard preferment then I can, 
vndcrſtand any there can or will yer giuethem. 

Theſc]1 would imploy onely in ranging the Countries, and cormenting the 
Saluages, and char they ſhould be as arunning Army till this were cttefted , and 
chen tcrtle themſclues 1n ſome ſuch conuentent place, that ſhould ever remaine a 

ariſon of char ſtrength , ready vpon any occalion againſt che Saluages, or any 
other for the defence of the Countrey, and to ſee all the Engliſh well armed, and 
inſtruct chem their vic. But] would haue a Barke of one hundred tunnes, and 
mcanes to build (ixe or ſcuen Shalops, to tranſport them where there ſhould bee 
occaſion. 

Towards the charge, becauſe ic is for the generall good, and what by themaſ< 
facre andother accidents, Virginia is diſparaged, and many men and cheir purſes 
much diſcouraged, howeuer a great many doe haſten to goe, thinking co bee 
next heires to all the former lolles, I feare they will nor findeall chings as they 
doc imagine z therefore leauing thoſe gilded conceatrs, and diue into the true 
eſtate of the Colony ; I thinke if his Maicſtie were truly informed of their ne+ 
ceſſiric, andthe begichic of chis proiet, he would be pleaſed ro giuethe cuſtome 
of Yirginia, and che Planters alſo according to their abilities would adde chere- 
£0 fuch a contribution, as would be fir tomaintaine this gariſon mill they be able 
co ſubliR, or cauſe ſome luch other colleions ro be made, as may pur it with all 
expedition in praticez otherwiſe it is much co be doubted, there will neither 
come cultome, nor any thing from thence to Eng/and within theſe few yeares, 

Now if this ſhould be thought an imploimenc more fic fog ancient Souldiers 
there bred, then ſuch new commers as may goe with me z you may pleaſe to leaue 
that to my diſcretion, to accept or refuſe ſuch voluntaries, chat will hazard their 
forrunes in the trialls of theſe euents, and diſcharge ſuch of my company thar 
had rather Jabourche ground then fubdue their enemies : wha relecfe I ſhould 
haue from your Colony I would fatisfic and ſparethem (when | could) che like 
courtelie. Notwithſtanding theſe doubts, I hope to feede them as well as defend 
them, and yer diſcouer you more land vnknowne then they all yet know, it you 
will grant meſuch priuiledges as of neceſfiry muſt be vſed, 

For againſt any enemy we muſt be ready cocxecute the beſt can be deuifed by 
your ſtate there, bur notthar they ſhall either cake away my men, or any thing 
elfe ro imploy as they pleaſe by vercue of cheir authority, and in that I hane done 
ſomewhat for New-England as well as Virginia, fo I would delire liberty and au- 
thority tomakethe beſt yſc I can of my bet experiences, within the limits of 
thoſetwo Parents, and to bring them both in-one Map, and the Countrics be. 
ewixt them, giuing alwates that reſpe& croche Gouernors and gouernment, as an 
Engliſhman doth in Scotlaxd, or a Scotchman in Fngland, or as the regiments in 
the Low-countries doe tothe Gouernors of the Townes and Ciges where they 


are billiced, or in Garriſon, where chough they live wich thera, and are as cheir 
| ſeruancs 
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ſeruants tro defend them, yer not to be diſpoſed on at their pleaſure, bur as the 
Prince and Stare doch command them, and for my owne paines in particular I 
aske nor any thing bur what I can produce from the proper labour of the 


Saluages, 
The ir Anſwer. 


Cannot ſay, it was generally for the Company, for being publiſhed in their 
Court, che molt chat heard ir liked exceeding well of the motion, and ſome 
would hauc been very large Aduencurers inir,efpecially Sir /obs Brookes and 
Maſter Dawid 1/yſſin, bur there were ſuch diviſions amongſrhem, I could 

obtaineno anſwer but this, the charge would beroo great z their ſtocke wasde- 
cayed, andchey Cid thinke the Planters ſhould doe that of themſclues if I could 
finde meanes toeffeFt ic 5 they did chinke 1 might haue leaue of che Company, 
prouided they might hauc halfe che pillage, bur I thinke chere are not many 
will much ſtriue for chat imploimenc, for except it be a liccle Corne at ſome time 
of che ycere is to be had, | would nor giue twenty pound for all the pillage isco be 
got amongſt che Saluages in rwenty yeeres: bur becaufe they ſuppoled | ipake on- 
ly tor my owne ends, it were good thoſe vnderftand prouidencs for the Compa- 
nies good they fo much calke of, were ſent thicher co make criall of cheir pro- 
found wiſdomes and long experiences. 

Abour chistime alſo was propounded a propolicipn. concerning a Sallery of 
fiuc and rwenty thouſand pounds to be raiſed out of Tobacco, as a yeerely penli- 
on to bee paid to cerraine,Othicers for the erefting a new office, concerning 
che ſole 1mporration of Tobacco , beſides his Maieſtics cuſtome, fraught, 
and all other charges. To nominate the vndercakers, faxourers and appoſers, 
wich their arguments (pro) and (com) would bee coo gedious and needleile 
being ſo publikely knowne z the which to eſtabliſh, ſpent a goed part of thag 
yeere, and che beginning of che next. This madg many chinke wonders of 
Virginia, to pay ſuch penſions extraordinary to a few hererhat were neuer there, 
nd aſe in what ſtace and pompe ſome Chiefraines and divers of their alloci» 
ares liucin /irginie, and yer no money to maintaine aGuriſon, pay poore men 
their wages, nor yer fiue and ewency penceroall che Aduencurers here, and very 
liccle co che moſt part of che Planters chere, bred ſuch differences in opinion it 
was diilolued, . 

Now let vs returneco Captaine Croſvaw at Patawomek,where he had not beene 
long ere Opechancanough ſent rwo baskers of beads ro this King, to Kill him and 
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his man, atſuring him ofthe Matlacrghe had made, and that before che end of += 


ewo Moones there ſhould not be an Engliſhman in all cheir Councries: this feare= 
full melſage che King told this Capraine, who replied, he had ſcene both che co 
wardiſe and erechery of Opechancanowgh ſuthciencly cried by Capcaine Smith, 
therefore his threats he feared nor, nor for his fauour cared, but would nakedly 
fizhc with him or any of his with their owne ſwords ; if he were ſlaine, he would 
leaue a letter for his Country men to know,thefaule was his owne,nor the Kingsz 
ewo daies the King deliberated ypon an anſwer, at laſt cold him che Engliſh 
were his friends, and che Saluage Emperour (Opitchepam now called Toya- 
ta», was his brother, therefore . oe: ſhould be no bloud ſhed berwixt them, 
ſo hee recurned the Preſents, willing the Pamavukes to come no.more in 
his Country, leſt che Engliſh , chough againſt his will, ſhould doethem any 

miſchiefe, | 1 
Not long after, a Boat going abroad to ſecke our ſome releefe amongſt che 
Plantations, by Nwperts-newes mer ſuch jI] weather, chough che men were ſaucd 
tlicy loſt their boat, which che ſtorme andwaues caſt ypon the ſhoxe of Nand/a« 
mund, where Edward Waters one of chethree char firſt ſtayed in Summer Iles, and 
ound he great peece of Amber-greece, dwelling in Yirginia at this Maſlacre, 
| hee 
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hee and his wife theſe NVandſammnds kept Prifoners till ic chanced they found 
this Boar, at which purchaſe they ſo reioyced, according to their cuſtome of tri- 
umph, with ſongs, dances and inuocations, they were io bullied, that W:ters and 
his wite foynd opportunity to ger ſecretly into their Canow, and (o crotled the 
Riuerco Kecowghtan, which is nine or ten miles, whereat the Engliſh no lctle 
wondredand reioyced, then che Saluages were madded with diſcontent, Thus 
you may ſee how many deſperate dangers ſome men eſcape, when others dic that 
haue all chings at their pleaſure, 

All men thinking Captaine Cre/haw dead, Captaine FTamer arrmwing with = 
Ship and a Pinnace at Patawomete, was kindly entertained both by him and the 
King z that Don Hamar told the King he came for Corne : the King replied hee 
had none, butthe Nacotchranks and their confederars had, which were enemies 
bothto him and them; if they would ferch ir, he would giue chem 40.0r 50 choice 
Bow-me# tocondutt and aſſiſt them, Thoſe Saluages with ſome of the Engliſh 
they ſent,who ſo well played their parts, they ſlew 18. of the Nacorchtanks,tome 
write but 4. and ſome they had a long skirmiſh with them; wherethe Patawomeks 
were {o eager of reuenge, they driue them nor onely out of their towne, bur all ove 
of (ight through the woods, thustaking what they liked, 'and ſpoiling the reſt, 
they retired to Patawomeh, where they left Captaine Cre/haw, with toure men 
more, the reſt fer ſaile for [ames towne, Captaine Croſhaw now with fue men and 
himſelfe found night arid day ſo many Alarums, hererired into ſuch 2 conuenienr 
place,thar with the helpe of the Saluages, hee had quick]y fortified himfelte 2- 
gainſt all thoſe wilde enemies, Captaine N»ſe his Pinnace meeting Hamar by the 
way vnderſtanding all this, came to ſee Captaine Croſoaw : atter their beſt enter- 
changes of courtelies, Croſpaw writ to Nuſe theeſtate of the place where he was, 
but vnderſtanding by themthe poore eſtace of che Colony, offered if they would 
jend him bur a bold Sfllop, with men, armes and provilion for trade, the next 
Harueſt he would prouide them Corneſulticient, bur as yer ic being bur che Jarter 
end of [une, there was lictle or none in all the Country. 

This being made knowne to the Gouernour and thereſt, they ſent Capraine 
Aaayſon with 2 ſhip and pinnace, and ſome lix and thirtic men: thoſe {roſhan a 
good time tavghr the vſc of their armes, but recciuing a letter from Boyſe his 

Wife, a priſoner with ninetcene more at Pamavvhke, to vie meanes to the Gouer- 
nour for cherrlibertiez So tree dealt with this King, hee got firſt ewo of his great 
men to goe with him to /ames rowne, and eight dates after to ſend foure of his 
counſell ro Pamavske, thereto ſtay till he ſent one of his two to them, to per» 
ſwade Opachankanonghtoſend two of his with two of the Patawomeker, to treat 
about thoſe priſoners, and the reſt ſhould remaine their hoſtage at Pamavokes 
butthe Commanders, at [amestowne, it ſeemes, liked nor of it, and ſo ſent the 
Patawomekes backe againe to their owne Countrie, and Captaine Croſhaw to 
his owne habitation. 

All this time we haue forgot Captaine Nuſe, where weleft him but newly ac- 
quainted with che Maſſacre, calling all his next adioyning diſperſed neighbours 
cogether, he regarded nor the peſtring his ownehouſe, nor any thing to relecuc 
chem, and withall fpecd entrenched himſclfe, mounted three peece of Ord- 
nance, fo that within 14. daies, he was ſtrong enough to defend himſelfe from 
all che Saluages, yer when vituall grew ſcan, ſome that would forrage without 
order, which he puniſhed, neere occaſioned a mutiny, Notwithſtanding, he be- 
haued himſelfe fo fatherly and kindly ro them all,rhey builc ewo houſes for them, 
he daily expeed from England, a faire Well of freſh water mantled with bricke, 
becauſe the Riuer and Cricks are there brackiſh or (alt; in all which chings he 
_ the Sawyer, Carpenter, Dauber, Laborer, or any thing ; wherein though 

is courage and hearc wereſtceled, hefound his body was not made of Iron, tor 
hee had many ſicknelles, and ar laſt aDropſie, no lelle griefe tohimſelfe, then 


forrow to his Wife and all ynder his gouernment, Theſccroſles and loſles were 
po 
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no {mall mcreaſers of his miliy, nor che chus abanduning our Planracions, the 
lotle Or Otiy H iwrueit, and ail » Tobacco whic't was as our money z the Vincyard 
our Vineyecours had brought to a good forwardactle, bruifſ:zd and deſtroyed 
with Deere, and all chings cre they came to pertection, with weeds, diſorderly 
pcrions os wild beaſts z fo rar as we are] cannot pereciue bur che next yeere wall 
be worſe, being (til cormenied wich pride and flattery, idlenciTe and couctoul- 
neile, as chough they had vawed heere ro keepe cheir Court wich all the petti: 
lene vices 1n the world for their atrendanes, inchanted wich a conceiced taceli- 
nc(le, cucn in che very botrome of miſerable {cnicleinetle, 

Shortly attcr, Sir George Tearly and Capcaine Iiram Powel, tooke each of < apraine Powe! 
them a co-pany of well diſpoſed Gzntlemen and ochers ro ſecke their enemics, *= 3+ Y4iuages. 
Tearl:y ranging the ſhore of 1/can:c%, could tee nothing but their old houſes 
which he burnt, and fo wene home : Powel ſearching another part, found chem 
all fled but three he mer by chance, wlieſe heads hee cur off, burnt cheir hou- 
ſes, and ſo returned for the Saluages are fo light and fwitr, though wee fee 
chem (b:ing ſo loaded wich armour) they hauc much aduancage ot vs though 
they be cowards. 

| conteile this is erue,and it may cauſe ſome ſuppoſe they are grown inuincibles The opinion 0: 
bu: will any goeto catch a Hare witha Taber and a Pipe? for who knowes not Captamne Sms 
though chere be monſters buth of men and bealts, fiſh and fowle, yer the greateſt, 
che itrongelt, the wildeſt, cruclleſt, fiercelt and cunningett, by reafon, art and vi- 
rilancy, courageand induſtry hatch becne (lune, ſubicted or made rame, and 
choſe arc {till buc Saluages as they were, onely growne more bo.d by our owne 
limplicicies, and (till will be worſe and worte ll they be rormentes with a con- 
tinu ll purſuits and not with lying incloſed within -Palizados , or attrighting 
them our of your lights, thinking they haue done well, can bur detend chem- 
jelues : and codoc chis ro any purpole, will require both charge, patience-and 
cxperience. But tocheir proceedings, 

Abou: the latter end ot Iune, Sir George Tearley accompanied wich the Coun- 
cell, and anumber of the greareit Galla»isin the Land, ſtayed three or foure daies 
wich Capraine N«ſe, he making his moane to 4 chicke man amongſt chem for 
wane of proviſion for his Company, the grear Commander replied hee ſhould 
rurne them ro his greene Corrſe, which wauld make them plumpe and far: chetp 
helds bcing ſo neerethe Fort, were better regarded and preſcrucd then the reſt, 
but the great mans command, as we call them, was quickly obcied, forthough it 
was {carcc halte growne cither co the grearnetle or goodneile, they deuourcd it 
2recnc though it did them ſmall good, Sir George wich his company went to 
Arcomarbrto hisnew Piantation, where he ſtajed neere fix weekes ; fore Corne 
he brought home, bur as he aduentured for himſclte, he accordingly enioyed the 
beneht z tome pery Magazines camechis Summer, bue cicher the reſtraint by Pro- 
clamation, or want of Boats, or both, cauſed few but the Chicttaines ro be lice 
becter by them. Sv long as Capraine N#ſe had any thing we had party but naw Captaine Na 
all being ſpent, and che people torced ro liue ypon Oifters and Crabs, they be- Bus mlleLy. 
cameo taint no worke could be done ; and where che Law was, no worke, no 
meat, now the caſe 15 altered,to no mear,no worke z ſorne ſmall quantity of Milke 
ard*Rice che Capraine had of his owne, and chat he would diſtnbure gratis as he 
ſaw occalion gz I ſay gratss, for ] know no place elſe, bur it was ſold for ready pai 
ment : thoſe cares of Corne thac had eſcaped cl] Auguſt, though nor ripeby rex 
ſon of the late planring, the very Dogs did repaire to the Corne fields to feeke 
chem as the men till chey were hanged z and this I proceſt before God 1s rrue chat 
I haucrelated, norro flatrer Ns/e, nor condemne any, bur all the time I haucli- 
ucd in Virgmna, I hauc norfecne nor heard that any Commander hath caken ſuck 
continual paines for the publike, or done (@ liccle good for hamſelfe,and his ver« 
ruous wife was no lefſe charitable and compaſſionate according to her power, 

For my owne part, although I found neither Mulberies planted, houſes bwile, 
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men nor viftuall prouided, as the honourable Aduenturers did promiſe mee in 
England ; yet at my owne charge, having made theſe preparations, and the{11ke- 
Wormes ready to be couered, all was lot, barmy poorel:tc atid cluldren, by the 
Matllacre,the which as God in his mercy did preſcrue,l continually pray wemay 
ſpend to his glory, The g. of September, we had an alarum, and rwo men ar 
therlabours (laine z the Capraine, though extreme licke, (allied forch1, bur rhe Sal- 
uages lay hid in the Corne faclds all nighr, where they deſtroyed all they could, 
and killed two men more, much miſclucfe they did ro Maſter Edward Hells cartle, 
yer he alone defended his houſe though his men were ficke and could doe no- 
thing, and this was our firſt afſauk finceche Malacre. 

A bout this cime Captaine Afady/oxpalled by vs, hauing taktn Priſoners, the 
King of Patawomek, his fonne, and ewo more, andchus it happened z 1/11/07 
not liking ſo well co live amongft cheSaluages as {7o/baw did, builc him a ftrovg 
houſe within cheForr, ſo that they were nor fo ſociable as beture, nor did chey 
much like Poo/erhe Jncerprer z many Alarums they had, but ſaw no encmics : 
CHMady/on betore his building went to Moyaorce, where hee got prouilion tor a 
moneth, and was promiſed inuch more, fo he returned to Patawomek and builr 
this houſe, and was well vied by the Saluages. Now by. the foure great men 
chc King ſent co Pamaruke for the redemption of the Priſoners, Aladyſon fene 
chem a letter, burthey could neither deliuer ir nor ſeechem : ſo long they ſtayed 
chat the King grew doubttull of their bad vſage, that hee ſwore by the Skyes, if 
rhey returned not well, he would haue warres wich Opechankanorngh to Jorg as he 
had any thing : at chis time ewo of MMadp/onr men ranne from him, to finde chem 
he fent Miſter /ohn Ypton and three more with an Indian guide to Naz x17, 
where they heard they were, Acthis place was a King bear out of his Country by 
the Vecoſts, encmics to the Patawomehs; this expulſed King though he protct- 
fed much loueto the Patawormeks, yer hee loned nor the King becauſe he would 
not helpe him to revenge his injuries, but to our Interpreter /oole hee proteſted 
great lowe, promiling it any treaſon were, he would reueale irz our guide condu- 
&tcdthis Bandyto with them vp to Patawomehk.and there kept him ; our Fugi-iues 
we found the Patawomehs had taken and brought home, and che toure great men |, 
returned from Pamavnkey not long atter, this expulied King delired priuate 
conference with Poole, vrging him co ſweare by his God neuer to reueale whar k.ce * 
would tell him, Poo/epromiled he would not; then quorhthis King, thoſe great 
men that went to Pamavuke,went not asyou ſuppoſe they prerer:ded, bur ro cons 
tract with Opechankanongh how to kill you all here, and theſe are their plors. 

Firſt, they will procure halfe of you to goe a fiſhing ro their furcheſt cowne, and 
there ſer vpon them,andcut off the reſt ; 1f that faile, chey will faine a place where 
are many ſtrangers would trade their Furres, where they will perſwade halte of 
you to goetrade, andthere murderyou and kill chem at home z andit chisfaile al- 
fo, then they will make Alarums ewo nights cogether, co tire you out with 
watching, and then ſet vpon you, yet ofall ch1s, ſaid he, theres none acquainted 
butthe King and the grear Conturer, 

This being made known to the Caprain,we all ſtood more punAually vpon our 
guard, at which theSaluages wondering,defired ro knowthe cauſe ; werold them 
we expected ſome allaulk trom the Pamavuker, whereat they ſeemed contented, 
and the nexrday the King went on hunting with ewo of ourmen, and che other 
a fiſhing and abroad as before, ill our Shallop returned from /ames rowne with 
the ewo Saluages, ſent home with Capraine {ro/paw : by thoſe the Goucrnour 
ſent to Madyſon, that this King ſhould ſend him rwelue of his greac men z word 
of chis was ſent to the King at another towne where he was, who nor comming 
preſently with the Meſſenger, Madyſon conceited hee regarded norrhe meſlage, 
and intended as he ſuppoſed che ſame treaſon, The next ——_ King 
comming home, being ſent for, he came co the Capraine and brought him a diſh 
of cheir daincieſt fruit z then che Capraine fained his returne to [ames rowne.. che 
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King told him hemight if he would, bur deſired not to leave him deſticure of 
aid, hauing ſo many enemies about him z the Capraine told him he would leaue 
a guard, bur increated his anſwer concerning the ewelue great men for che Gouer- 
nour ; the Kingreplicd, his enemies lay ſo about him he could nor ſpare them, 
then the Caprainedeliced his ſonneand one other z my ſonne, ſaid the King, is 

oneabroad about buſinctle, bur the other you delire you ſhall haue, and that 
other firs by him , bur cliat man refuſed co goe , whereupon Mady/on wene 
forch and locked the doore, leaving the King, his ſonre, and foure Saluages, 
and fiue Engliſh men. in the ſtrong houſe, and ſerring vpon the rowne wich 
che reſt of his men, (lew thirty or torty men, women and children; the King 
demanding the cauſe , Poole rold him the treaſon, crying out to intrear the 
Capraine ceaſe from ſuch cruelty : bur having Nlaineand madefiye all in the 
cowne, hee returned, taxing che poore King of treaſon , who denied to the 
death not to know of any fuch matter, but ſaid, This 13 ſome plot of them 
chac told ir, onely to kill mee for being your friend, Then Madyſon willed 
him, co command none of his men ſhould ſhoot ar ham as he went aboord, which 
he preſcncly did, and ut was pertormed:; ſo Mady/on departed, leading the King, 
hisſonne, and ewo more co his ſhip, promiſing when all his meg were ſhipped, 
he ſhould rerurne ar libertie z norwithitanding he broughe them co [ames rowne, The King fer a: 
where they lay ſome dijes, and at:er were ſent home by Capraine Hamer, chat bbe:ty. 
rooke Corne tor their raniome, and after fer ſaile for New found Land. 


But, alas the cauſe of this was onely this 
Tocy underſtood, nor knew what was amiſſe. 


Euer ſince che beginning of theſe Plancations,it hath beene ſuppoſed the King A digrefien, 
of Spaine would inuadechem, or our Engliſh Papiſts indeuour co diffvlue themns. 
Bur neicker all the Counſcls of Spame, nor Papilts in the world could haue de- 
uiſed a berter courſeto bring them all co ruine, then thus co abuſe their triends, 
nor could chere euer haue beene a better plot, ro have ouerthrowne Opechanka« 
nongh then Capraine (bre/haws, had it beene fully managed wich expedirion. 
Bur ic ſcemes God is angry to ſee Virginia made a ſtige where noching bur mur- 
dcr and indiſcretion contends for victory. 

Amongſt che reſt of the Plantations all this Summer lictle was done, bur ſecu- Their procee- 
ring chemiclues and planting Tobacco, which pales chere as currene Siluer, and 1925 ofthe 0- 
by the oft curning and es. bas ic, ſome growrich, bur many poore, notwith- © Panrations 
ſtanding ten orewelue ſhips or more hath arriued there ſince the mallacre, al- 
though it was Chriſtmas ere any returned, and that recurne greatly reviued all 
mens longing expeCtation here in England: for they brought newes, thar nort- 
withſtanding their extreme ſicknetſe many were recouered, and finding the Sal- 
uages did nor much trouble cher, except it were ſometimes ſome diſorderly 
ſtraglers chey cutoff, To lull them the beccer in ſecuricie, chey ſought no revenge 
rillcheir Corne was ripe, then they drew cogerher three hufidred of the beſt zoo ſurpriſeth 
Souldiers chey could , chat would leaue their private bulineſle; and aduenture N andanund. 
themſcluesamongſt the Saluages to ſurprize cherr Corne, vader the condutt of * 
Sir George Tearley, gy. mg in convenient ſhipping, and all things neceſ- 
ſary for the enterpriſe , chey went firſt to Nandſammnrd, where the people fer fire 
on their owne houſes, and ſpoiled whar they could, and then fled with whar they 
could carry z ſo that the Englith did make no ſlaughter amongſt chem for revenge, 
Their Corne fields being newly gathered, they ſurprized all they found , burner 
the houſes remained vnburnt, and ſo departed, Quartering about Keconghtan, S49ucl Colyer 
after the Watch was ſet, Samwell (ollyer one of the moſt ancienteſt Planters, and *** 
very well acquainted with their language and habitation, humors and conditi- 
ons, and Goucrnor ofa Towne, when che Watch was fer going the round, vntor« 


tunately by a Gentinell that diſcharged his peece, was flaine, 
Thence 
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FEiw to bring the Salutges viider ſubleftion 

Thencethey failed to Pamavike, the chicte fear of Opechankanongh, the cone 
eriucr of che maſſacre; the Saluages icemed exceeding fearctull, pri miling ro 
bring them Sara, and thereſt of the Engliſh yer liuing, with all the Armes, and 
what they had co reſtore, much delftring peace, and ro giuerhem any fatistattion 
cthcy could. Many ſuch deuices they tained co procroſtinate the timeten or twelue 
daies, till chey had gor away cheir Corne trom'al] che other places vp the Kiuer, 
but that where che Engliſh kept their quarter : aclaſt, when they ſaw all thbſe 
promiſes were but delutions, chey icited on all che Corne ctherewas, fer fire on 
cheir houſes:and in following the Saluages thac fled before th&,ſome few of thoſe 
naked Deuils had that ſpirit, they lay in ambuſcado , and as our men marched 
di\charged ſome ſhot our of Engliſh peeces, and hure ſome of them flying at their 
pleaſures where they liſted, burning their empry houſes betore them as they 
went co make chemiclues {port : fo they eſcaped, and Sir George returned with 
Corne, where for our paines we had chree buſhels apeecc, bur we were enioyned 
betore we had ir, ro pay ten ſhillings the buſhell for traughc and other charges. 
Thus by chismecanes the Saluages arelike as thcy report, ro endure no ſmall mi- 
ſcry this Winter , and that ſome of our men arc rerurncd to their tormer Plan- 
cations, R 

What other patlages or impediments hapned in their proceedings, that they 
werenct fully reucagtd of the Saluages betore they returned, I knownot z nur 
could cucr heare more, but that they tuppoled they flew rwo, and how it was im- 
poſſible for any men to doe more then they did : yer worthy Ferdiando Conrtus 
had ſcarce three hundred Spartards ro conquer the great Citic of 17cxico, where 
thouſands of Saluages dwellcd in ſtrong houſes: buc becauſe chey were a ciuilized 
people, had wealth, and choſe meerc Barbarians as wilde as beafts hauenoching z 
] jntrear your paticnce ro tell you my opinion, which if u be Gods pleatuie | ſhall 
not liue to put 1n practice, yet ut may be hercatcer victull tor ſome, - but howlocuar 
I hope not hurtfull co any, and thus ic is, 

Had theſe three hundred men beene at my diſpoling, I woud haue ſenc firſt 
onc hundred to Captaine Rawley Chroſhaw to Patawomeh, with ſome ſmall Ord- 
nance for the Fore, the which bur with daily exercifing them, would haue ftruck 
that loue and admiracion into the Patowomeks, and terror and atnazement into 
his cnemics, which arenot farre off, and ict ſcared vpon the other (ide the Ri- 
uer, they would willingly haue beene friends, or hauc given any compoſition 
they could, before they wouldbe rormented with {uch a vilible teare. 

Now thoughthey be generally perhdious, yer necc{{iry conftraines choſe to a 
kinde of conttancy becauſe of cher enemies, and neither my felte chat firſt ;ound 
chem, Caprainc Arga/l, Chroſbow, nor Hamar, neucr tound themſclucs in fitreeue 
yeares trials ; nor is it hikely now they would baue fo hoftaged their men, ſuffer 
che building of a Fort, and cheir women and children amongt chem, had they 
incended any villany ; but ſuppoſe they had, who would haue delired a berter 
aduantapethen ſuch an aduerciſement, ro haue preparcdthe Fort for fuch an af- 
ſaulr, and ſurely ir muſt be a poore Fort they could hurt, much more rake, if chere 
averc byr huc men in icdurſt diſcharge a peece : Theretore a man not well know- 
ingtheir conditions,may beas wel too icalous as too carcletle;Such anocher Lope 
Skonce would | haue hadat Owawwmanrent, and one hundred men” more to haue 
made {uch another at Arguacke vpon the Riuer of Teppabanock, which is nor paſt 
thirtcene miles diſtant from Onawmanient : cach of which ewelue men would 
keepe, as well as ewelue chouſand, and ſpare all the reſto bee imploied as chere 
ſhould be occalion, Andall this with theſe numbers mighe eaſily hauc beene 
done, if not by courtelie, yet by compulſion, eſpecially at chat time of Seprem- 
ber when all their fruits were ripe, their beaſts far, and infinice numbers of wilde 
Fowle began to repaire to cuery creeke, that men it they would doc any thing, 
could not want victuall, This done, there remained yer one hundred who ſhould 
haue done the like ac + Hs vpon the River of Chickahamana , noc paſt ſix

miles from the chicfe habitations of Opechankaneurh, Theſe ſmall Forts had 
bcene caulſc ſuſhicicnc ro cauſe all the Inhabirancs of each of thoſe Kiuers to looke 
tothemſclues. Then hauing ſo many Ships, Barks, and Boars in Virgina as 
there was at that preſent, wich whatfacility might you hauelanded ewo hundred 
and ewentic men, if you had butonely fue or (ix Boats in one nighe; forty to 
range the branch of Mattaparyent, fortie more that of Tomoghtanund, and tortie 
more to keepe their randiuous at Pamavke itfelfe. All which places lieſo necre; 
they might heare from cach other within foure or five houres, and nor any of 
choſe ſmall partes, it cherc were any valour,diſcretion,or induftry in chem, but as 
ſufticient as foure thouſand, to-torcethem allo contribution, or cake or ſpoile all 
they had. For hauing chus ſo many conyentent randeuousto releeue each other, 
though all the whole Countries had beene our enemies, where could they reſt, 
but in che depth of Winter we might burne all the houſes vpon all choſe Rivers 
in two or three daies ? Then without fires they could not hue, which they could 
not ſo hide bur wee ſhould finde, and quickly fotire them with watching and 
warding, they would be fo weary of their lives, as either fly all their Countries, 
or giueall chey had to be relealed of ſuch an hourely miſery. Now if but a ſmall 
nuir.ber of the Saluages would aſliſt vs, as there is no queſtion but divers of them 
would ; Ando ſuppoſe they could notbe drawneto ſuch fation, were to beleeue 
they arc more vertuous then many Chriſtians, and che beſt gouerned people in 
the world. All che P.amavnker might have beene diſpatched as well in a moneth 
as a ycarc, and then to haue dealt with any other encmics at our pleaſure, and yer 
madcall chis coile and danger but a recreation, ' 

If youchink this ſtrange or impoſlible, x 2 men with my ſelfe I found fu fhcienc, 
to goc where would adaies, and ſurpriſe a houſe with the people, if not a whole 
towne in a night, or incounter all che power they could make, as a wholc Army, 
as formerly at large hath bcene related : And it ſeemes by cheſe ſmall parries laſt 
amongſt chem, by Capraine (raſhow, Hemar, and Madyſon, they are not growne 
to that excellency in policy and courage but chey might bee encountred, and 
their wiues and children apprehended. I know [ ſhall bee taxed for wrinng fo 
much of my ſelfe, but I care not much , becauſe the iudiciall know there are few 
ſuch Souldiers as are my examples, haue writ their owne aftions, nor know 1 
who will or can cell my intents berrerchen my ſelfe, 

Some againe finde as much fault with the Company for medling with ſo many 
Plantations together, becauſe they that have many Irons in the fire ſome muſt 
burnez but I chinke noif they have men enow know how to worke them, bur 
howſocuer, it were betrer ſome burne then haue none at all. The K ing of Spare re« 
gards but how many powerfull Kingdomes he keepes vnder his obedience, and 
tor the Saluage Countries he hath ſubiefted, they aremore then enow for a good 
Coſmographer ro nominate, and is three Mole-hills ſomuchto vs and ſo many 
Empires ſo little for him 2 For my owne part, I cannot chuſe but pricue, that che 
ations of an Engliſhman ſhould be inferior co any, and that the command of 
Exgland ſhould nor be as great as any Monarchy that euer was ſince the world 
began, I meane not as a Tyrane co torment all Chriſtendome, bur to ſuppretlle 


her diſturbers, and conquer her enemies. |

Arvery ſtrange deliuerance of M. Argent. 


by Sir Francs. Wyat che Gouernor. Afeer he had refted there foureteene daiet, he 
fell vp wich his ſhip co che Riuer- of Chickhahamamia, where meeging Capcaine 
William Powell, toyning together ſuch forces as chey had tothe number otcighry, 
they {ct ypon the { bickahamaniang, that fearefully fled, ſuffering che Englith co 
ſpoile all chey had, not daring to reſiſt chem, Thus he rerurned to /amesrowne, 
where hee ſtaied a moneth, at Keronghtan as much more, and fo recurned tor 
England. | 

Buc riding at Keconghtav, M. Iohn Argent,fonne to Doftor Argent, a young 
Gentleman chat went with Captaine Bmiler from England co this place, CAt1- 
chael Fuller, William G any,Cornelixcs May,and one other going alhore wich ſome 
goods latc in a faire cuening, ſuch a ſudden guft did arzſc, chat driue chem chware 
theRiuer, in char place ar leaſt three or foure miles in bredch, where cheſhore was 
ſoſhallow at a low water, and the Boat beating vpon che Sands, they let her, 
wading neere halfe a mile, and ofc yp coche chin : Sowell it hapned, Maſter Ar- 
gent had pur his Bandileir of powder in his har, which next God was all their 
preſeruations : for it being February, and theground fo cold, their bodies be- 
came ſo benumbed, they were nor able to ſtrike fire with aftecle and a ſtone hee 
had in his pocker zthe ſtone they loſt rwice, and thus thofe poore ſoules groping 
in chedarke, it was Maſter Argents chance to finds it, and with a few withered 
Jeaues, reeds, and bruſh, make a fmall fire, being vpon the Chyſapeaks ſhore, thur 
mortal] enemies, great was their feare to be diſcouered, The joytull morning 
appearing, they tound their Boat and goods driue afhore, nor farre trom chem, 
bur ſo ſplit ſhee was vnſcruiceable ; bur ſo much was the troſt, cheir clothes did 
frceze vpon their backs, for they durſtnor make any greac firero dry them, 1:it 
thereby che bloudy Saluages might diſcry them , ſo char one of chem died the 
next day, andthe next night digging agrauein the Sands with cheir hands, buri- 
ed him. In ch15 bodily feare they lived and fafted rwo dates and nights, thenewo 
of chem went inco the Land to ſecke freſh water z the others to the Boat to ger 
ſome mecale and oyle, Argent and his Comrado found a Canow, m which they re 
ſolucd co aduenture to their ſhip, burſhee was a driftin che Riucr before they re- 
eurncd ; thus fruſtrate of all hopes, Capraine Zutler che third night ranging the 
ſhore in his Boarto ſecke chem, diſcharged his Muskers, but chey ſuppoling ir 
ſome Saluages had got ſome Engliſh peeces, they grew more perplexed chen cucr, 
ſo he returned and loſt his labour, The fourth day they vnloaded their Boar, and 
ſtopping her leakes with their handkerchictes, and other rags, two rowing, and 
two ve outthe water z bur farre they went not ereche water grew vpon them 
ſo faſt, and they (ortited, chey choughe chemſclues happy to be on ſhore againe, 
though they perceiued the /ndians were not farre oft by cheir fires. Thus at the 
very period of deſpaire, Fwller vndertooke to (it a ſtride vpona little peece of an 
old Canow ; ſo well it pleaſed God the wind and tide ferucd, by padling with his 
hands and feer in the water, beyond all expefation God ſo guided him three or 
fourc houres vpon this boord, he arriued 2x cheir ſhip, where chey no letfe amazed 
then hecired, they tooke him in, Preſently as he had concluded with his Compa- 
nions, he cauſed them diſcharge apcece of Ordnance if he __ which gaue 
no lefle comfort ro Maſter Argent and the reſt, then terror ro thoſe Plantations 
char heard it, (being lace) art ſuch an vnexpeRed alarum : bur after, wich warme 
clothes and a lictle ſtrong water, they had alittle recouered him, ſuch was his 
courage and care of his diſtreſſed friends, he rerurned that night againe with Ma- 
ſer Felgate to conduRt him rothem, and ſo giving chanks co God for ſo hope. 
leſleadeliuerance, 1c pleaſed his Diuine power, both chey and their prouilion 
came ſafely aboord, but Faller they doubt will ncuer recouer his benumbedlegs 
and thighes. 

Now before Butlers arriuall in England, many hard ſpeeches were rumorcd 4. 
gainſt him tor ſo leauing his charge, before he recerued order from che Compa. 
ny ; Diuers againe of hisSouldiersas highly commended him, for his good go.

Bur ro make the miſery of Virginie 
appearethac ic 019 he be reformed in cime, how all thoſe Cities, Townes, Corpo- 
rations, Forts, Vineyards, Nurſeries of Mulberies, Glatſe-houſes, [ron forges, 
Gucſt-houſes, Silke-wotmes Colleges, the Companies great ctare,and thar plen- 
ty ſome doc ſpeake of here, are racher chings in words and paper then in <tteR; 
with diners reaſons of the cauſes of thoſe detettsy it ic were talſe, his blame nor 
ſhame could no: berco much : but if there bee ſuch defedts in che gouernment, 
and diſtre!Te in che Colony, ie1s thought by many it hach beene roo long con- 
cealed, and requireth rather reformation hen diſpuration: bur howeuer, it were 
not amitſe ro prouide for che worlt, for the beſt will help ic ſelfe. Norwichſtand- 
ing, it was apprehended fo hardly,and examined with char paſſion, tharthe bruce 
thereof was ſpread abroad with chatexpedciricn, it did more hurechen the malla- 
cre zand the faul: of all now by the vulgac rumour, muſt be artribuced co the vn- 
wholeſomnetle of che ayre, and barrenneile of che Countrey, as though all Exg- 
lid were naughr, becauſe che Fens and Marſhes are vnhealchy;or barren, becauſe 
{ome will lie vnder windowes and ſtarve in Cheap-lide, rot in Goales, dieinthe 
{tree:, high-waies, or any where, and vie a thouſand devices ro maincaine them- 
(clues in thoſemiſcries, rather then rake any paines, to live as they may by honeſt 
11bour, and a great part of ſuch like are the Planters of Yirginia, and partly the oc- 
cilion of choſe deta1lEments, 

Inhe larter end of this laſt yeare, or che beginning of chis, Captaine Henrie 
Spilman a Gentleman, that hath lived i choſe Countries thirteerie or fourcrecne 
ycarcs, one of tae beſt Incerprecers ini che Land, being furniſhed wich .a Barke 
and ſix and rwenrtie men, hee was ſent corrucke in the Riuer of Patewomet, 
where hcl[1ad lined a- long time amongſt che Saluages , whether hee preſumed 
coo much vpon his acquaintance —_— them, or they ſought to be xeuenged 
of any for the flaughter made amongft chem by che Englith ſolacely, or hee 
ſoughr ro bertay thert, or they him, are all (cuerall relacions, bur it ſeemes bur 
imaginary : forthen returned report chey lefe him afhore abour Patawomet, bur 
the name of the place they knew not, with one and ewenne men, being bur fue 
in the Barke, the Saluages ere they ſuſpetted any thing, boorded chem with their 
Canowes, and entred ſo faſt, che Engliſh were amazed, rill a Sailer gaue fire to a 
peece of Ordnance onely at randome ; ar the report whereof, che Saluages leape 
ouer-boord, ſo diſtrafted with feare, they let their Canowes and ſwum a ſhore ; 
and preſencly after they heard a great bruce amongſt the Szluages a ſhore, and 
{:w a mans head throwne downe che banke, whereupon they weighed Anchor 
and recurned hore, but how he was ſurpriſed or ſlaine, is vncerraine,

Hows: orlarge Fenny vnwholſome Marſhes, I hane nor ſeene, 
read, nor heard of : And for the building of Cities, Townes, and 


Whatfage, it they will vſe the meances, wherethere is no more cbbe nor floud, 


Narure in tew places affoords aty ſo conuenient, for ſalt Marſhes or Quagmires, 
In 


Onourable Gentlemen, for ſo many faire and Nauigable Rwuers fo neere 
adioyning, and piercing thorow ſo faire anaturall Land, free from ary 
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In this trat of [James Towne Riuer I know very few; ſome ſmall Marſhes and 
Swamps there are, bur more proficable then hurttull : and I chiake there is more 
low Marſh ground berwixt Eriffe and Chelſey, then X econfbton and the Falls, 
which is about one hundred arid cighty miles by the courſe of che Riuer. 

Being enioyned by our Commilſon noc co vnplane nor wrong the Saluages, The cauſes of 
becauſe the channell was ſo neere the ſhore, where now is /awes Towne, then a 6 fiftmiſeries, 
chicke groue of trees z wee cur them downe, where the Saluages prerending as 
much kindnetſe 23 could bet, they hurt and fiew one and twenty of vs intwo 
houres : Acchis timc our dier was for moſt part water and bran, and three ounces 
of lictle beter Rtuffe in bread for five men a meale, and thus we liued neere three 
moneths : our lodgings vnder boughes of crees, the Saluages being our enemies, 
whom we neither knew nor vnderſtood ; occalions I chinke ſufficient ro make 
men ſicke and dic, 

Neceſſity chus did inforce me with eight or nine, to try concluſions amongſt Pur +8 Englith 
the Saluages, that we got proulion which recouered the reſt being moſtlicke, Six #2 al Yrgnu, 
weeks | was led captive by thoſe Barbarians,thovgh ſome of my men werellaine, 
and che reſt fled, yer it pleaſed God to make their great Kings daughterthe n.cans 
to recurne me [afe to James rowne,and relecue our wants, and then our Common- 
wealch was in all eight and thirty, theremainder of one hundred ard five. 

Bcing ſupplied with one hundred and ewenty, with ewelue men in a boat of Proofes of the 
three _—_ ſpenc fourereene weeks in thoſe large waters z che contents of the Peaihfulngiic of 
way of my boatprotrated by the skale of proportion, was about three thouſand © Cowney, 
miles, be{jdes the River we dwell vpon, where no Chriſtian knowne cucr was, 
and our dftt for the moſt part whar we could finde, yer bur one died. 

The Saluages _ acquainted, that by command from England we durit not 
hurt them, were much imboldaed ; that famine and their infolencies d1d turce 
meto breake our Commiſſion and inſtruftions , cauſe Powhatan fly his Coun- 
trey, and take the King of Pamavnake Priſoner ; and alfo to keepe che King of Poſ< 
pabeghin ſhackels, and pur his men co doubletaskes in chaines, cill nine and chir- 

paied vs contribution, and the offending Saluages ſencto /ames 


ey of cheir _ + burio 
rowne to puniſh at our owne diſczerions : in the rwo laſt yeares [| ſtaied there, I 


had nor a man {laine, 
All choſe concluſions being not able to prevent the bad euencs of pride and How we hues of 


idlenelle, hauing recciued another ſupply of ſeuencie, we were abour rwo hun. *Þ< nwwura! nt 
dred in all, but noe ewentie work-men ; In following che ſtrit diretions from of the Cou..ucy, 
England to doe that was impoſlible ac thar time ; So it hapned, thar neither wee 
nor they had any thing to ear, bur what the Councrey afforded naturally ; yer of 
cizhtie who lived ypoti Oyſtersin [uncand luly, wich a pint of corng a week for 
a man lying vnder trees, and 120 for chemoſt parc living vpon Scurgion, which 
was dricd tal we pounded it to powder for meale, yer in cen weeks bur ſeuen died.

the Monacans Countrey, according to the inſtruftions ſent vs, bur they cauſed 
vs negleft more neceſſ:ry workes : they had berrer haue giuen for Pi:ch and 
Sopealhes one hundred pound a tunin Denmarks: Wee allo maintained fiuc or 
ſix ſeuerall Plancarions, 

lamestowne being burnt, wee rebuile it and three Forts more, beſides the What we buils, 
Church and Store-houſe, we had abour fortie or fifrie ſeucrall houſes tc keepe ys 
worme and dry, inuironed with a palizado of fourereene or fifreene foor, and cach 
as much as three or foure mcni could carrie. Ve diggeda faire Well of ircſh wa- 


tex in che Fort, where wee had cheee Bulwarks, foure and ewentie peece of Ord-

nance, of Culucring, Demiculuering,Sacarand Falcon,and moſt well mounted 
vpon conuentent plar-formes, planced one hundred acres of Corne, We had 
bur ſix ſhips ro tranſport and tupply vs, and bur two hundred feuenty ſeuen men, 
boies, and women, by whoſe labours Virgini« being brought to this kinde of 
perfetion, the moſt dithculcies paſt, and che foundation chus laid by this ſmall 
meanes zyer becauſe we had done no more, they called in our Commiſſion, rooke 
ancwin their owne names; and appointed vs neere as many offices and Officers 
as | had Souldiers, that neicher knew vs nor wee them, wicthour our conſents or 
knowledge lince there have gone more then one hundred ſhips of other pro- 
porcions, and eightorten thoutand people, Now if you pleaſe ro compare what 
hath beene ſpent, ſenc, diſcouered and done this fitteene yeares, by thac we did 
in che three firſt yeares, and euery Gouecrnorthat hath beene there lince, giucyou 
bur ſuch an account as this, you may ecalily Ende what hath beenc the caulc of 
choſe diſaſters 1n Yirginia. 

Then camein Captaine Argall, and Maſter Sedan, in a ſhip of Maſter (orneti. 
9,to filh for Sturgion, who had ſuch good prouiſton, we contratted wich them 
for it, whereby we were better furniſhed chen euer, 

Not long after came 3n ſeucn ſhips, with about chree huudred people ; but pa- 
ther ro ſupplant vs then ſupply vs,their Admirall with cheir auchoricie being caſt 
away in the Bermudas, very angry they were we had made no better prouilion for 
them, Seuen or eight weekes we withſtood che invndations of theſe diſorderly 
kumors, till I was neere blowne co death with Gun-powder, which occalioned 
me torcrurnefor England, 

[n che yeare 1609 about Michaclmas, I left che Countrey ,as is formerly rela- 
red, with three ſhips, ſeuen Boars, Commodirics to crade, harueſt newly gathe- 
red, cight wecks prouilign of Corne and Meale, about fiuc hundred perſons, 
three hundred Muskets, ſhort, powder, and match, with armes for more men 
then we had, The Saluages their language and habitation, well knowneto two 
hundred expert Souldiers ; Nets forfilhing, cooles of all ſorts, apparell co ſupply 
their wants : ſix Mares and a Horſe, fiucor {ix hundred Swine, many more Powl- 


- try, what was brought or bred, bur victuall chere remained, 


Hauing ſpent ſome fiue yeares, and more then fiue hundred pounds in procu= 
ring the Lecters Patencs and ſerring forward, and neereas much more about New 
England, &c. Thusthele ninereene yeares I hauc here and there not ſpared any 
ching according to my abilitie, nor che beſt aduice I could, ro perlwadchow 
thoſe {trange miraclesof miſcry might haue beene preuented, which lamencable 
experience plainly caughr me of neceflicy muſt wſue, bur few would belecue 
me till now too deerely they haue paid forit. Wherefore hitherto I haue rather 
let all chen vndertake impoſſibilities, or any more ſuch coftly raskes ar ſuch 
chargeable rates : for in neither of thoſe rwo Countries haueI one foot of Land, 
nor the very houſel builded, nor the groundI digged with my owne hands, nor 
euer any content or ſatisfaction ar all, and though I ſee ordinarily thoſe two 
Countries ſhared before me by chem that neither have them nor knowes them, 
but by my deſcriptions: Yerthat doch not ſo much trouble me, as to heare and ſee 
ehoſe contentions and diviſions which will hazard if not ruine the proſpericie 
of Virginia, if preſent remedy bee nor found, as they haue hindred many hun- 
dreds, who would haue beenc there ere now, and makes them yer that are willing 
toftand in ademurre. 

For the Books and Maps I haue made, I will thanke him chat will ſhew meſo 
much for ſo lictle recompence,and beare with their errors till I have done berrer. 
For the materials in them I cannot deny,burt am ready to aftirme chem borh chere 
and here, vpon ſuch ground; as | haue propounded, which 1s to haue but fifreene 
hundred men to ſubdue againethe Saluages, fortific the Countrey, diſcouerthar 
yer vaknewne,and both defend & feed their Colony, which I moſt humbly refer

eAnſw, [dlenefſe and careleſneſſe brought all I 
didin three yeeres inſix monethsro nothing, and of five hundred I letr, ſcarce 
threeſcore remained, and had Sir Thomas Gates not gotfromthe Bermuda, 1 
thinkethey had beene all dead before they could be ſupplied. 

Q veſt. 2, #What corcrine you ſhould bethe canſe,thongh the C ountry be good, there 
comes nothins but Tobacco ? 

eAnſw, Theoftaliering of Gouernours it ſeemes cauſes euery man make vſe 
of his time, and becauſe Corne was ſtinted at ewo ſhillings fix pencethe buſhel], 
and Tobacco at three ſhillings chepound, and they value a mans laboura yeecre 
worch fifty or chreeſcore pound, bur in Corne not worth ten pound, preſuming 
Tobacco will furniſh them with all chings ' now make 2 mans labour in Corne 
worth chreeſcore pound, and in Tobacco bur ten pound a man, then ſhall they 
haue Corne ſufhcient to encertaine all commers, and keepetheir people in healch 
ro doe any thing, but call chen, there will be liccleor nothing co any purpoſe. 

Queſt, 3. 1/bat concertne you to baue beene the cauſe of the Maſſacre, and had 
the Salrages had the wiſe of any peeces in your time, or when, or by whom they were 
tawpht 2 

Snſw, Thecauſe of the Maſſacre was the want of marſhall diſcipline, and be- 
cauſe they would haue all the Engliſh had by deſtroying thoſe they found fo 
careleſly ſecure, that they were not provided to defend themſelues againſt any 
enemy, being ſo diſperſed as they were, In my time, chough Capraine N»pore 
furniſhed them with ſwords by truck, and many —_ didche like, and ſome 
Peeces they got accidentally, yer | gotthe moſt of them againe, and it was death 
to him that ſhould thew a Saluage the vſe of a Peece, Since I vnderſtand they be- 
came ſo good ſhor, they were unployed for Fowlers and Huntſmen by the 
Engliſh. 

Quett, 4. What charge thinks you would haxe ſetled the gowernment both for de- 
fence and plantimg when you left it ? 

Anſw. Twenty thoufand pound would hane hyred good labourers and me- 
chanicall men, and haue furniſhed chem with cattle and all neceſſaries, and 100. 
of chem would hauedone more then a thouſand of thoſe that went, though che 
Lord Laware,Sir Ferdinands Waynman, Sir Thomas Gates and Sir Thomas Dale 
were perſwaded to the contrary, but when they had cried, chey confeſſed cheir 
CITor. 

Queſt. g. What conceine yort would be the remedy and the charge ? 

Anſw, The remedy is to ſend Souldiers and all forts of labourers and neceſſa- 
ries for them, that they may bethere by next Michaelmas, the which rodoe well 
will tand you in five thouſand pound, bur if his Maicfty would pleaſeto lend rwo 
of his Ships co tranſport them\leſſe would ſerue, beſidesthe benefic of his gracero 
thea&tion would encourage allmen, * 

Queſt. 6, What thinks you are the defelt; of the ponernment beth here and there? 

An(w. The multiplicity of opinions here,and Officers there,makes ſuch delates 


by queſtions and formalirie, that as much time is ſpenc in complement as in a&ti- 
on 
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on ; beſides, ſome areſo deſirous ro imploy their ſhips, hauivg ſix pounds fot 
every Pallenger, and three pounds for cuery tun of goods, at which rate a thou- 
ſand ſhips may now berter be procured then one at the firit, when the common 
ſtocke defrayed all fraughts, wages, prouilions and Magazines, whereby the 
Ships are fo peſtred, as occalions much lickneſle, diſeates and moxrralicy, for 
chough all the Paſſengers die they are ſure of their fraught z and chen all mult be 
carisfied with Orations, diſputations, excuſes and hopes. As for the letters of ad- 
uice from hence,and their anſwers thencegthey are ſo well written, men would be- 
lecuc there were no great doubt of the pertormance,and that all things were wel,cs 
which error here they haue beene cuer much ſubictt z and there nor co belecue, or 
nor to relecuc the true and poore eftate ofthatColony, whoſe fruits were common+ 
ly ſpent before they were r1pe,and this lolle 1s nothing ro thera here, whoſe greac 
eftares arenot ſcniible of che loile of their aduencures, and ſo they thinke, or will 
not take norice z but it is ſo with all men : bur howſoeuer they thinkeor diſpoſe 
of all chings archeir pleaſure, I am furc nory ſelfe onely, buca thouſand others 
haue not onely ſpenc the molt of cheir eſtates, bur the moſt part haue loſt cheir 
lives andall, onely but to make way for the triall of more new concluſions, and 
he that now will aducnture but ewelue pounds ten ſhillings, ſhall haue beter re- 
ſpe& and as much fauour then he that (ixceene yeere 2goe aduentured as much,ex- 
cept he haue money as the other hath, bur though he haue aducncured fue hun- 
dred pound, and ſpent there never ſo much time, if hee haue no more and noc 
ableco begin a family of himſelte, all is loſt by order of Court, 

Bur in the beginning it was not ſo,all went then our of one purſe,tillthoſe new 
deuices haue conſumed both mony and purſe; for ar firſt there were but fix Pa- 
tentees, now more thena thouſand, then bur thirteene Counſatlors, now not 
lelſe then an hundred ; I ſpeakenot of all, for there are ſome both honourable 
and honeſt, bur of thoſe Officers, which did they manage their owne eſtates 
no bercer then che affaires of Virginia, they would quickly fall to decay fo well as 
Irs buc chis is moft cuident, few Officers in England ir hath cauſed to turne Ban- 

uerupts, nor tor all cheir complaints would leaue their places, neicher yer any 
of their Ockcers there, nor fewot the reft but they would be ac home, bur fewer 
Aduecnturers here will aduenture any more till they fee che bulineile bercer efta- 
bliſhed, alchough there be ſome ſo wilfully improuident they care for nothing but 
ro get thither, andchen it their friends bedead, or want cthemiclues, they dic or 
live but poorely for want of neccllarics, and to thinke the old Planters can re- 
leeuechem were too much ſimplicity z for who here in England is ſo charitable 
to feed rwoor three ſtrangers, hauethey neuer ſo much z much Jeſſe in Yirgwia 
where they want for themſclues, Now the generall complaint faich,that pride,co- 
uerouſnelle, extortion and oppreſſion in a tew thar ingrotles all,then ſell all againe 
to the comminalty at what rare they pleaſe, yea even men, women and childrea 
for who will give moſt, occafions no fmall miſchicfc amongſt the Planrers, 

Asfor the Company,or thoſe that doe tranſport them, provided of necel[aries, 
God forbid bue they ſhould receiue their charges againe with aduantage, or char 
maſters there ſhould not haue the ſame priuilege over their ſeruanrs as here, bur 
eoſcllhim or her for forty, fifty, or threeſcore pounds, whom the Company hath 
ſencouer for —_— ren pounds arche moſt, without regard how they ſhall be 
maintained with apparell, meat, drinke and lodging, is odious, and their truics 
ſucable, therefore ſuch merchants ic were becter they were made ſuch merchan-. 
dize chemſclues, then Tuffered any longer to vſe that trade, and thoſe arc de- 
fefts ſufficient to bring a well ſerled Common-wealth to miſery, much more 
Vireina, 

Queſt. 7. How thinke youit may be reflified ? 

An(w. It his Maicſtie would pleaſe co intitle it co his Crowne, andyearely that 
both che Gouernours here andtchere may giue their accounts ro you, or fome 
that arenot ingaged1n the buſinelle, that the common ſtocke bee nor ſpent in 
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maintaining one hundred men for the Gouernour, one hundred for two De- 
purties, hicy tor che Treaſurer, hue and rwenty tor the Secrerary,and more forthe 
M rthall and ocher Othcers who were never there nor aduentured any thing, bur 
onely preferred by fxuour to be Lords ouer them that brokethe ice and bear the 
path, a1id muſt ceach chem what co doe, it any thing happen well,ir1s ckeir glory g 
It 1/1, che faulc of the old dircors, that in all dangers muſt endure the worſt, yer 
not tuc hundred of them hauc fo much 2s one of che others ; alſo thar there bee 
lome preſent courſe taken ro mainraine a Garriſon to ſuppretle the Saluages, cill 
they beablecoſublitt, and that his Maieſty would pleaſe to remit his cuſtome, or 
It 15 tO be feared they will loſe cuſtome and all, tor this cannor be done by promi- 
ſes, hopes,counſels and countenances, but with ſufficient workmen and meanes 
co maintaine rhem, not ſuch delinquenrs as here cannor be ruled by all thelawes 
in Erglir1,yerwhen the toundation 1s laid, as I have ſaid, and a common-wealth 
eſt :»I:{hed, then ſuch chere may berrer be conſtrained to labour chen here : but ro 
reftific a common-wealth wich debauſhed people is impoſhble, and no wiſe man 
would throw himfclte tnco ſuch a foctery,that incends honeſtly, and knowes what 
he vndertakes, forthere is no Countr to pillage as the Romans tound : all you 
expedt from thence muſt be by labour, 

For che government I thinke there 15 25 much adoe about ic as the Kingdomes 
of Scotlardand Ireland. men hereconcering Virgina as they are, erefhing as ma- 
ny ſtately Othces as Ofhcers with their attendants, as there are labourers in the 
Countrey, where a Conſtable were as good as twenty of their Captaincs, and 
three hundred good Souldiers and labourers bercer then all the reſt that goe 
onely ro getthe fruics of other mens labours by the title of an office. Thus they 
ſpend Michaelmas rentin Mid-ſemmer Moone, and would gather their Harueſt 
before they haue planted their Corne, 

Asfor the maintenance of the Othcers, the firſt that wene never demanded 
any, bur aducncured good ſummes, and it feemes ſtrange to me, the frurs of all 
their labours, beſides che expence of an hundred and htry chouſand pounds, and 
ſuch mulricudes of people, rhoſe collaterall Officers could not maincaine chem» 
ſejues ſo well asthe old did, and hauing now ſuch liberty to doe to che Salvages 
what they will, che ochers had nor, I more then wonder they haue not hue hun- 
dredSaJuages coworke for ther towards their generall maintenance, and as 
many more:o returne ſome content and ſatisfaftion ro the Aduenturers, that for 
all cheir care,charge and diligence,can heare nor ſcenothing bur miſerable com- 
p'2inrs z therefore vnder your correCtion to reftife all, is with all expedition ro 
paiſethe auti:oriry rorhem who will relecue they, leſt all bee conſumed ere the 
differences be determined, And except his Maieſtie vnderrake it, or by Atof 
Parlament ſome {mall cax may be granted throughout his Dominions, as a Penny 
vpon every Poll, called a head-penny ; two pence vpon euery Chimney, or 
ſomeſuch colleion might be raiſed, and chat would be ſufficient to giue agood 
tocke, and many ſeruanrsco ſuthcient men of any facultie, and tranſport them 
freely for paying onely homagetothe Crowne of England, and ſuch duties tothe 
publike good as cheir eſtates increaſedireaſon ſhould require, Were this pur in 
pratice, how many people of whar quality you pleaſe, for all choſe diſaſters 
would yer gladly goeto ſpend their lines there, and by this meanes more good 
mighr bedone in one yeere, then all choſepery particular vndertakings will cette 
in ewenty. 

For the Patent the Kivg may, ifhepleaſe, rather take it from them char haue 
it, then from vs who had it firſt, pretending to his Maieſty whar great matters 
they would doe, and how littlewe did, and for any thing I can conceiue, had we 
remained (b&1] as at Grſt, it is not likely we could haue done much worſe ; burthoſe 
ofc aleering of gouernments are not without much charge, hazard and lofle. If I 
betoo plaine, [ humbly crave your pardon ; but you requeſted me, therefore I

Hus choſe diſcords, not being to be compounded among themſclues, nor 

yer by the extraordinary diligences, care and paines of che noble and righs 
worthy Commiſſioners, Sir Filzam Tones, Sir Nicholas Forteſceue, Sir Francis 
Goſton, Sir Richard Sutton, Sir Henry Bourgchier and Sir William Pit 4 a Corante 
wasgranced againſt Maſter Deputy Farrar, and 20, or 30. ochers of chat party to 
plcad their cauſes before che right Honourable, the Lords of his Maicftics Pciuy 
Councell : now notwithſtanding all che Relations, Examinations, and intercep- 
ting of all Letters wharſocuer came from thence, yer it ſeemes they were ſo farre 
yalacisficd and deſired co know the truth, as well tor the preſcruation of the Co- 
lony, as to giue content and doe all men right, they ſent ewo Commiſſoners 
ſtrictly ro examine the rruceſtare of the Colony. Vpon whole rerurne after ma- 
cure dcliberation, it pleaſed his royall Maicſty co ſuppreſle the courſe of the 
Courtat Deputy Farrars, and chat forthe preſent ordering the affaires of [irgi- 
#ia, vntill he ſhould make a more full ſertlement thereot , the Lord Viſcounr 
AAandenile, Lord Preſident of his Maicſties Priuic Councell, and alſo other Priuy 
Councellors, with many vaderſtanding Knights and Gentlemen, ſhould cucry 
Thurſday in the afternoone meer at Sir 7 homas Smiths in Philpot lane, where all 
men whom ir ſhould concerne may repaire, to recciue ſuch diretions and wat- 
ranc for their better ſecurity, as more at large you may ſee1n the Proclamation to 
that cffet, vnder the grear Seale of England, datedthe 2 5, of Tuly, 1624. But as 
for the relations laſt rerurned, what numbers they arc, how many Cities, Cor- 
porations, townes, and houſes, catrlcand horſe they haue, whact fortifications or 
diſcoucries they haue made,or reuenge vpon the Saluagesz who are their friends 
or foes,or what commodities they haue more chen Tobacco,& theirpreſent eſtate 
or what is preſently co be put in execution,in that the Commiſſioners arenor yer 
fully Carisfied in the one, nor reſolued in the other, ar chispreſent time when this 
went tothe Preſſe, I muſt intrear you pardon me till I be berrer aflured. 

Thus far I hauctrauclled in this Wilderneile of Virginia, not being ignorant for 
all my paines this diſcourſe will be wreſted, colled and turned as' many waies as 
chcre is leaues;rhatT haue wric too much of ſome, roo lictle of others, and many 
ſuch like obietions, To ſuch I muſt anſwer, in che Companies nameI was re- 
queſted to doe it, if any haue concealed their approued experiences, from my 
knowledge,they muſt excuſe me: as for cuery fatherles orſtolnerelation,or whole 
volumes of ſofiſticated rehearſals, Ileauecthem co the charge of chem that delire 
them, I thanke God I neuer vndertooke any thing yer any could tax me of care- 
leſneſſe or diſhoneſty, and what is keeto whom | am indebted or croubleſome ?

+ the huge maine Oczan, and cwo hundred leagues 
from any continent, ficuated in 3 2. degrees and 25. mi- 
nures, of Northerly latitude, and diſtant from England 
Weſt South-Weſt, about 3300. miles, ſore twenty 
miles in length, and not paſt cwo miles and a halte in bre2dch, enuironed wich 
Rocks, which co the North-ward, Welt-ward, and South-Eaſt, extend furcher 
then they haue bin yer well diſcoucred : by reaſon of thoſe Rocks the Country is 
naturally very (ſtrong, for there is but e woplaces, & ſcare rwo,vuletle ro them who 
know them well, where ſhipping may lately comein, and thoſenow are excee- 
ding well forcfied, but within 1s roome to entertaine a royall Fleet : the Rocks in 
molt places appeareat a low water, neither are they much couercd at a high, forir 
ebbs and flowes nor paſt five footy the ſhore tor moſt part is a Rocke, ſo hardened 
with the ſunne, wind and ſea, char itis not apt to be worne away with the waues, 
whoſe violence 1s allo broke by thc Rocks before they can come to the ſhore:ic is 
very vncuen, diſtributed inco hills and dales z the mold is of divers colours, nei- 
ther clay nor ſand, bur a meane berweene;z rhered which reſembleth clay is the 
worſt, the whiceſt reſembling ſand and the blackeſt is good, but the browne be- 
ewixtchem both which they call whire, becauſe chere is mingled with ita white 
meale is the be{t: vader che mould two or three foor deep,and ſomerimes letſe, is 
a -inde of whice hard ſubftance which they call che Rocke: the trees vſually faſten 
their roots 1n it g neither is it indeed rocke or ttone, or ſo hard, though for moſt 
pare more harderthen Chalke z nor ſo white, but pumiſh-like and ſpungy, eaſily 
recciuing and containing much water, In ſome places Clay is found vnder ir, ic 
ſcemes to be ingendred with raine water, draining through the earth, and draw- 
ing wich ic of his ſubſtance ynto a certaine depth where ic congeales; the hardeſt 
kinde of it ies vnder che redground like quarries, as ic were thicke (lates one yp- 
on another, through which che water hath his paſſ.ge, ſo chat in ſuch places there 
1s ſcarce foundany freſh water, for all or the moſt pare of the freſh water commetrh 
our ofthe Sea draining through che ſand, or that ſubſtance calledthe Rocke, lea- 
uing the {alt behinde, ic becomes treſh: ſomerimes we digged wells of freſh waret

Theaire is moſt commonly cleece, very remperate,moilt, with a muderate heat, 
very kcalchtull and apr tor che generacio. and nourithing of all chings, fo as ma» 
ny chungs tranſported trom hence yeeld atarre greater increaſe, and it ic be any li- 
ung ching i becomes facrer and becter 5 by chis mcanes the country is lo reple- 
mihcd wich Hens and Turkics, within che ſpace of three or toure yeeres, that ina- 
ny of chem being negletted, torſakechehouſes and become wilde, and to liue 
in great abundance z the Ike increaſe there is in Hogs, tame Conics, apd other 
Caccle according totheir kindes, There ſeecmes to be a concnanuallSprive, which 
1s che cauie ſome things come not to that maturity and perteftion as weie requi- 
fe; and though che trees ſhed cheir leaues, yer they are alwates full cfgreene y 
che Co.nec 13 chelamechey have wFirgima,and che W/f-Indies : of chis and many 
ocher thivgs without plowing or muctr labour, they haue two Haruetts eucry 
yecre, tor chey let abour March, which chey gather in July; zndagaine 1n Aupult, 
whici chey reapein December; and liccly f1;ps of Fig-rrees and Vines doc viually 
beare truic within che yeere, and ſomecimes 1n letle z bur we tinde nor che Grapes 
as yer cometo any pertettion z the like terrihicy ic hat in Oranges and Lamuus, 
Pomgranaces, ang ocherchings. Concerning the ſerenity and beaury of che skie, 
ic may as truly bc ſaid of chole Hands as cuer it was faid of the Rhodes, char chere 
i5no one day chrouphour che x 2.moneths, but that 3n ſonic hourechereof, the fun 
lookes {fingularly & c:ecrcvpon chem : for the eetyperature 1; is beyond all ochers 
molt admicable ; no coid there is beyond an Engl:ih Aprill, nor heat much grea- 
rcr then an ordinary July 1n Fr4:ce, ſothac troft and (now 13 neuerſcene here, nor 
ſtinking and 1afetious mitts very ſeldome, by reaſon of che maine Ocean, there is 
ſome wind ſtirringchat coolesthe aire:thewinter chey haue obſcrues che time with 
ours, but che longett daics and nights areforter then ours almoſt by ewo houres, 

We foundic ac ficlk all oue:growne with weeds, and plants ot (cuerall kinds, as 
many tall and goodly Cedars, infinite ſtore of Palmetocs, numbers of Mulberies, 
wild Ol:ucetrecs ſtore, wich diuers others vaknowne bur: by name and uature, 
ſo thar as ye: they become loft to many victull imploymenes, which time and in- 
duſtry no doubt will one day diſcoucr, and cucn already certaine cf the moſt no- 
rorious of chem hauc gotten chem appellarions from their apparei:t efteRs, as rhe 
Prickcll-peare which growes Iikea ſhrub by the ground, with bro:d thick !-211 oe, 
all ouer-armecd wich long and ſharpe dangerous thornes, the fruir being un ;; 
not mucnwvalike a ſmall greene Pere, and on the ourlide of the taine coluy 
bur wichin bloud red, and excecding tull of juice ; with grzines not much vnlike 
che Pomgranar, and colouring afcer irs nature, The poyſoned weed 1s much 11 
ſhapelike our Engliſh Tuy, bu: being but couched, cauſeth redactle, itching, and 
Jaltly bliſters, che which howſocuer after a while patlc away of them{clues withour 
furcher harme, yer becauſe forthe time they arc ſomewhat paintull, ir hath gor ic 
felfe an ill name, alchough queſtionletle of no1ill nature, Here 1s allo frequently 
growing a certaine tall Planr, whoſe ſtalke being all over couered with a red 
rinde, 1s thereupon termed the red weed, the root whereof being ſoked in any li- 
quor, or bur a ſmall quantity of che Juicedrunke alone, procures a very forcible 
vomit, and yer is generally v{cd by the people, and found very ctte&tuall againſt 
thepaines and diſtemprrs of che ſtomacke, 

A kinde of Wood«bind there is likewiſe by the Sea very commonly to bee 
found, which runnes vpon trees rwining it ſelfe like a Vine: the fruic ſomewhar 
reſembles a Beane, but ſomewhat flatter, the which any way caren worketh ex- 
cellencly in che nature of apurge, and though very vehemently, ver without all 
perill, Contrary to this, another ſmall cree chere is, which cavſcrh coſtiveneſles 
rhere is alſo a cercainePlant like a bramble buſh, which beares a long yellow fruir, 
hauing che ſhell kery hard, and within it a hard berry, that bearcn and eaken in- 
wardly purgeth gently, There is another fruic much like our Barberies, which 
being beaten or bruſed berweene the tecrh, ſers all the mouth on an extreme 


heat very terrible for che time, to augid which they are ſwallowed downe whole, 
and

and foundof che ſame or better operation then the red Pepper, and chence bor- 
roweththename, In che botrome of che Searhere 1s growing vpon the Rocks a 
large kinde of Planc in che forme ot a Vineleate, bur tar more ſpread with veines 
in colour of a ple red, very (trangely interlaced& wouen one mroanother, which 
wecall che Feather, but the vertue thereot 15 alrogerther vaknowne, bur only regar- 
ded forthe raricy. Now belidesclic{e naturall produttions,prouidences & paines 
ſiace the Plancation,haue oftcred divers other ſeeds & plants, which che foile hath 
greedlily imbraced & cheriſhed, fo chatar this preſenc 162 3. chere are greatabun- 
dance of white,red and yellow coloured Potacoes, Tobacco, Sugarcanes,[ndicos, 
Parſnips,cxcecding large Radiſhes,the American bread, the Catlado root,the [n- 
dian Pumpian,the Water-mullon, Musk-millon,& che moſt delicate Pine-apples, 
Plancans,and Papawes,allo che Engliſh Arcichoke,Peale, &c. briefly whartocuer 
elſe may be expected tor che {aristaction cither of curiolicy,neceflicy or delight. 

Neither hath the aire for her part been wanting with due ſupplics of many ſorts 
of Fowles,as che gray ang white Hearne, the gray and greene Plouer, ſome wilde 
Ducks and Milards, Coors and Red-ſhankes, Sca-wigions, Gray-bitterns, Cor- 
morants,numbers of {mall Birds hke Sparrowes and Robins, which hauc lately 
beenedeitroyed by che wilde Cars, Wood-pickars, very many Crowes, which 
lincechis Plancarion arc kild, the reſt ed or ſeldomeſcene except in the moſt vn- 
inhabiced places,from whence they are obſerued ro rake their flight about ſun ſer, 
directing cheir courſe towards the North-weſt, which makes many conictture 
there are {ome more[lands nor far offchat way. Sometimes are alſo ſeene Falcons 
&lar-talcons,Oſpraies,a Bird like a Hobby,bur becauſe chey come (eldome,they 
are held bur as patſcngers ; bur aboue all theſe, moſt deſeruing obſcruarion and 
reſpe&t are thoſe rwo ores of Birds, the onetor the tune of his voice, the other for 
che ctte&t,called che Cahow,and Egge-bird,which on che firſt of May, a day con- 
ſtantly oblerued, fall a laying infinite ſtore of Eggs neere as big as Hens, vpon 
cerraine ſmall ſandie baies eſpecially in Compers le z and alchough men (ic downe 
amongit chem when hundreds haue bin gathered in a morning, yetchere is hach 
ſtayed amongſt chemcill chey haue gathered as many more : they concinue this 
courſe till 14:4 /*mmer,and ſorame & fearcles,you muft thruſt chem off trom their 
Eggs with your hand ; then chey grow ſo faint with laying, chey ſuffer them co 
breed & take infinite numbers of Fei yong tocat, which arc very excellent meat. 

The Cahow is a Bird of the night, for all che day ſhe lies hid in holes in the 
Rocks, where they and their young arealſo taken with as much eaſe as may be, 
bucinchenighr it you bur whoop and hollow, they will light vpon you, that 
with your hands you may chuſe the far and leaue the leane z choſe they hauc only 
1n wincer:their Eggs areas big as hens, bur they are ſpeckled, the other white, MF, 
Norwood hath — ewenrty dozen of chem in three or foure houres, and (ince 
" there hath beene ſuch hauocke made of them, they were neere all deſtroyed, till 
there was aſtrit inhibicion for cheir preſeruation, The Tropicke bird is white,as 

e as a Puller,wich one onecly long Feather in her taile, and is ſeldome ſeene far 
diſtanc from ocher of the Tropicks : another ſmall Bird there is, becauſe ſhe cries 
Pemblyco they call her ſo, ſhe is ſeldome feene in che day but when ſhe (ings, as 
toe oft ſhe doth very clamorouſly z roo truea Prophet ſhe proues of huge winds 
and boyſterous weather : chere were a kinde of ſmall Owles in great abundance, 
wr arenow all (laine or fled; ſome tame Ducks,Geeſcand Pigeons there are, 

utthe wo latter proſper nor. 

Concerning vermincand noiſome creatures, there are not many, but onely 
Rats and Cars, there increaſed ſince che Plantation, bur how they agree together 
you ſhall heare hereafter, The Muskeras and Flies are alſo too bulie, with a cer- 
eaine India Bug, called by the Spaniards a Cacaroorch, the which creeping inco 
Cheſts chey cat and defile with their ill-ſenred dung : alſo the liccle Anes in furn- 
mer time are ſo croubletome, chey are forced ro dry , Wis figs vpon high frames, 


and anoine their feer with tar, wherein they ſticke, elſe they would ſpoilechem all 
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crethey could be dryed : Wormes inthe earch alſo there are, bur roo many, ſo 
that to keepe them from deſtroying their Corne and Tobacco, they arc torced ro 
worme them eucry morning,which is a greac labour, clſc all would bedeſtroyed, 
Lizards there were many and very large, bur now none, and it is*ſaid they were 
dettoyed by the Car, Cercaine Spiders alſe of very large lize are found hanging 
vpon trees, bur inſtead of being any way dingerous as in ocher places, they arc 
here of a molt plealing aſpeRt, all over dreft, as ir were with Silucr, Gold, and 
Pele, andtheir Websin che Summer wouen from tree to tree, are generally a 
pertcct raw lilke, and that as well in regard of ſubſtance as colour, and 10 (trong 
wichall, that diuers Birds bigger than Black-birds, being like Snipes,arc ofren ca- 
ken and ſnared inthem as a Net: chen what would che Silke-worme doc were thee 
there to feede vpon the concinuall greene Mulbery ? 

— Bur aboucalichereſt of che Elements, the Sea 15 found moſt abundancly 1;b:- 
rall : hence haue they as much excellent Fiſh, and as much variety as need be de 
ficed. The moſt of which being vaknowne to our Northerne parts, got there 
new names, either for cheir ſhapes or conditions; as the large Rocke-hilh trum 
his likc hew, and haunting amongſt the Rocks, the tar Hog-tſhrrom his 1 wines 
like hape and ſnouc: for this is not the old knowne Hog: filh with brutlels on his 
backe ; che delicate Amber-fiſh from his raſte and imell, Angell fiſh, Cony+t ſh, 
che ſmall yellow raile from that naturall painting ; the great Growper trom h15 
oddeand ftrange grunting, ſome of them yer knowre to the eAmerican, a> the 
Purgooſe, the Caallo, the Gar-fiſh, Flying-fſh and Morerayes: the reft are ccm- 
mon to other Conunents; as the Whale in great numbers, the Sharke, the P1loc- 
fiſh, the Sea-Breame,the Oyſter and Lobfter, with divers others z rwenty Tor- 
toiſes haue beene taken ina day, and ſome of them will aftoord haltea buſhell of 
Egges, and ſuffice ro feed forty men at a mcale. And thus hauc you brictely epiro- 
mized Mother Natures benefits tothis little, yer dainty ſpor of earch, neither 
were it ingenuity to conceale wherein ſhee inclineth co the Srepdame, eſpecially 
lance the parciculars are ſo few, as rather requiſite Antidotes againſt 1dlencile to 
rouſe vp induſtry, then any great cauſe of much diſtaſte, much leſle deſp-:re: a1:d 
of thoſe to ſpeake troth, there are onely twe : viz, the Winds, and the Wormes, 
eſpecially in the Spring and Autumne and thus conditioned as yer we will ie: 
reſt cheſe ſmall Tlands, in che midſt of this mightic and maine Ocean, fo 1nv iro» 
nedon cuery (ide, by infinite numbers of vncertaine ſcartered Rocks, lying (.121- 
lowly hid vnder the ſurfaceof the water, a league, ewo, three, foure, or fiue,to Sea, 
ro the which aduantagers added by art, as hereafter you ſhall heire ar large , and 
finde deſcribed in the Map, It may well be concluded to be the moſt impregna. 
ble place in the world, and although che Amber Greece, Pcales, nor Tobacco, 
are of thar quantity and certainty to be relied vpon co gaine wealth ; yer by pra» 
Riſe and experience they finde, by Silke, Saffron, Indico, Madar, Sugar-canes, 
Wine, Oile, and ſuch like great profic may be expetted : yer were thoſe hopeletle 
1n regard of their conuentency to nouriſhand maintaine themſclues, and relecue 
chem ſhall viſic them with wood, water, and other necetlaries, beſides whar an 
eye-ſore they are already becommed ro them that haue them nor, and how deare 
and pretious ro them chat haue them, I chinke none will deny bur they are well 
worth the keeping: and ſo we will proceed to the accidents that befell che firtt 
hnders z alſo theproceedings of the firſt Planters and their ſuccallors, Maſter Nor; 
rod, Thomas Sparkes, and diners others,

ties furcherthen chus zour men found divers crolles, peeces of Spaniſh monies 
here and there, Two or three wracks alſo they tound, by certaine inſcriptions to 
bee ſome Spanalh, ſome Ducch, ſome French z bur che greateſt rumour 13, that 
aSpaniſh ſhip called Bermuda was there caſt away, carrying Hogges toche Welt- 
Indies that ſwam a ſhore, and there increaſed : how the Spaniara: eſcaped is vn- 
certaine : bur they ſay, from chat ſhip thoſe [les were firſt called Bermudes, which 
till chen for ſix thouſand yeares had beene namelcile, 

Buc che firſt Engliſh-man char was cuer in them,was one Henry May,a worthy 
Mariner that wear with Capraine Lancaſter to the Eaſt-Indies x 591, andin their 
recurne by the Welſt-Indies, being in ſome diſtretle, ſent this Hemry CAlay tor 
England by one Aounſier de la Barbotier, to acquaine the Merchants with cheir 
eftace. The laſt of Nouember, ſaich TAlay, we departed from Lagana in Hiſpa- 
nila, and the ſeuenccenth of December following, we were caft away vpon the 
North-welt of the Bermuda: ;the Pilots about noone made themſclucs South- 
wards of the [les rweluc leagues, and demar:ded of che Capraine their Wine of 
hight as our of all danger, whichchey had : butic ſcemeschey were either drunke, 
or careleſle of their charge ; for through theirnegligences a number of good men 
were caſt away. I being bur a ſtranger amongſt fitrie and odde (ied cor i 
pleaſed God to 2ppoint meto be one of them ſhould beſaued. In this extremity 
we made a raft, which wetowed wich our Boar, there were but fix and wenrie of 
vs ſaucd zand [ ſecing ſcarce roome forthe one halfe, durſt nor palle in amongſt 
chem cill che Capraine called me along with him, leauing the berter halte ro = 
ſeas mercy:that day we rowed ill within ewo houres of night ere we could land, 
being neere dead with chirſt, every man cooke his way to ſeeke freſh water , at 
length, by ſearching amongſt many weeds, we found ſomeraine water, bucinche 
mainearc many faire Baies, where we had enough for digging. 

Now it pleaſed God before our ſhip ſplit we ſaued our Carpenters tooles, ſome 
Nailes, Sailes, and Tacklings, wherewitch we wentroundly to worke, and built a 
Barke of cighty runnes : In ſtead of Pirch, we made Lime, mixed with Tortoiſe 
oyle, and as che Carpenters calked her, | and another paicd the ſeames with this 
plaſter, which being in Aprill, became quickly dry, and as hardas a ſtone, 

In Aprill ic was fo hot, we feared our water would faile, two great Cheſts wee 
made,which we calked as our ſhip ; thoſe weftowed on cach fide our maine Maſt, 
filled chem wich wacer and thircic liue Tortgiſes: wee found many Hogges, bue 
ſo leane wee could not eat chem z the cops of the Palmeraberrics was out bread, 
and che iuyce we got out of the trees we cut downe our drinke, and of theleaues, 
which are more then anEll long, we couered our Cabens, & made our beds,and 
found many of thoſe prouiſions as is related, bur little foule weather. The cle- 
uenth of May it pleaſed God to ſer vs cleere of the lle, after wee had liued there 
five monerhs : and the ewenticth wee fell wich Cape Britton, neerc New found 
Lad, wherereireſhing our ſelucs with wood and water, and ſuch things as we 
could ger of the Saluages, ir ſeemed a good Countrey, but weſkaiced nor paſt toute 
hourcs before we ſer ſale for the banke of New found lard, where wee met many 
ſhips, but nor any would cake in a man of vs, vnrill icpleaſed God we mera Barke 
of Fawmothe, which recciued vs for a lictle crime, and wich her we cooke a French 
ſhip, wherein | left Capraine de /a Barbotier, my deare friend, and all his Com- 
pany : andin Augult arriued at Falmonth in this honeſt Engliſh Barke, 15 94+ 
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Sir George Somers 


The firſb Engliſh Ship caſÞ pon the Bermudas. -Lib. $. 


The firſt Engliſh ſhip knowne to haue beene caſt away pon the 
Bermudas 1 609, From the relationsof M*. Iordan, Mafter lohn 
Euens, Maſter Henry $helly, and diners others, 


there werenine ſhips ſent wich Sir Thomas Gates, and Sir George Somers, 
and Capraine Nxport wich ftiue hundred people,rotake inthe old Com- 
miffion, and reftifie a new government ; they fer ſaile in May, and in 
the height of thircy degrees of Norcherly laticude, they were taken with an ex- 
creme | dun or rather a part of Hericazo, vpon the fiue and ewentieth of July, 
which as they write, did not onely ſeparate them fromthe Fleer, but with the vio- 
lene workmy of che Seas, their ſhip became ſo ſhaken, rorne, and leake, ſhe recei« 
ued ſo much water ascouecred two tireot Hogſheads aboue the ballace, that they 
ſtood vp to the middles, with Buckets, Baricos, and Kettles, to baile out the wa- 
cer. Thus bailing and pumping three daies and three nights without inctermuſh- 
on, and yet the water ſeemed rather to increaſe then diminiſh , in fo much that 
being all vererly ſpene with labour, were cuen reſolued withour any hope to ſhure 
vp the hatches, and commit themſelues ro the mercy of the Sea, which is ſaid ro 
be mercilelle, or rather to che mercy of Almighty God, whoſe mcrcy tarre ex- 
cceds all his workesy ſeeing no ſenſeor hope in mans apprehen(ion, bur preſent- 
ly cofinke : ſome hauing ſome good and comfortable waters, ferched them and 
dranke one to another, as taking their laft leaues vnrill a more happy, and a 
more toyfull meeting in a more bletIed world, when it pleaſed God our of his 
molt gracious and mercifull prouidence, ſo to direft and guide their ſhip for her 
moſt aduancage z 
That Sir George Somers all chis time (itting vpon the poupe, ſcarce taking lei- 
ſure co eat nor ſleepe, couing the ſhip to keepe her as vprighr as he could, ocher- 
waies ſhe muſt long ere thatneeds hauc foundered,moſt withedly and happily de- 
ſcried land ; whereupon he moſt comfortably incouraged them to follow their 
worke, many of chem being faſt aſleepe : this vnlooked for welcome newes,as if ir 
had bin a voice from heauen, wr them all abouc hatches, to looke for that 
they durſt ſcarce belecue,ſo that improuidently forſaking that craske which impor- 
red no lef[ethen their liues,they gaue ſodangerous aduantage to their greedy ene- 
my the ſale water , which Rtill entred at the large breaches of their poore wooden 
caſtle,as thatin gaping after life,they had well-nigh ſwallowed their death Surely 
it is impoſſible any ſhould now be vrged to doe his beſt, and alchough chey knew 
it, that place all men did ſo ſhun, yer chey ſpread all che faile they could ro atraine 
chem : for not long it was before they ftrucke vpon a rockg&@till a ſurge of the ſea 
caſt her from chence, and ſo from one to another, till moſt luckily ar laſt ſo vp- 
right berwixt ewo, as if ſhe had beene in the ſtocks, till this chey expeRted bur e- 
uery blow a death : Bur now behold, ſuddenly the wind giues placero acalme, 
and che billowes, which each by ouertaking her, would in an inſtant haue ſhiue- 
red her in peeces, become peaceable and ſtill, ſo that with all conueniency and 
eaſe, they vaſhipped all char goods, viftuall, and perſons mto their Boats, and 
with extreme ioy, cuen moſt to amazednelle, arriued in ſafctic, chough more 
then a league from the ſhore, without che lolle of a man z yer were chey 1n all one 
hundred and fiftie : yer their deliucrance was not more ſtrange in falling ſo hap- 
pily vpon the land, as their feeding and preſernation was beyond their hopes z for 
you haue heard, it hath beene to the Spaniards more fearctull then an Veopian 
Purgatory, and to all Sea-men no lefſc rerrible chen an inchanted den of Furics 
and Deuils, the moſt dangerous, vnforrunate, and forlorne place inthe world, 
and they - was itthe richeſt, healchtulleſt and pleaſanceſt chey cuer ſaw, as is for- 
merly ſaid, 


Being thus ſafe on ſhore, they diſpoſed themſclues to ſearch thelles for _ 
an 


Y: hauc heard, that when Captaine Smith was Goucrnor of Virginia,

and water z ochers ro get a ſhorewhar they could from the ſhip z noc Jong Sir 
George wandced buc tound ſuch a fiſhing, that 1n halfe an houre with a hooke and 
line, herooke ſo many as ſuthcedcthe whole company, in fome places they were 
ſo chicke in the Coucs, and ſogreat, they durft nor goe in lelt they ſhould bice 
chem, and chele rocke filh are ſo great ewo will load a man, and fatter nor better 
fiſh cannot be. M'. Shelly tound a Bay neere a quarter of a mule ouer, ſo tull of Mu!. 
lcers,as none of thembefore had cucr ſcene or hcard of thelike:the next day ſeeking 
to kill chem with h{-g1g5, they {trucke to rfany the water 1n many places was red 
with bloud, yer caught not one, burwith a nec they caught ſo many as they could 
draw a ſhore, wich 13firace r.umberof Pilchards and divers ocher ſors z greac 
cr:w-filhes in a night by makiag a firechey hauecaken in great quanticy.Sir George 
had ewice his hooke andline broke our ot his hand, but the chird tme he made ic fo 
ftrong he caughtthe ſame fiſh, which had pulled him incoche Sea had noc his men 
got hold of tum,whereby he aad hischree hookes againe were found an her belly, 
Accheir firſt hunting tor hogs they found ſuch abundance,they killed 3 2 and this 
hunting & filking was appoinced rv Captaine Robert Walſingbam, and MF, Henry 
Shel tor the company in general:chey report they killed ar leaſt 500. beſides Pigs, 
and many that were killed by divers others ; for the birds in cheir ſcaſons,the taci- 
liry co make cheir cahgns of Palmerca Icaucs,cauſed many of them vaerly torger or 
delire cucr co returne from thence,they liucd 1n ſuch plenty, peace and eaſe. 

Bur lec vs remember how che Knights beoan to reſolue in thoſe deſperar atfaires: 
many proic&s they had, bur ar laſt ir was concluded, ro decke their long boat 
with cheir ſhip hatches z which done, wich all expeditionthey fenc Maſter Rawen, a 
very ſufficient Mariner, with eight more in her to /irginia, ro hauc ſhipping from 
chencero ferch them away z three weekes or a moneth chey expeRted her rerurne, 
bur co thisday ſhe was never more heard of z all chts cime was ſpentin ſearching 
chellcs: now alchough God ſtill fed them with chis abundance of plenty, yer ſuch 
was the malice of enuy or ambicion, for all chis good feruicedone by Sommers, 
ſuch a great ditference fell 2mongſitcheir Commanders, that they liucd aſunder in 
chisdittreſle, racher as meere ſtrangers rhcn diſtreſſed friends: bur neceſſity fo 
commanded, patience had the viftory, 

Twolhips ar clus eime by thoſe ſcueral! parties were a building in the meane 
timetwo children were borne,the Boy was called Berm»das, the Girle Bermuda, 
and among{t allchoſc ſorrowes they had a merry Engliſh niariage z the forme of 
choſe Iles you may ſeeat large 1 the Map of Mf, Norweod, where you may plainly 
ſceno place knowne hath berrer walls, nor a broader diech. But hauing finiſhed 
andrigged theirtwo new Cedar ſhips wich ſuch prouiſions they ſaued trom the 
Sea-aduencurer they lefc amongſtthe Rocks, they calledghe one the Patience, the 
other the Delimerance z they vied Limeand Oile, as Xfay did for Pitch and Tar. 
Sir George Swmmers had in his Barkeno Iron at all bur one bolcin her Keeleqnow 
hauing madecheir prouilions of viftuall andall things ready, they fer ſaile the 
' rench of May 1610, onely leauing ewomen behinde them, called Chriſtopher 
Carter and Edward Waters, that for their offences, or the ſuſpicion they had of 
their iudgements, fled into the woods, and there rather deſired o end their daies 
chen ſtand to their erials and che cuenc of Iuſtice ; for one of their conſorts was 
ſhort ro death, and Waters beg cicd to a tree alſo ro be executed, had by chance a 
Knife about him, andſo ſecretly cut the Rope, heran into the woods where they 
could not inde him, There were two Saluages alſo ſent from Yirgiia by Caprain 
Smith,cthe one called Namwntack, theother Matchumps, bur ſome ſuch diftcyen- 
ces fell berweene them, that MMarchwmps flew Nammntack, and hauing made a 
holero bury him, becauſe ic was coo ſhorr, he cur of his legs and laid them byhim, 
which murder he concealed rill he was in Virginie. 

The foure and ewenrieth of the ſamemoneth they artiued in Virginie at Lewes 
towne, where chey found bu threeſcore perſons, as you may reade ar largein the 
Hiſtory of Vrginia,of the fiue hundred left by Capraine Smith, allo ofthe artiuall 
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of che Lord Laware,that met them thus bound for Exg/and,returned them backe, 
and vnderſtanding what plenty there was of hogs and other good things in the 
Bermuda, was delirous to ſend thither to ſupply his neceſſary occalions y where- 
upon Sir G-orge Summer:,the belt acquainted with the place, whoſe noble minde 
everregarded a generall good more then his owne ends,chough aboucchreeſcore 
yeeres of age, and had meancs 11 England ſucable ro his ranke, offered himſelfe 
by Gods helpe co performe this dangerous voyage againe fer the Bermuda which 
was kindly accepred,ſo vpon che 19. Juneyhe unbarked in his Cedar ſhip,abour 
the burchen of chirry runnes, and ſo ſe: faile. 

Mach foule and crolle weather he had, and was forced to the Norch parts of 
Virgmia, where refreſhing himſelte vpon this vanknowne coaſt, he could noe bee 
diuerced from the ſcarchof the Bermuda, where ai !alt wich his company he ſate- 
ly arrived : but ſuch was his diligence with his extraordinary care, paines and in- 
duſtry to diſpatch his bulinelle, and the ſtrengrhof his body not anſwering che 
cuer memorable courage of hisminde, hauing liued ſo long in ſuch honourable 
ſeruices, the moſt part of his well beloued and vertuous life, God and nature here 
derermined, ſhould euer remaine a perperuall memory of his much bewailed ſor- 
row for his dearth : finding his time bur ſhore, after he had taken the beſt courſe 
he could to ſertle his eſtare, like a valiant Capraine he exhorrted chem with all 
dil;gerice co be conſtanc ro thoſe Plancarions, and with all expedition to rerurne 
to Virginia, In that very place which we now call Saint Georges towne,this noble 
Knight died, whercot che place takerh the name, Bur his men, as men amazed, 
ſceing the death of him who was euen as the life of thera all, embalmed his body 
and ſer ſaile for England, being the firſt that ever went to ſecke thoſe Hands, which 
haue beene ever (ince called Summers Iles, in honour of his worthy memory, 
leaving chree men behind chem, that voluntarily ſtayed, whoſe names were Chri- 
ftopher (Carter, Edward Waters, there formerly left as is ſaid, and Edward Chard, 
This Ccdar flip at Izſt with his dead body arriued at #bit-{burch in Dorſerfoire, 
where by his friends he was honourably buried, with many vollics of ſhot, and 
therices of a Souldier, and vpon his tombe was beſtowed this Epicaph.

He honour ofthis reſulution belongs principally to Carter, for through his 
importunity, not to leaue ſuch a place abandoned, Chard & Waters were mo- 


ued co ſtay with him, and chereſt promiſed withall the ſpeed they could againerto * 


reviſit chem. Burthe ſhip once out of ſight,thoſe three Lords,che ſole inhabirancs 
of all choſe [lands, began to ere their lucle common wealchtor a while with bro- 
therly regency, repairing the ground, planting Corne, and ſuch ſeeds and fruics 
as they had, building a houſe, &c. T hen making priuy ſearch amongſt the cre- 
uiſes and corners of thoſe craggy Rocks, what this maine Ocear ſince the worlds 
creation had chrowne amongſtchem, at laft chey chanced vpon the greateſt peece 
of Amber-greece was ener ſeene or heard ot in one lumpe,bcing in weighc Ge. 

{core pound, beſides diucrs other ſmall pceces. 
Buc now being rich, they grew ſoproud ard abitious, contempt tooke ſuch 
place,

place,they fell our forſu periority,though but three torlorne men,more then three 
thouſand miles trom their natiue Country, and but ſmall hope eutr to ſee ir 
againe, Notwithſtanding, chey ſometimes tcll trom words to blowes abour meere 
rifles : in one of which tights, one-of them was birren with his ownedog, as f 
the dumbe beaſt would reprouethem of their tolly ; ac lalt Chard and Waters, the 
ewo greacer ſpirits, muſt cry it our 1n the field, but Carter wilcly ſtole away their 
weapons, atte&ting racher ro lineamongſt his enemies, then by beingridot them 
liue alonc and chus choſe miſerable men lived tull xwo yeeres, fo rhar all cheir 
clothes were neere wornecleane fromeheir- backs, and their hopesof any torraine 
relecte as naked as their bodies. Ar laſt they began co recouer cheir wits, yer in a 
faſhion perhaps would haue colt them dearer then when they were mad z for 
concluding a tripartte peace of their Macachin warre, they reſolucd to frame as 

00d a Boat as they could, and cherein ro make a deſperate atrempe for Virginie, 
or New fourd Land ; but no looner were they cncred into thar reſolution , bue 
they deſcried a ſaile ſtanding in for the ſhore, though they neither knew whac ſhe 
was, nor wha: ſhe would, they were ſo ouer-1oyed, with all pofſible ſpeed chey 
wenrro meet her, and according tocheir hearts delire ſhe proued an Engliſh-man, 
whom they ſafely conducted 19:0 their harbour, 

Nowyou are to vnderſtand,thac Capraine Matthew Somers, Nephewand heire 

to Sir Georve, thatreturned with his dead body, though both he and his Com- 
pany did cheir v:molt inrelatjog all choſe pallages co cheir Countrey-men and; 
aducncurers,their relations were belecued bur as crauellers rales, ril] ic camero be 
apprehended by ſome of the Virginia Company , how bencficiall ic mighe be, 
and helpfull ro che Plancation in Yerginia, ſo char ſome one hundred and ewentie 
of chem bought the pre:ended right of.all the Company, and had ſent this ſhip 
to make atrially buc firſt chey had obtained Lecrers Patents of che Kings moſt ex- 
cel!enr Maicſtie. Sir Tomas Smith was elefted Treaſurer and Gouernor heere,and 
Maſter Kichard {ore to be Goucrnor of the Iles and Colony there. *

M--: Aforechs finding choſe three men,noc onely well and luſty, bur 


well ttored with ders forts of prouiſions, as an Acre of Corne ready 
to be garhered, numbere ot Pumpions and Indian Beanes, many Tors 
colics ready taken, good ſtore of hogs flcſh ſalted, and made in fBirches 
of Bacon, were very good, and ſopreſently land<d his goods and (ixty perſons 
rowards the beginning of July 1612. ypon the South (ide of Smiths lie. 
. Notlong aker his arriuall, Axe hauihg ſome priuare intelbgence of this Am- 
ber-grecce, tooke hrlt Chard in examination, hebeing one of cthethree the moſt 
maſtertuil (pirit, whar Amber-greece; Pcarle, Treaſure; or ocher Commodities 
they had found. Chard no elle witty then reſoluce, diretly anſwered z Norany 
thing ac all but the fruits of the Ile, what his tellowes had done he knew nor, bur 
& they had, he doubted nor bur co finde it one, and then hee ſhould know ic cer- 
eainly. This he ſpake onely co. win time toſweare his Conforts to ſecrecy,ard he 
would finde the meanes how they ſhould all returneih char ſhip with it all for 
Eng/and, ocherwile they ſhould be deceiued of all. Till chis was effeted they 
thought cucry houre an age ;now forthe decrer conueiance of it aboord, they ac- 
ainted it to Captaine Daxw, maſter of the ſhip, and one Maſter Edwin Kendall, 
So for their ſecrecy and exanſportarion ſhould parricipate with them : Withour 
turcher ceremony the match was accepted, and abſolucely concluded, the plor 
Jaid, cime and place fer downe co haue ic aboord. But Carter, were it for ſcare the 
Goucrnor ac laft ſhould know ot it, co _—_ oft they had denied ic 3 or that the

ret ſhould deceive him, is vncertaine z but moſt certaine it 15, he reucaled all che 
plotro Maſter More : To gertſo much wealth he knew would pleaſe them in Eng- 
land, though it did diſpleaſe all his Company, and to loſe ſuch a prizehe would 
not for hazarding a mutiny. So firft hee reuealked himſelfe ro Kendal! in faire 
rearmes, reprouing his diſhoneſty, but not being anſwered according to his ex- 


peRarion, he commiceed both {bard and himto perſon. The next Sabboath day 


Daw comming on ſhore, More alſo taxed with very hard language and many 
threars, to lay him faſt alſoif he mended not his manners ; Daz for the preſent 
replied little, but went with him tothe place of prater : bur in che midſt of di. 
uine ſcruice he goeth away, commanding all his Sez-men to follow him pre- 
ſently aboord, where he encourageth chem co ſtand co him like men, and hee 
would free the Priſoners, haue all the Amber-greece for themſclues, and fo be 
one. 

The Governor hearing of chis reſolution, prepares with his company to re- 
pulſe force with force, ſo that a generall expeRance of a ciuill vnctuill warte poſ- 
ſeiſed eucry man z butthis threarning gult palled over more calmlier then was 
expeed ; for Daw having better aduiſed wich himſelfe, repented his rallmelle, 
and deſired a reconcilement with the Governor, Peace thus concluded, Kendal 
was ſetat libertie, buc Chard was condemned, and vpon the ladder to be hanged 
for his obſtinacy ; yer vpon berter conlideration CHore repriued him, bur ke 
him 2 priſoner all che time he ſtajed in the Country, which was generally choughe 
a very bad reward for his great deſert, and chat there was more of this Amber- 
greece imbeziled, then would haue contented all the finders, that neuer had any 
conſideration at all. The greateſt part though More thus recoucred, yet Dan 
and Xendall had ſo much, either by che ignorance or conniuency of the Gouer- 
nors, that arriving in E-g/aA,chey prepared themſelves fora new voiage gar laſt 
they rwo falling our, the Company hauing notice thereof, ſo tormented them 
both, they gaue ouer their voiage,and durſtnot be ſcene a long time after, 

The Gouernor thus rid of the ſhip and choſe diſconcenrs , remoued his ſear 
from Smiths Ile to Saint Georges, after he had fired vp ſome ſmall Cabbens of 
Palmataleaues for his wife and family, in that valley where now ſtands their 
primerowne called S. Georges, hee began co apply himſelfe ro fortifie che Coun 
crey, and training his men inthe exerciſe of armes, For alchough he was bur a 
Carpenter, he was an exccllent Arciſt, a good Gunner, very witty and induſtri. 
ous: he builrand laid che foundation of eight or nine Forts, called the Kings 
Caſtle, Charles Fort, Pembrookes Fort, Smuths Fort, Pagits Fort, Gates Fort, 
Warwick; Caſtle, Saint Katharines Fort, Sc, mounting inthem all the Ordnance 
he had, preparing the ground to build Houſes, planc Corne, and ſuch Fruits as 
they had. 

Being thus buſicd, and as the neceſſitie of the time required, keeping his men 
ſomewhart hard at worke, Maſter Keath his Minifter, were it by the ſecrerprouo- 
cation of ſome drones, that grew weary of their taskes, or his affeftion ro popu- 
karity is not cerraine : But he begins to tax the Gouernor in the Pulpic, hee did 
grindeche faces of the poore, oppreſling his Chriſtian brethren with Pharoabs 
caxes. More finding this in ſhort time, might breed ill bloud, called che Com- 

any together and alſo the Miniſter, vrging them plainly, to tell him wherein he 
ba deſerued thoſe hard accuſations: whereupon, with an vniuerſall cry they 
affirmed the contrary, ſo that Keath downe of his knees to aske ym forgivenelle. 
But Maſter More kindly cooke him vp, willing him to kneele to God, and here- 
after be more modeſt and charitable in his ſpeeches z norwithſtanding two other 
diſcontents ſo vpbraided More with that doftrine, and ſtood to mainraine ir, he 
impancled a Jury, with a greatdeale of ſeeming much adoe he would hang chem 
being condemned, one of them with the very feare, fell intoa dead Pallie ; ſo 
that che other was ſer at libertie, and proued afccr a yery good labourer, _ 
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mers, but he got onely for his paines bue ewo peece of Ordnance. Hauing framed Two peeces 
a Church of timber, it was blowne downe by a rempeſt, fo chat he built anocher ve9hed our 
in a more cloſer place with Palmera leaues, ay a 

Before his yeere was expired, the aduenterers ſene them an 4dxi/o with thirtie The ark pply. 
Palſengers and good prowilions, ro prepare with all expedition for their defence 
againſtthe Spamard, whomelicy vnderſtood ere long would vilic chem : This oc- 
calioned him to keepe all his men cogether in that ile {o hard at worke, that wan- 
ring libertiero goe abroad for tood, liumg onely on that they had, and expetted 
dailyto recciue trom England, they were fo ouer-coiled, many tell ficke, burnone 
died. Very earneſt ch:is ſhip was co haueall cht Amber-greece, which M. CAſore 
petceiuing, was the chicteſt cauſe of their comming, and chat it was the onely 
loadſtone co draw from Exgland (hill moreſupplics ztor all the expretle command 
ſent from the Company, he rerurned chis flup bur wich the one chird party (o from 
cence ſhe went ror gia, and not long after arriucd((afely in England. 

But before her returne che Company fence the Martha with f1xtic Pallengers 1G z. 
more; they atrived in June with one Matter Barzlet to ſuruey the Hand, and the The ſecondlups 
eſtate of the Colonic, with expreiſe command for all the Amber-greece ; bur + 200 Smith 
More perceiving him not as he would haue him, and that the Company be- T,gaqurm. ws 
gan co miſtruſt him, would ſend no more bur anocher third parr, wherewith chey 
rerurned, leaving a French-man to make tr1all of the Mulberics for Silke, burhe 
did 110t bring any ching 's perfeftion z exculing himſclte, they werenor the righe 
Mulberics he expetted. About chiscime they were in hope of a ſmall crop of To= 
bacco, bur it was moſt ſpoiled for want of knowledgero vic it. Now in England 
Miſtct More became amongſt che Merchants maruclous diſtaſtiull, for che de- 
raining ſo long the Amber-greece z which delaies they ſo much abhorred, they 
forthwich diſpatched che E/1zeb-t+ the ſecond ime and forty Pallengers, much 
rebuking More for ſo long A Ambet-greece : tor the which; having 
now no morecolourable excuſes, he delwered ie, whetewith the ſhip went to/ir> 
gina, & thence home, In this ſhip was broughe the firit Porato roors, which fou- A Rrange in- 
riſhed exceedingly for a time, till by negligencerhey werealmoſt loſt(all butrwo <r<2lc of Pora- 
caſt-away roots) that ſo wonderfully haue increaſed, they are a mainerclecte co all *** 
the Inhabitants. This ſhip was not long gone but there came ewo Spaiuſh ſhips; The antemprof 
ſounding wich their Boatgvhich attempredro comein : bur from the Kings Cattle ©wo Span 
Maſter More mide but two ſhot, which cauſed them preſently depart. Marke ys 
here the handy-worke of the divine prouidence, for they had bur three quarters 
of a barrell of powder, and burone ſhot more, and the powder by carcicſnetle 
was tumbled downe vnder che muſſels of the rwo peeces,were diſcharged,yer nor 
touched with fire when they werediſcharged, 

This feate chus paſt, appeares another much worſe, which was the extremiry of 
famine ; inchis extremity God ſene Capraine Davie! Elfrid with a caruell of 
meale which 4 lictle relieved chem, but brought withall ſo many Rats, that with- 
in ewo yeeres after ncere ruined all 5 now though E!frid had deceiucd his friend 
F:/her of this Caruell in the Weſt. Indies,they revenged Fifters inwry, for E lfrid 
had his paſſage for England, and they made vſe of all he had. Some rwo monechs - 
after , came in the Z/eſſing with an hundred Pallenigersy and two daics after che 
Starre with a hundred and foureſcore more, amongſt which were many Gentle- 
men, as Maſter Lower for Marſhall, Maſter Barrer, Maſter Felgate, and diucrs 
others z bur very vnproper for what they vnderrooke, Wichin foureteene daies 
afccr came 1n the Margaret and ewo Frygats, and in chemone hundred and three- 
ſcore Palſengers; alſo Maſter Barther came now expreſly to diuide the' Country 

Into Tribes, and the Tribes into ſhares, Bur Maſter More finding no mention 
made of any part for hiumſelfenor all chem wich him, as he waspromiſed in Eng- 
land, by no meanes would admit of any diuilion, nor ſuffer his men from fn1- 
ſhing their fortifications, which was ſo necel[ary,ic was his maine ambition co ſee 
thac accompliſhed z bur ſuch vakindacllc go berwixe this Maſter Bartlee and

the Gouerrour, that the rude mulennde with all che diſdaine chey could deuile 
cauſed &artler rerurnc for Exgland as he came. About clus tc #ilianm dullington 
was drawne into the Sea by a fiſh, bur neuer aftcr cucr ſeene, 

Theneglc of this diuifion was very hardly: concened in England, ſo that 
Maſter Are grew more and more in diſlike with the company z nocwichſtan- 
ding he followed che building of cheie Forts ſo earneſtly, neglefiog planting of 


+ Cornegtill char ftore was necre all conſumed, whereby chey became (o feeble and 


weake, ſome would not, others could nor goe abroad to (eeke relecte, bur ſtirucd 
incheir houſes, and many that went abroad, chrough weaknetle were ſubict co 
be ſuddenly ſurprized with a diſcaſe talled che Feauges, which was neicher paine 
nor licknetle, bur as ic were the higheſt degree of weaknelle, depriving chem of 
power and ability from che execucion of any bodily exercites, whercher ic were 
working, — wha elſc:berng rhustaken,it any preſently gaue chem tood, 
many t1mes they ftraighe recouered, yer ſome atter aliccle rett would bee avic co 
walke, bur if they found nor preſent fuccour, dicd, 

About chis cane or immedaatly before, came 1n a company of Ravens, which 
concinued amongſt them all che cime of this mortality and then deparced, which 
forany thing knowne, neither before nor (ince were cuer ſcene or heard of ; this 
wich divers ocher reaſons cauſed Maſter Afore to goe out to Sea, to (cert he could 
diſcoucr any other [lands, but he went nor farre ere 11] weacher forced him backey 
and it were a noble aduenture of him would vaderiake to make more pertcet all 
che dangers are about the Summer les, 

Thus famine and miſery cauſed Gouernour ore leave all his workes, and 
ſend them abroad co ger what they couldzone hundred and fifty of che moſt weake 
and ficke he ſent ro Compers He, where were ſuch infinite numbers of the Birds 
called Cahowes, which were ſo fearelcile they might take ſo many as chey would, 
and chat admired abundance of hſh,char the extremity of cheir hunger, and cheir 
glurrony was ſuch, thofe heaucnly bleſhings they fo conſumed and waſted by 
careleſnellc and furferring, many ot them died vpon thoſe filly Birds that otiered 
chemſclues roche ſlaughter, which che Goucrnour vnde: ſtanding,cavſed them tor 
change of aireto beremoucd to Port-rojall, and a Company of Filhers with a 
Box co relecuerhein wich fiſh, but che Gange grew jo lazie che poore weaklings 
ſill diedy chey char remained killed the Cartlechey found 1n che Lle, taining the 
heat cauſed them ro runne into the Sea and ſo were drowned; {oiliat the Gouere 
nour ſent againeforcthem home, bur ſome obtained leaue fill co live abroad; one 
amongſtthe reſt hid himſclfe in che Woods, and liued onely on Wilkes and land 
Crabs, fat and Juſty many monerhs, buc moſt of them being at Saint Georges, ore 
dinarily wastaken one hundred and fifry or ewo hundred great fiſhes daily for 
their food ; for wane of hookes and lines, the Smith made hookes of old (words, 
and lines of old ropes, but finding all thoſe poore Engines alſo decay, they ſcne 
one ofthe two Frigars laſtlefr with themfor Eng/end, co tell chem of this mnuſery. 
All which was now attribuced toMaſter CHores peruerſudlle, who at firlt when he 
gotche Amber-Greece had not ſuch a generall applauſe, but now all the worſt 


- could peſlibly be ſuggeſted was roo good tor him y yer not knowing torthe pre= 
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ſenc howco ſend a better they lec him continue ſill, chough his crime was necre 
expired, and with all ſpeed ſent the #e/come fraughe with prouilion, where thee 
well arrived, and proued her felfe as welcome in deed 24 in name; for all thoſe 
extremities, Maſter Lewes Hes writeth, not one of all choſe threeicore that firlt 
beganne this Plantation was dead, which ſhewes ic was not impoſlible, bur ins 
duftry mighr have prevented a great part of the others fluggith carcleſnelle, 

This ſhip mich refreſhed this miſerable Colony, bur Maſter Adore i ccing thy 
ſent not for him, his time being now expired, vnderſtanding how badly they 16- 
pured him in Eng/a»d,and that his imploiment now was more for their owne 
ends chen any good for himfelfe, reſolued direftly to rewrne with this (hip. Ha- 
uing ſerled ai ckingrin che beſt order he could, left the gougrnmenero the —_ 

o 
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of the counſellof (ix to ſucceed each other monerhly, cill they had further direi- 
ons from England y whole names were Captaine Miles Kendall, Capraine /obn 
Mansfield, Thomas Kmght, Charles { aldyeet, Edward Waters, and Chriſtopher 
Carter, wich ewelue others for their alliſtances. More thus taking leaue of thoſe

Weſt-Indics, ro ger Fruits and Plancs, Goats, young Carcle, and ſuch like, Bur 
this poore vellel}, whether through 11] weather, or wane of Mariners, or both, in 
ſtead of the /udrer tell with the (ararics, where taking a poore Portugal, the 
which chey manned with cen of their owne people, as joone after ſeparated from 
her in a ſtorme,& che nexe day was caken by a French Pickaroune,ſo tharthe Fri- 
gor our of hope of her prize, makes aſecondrime tor che W<ft-Indies, where ſhe 
no ſooner arniued, but foundred inthe (es ; but the men in cheir Boaxrecouered 
a defolace Ile, where after ſome few moneuhs ſtay, an Engliſh Pyrat rooke them in, 
and ſome of chem ac laſt gor tor England, and fome tew yeares ater returned 50 
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HE firſt thing they did was caſting of lots, who ſhould rule firſt, which 
lotlighted vpon Maſter Caldicot. This laſt ſupply ſomewhar abared che

H E Frigoethus gone, Capraine CAansfirld ſucceeded. Then was con» 
rived a perition, as from the generalitie, vico the eriumuirae Gouer. 
nors z wherein they ſupplicated, chat by no meanes they ſhould religne 
the gouernment co any ſhould come from Eng/avd, vpon what rearmes 
ſocuer, vntill ix monerhs after the returne of cheir ſhip fene rathe Velt-[ndies; 
about this ynwarrantablc aftion, Miſter Lewes Hes their Preacher was © violene 
in ſuppreſſing ir, that ſuch diſconcents grew berwixe the Gouernors and him, and 
diwtons among the Company, he was arraigned, condemned, and impriſoned, 
but not long detamed beforercleaſed. Then the matrer fel] ſo hotly againe ro be 
—_ berwixr him and one Maſter Xeath a Scotch-man, chat profeiſed (chol- 
lerihip,that made all the people in agreat combuſtion : much adoe there was, till 
at laſt as they ſace inthe Church and ready to proceed to a iudiciary courſe againſt 
Mafter Hwes, fuddenly fuch an extreme guſt of wind and weather fo ruffled in 
thetreesand Church z fome cried our, A miracle others, it was but an accidenc 
common in thoſe Jles, but che noiſe was (© terrible ic dilſelued the alſembly: not+ 
withſtanding, Maſter Haes was againe impriſoned, and as ſuddenly diſchargedy 
bur thoſe fattions were fo confuicd, and their relations fo variable, char fuch 
vnneceſſary circumſtances were bercer omiceed then any more diſpuced. 
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This mans moneth chus ended, begins Maſter Carter, which was alrogerher Mafter Carter, 
ſpent in quiecneſſe,and then Captaine Afiles Kendall had the rule, whoſe monech Capraine Kendall 


was alſo as quierly ſpene as his Predeceſſors, Then Captaine Menifield 
his ſecond monerh, when the ſhip called the Edwwn arrived wich good fopplics, 
About this ame diuers Boats going to ſca were loſt, and ſome men drowned ;and

many of the Company repaired to Miſter Fes, that there might bee a Coun« 
cell according to Mafter Adores order of ſix Gouctnours, and ewelue Aſſiſtants, 
whercupon grew as many more ſuch filly brawles as before, Which at laſt con- 
cluded with as (imple a reconciliation. In the #mrerim happened to a cettaine 
number of priuate perſons 25 miſerable and latnentible an accident, as cuter was 
read or heard of, and thts it was : ©) 

In che month of March, a cimembſtſubleR of all others ro-ſh&i tempeſts z on 
a Friday there went ſeuen men ina boat of iwo or threerunnes to fiſh, The mor- 
ning being faire, ſo cagerthey were of their 10urney, ſorhe wefit faſting :; neither 
carried they cither meat or drinke with them, but a tew Palmeta berries, but be- 
iog at their fiſhing place ſofne foure leagues from theſhoart, ſuch a tempeft aroſt, 
they were quickly driven from the ſ1ght of land in an ouergrowneSea, deſpaiting 
of all hope, onely commicting themielues to Gods mercy, let the boar drive which 
way ſhce would. On Suttday the ſtorme being ſomewhat abated, they hoyiled 
ſaile as chey chought rewards rhe Hand. In the evening it grew ſtarke calme z ſ6 
that being too weake to vierheit oarts,they lay adrifr that mghe; The next mor- 
ning Andrew Hilliard, for now all hy companions were paſt ſtrengrh cicher to 
helpe him or thetmſelues: beforca ſmall gale of witd (pred his faile againe. On 
Tueſday one died, whom they threw ouer board; On Wedneſday three. And 
on Thurſday ar night the (xt. All cheſc but the laſt were buried by Hilliard in 
the Sea, for ſo weake hee was growne hee could noe rurne him over a5 che ret, 
wherevpon hee ſtripped him, ripping his belly with his knife, throwing his bow» 
elsinto the water, hee ſpread Is body abroad tilred open with « ſticke, and ſo 
le:s it lie as a ciſtern to receive fome Jucky raine-water, and this God feny him 
preſent]y after, ſo that in one {mall ſhoure hee recouered about foure ſpoonefuls of 
raine water to his vnſpeakeable retreſhment; he alſo preſerved neere halfe a pirit of 
blood in a ſhooe, which he did ſparingly drinke of ro moifk his mouch; rwo feue- 
rall dares he fed on his fleſh; co the quancity of a pound, on the eleventh day from 
his loſing che ſight of land, rwo flying fiſhes fals in his boar, whoſe warmeacie 
blood hee fucked ro his great comforr, But within an houre after co his greater 
comfort you will not doubr, he once againe deſcried the land, and within toure 
houres ater was caſt vpon a rocke neere to Port royall, where his boat was pre- 
ſencly ſplic in pieces, bur hirſelfe, though exreamly weake,made ſhift to clamber 
vp ſo fteepe and high a rocke, as would hauetroubled the ablelt man in the Jero 
haue done that by day heedid by nighr, 

Being thus aſtride on a rocke, the tumbling Sea had gotten ſuch poſſeſſion in 
his brames, that a good while ir was before his giddy head would ſuffer him to 
venture Ypon the forſaking it: rowards the morning he craules a fhore, and then 
to his accompliſhed joy detcernes where hee 15, and crauels halfe 2 day wichour as 
ny refreſhment then water, whereof wiſely andremperarely he ſtineed himfelfe, 
otherwiſe _— hee had drunkehis laſt, In which caſe hee atraines a friends 
houſe: where zt the firſt they tooke him for 2 ghoſt, bur at laſt acknowledged 
and received him with ioy, his ſtory after ſome houres of recouery of ſtrength to 
cell ir, heard out with admiration: he was norlong after conueyed ro therowne, 
where he recciued his former health, and was lmuingin the yeere 1G 22, 

The next newes thar happened in this rime ot eaſe, waz, that a merry fellow 
hauing found ſome few Dollars againſt che Flemiſh wracke, the bruit went cur- 
rant cherreaſure was found, and chey all made men. Much adoe there was to pre» 
vent che purloining of it, before they had it : vvhere after they had tyred them®- 
ſclues vvith ſearching, that they found, amounted not ro abouc ewenty pounds 
ſtarling, vvhich is not vnlike but ro. be che remainder of ſome greacer ſtore, wa» 
ſhed from ſome wracke not farrefrom the ſhore, 

The company by the Edwin receiving newes of che reuels vvere kept in Sonr 
mer les, reſolued ro make choice of anew Gouernour, called Maſter Daniel Twes 
ke, that along rime had bin 2 planter in Fir gin in che gouernment of _—_

Smith, All things being furniſhed for his voyage ; hee ſer ſaile in che George, 
conſorted vvith che Edwm, with many paſſengers, which being diſcouered by 
them in thoſe Iles, they ſuppoſed chem the Frigor ſenc to the Welt Indies, bur 
when chey vnderſtood vvhar they vvere, much preparation they made to reliſt 
the new Gouernour. Many preat oſtentations appeared on both (1des, bur vvhen 
the qu-ndaw Governour did ſee his men for moſt part forſake him , all was very 
well and quierly compounded, and with much kindnefle receiued and welcomed 
a ſhore, where his Commiſſion was no ſooner read, then they accepted and ac- 
knowledged him for their Governour, 


The Gouernment of Captaine Daniel Tuckar. 


Bout the miſtd of May arrimed this Gouernor, where finding the Inhabi- 
tants both abhorring all exaQted labour, as alſo in a manner difdaining 
and grudging much to be commanded by him y it could not bur paſſio- 
nace any man living, Bur at laſt according to the Virginia order, hee ſet 
euery one was with him ar Saint Georger, to his caske, ro hw grounds, fell 
rrees, ſer corne, ſquare timber, plane vinesand other fruits broughe ou of Fng- 
land, Theſe by their raske Maſters by breake aday repaired to the wharfe, from 
thence to be imployed to the place of their imployment, rill nige of the clocke, 
and then in che afrer-noone from three till Sunne-ſer. Beſide meat, drinke and 
cloaths, they had for a timea certaine kinde of brafſe money with a hogge on the 
one (ide, in memory otthe abundance of hogges was found at their firlt landing, 

This courſe thus ſquared, imicating divers orders vſed in Virginia, by Sir The, 
Dale : he began by chem to looke inco his inſtruftiens giuen by che Company. 
Whereupon by one MF, Richard Norwoed a Suruayor, ſen ouet for that purpole, 
in the time of Miſter Moore, hee began to lay ou che eight tribes 1n che maine, 
which were to conliſt of fifcy ſhares to a cribe z and twenty five acers ro cuery 
ſhare, He alſo began to plane ſome Colony men, on ſome of the e!peciall ſhares. 
He ſwore alſo cercaine of the chiefe men of euery tribe to bee Bailiffes thereof; 
and appointed 25 many-men as hee was able for all ſupplied ſhares. The goods 
landed 1n che ſtore houſes hee ſent from thence, and diſperſed it to his worke- 
men in generall : ſome Boats alſo beganto be builded , bur thepinace called che 
Thomas \uſpeted might make an eſcape, was hid vp in a docke, were ſhee yer 
remainech, 

In the beginning of the ſecond moneth of his gouernmenc, he direfted war- 
rantstoall che Bailiftcs, for the holding of a generall Afſiſe at Saint Georges, and 
appointed Miſter Sroks; Lieutenant ofthe Kings Caſtte at the Gurners head. The 
Eawin came with him he ſent to the Weſt Indies by direQions from England, to 
trade with che nariues, for cartell, corne, planrs,and other commodities, A conſe 
of great impartance, which had ic been purſued, would certainly haue produced 
more hopetull effefts for the good of the Colony, chen all the ſupplics and 44«- 
gaz.ines from England hath or will in a long time. 

Preſently after her departure began the Aſliſes, execured by his Deputy, The 
chiefe marter handled was the hanging one lob» Wood a French man, for (pea- 
king many diſtaſteful and mucinous ſpeechesagainſt the Gouernour, to ſhew the 
reſt by that example,thepower of his authoriry, which after wich his owne hands 
he ſo oft executed with a baſtinado amongſt the poorer ſort z many tearmed ic a 
cruelry, not much lefſechen tyranny : bur theſequell is more chen ſtrange. 

So it was that five of them, ſceing by no meanes chey could ger patlage for 
England, reſolued to vndergoe all hazards but they would make an eſcape trom 
foch ſeruicude. The chiefe mariner and plotter of his bulinelſe, was Richard San- 
der: and his confederates, William Goodwin 2 (hip Carpenter, Themas Hariſon 1 
loyner, [ames Barker a Gentleman, and Howy Puer. Theſe repairing to the Go- 
vernour, and with pleaſing infiquations told him, if hee would allow them bur 
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things neceſſary, they would, bujld him a boat of ewo-or chree tunnes, wich a 

cloſe decke, ſhould goe a fiſhing all wearhers, The Goucrnour halte proud char 

hee had bronghr his men to fo gooda palle, as he conceiued, co offer themielues 

co {o necellary a worke ; inftandly with all willingnetle furniſhed chem with ail 

things they could dclire, and many faire promiſes to incqurage chemo performe 

4t wich all expedition. Hauing made choile of a place moſt tic from moleſtation, 
they went forward with that expediugn, that in a ſhore time ſhee was brought to 
perteion, By this time, cheſhip that broughe che Gougxnonr, being ready to 
deparr, hee fends aluſty gange to goe ferch his new boag tocarry him aboard, bug 
arrwig atthe place where ſhe was built, they could heareno more of her, bur ſie 
was gone che laſt euening to Sea, ro try howfhee would faile, Much ſearch and 

diſpute was where this boat ſhould be: butar laſt they found diuers letters in the 
cabbins, to this effec, directed to the Goucrnour, and other their friends : chat 
cheir hard and bad vſage was ſontollerable,and their hope ſo [mal ever againeco 
ſec their Countrey, or be deliuered fromfuch ſcruirude, they d,d rather chuſc 10 
put chemſclues co chat deſperate hazardto gue for Eng/and, in which it chey mil- 
caried, as it was much co be miſtruſted, cheir lives and blogds ſhovld þe required 
ar their hands was the cauſe. A compatle Diall Barker bad borrowed of Maſter 
Huwes, co whom he writ that as hee had ofr periwaded chem co patience, and that 
God would pay them though none did ; hee mutt pow bee contested with the 
loſe of his Diall, with his owne do&trine. Such leafure chey tourd to bee merry 
when in che eye of reaſon they were marching into a moſt certaine guine, The 
Goucrnour being thus fatisbed of their eſcape, extreamly thicarnedihem no lete 
then a hanging, bur theſtormes of the Occan they now mare feared chen him 

ood prouiſion by bartcring they had got trom the ſhip, where Goodwin in a 
| Hd o told che Marines, though he could not be parmicred co goe wichthem, 
yer peraduenture hee might be 1n England before t:em, wherear the Matter and 
his Marelaughed merrily, But having beene now vnder ſaile chree weekes, the 
winds ſo fauourcd them, they felr nothing-of whatchey had caulero teaze: chen 
a bluſtcring gale blowing in their teeth, putchem co much extremity for divers 
dayes, then becomming more gentle away, they paſt pcoſperouſly ſome eight or 
ecn dayes more, till mecting a French Pigcaroune of whom they di(ired ſuccour, 
hee like himſelfe tcoke from them what bee hked, leaving chem nor ſo much as 
acrolle-ſtaffe to obſerue wichall, and 1o caſt chem off ; their courle ſtill they con 
tinucd 111 cheir viftuall began to fall roche loweſt ebbez and the very knees of 
cheir ſmall vellel] were halic hewed away for fire wood. Ar laſt co their infinit 1oy 
chey arriued in /re/and, where the Earle of Tomnyd honorably entertained them, 
and cauſcd che boat to be huog vp tor a Monument, and well ſhemight, for ſhee 
had failed morechen 3300 mules by arighe line chorow the maine Sea, without 
any ſight ofland, and I thinke. ſince God made the world, the like nauigation 
was ncuer done, nor heard of, This formunate Sanders going to the Eaſt /ndies, 
Ih che rifling ſome ſhips there tooke, ir-was his chance co buy an old cheſt, for 
three or foure ſhillings, bur becauſe it wanted a key hee repenied Þis bargaine, ard 
would gladly haue ſold it againe for lefſe. A cercainetime it lay tolledio and fro 
as athing hee liccle regarded, bur at {aft having lictle ro doe, hee broke ir open, 
where he found a thouſand pounds Rtarling, or ſo much gold as bought him in 
E _ 4 good cltate, which leauing with his wite he returced againetothe Eaſt 
Tndies, 

The George ſerting ſaile three dayes after this eſc:pe, the Gouernour ſeazed 
and confiſcated all that thoſe fugirives Ictt behinde them, With in a weeke akcer 
returned the Edwin from the W./# Indies, furniſhed with figges, pynes, ſugar- 
canes, plantaihes, papanes and divers other plants, which were preſently replan. 
red, and lince Freated intogreater numbers, alſo an /ndian and a Neger, and ſo 
much /:gnae vit as defrayed all che charge. The Governor thus bulied amongft his 
plants, making hedges of Figrrees, and Pomgrancts, and ſcucrali diuilions by 

palizadoes 
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Pal'zadoes for rhe detence of their guarding and keeping their cartel, for in ſich 

husbandry qualitics he well deſerucd great commendations, T he Aduenturers 

:o fupply him fcne wich all ſpeed they could the Hopewell, a (mall 'Barke, butan 

exccllenc ſatler,and in her one Capraine Powell an excellent Mariner,and well ac- The exploits of 

quainted in che Indies where he was to goe trade, after he had landed his patlen- Capran/nd 

vers if the Summer lles : bur in his icurney at the Weſterne les meeting 2 Bra- 
/ile man, hee liked che ſuger and pallengers ſo well, hee mand che Caruill with 
his owne men,and continued his courſe, but bethinking himſclt how this would 
be enterrained at the Summer Iles, hee found ſuch doubrs, hee went directly far 
the Walt Indies to take time co refolue what to doe; arrming there hee mer a 
French rouer, one cuery Way 25 cunning as hindclie, bur much more crecherous. 

A great league of kindnetle is ſoone made berweene chem, vpon confidence 

whereof, Powell and ſome of che chiefe with him being 1nuiced aboord him, 1s 

ealilv ennſcd, and in the midit of their cups both hee and his company creache- 

rouſly made priſoners y and thus was forced ro giue him their pale, or hang 

a: the yards arme with all his company, Hauing fer chem a ſhore, away goes 

cheFrench man; Powelz (hip being buc hard by, preſently ferchrchem all a boord, 

bur finding his viQtuall necre ſpent, and no hope ar all co recover his prize, tec his 

Portugales on ſhore, and ſer {aile for the Suramer lles z where ſafely arriuing, hee 

declared the whole paſſage to the Goucrnour, leit ſome @cher in celling might 

make ic worſe, of which the Gouernour fecimed well enough to approue. 

This Gouernour ftill ſpent his cime in good husbandry, although ſome of the The ſecond

rer to be a Gardinerchen a Gouernourt ſome time he ſpent in digging of a great 
pond, bur thar worke proucd alcogaher vnprofiable: abour thac time was held 
the ſecund Alliſe. The greateſt mater palledgwas a Proclamacis 2gainſ the ſpoile 
of Cahowes,bur it came too late, for they were molt deſtroyed betore : 2 plactorme 
hee cauſed to becreftcd by Pages Forr, where a good Fort were very necc_..ury. 
Capcaine Pewell not having performed his ſeruice in the Weſt Indies, he conditi- 
oned with the Company, 15 ſenechicher againe by this Gouernour, and thirteene 
or fourreene of his beſt men, furniſhed with all chings necefſary, In che meane 
umeche ——_— vndcrſtanding, that in lanuary, February and March, there 
are many Whales, for which fiſhing they ſent the Neptune, a tall ſhip well pro- 
uided with cueryching fixing tor chat purpoſe.

perſons of men; - They wicd all che diligence they could for rhe deſtroying of 
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them, nouriſhing cats both wilde and tame, for that.purpoſe z they vſcd rats- 
bane, and many times ſer fire on the woods, that oft ran halte a mile before ic was 
extincty cuery man was enioyned to ſer eweluetraps, and ſome of their owne ac- 
cord have ſer neere an hundred, which they ever viſicedewice or thrice in a nigh 
theyalſo crammed vp their dogges to hunethem, wherein chey became fo expert,

that as God doch fomecimes eftc& his will without ſubordinate and ſecondary 
cauſes, fo wee need not doubr, bar tbar in the fpeedy encreaſe of this vermine; as 
alſo by the preſeruation of ſo many of ther 'by ſuch weake meanes as. they then 
enjoyed, and eſpecially in the ſo ſudden xemouall of this great annoyance, there

About this time Henry Long, with ſeuen others in'ap extreame ftorme were 
caſt away, but chree of them eſcaped, One of them being asked whar hee thovghe 
in the worſt of chat extremiry, anſwered, he thought norhiag bur gallowes clume 
thy right, and ic ſcemes God well heard bis prayer, and rewarded tns ingratitude, 
for he was hanged within halfe 4 yeere ater.

Now though che Countrey was ſmall, yer they could nor conveniently haue 
beene diſpoſed and well ferled, withoura true deſcription and a ſuruey of it z and 
againe, euery man being ferled where he might conttancly abide, they knew cheir 
bufinelle, and ficred their houſhold accordingly : then they buile no more Cab- 
bens, bur ſubſtanciall houſes, chey cleered their grounds, and planted nor onely 
ſuch chings as would yeeld them their fruics in a few monerhs, bur alſo ſuch as 
would attvord them profit within a tew yeares, ſo chat in a ſhort time the Coun- 
trey began co aſpire, and necrely approach vnco char happincile and proſpericie, 
wherein now it flouriſherh, &c. 

Buc co follow the Hiſtory ; vpon che belt plot of ground could be found, the 
Gouernor preuailed fo much with che generalicie, they built a taire houſe of Ce 
dar, which being done, he appropriated it eo himſelfe, which occalioned excee- 
ding much diſtatte. Abour his cime arrived the Di4»4 with a good ſupply of 
men and prouiſion, and che firlt Magazin cuer ſeene inthoſelles z which courſe 
is not fo much commended here, as curſed and abhorred by reaſon of enhanſe- 
ments of all che [Inhabicancs there; (ix or ſcuen weeks this ſhip ſtaied, then hauin 
rowards her fraught thirtie thouſand weighr of Tobacco z which proving —_— 
and comming to a lucky Marker, gaue great encouragement eo the Aduenturers 
to goeluſtily torward in cheir Plancation, and withour ſuch ſuccele, there is no- 
thing bur grudging and repining. Bur about the appropriation of chis new buile 
houſe, many bad diſcontenrs grew berwixc the oppretſed Colony and the Gouer- 
nor, eſpecially berwixt him and the Miniſter, and Lewes, who would neither be 
feared wich chreats nor impriſonment, that their malice continued will they mer in 
Eng/and, of which the Miniſter made the cauſe fo plaine, hee very well and ho- 
nefHy ic ſeemes, diſcharged himſelfe. 

Now in thoſe times ot cheſe endletle vnciuill broiles, two deſperate men and a 
proper Gentlewoman gor into a Boat, and thinking co make an eſcape to Virgs- 
nia, as appearcd by ſome Letters they left behinde them were neuer more heard 
on, The very next moneth afterthe like was attempred by (ix others, ſo deſirous 
they were to be rid of their ſervitude z bur their ploe being diſcouered by one of 
their ſocierie, they were apprehended, arraigned, and condemned co be hanged : 
the next day being led with halters about their neckes to the place of execution, 
one was hanged, and thereſtrepriued, 

The Diana arriaing well in England, for all the infinite numbers of complaines, 
the Tobacco did helpe to ſweeten all manner of grieuances, yet it bred adiſtafte 
intheopiniontof ſo many, they began to thinke of another Governor; bur for 
that rime it was ſo qualified by divers of his friends, they diſpatched away the 
Bleſſing, which arriued in the Somer /les, Though their generall Lerter was faire 
and courteous to the Gouernor, yet by the report of the Pallengers and divers 
particular letters from his triends,it was alſured him his cruelty and coucrouſheile, 


tor all his paines and induſtry was much diſliked , nor was he like to enioy his 
houſe,

Caprtaine Kendall z others againe ſtood tor Caprtaine T «ckar,bur during 
che time of chieſe opinions, the Gulliflower was diſpatched wictha ſupply, Now I 
ſhould hate remembred, T wtkhar was no ſooner our of the harbour, but he mer 
Maſter E/fred in a ſhip called the Treaſarer, ſenc from Uirginiaco trade; by her 
he writ to his Deputy Maſter Kendall, to hauc a care of all chings, and beware of 
coo much acquaintance with this ſhip, which hee ſuſpeRed was bound for. the 
Weft-Indies. Notwithſtanding, E/fred recciued what kindnelle the Ile could af- 
ford; he promiſed to reuific them at his returne; this done, becauſe they would 
not be gouernlefle when his Depuriſhip,was expired, there was a generall atlem- 
bly, ad by that Eleftion Kendall was confirtned to ſucceed ſtill Gouernor, Now 
they began to apply themſclues to the finiſhing ſore plat-forme about Smiths 
Fort, and laying the foundation of a Church to be builc of Cedar, nll che G4/y- 
flower arriucd with ſome private letters co Kendall, how he was elefted Goucrnor 
of thoſe [les forthree yeeres. During her ſtay they held their Alliſes, where for 
ſome few ſuſpetted fatts three were condemned,and the berrercoternibie the reſt, 
ledro the place of execution, but reÞþricued; diuers of thereſt had their faults par- 
doned, and the Gulflowey ſet ſaile for New fonnd land. 

Theloue and kindnefle, honeſty and induſtry of this Captaine Kendall, hath 
beene very much commended ; by others, ſomewhat diſliked : bur an Angell in 
choſe implo1nents” cannot pleaſe all men, yer this conſideration bred much ill 
bloud as well here as there, ſo that the Company dire&tly concluded, Captaine 
Butler ſhould with whatexpedition they could, goe to berhcir Goucrnor : Inthe 
Interim they tooke the opportunitie of a ſhip, called the Sea-flewer, bound for 
Virginia, and by her ſent a Preacherand his Family, wich divers Patlengers, and 
newes of a new Gouernor. This bred @ great diſtaſte amongſt many, that ſtill 
they ſhould haue new officers and ſtrangers for their Gouernors they neuer heard 
of, and chemſclues ſtill kepr chere whether chey would or no, without any prefer. 
mene, no nor {carce any of them their inhabiring, co have any land ac all of heir 
owne, but liveall as tenants, or as other mens poore ſeruants, 

About this time camcin Cptaine Kerby with a ſmall Barke from the Welt- 
Indies, who hawng refreſhed himſelfe, was very kindly vicd by the Gouernor

Inhabicanrs in the Iles, T hethird,thenecetſary manning the Kings Caſtle, being 
the key of the Ile, that a gariſon of ewelue able men ſhould bee there al ates rel1+ 
dent ; and 3000, eares of corne, and 1000. pounds of Tcbacco payed them by 
the generalicy yeercly, as a penſion. The fourth,againſt che making vamarchan- 
table Tobacco, and Officers (worne ro make true rials, & burne that was naught, 


The fifr, inioyned the ereQtion of certaine publike bridges, and the maintenance, 


of them. The xc, for a continuall ſupply of viCtuall for all che Forts, ro beepre- 
ſerucd, till ſome grear occaſion rovſeir, The ſeuenth was, forrwo fixed dayes e- 
uery yeercfor the Aſſiſes. Theeight, commands the making of high-waies, and 
prohibiting the paflage ouer mens grounds and planted helds, as well co prevent 
the ſpoyling of gardens, as conueniencie to ant wer any alarum. The ninth, for 
the preſeruing yaung tortoiſes and birds,thac were careleſly deſtroyed, Thetenth, 
prouided againft vagabonds, & prohibitedthe entercainement of other mens ſc» 
uants. The cleuenth,compelled the ſetting of a due quantity of corne for cuery ta- 
mily. Therwelfch,the carecorne being ſer,enioyned the keeping vp of chair por'l- 
ery cill ir was paſt their reaches. The chirreenth, for the preſeruation of ſuftciene 
fences,& againſt the felling of marked rrees appointed for bounds. T hefourteenth, 
granted roaleuy for a thouſand pound weight of Tobacco, rowards the paymenc 
of publike workes, as the bridges and the mounc, The hifreenth, for the enjoyning 
an acknowledgement and acceprion of all relident Goyernours, and the warran- 
ring him to concinue, though his time be expired, cill che arriuall of a legicimare 
ſucceſſor from England, te preuent all vomect and preſumptuous cleftions, be- 
ſides it was deſired by petition in Englend, the new Goucrnous ſhould live two 
monchsas a priuate man after his arriuall, if his predeceſſor did ſtay ſo long, the 
better co learne and obſerue his courſe, And theſe are the contents of thoſe hf 
teene As, applied as you may perceiue : which the lawes of England could noe 
take notice of, becauſe cucry climate harh ſomewhat co it ſelfe in that kinde in par- 
eicularz for otherwiſe as it is conceiued, it had beene a high impudency and pre» 
ſumption to haue medled with chem, or indeed with any ſuch as theſe lawes, that 
had with ſuch great iudgementr and iuſtice alwaies prouided for. 

No ſooner was this bulineſle ouer, but the CAapazmhip is diſcouered,and that 
night came into the Harbour, bur in a very weake and fickly caſe, hauing caſt over

ſickly ſupply being diſperſed for their beſt reliete, dy che much imployment offs: 


boars in reinoouing them, many of his owne men became infetted, ſo thar for 
ſome weekes, they were nor able ro doe him any ſervice ar all. Strict inſtrutions 
alſo chey brought for the planting of Sugar canes, for which che IHland being roc- 
kie and dry, is ſo vnproper, chat few as yer have beene ſeeneto proſper t yer there 
arc others hold che contrary opinion, that there is raine ſo ordinarily, the lies are 
ſo moift, as producechall rheir plants in ſuch infinje abundance : chere15n0 greac 
reaſon to ſaſpeRt this, were ir rightly vſed, more then the reſt.

and ſparean infinite labour formerly had beene vſed. There were alſo very lucki- 


| Iyaboutthis time found out divers places of freſh warer, of which many of che 


Forts were very deſticute, and che Church-wardens and Side-men were very buſic 
in correfting the prophaners of the Sabbath, Drunkards, Gameſters, and ſuch 
like. There came alſo from Virginie a (mall Barke with many thanks forthe pre- 
ſents ſent them y much Aquauicz, Oile, Sacke and Bricks they brought in ex- 
change ofmore Fruits od Ducks, Turkies and Limeftone, of which ſhe 
had plenty, and ſo returned, During the aboad of the ſtay of chis ſhip, che mari- 
age of one of the Virginia maides was conſummared wich 2 husband hr for her,ar- 
tended wich more then one hundred gueſts, and allche dainries for their dinner 
could be prouided , they made alſo another triall co fiſh for Whales, but ittooke 
no more ctfe& rhen the former: this was done by the Miſter of the Virginie ſhip 
that profelſed much $kill char way, but hauing fraughred his ſhip wich Liniey 
ſtone, with 20000, weight of Potaroes, and ſuchthings as he deſired, rerurned 
for Uirginia, 

Aprill and May were ſpent in building a ſtrong new Priſon, and perfcAing ſome 
of the Fortifications, and by the labour of twenty men in fourteene daies was got 
from the Spaniſh wracke foure excellent good Sacres, and mounted them ar the 
Forts, Then began thegenerall Aſſize, where not fewer then fifry civill, or rathet 
vnciuill ations were handled, and twenty crimivall priſoners brought ro the bar z 
ſuch a multicude of ſuch vild people were ſent to this Plattrarion, that he choughe 
himſclfe happy his ritrie was ſo neere expired: three of the fouleſt as were 
theſe : che rl fortherape of # married woman, which was acquitred by a fenſc> 
lelſe toryy the ſecond for buggering aSow, and thethird for Sodomy witha boy, 
for which they were hanged z during the time of the impriſoriment of this Bug. 

erer of the Sow, a Dung-hill Cocke belonging to the ſame man did continual+ 

y haunes Pigge of his alſo, andco che wonder of all them thar ſaw it who were

A deſperare fellow being to beear- 
raigned for ſtealing a Turky, ratherchen he would endure his criall, ſecretly con» 
neghed himſelfe ro Sea in alierle Boar, and never ſince was ever heard of, nor is 
he ever like ro be; wichout an exceeding wonder, little leiſe then a miracte, Jn 
June chey raade another triall about che Spaniſh wracke, and recouered anorher 
Sgere and 2 Murderer, alſo he cauſed to be hewed out of the maine Rocke a paire 
of large ſtaires for the conuenient landing 'of gdods and'paſſengers, a worke 
much-rothe beautyand benefie of therowne. Wirh twenty chofen men, and tw$ 
excellent Divers, the Gouernour went himſelfetso the wracke Wirwick, but they 
conld recouer but one Murderer,' from thence hewentero the Sra-adnevture, the 
wracke of Sir George Sumweerr, the hull chouigh'tWs of efiree Fithorries in the 
wxer, they found -ynperiſhed and with much'© 08 weighed &Szcre, her ſhitit 
Anchor, divers bares of [ron and pigs of Lead; which ftoodthe Plancacioh' mh 
very great ſtead. Towards theerid of luly hewentroſetefor a Wricke they re- 
porred lay vnder water wich hettharehes ſpiked vp;'but they could nor findeher, 
bu from the Spaniſh wracke lay there by they weights three flire Sacres more

Therime of Cprain Bxtlers gouernment drawing neere an end,the Colony pre- 
ſented vnto him divers grieuances, to intreat hum to remember to the Lords and 
Company in Ewgland at his recurne: alſo they appointed wwoto be ioyned with 
him, wich lerrers of credence to ſolicit in their behalte thoſe grieuances follow- 
ing : Firlt, chey were defrauded of the tood of their foules : for being nor fewer 
then one thoutand and hue hundred people, diſperſed in lergech rwenty miles, 
hey had at that preſent but one Miniſter, nor never had but two,and they {fo ſhorr- 
ned of their proauſes, that but onely for meere pity they would haue forſaken 
them. Secondly, negleedin the fatery of their les by wants of all forts of mu- 
nition, Thirdly, they had beene cenſured contrary to his Maiefties Lawes, and 
not allowed chem the beneht of their booke as they are in Exg/and, bur by Cap- 
taine Yutler, Fourthly, chey were fruſtrated of many of their coucnantcs, and 
molt extremely pinched and vncone by the extortion of the Magazine, for al- 
though cheir Tobacco was ſtinted bur at ewo ſhillings lixpence > pound, yer 
they picched cheir commodicies ar what ratechey pleaſed, Filchly,their fatherletle 
children arc lefe in liccle bercer condition then ſlaves, for if cheir Parents dic in 
debr,their children are made as bondmen till che debt be difcharged:cheſe chings 
being perfetted,theregrew a great queſtion of one Her140r for plotting of faftions 
and abuling the Goucmour, tor which he was condemned co loſe his eares, yer hie 
was vſcd ſo fauourably he loft but che part of one 1n all. 

By this timc ic being growne paſtche wonted ſeaſon of the comming in of ſhips 
from England, atcera generall Jonging and expeCtarion, eſpecially ot che Gouer- 
nour, whoſe Commualſon being neere vpon expiration, gaue him cauſe to wiſh 
for a meaneof deliverance trom fo troubleſome and thanklefle an imploimeac 
as he had hicherro found it ; 4 faile 15 difcouered, and long it was not before ſhee 
arriucd in the Kings Ciſtle-Harbour: this Barke was ſer out by ewo or three pri- 
uate men of che Company, and hauing landed her ſupplies, was to goefor Yirgi- 
ia z by her che Gouernour receiued certaine aduertilements of the carriage and 
behauiour of che Spaniards, which he had relicued as you hauc heard the yeere 
before z that quice contrary both co his meric, their vow, and his owne expecta- 
tion, they nk clamours againſt him, the which being ſeconded by the Spaniſh 
Amballadour, cauſed the Stare ro fall in examination about ir z whereupon ha- 
uing fully cleared their ingratefulnetſe and impudency, and being alſured of the 
choice of a ſucceſſor char was ro be expeted within hue or (ix weekes ; hee was 
deſirous to take the opportunity of this Barke, and eo vilie the Colony in Urrgi- 
wia in his returne for £»g/and: leauing the gouernmene ro Capraine Felgar, 
Capraine Strokes, Maſter Lewis Hewes, Maſter Nedom and Maſter Gumer, bur now 
hiscime being fully expired, and che fortifications finiſhed, viz, The Kings Ca- 
file wherein were mounted vpon ſufficient Platformes fixteene peece of Ord- 
nances: In Charles Fort twozIn Southampton Fort hue, berwixt which and the Ca- 
file palleth che Chanel! into the Harbour, ſecured by three and rwenty peeces of 
good artillery co play vpon it, In CowpersIleis Pembrocky Fort,whereis ewo Pee- 
ces, The Chanell of Saint George is guarded by Smiths Fort, and Pagirs Fort, 
in which is cleuen pecce of Ordnance. Saint George towne is halfea league wich- 
in the Harbour, commanded by Warwicks Fort, wherearethree great Pecces,and 
en the Wharte before the Gouernours houſe eight more, belides the warning 
Peece by the mount,and three in Saint K atharines;ſo that in all there areten For- 
erelſes and rwo and fitry peeces of Ordnance ſufticient and ſeruiceable : cheir 
formes and (icuations you may ſce more plainlier deſcribed in the' Map; and to 
defend choſe, ke left one thouſand five hundred perſons wigh neere a hundred 
boars, andthe [le well repleniſhed with ſtore of ſuch fruics, prouiſions and Poul- 
try, as is formerly —_ z yer for ſo departing and other occaſions, much diffe- 
rence hath beene berwixc him and ſome of the Company, as any of his Prede- 
cellors, which I rather wiſh were reconciled, then co be a reporter of ſuch vapro-

and ſome cne way and ſome another, ir is a wonder to thinke how they could 
bee ſo blowne our of the gun-roome into the Sea, where ſome were taken 
living, ſo pirifully burned, their lives were worſe then ſo many deaths,ſome lied, 
ſome liued, bur cighteene were loft at this farall blaſt, the ſhip alſo immediac! 
ſunke with threeſcore barrelsof meale ſent for Virginia, and all the other prouiſt- 
on in her was thus loft.

ned, aman would thioke it a rabernacle of miracles, and che worlds wonder,that

COLO Oncerning this Hiftory you are to vnderſtand the 
Oet= x 1 Leccers-Patents granted by his Maiefty in 2606, 
Kc for the limitation of Yirgmia, did extend from 34. 
1044. Which was d:uided in two parts z nafnely, 
the uſt Colony and che (econd: the firit was to 
the honourable City of London, and fuch as 
would aduenrure witt-them to diſcouer and take 
their choice where they would, berwixc the de- 
grees of 34.and 41. The ſecond was appropria- 
red co the Cities of Briftel, Exeter and Plimoth, 
&c. and the Weſt parts of England, and all choſe 
that would aduentureard ovine with them, and chey might make their choiſe 
any whereberwixt the degrees of 38. and 44. provided there ſhould bee at leaft 
100, miles diſtance berwixt theſe 3 Colonies,cach of which had lawes, privileges 
and auchoritie,{or the gouernmene and aduancing their ſeuerall Plagtacions alike, 
Now this part of «America hath formerly beene called Norumbega, Uirginia, 
Nutkonens, Penaquida, Cannada, and ſuch other names as thole that ranged the 
Coaſt pleaſed. Bur becaufe ic was ſo mountainous, rocky and full of Iles, few 
hauc aduencured much to crouble ir, but as 1s formerly related z norwichſtan- 
ding, that honourable Pacron ot vertue, Sir /obn Pophany, Lord chicte [uſtice of 
England, in the yeere 1605. procured meanes and men to pollcile ir, md ſent 
Captaine George Popham tor Prelident, Capraine Rawley Gilbert for Admirall, 
Captaine Edward Harlow maſter ofthe Ordnance, Capraine Rebere Dans Sar- 
gcant-Maior, Capraine Eli Beſt Marſhall, Maſter Seaman Secretary, Capcame 
Tame; Daxis co be Capiaine of the Fore, Maſter Gome Carew chiefe Searcher : all 
thoſe wereof the Councell, who with ſome hundred more were to ftay in che 
Country : they fer ſaile trom P/1moth the laſt of May, and fell with Monabrgan 
the eleucnth of Auguſt, Ac Seaga4abork g, or 10. leagues fourhward,they planted 
themſclues acche mouth of a faire navigable River, bur the coaſt all cheteabours 
moſtextremeſtony and rocky:that extreme froze: Winter was ſo coldchey could 
not range nor ſearch che Country, and their prouiſion ſo ſmall,they wereglad to 
ſend all but 45. of cheir company backe againe : cheir noble Preſident Capraine 
Popham dicd, and not long atter arrived two ſhips well prouided of all necetſaries 
to ſupply them,and ſome ſmall cime after anocher,by whom endcrſtandivg of the

death of che Lord chiefe Iuftice, and alſo of Sir /obn Gilbert, whoſe lands there 
the Prelideht Rewley Gilbert was to polletle according to the aduenturers diretti- 
ons, finding nothing but extreme excremities, they all recurned for England in 
the yeere 1608. and chus this Plantation was beguune and ended in- one yeere, 
and the Country eſteemed as a cold, barren, mountainous, rocky Delarr, 

Notwithſtanding, the right Honourable Henry Earle of South-hampron and 
thoſe ofthe Ile of Wight, imploicd Captaine Edward Harlow to dilcouer an Ie 
ſuppoſed about Cape C4, bur chey tound heir plors had much abuſed them, for 
falling with A{-nahigan, they found vnely Cape Cod no Ile but che maine, there 
they decained three Saluages aboord them, called Pechmo, AMonopet and Peke« 
nimne, but Pechmo leapt ouer board, and got away ; and nor long after wich his 
conſortscuccheir Boat from their ſterne, gor her on ſhore, and fo filled her with 
ſand, andguarded her with Bowes and Arrowes the Engliſh loſt her: noc farre 
from thence they had threemen forely wounded wich Arrowes, Anchoring at 
thel[le of Nohono, the Saltiages in their Canov:es atlaulred che Ship till che Eng+ 
liſh Guns madethem retire, yer here they rooke Sahawsſton, that after he had 
lived many yteres in England wenta Souldterto the warres of Bohemia, At (a 
pawe they tooke Coneconam and Epemow, but the people ar eAgawom vied them 
kindly, ſo with fiue Saluages they returncd tor Eng/..»d, yet Sir Francis Pophans 
ſent divers times one Capcaine Williams to Monalrgan bnely to trade and make 
core h(h, butfor any Plantations there was no more ſpeeches, For all chis, as I li- 
ked Yirgmia well, chough not cheir proceedings, ſol deſired alſoro ſee this coun 
ery, and ſpend ſome time 1n trying whac | could finde tor all choſe i]] rumors and 
diſaſters. From the relations of Captaine Edward Harlow and dinrrs others, 

In the month of Aprill 26 14. at the charge of Capr, Marmaduhe Roydor,Capt, 
George Langam,MF. Tobn Bulcy and MY Willkam Skelton, wich two ſhi ps trom Lon- 
don, I chanced toarriue at Mſonahrgan an Jie of America, in 434. of Northerly 
laticude: our plut was thereto rake Vhales,for which we had one Samuel Cram 
ton and divers others expert in thatfaculry,& alſo romaketriallsof a Mine of gold 
& copperzif thoſe failed, Fiſh and Furs werechen our refuge ro make our ſelucs ſa- 
uers howſocuer : we found this Whale-fiſhing a coftly conclufion, we faw many 
and ſpent much cimg in chaſing chem, bur could not l ill any.

rs he hadat all ofany ſuch matter; Fiſh and Furs were now our guard, & 
by our lace arrivall and long _— abourche Whale, the prime of both choſe 
ſeaſons were paſt ere wee perceiued it, wee thinking that cheir ſeaſons ſerued 
at all crimes, but we found it otherwiſe, for by the middeſt of [ane the fiſhing 
failed, yer in /»ly and «Auguſt ſome were taken, butnor ſufficienc ro defray 
ſo great a charge as our ſtay required: of diy fiſh we made about torry thouſand,of 
Cor-fiſh abour ſeuen thouſand, Whileſt theSailers fiſhed, my (elte wich cight 
others of chem might beſt bee ſpared, ranging the Coaft in a {mall Boat, we 
got for trifles neere eleuen thouſand Beuer skinnes , one hundred Martins, 
as many Octers, and themoft of chem wichin the diftanze ot rwenry leagues : we 
ranged che Coaſt both Eaſt and Weſt much further, but Ealtward onr commodis 
tics were not eſteemed, they were ſo neere the French who afforded chem berter, 
wich whom the Saluages had ſuch commerce that only by trade chey m-de excee- 
ding great voyages, though chey were without che limics of our precin&tszduring 
the time wecried choſe concluſions, not knowing the coaſt, nor Saluaves habica- 
tions : With theſe Furres, thecraine Oile and Cor-hth, ] recurned for Englandin 
the Barke, where within ſix monerhs afcerour departure from the Downes, wee 
fafely arriued backe zthe beſt of this fiſh was fold for 5, li, the hundred, the reſt by 
ill vſage berwixr three pounds and 50. ſhillings, Theother ſhip ſtayed to fie her 
ſelfe forSpainewith the dry iſh which was fold at Afal1go ar forty Rinlls the

the Maſter of this ſhip ( when I was gone) chiaking co preuenc that intene I had 
to make chere a Plantation, chereby to keepe chis abounding Countrey ſtill in 
obſcuritie, that onely he and ſome tew Merchanes more mighe enioy wholly the 
benefic of the Trade, and profic of chis Countcrey, berraicd toure and twenty of 
thoſe poore Saluayes aboord his ſhip, and moit diſhoneſtly and ivhumanely for 
their Labrins ot me and 11] our men, caried them wich him to Ca/199, and 
there for liccle prinace gaine fold choſe lilly Saluages for Rials of eighe ; bur this 
vilde a@ kept him eucr ater trom any morcimploiment co thoſe parts, Now be- 
cauſe atchis exe I had raken 2 draught ot che Coaſt, and called it New England, 
yet ſolong he and his Conlorts drowned that name with the Eccho of Crnnaday, 
and ſome other (hips from other parts allo, char vpon this good recurne che next 
ycere went thicher , that ac latt I preſenced this Diſcourſe wich the Map, to our 
moſt gracious Prince Charles, humbly increa:0g bis Highrerſ: hee would pleaſe 
to change their barbarous names for tuch Eng'uh, as poſtertie migine ſay Prince 
Charles was their God-father , which tor your berter vnderſtanding both of 
chis Diſcourſe and the Mp,peruſe this Scaedule, which w1l! plainly ſhew you the

Many ſhot they made at him, thinking they had flainchim, bur fo 
reſolute they were to recouer his body, the maſter of the ſhip was wounded, and 
many of his company; And thus they loſt him,& not knowing more what co do, 
returned againe to £gl/and with nothing, which ſo had diſcouraged all your Wett 
Countrey men, they neicher regarded much their promiſes, and as lictle cither 
meor the Countrey, till they ſaw the London ſhips gone and mcin Plmerh accor- 
ding to my promiſe, as hereafter ſhall berelaced. 

I muſt confeſle ] was beholden to the (errers forth of the foure ſhips that wene 
with (oper, in that they offered me that implorment it I would accept ir z and 
I finde ſtill my refuſall incurred ſome of their difplcaſures, whoſe love and ta- 
uour I exceedingly deſired z and though they doe cenſure me oppolice to their 
REID ſhall yer ſtill in all my words and deeds finde, it 15 their @ror, 
not my fault that occalions their diſlike : for hauing ingaged my felfe in this buſi- 
nelſe to the Welt Countrey, 1 had beene very diſhoneſt to hauc broke my pro- 
miſe, nor will I ſpend more time in diſcovery or bſhing, tl! I may goe with a 
Company for a Plantation ; for I know my grounds, yer eucry one co whom [ 
eel! chem, or that reads this Booke, cannor pur it in practiſe, though it may helpe 
any chat hath ſcene or nor ſeeneto know much of thoſe parts: And though they 
endeuour to worke me out of my owne delignes, I will nor much enuy cher for« 
runes : but I would be ſorry their intruding ignorance ſhould by rheir detailmencs 
bring choſe certainties ro doubttulneſſe. So rhar the buſinetſc proſper I haue my 
deſire, be it by whomſocuer char are crue ſubiefts to our King and Countrey: the 

ood of my. Countrey is that I ſeeke, and there is more then enough for all, if 
they could becontented. 

New England is that partof America in the Ocean Sea, oppolitero Nowa Ala 
biom in the South Sca, diſcoucred by the moft memorable Sir Francis Drake in his 
Voyage about the world, in regard whereof this is ſhled New England, being 
in the ſame latitude New France of it is Northwards, Southwards is /Jirgi>4, 
and allche adioyning continent wkh new Granade, new Spare, new Andoloſia, 
and che W:ſt- Indies. Now becauſe I haue beene fo oft asked ſuch ſtrange queſti- 
ons of the goodnefle and greatnelle of thoſe ſpatious Trafts of Land, how they 
can be thus long vaknowne, or not pollclſed by the Spaniards, and many (uch 
like demands ;1 intreat your pardons if I chance to be too plaige or redivusin re- 
lating my knowledge for plaine mens ſatisfaQtion. 's 

Florida is the next adioyning to the /ndies, which vnproſperouſly was atremp=« 
ted to be planred by heFrench, a Countrey farre bigger then E»gland, Scotland, 

France and Ireland, yerlittle knowneto any Chriſtian, but by che wonderfull en- 
deuours of Ferdinardo de Soto, a valiant Spaniard, whole writings in this age is 
the beſt guide knowneto ſearch thoſe parts. | 

Uirginia isno [le as many doc imagine, but part of the Continent adioyning 
to Florida, whoſe bounds may be ſtretched ro the magnicude thereof , withoue 
offence ro any Chriſtian Inhabicanr, for from che degrees of thirtie co forty eight, 


his Maieſty hath now enlarged his Lecters Patents, The Coaſt extending mo 
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welt and North-eaft about (ixreene ar ſeuenteene hundred miles, but to follow 
tr aboord che ſhore may well be chreecthouſand miles at the leaſt : of whieh ewen- 
tiemiles is the moſt giues entrance intoche Bay of Chrſapeache, where is the Lon- 
don Plancation, within which 1s a Countrey, as you may perceiue by the Map, 
of thatlictle I diſcouered, may well ſuthce chree hundred thouſand people to in- 
habit : bur of it, and the diſcoueries of Sir Ra/pb Lame and Maſter Herr, Cap- 
caine Goſaold, and Capraine Waymonth, they haue writ fo largely, that poſtericie 
may be bettered by the fruits of their Iabours. Bur for divers others chat haue 
ranged thoſe parrs ſince, eſpecially this Countrey nowcalled New England, with» 
in a kenning ſometimes of theſhore z ſome rouching in one place, ſome in ano- 
cher z I muſt increac chem pardon me tor omitting thern, or it I offend in ſaying, 
chat cheir erue deſcriptions were concealed, or neuer were well obferued, or died 
with the Authors, ſothar che Coaſt is yer ſtill but even as a Coaſt vnknowne and 
vndiſcouered,I haue had (ix or ſeuen ſeuerall plots of thoſe Northerne parts, ſo vn- 
like eachto other, orreſemblance of the Country, as they did me no more good 
then ſo much waſte paper, though they colt me more, ic may bee it was noe my 
chanceto ſee the beſt ; but leſt others may be decemed as I was, orthrough dan- 
gerous ignorance hazard themſelues as I did, 1 have drawne a Map from point tg 
poine, llero Ile, and Harbour ro Harbour, with the Soundings , Sands, Rocks, 
and Land-markes, as Ipatled cloſe aboord the ſhore in a lictle Boar; akhough 
there bee many things to bee obſerued, which the haſte of other affaires did 
cauſe meto omit : for being ſene more to gerpreſent Commodicies, then know- 
ledge of any diſcouerics for any furure good, I had not power to ſearch as [ 
would ; yer it will ſerueto dire any ſhall goethar waies to ſafe Harbours and the 
Saluages habicacions : what Merchandize and Commodities for their labours 
they may hnde, this following diſcourſe ſhall plainly demonſtrate. 

Thus you may ſce of theſe three thouſand miles, more then halfe is yer vn- 
knowne to any purpoſe, no not ſo much as the borders of the Sea are yer cer- 
cainly diſcovered : as for the goodnelle and true ſubſtanceof the Land, we are for 
moſt part yeraltoge:her ignorantof chem, vnleſſe it be choſe parts about the Bay 
of Chiſapeack and Sagadabock, but onely here and there where we haue touched 
or ſcene alictle, the edges of thoſe large Dominions which doe ſtretch chemſclues 
intothe maine, God doth know how mary thouſand miles, whereof we can yer 
no more iudge, then a ſtranger that ſaileth berwixe England and France, can de- 
ſcribe the harbours and dangers by landing here or there in ſome Riuecr or Bay, 
cellthereby the goodnelle and ſubſtance of Spaine, [taly, Germany , Bohemia, 
Hungaria, and the reft z nay, there are many haue liued fortie yeeres in London, 
and yet haue ſcarce beene ten miles out of the Citie : ſo are there many haue beene 
in Virginia many yecres, and in New England many times, that doe know lictle 
more then the place they doe inhabit, or the Port where chey filhed, and when 
they come home, they will vndertake they know all Virgiviaand New England, 
a$it they were but two Pariſhes or little lands. By this you may perceive how 
much they erre, thatthinke cuery one that hath beene in Yirgimiaor New Eng- 
land, vnderſtandeth or knoweth whart eicher of chem are z Or that the Spaniards 
know one halfe quarter of thoſe large Terricories they poſletſe, no not ſo much 
as the true circumference of Terra incognita, whoſe large Dominions may equa- 
lizeche goodnelle and greatneſle of America for any thing yer knowne, t: is 
ſtrange with what ſmall power he doth range inthe E2ft-/ndies, and few will 
vnderſtand thetruth of his ſtrength in America : where hauing ſo much to keepe 
with ſuch a pampered force, they need not greatly feare his fury in Sommer les, 
Virginia, or NewEngland, beyond whoſe bounds America doth ſtretch many 
thouſand miles, Into the frozen parts whereof, one Maſter Hat/on an Engliſh 
Mariner, did make the greateſt diſcoveric of any Chriſtian I know , where hee 
vnfortunacely was left by his cowardly Company, for his exceeding deſerts, to 


cnd and die a moſt miſerable death, 
For 
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For Africa, had not the induſtrious Portgals ranged her vnknowne parts, 
vzho would haue ſought for wealch amongſt thoſe tried Regions of blacke brutiſh 
Negars, where notwithſtanding all their wealth and admirable aduentures and 
endcuours more then one hundred and fortie yecres, they know not one third 

artof choſe blacke habications. Burt ic is nota worke for eucry one ro manage 
{uch an affaire, as makeadiſcouery and plant a Colony, it requires all the beſt parts 
of art, iudgement, courage, honeſty, conſtancy, dil;gence, and induſtry, to doe 
bur neere well z ſome are more proper for one thing then another, and therein 
beſt co be imploicd : and nothing breeds more contulion then miſplacing and 
milimploying men in cheir vndertakings. Columbus , Conrtes, Pitz,era, Zoto, 
Magilanus, and therelt ſerued more then a Prentiſhip , co learne how to begin 
their moſt memorable attempts in the Weſt-/ndies, which to the wonder of all 
ages ſuccellefully they effefted, when many hundreds of others tarreabouerhem 
in the worlds opinion, being inſtrufted buc by relation, came to ſhameand con- 
fuſion in ations of ſmall moment, who doubtletle in other matters were both 
wiſe, diſcreet, generous and couragious, I ſay not this ro detratt any thing from 
their incomparable merits, bur ro anſwer thoſe queſtionlelle queſtions, that keepe 
ys backe from imitating the worchinefle of their braue ſpirics, that aduanced 
themſclues from poore Souldicrs to great Capraines, their poſterity co greac 
Lords, their King to be one of the greateſt Potencates on earch, andche frutcs of 
their labours his greateſt power, glory, and renowne.

fortie fiue, the very mcane berwixt che North pole and the line ; bur that

{ ed, ſome ſcuentie hue leagues by a right line diſtance each from other z 
within which bounds I haue ſcene ar leaſt fortic ſeuerall habications vpon che 
Sea Coaſt, and ſounded about fiue and rwentie e$cellent good Harbours, in ma- 
ny whereof thereis anchorage for five hundred ſaile of ſhipsof any burden ; in 
ſome of them for one thouſand, and more then two hundred Iles over-growne 
with good Timber of divers forts of wood, which doe make ſo many Harbours, 
as required a —_— then I had to be well obſerued, 

The principall habitation Northward we were at, was Pernobſcot : Southward 
along the Coaſt and vp the Rivers, we found Mecadacut, Segocket , Pemaguid, 
Nuſcoucus, Sagadahoch, Aumonghcowgen, and K enebeke 52nd to thoſe Countries 
bclong the people of Segorago, Paghbuntanuck, Pecopaſſum, Taughtanahagnet, 
IWarbigganus, Naſſaqne, CMaſheroſqueck Wawrigweck, Aoſhoquen,Wakeogo, Pa- 
ſraranach, &c, To theſcarealied in confederacy, the Countries of Anceci/co, Ac- 
compnticu, Paſſataquack, Aggawom, and Naemkeck: All theſe for any thing I 
could percciue, differ lictlein language, faſhion, or government, though moſt of 
them be Lords of themſclues, yer they hold the Zaſhabes of Penobſcor, che chiete 
and greateſt amongſt them. 

The next I can remember by name, are attahnnts, wo pleaſant Tles of 
Grouecs, Gardens, and Corne fields a league in the Sea from the maine ; Then 
Totant, Maſſachuſet, Topent, Sccaſſaw, Totheet, Naſrocomacack, Accomach, Cha- 
www, Patuxet, Maſſaſeyts, Pakanoksck: then Cape ( 54, by which is Pawmet and

Herring, Cod,and Ling; is that eriplicitie, that makes their wealth and ſhip< 
pings mulciplicidie ſuch as ir is: and from which (tew. would thinke it) they 
ſhould draw ſo many millions yeerely as they doe; as more jn particular 1n the 
trials of New. England you may ce g and ſuch an incredible number of ſhips, 
chat breeds them ſo many Sailers, Marinets, Souldicrs, and Mcrobantcs, neuer to 
be wrought our of that Trade, and fir- far any other. 1 will not deny bur others 
may gaing 85 -well as they that will vic it, though nor fo cerrainly, norſomuch in 
quancitie, for wanc of experience: and this Herring they rake vypon the Coalt of 
England and Scotland, their Codand Ling vpon the Coaſt of /zelaxg, and in tho 
North ſeas, if wee conſider what gaines the Flamburgans, the Pukimers, and 
French ,make by fiſhing znay but how many chouſands this bitic or (ixty yeercs 
haue berne tmaintained: by New found [avd, where they take nothing but ſmall 
Cod, where of the greateft they make Cor-fiſh, and the reſt is hardaried, which 
we call Poore-lohn, would amaze a man with wonder. If then from all thoſe 
parts ſuch paines is taken for this poore gaines of Fiſh, eſpecially by che Hel/an- 
ders, chat hath bur lircle of their owne, for building of ſhips and ſerting chem to 
ſea z burar the ſecond, third, fourth, or fifr hand, drawne from fo many parts 
of the world ere they come together to be vſed in thoſe voiages : If cheſe( I fay } 
can gaine, why ſhould we more doubt then they ; but doe much becter, that may 
hauc moſt of all choſe chings at our dares for raking and making, and here are 
no hard Landlordsto racke vs with-high rents, or cxcorting fines, nor tedious 
pleas in Lawto conſume ys with thyir, many yeeres diſpuracion for Juſtice z no 
mulcicudes to occaſion ſuch impediments to good orders as in popular States z 
fo freely hach God and his Maieſtic beſtowed thoſe bleflings, on chem will at- 
tenjpt to obtaine them, as here cucry mari may be maſter of his owne labour and 
land, or thegreateſt part (if his Maieſties royall meaning benor abuſed ) and if he 
hatenothing bur his hands, he may ſer vp his Trade ; and by induftry quickly 
grow rich, (pending bur halfe chat cirpe well, which in England we abuſe in jdle- 
netfe, worſe, or as 1, Here is ground as good as any lieth in the height of forty 
one, forty two, three, &c,which is as ecmperace, and as fruitfull as any other 
parallel inthe world.

they are beautified by the long labour and diligence of induſtrious people and 
art 3 This is onely as God made it when hee created che world : Therefore I 
conclude, if the hear. and intrailes of choſe Regions were ſoughc, if cheir 
Land were cultured, planted, and manured by men of induſtry, iudgement, and 
experience z what hope is there, or what necd they doubt, having the aduan- 
rages of che Sea, bur ir might equalizeany of theſe famous Kingdomes in all 
commodicies,pleaſures, and conditions, ſeeing euen the very hedges doe natural- 
ly affoord vs ſuch plencie, as no ſhip need returne away emptie, and onely vſc 
but che ſeaſon of the Sea, Filh will rerurne an honeſt gaine, beſides all other aduan- 
tages, her rreaſures hauing yerneuer beene opened, nor her originals waſted, con- 
ſumed, nor abuſed,

arc conſtrained to returne wich a ſmal-fraughe. Norway and Poland affoords 
Pitch and Tarre, Malts and Yards. Sweathland and Rufſis, Iron 2nd Ropes. 
France and Spame, Canuaſe, Wine, Stecle, Iron, and Oile. /raly and Greece, 
Silkes and Fruits, I date boldly ſay, becauſe I haue ſeene naturally growing or 
breeding in thole parcs, the ſame marerials that all cheſe are madeof, they may 
as well bee had here, or the moſt part of them wichin che diſtance of ſeuentic 
leagues for ſome few wes, from all choſe parts, viing but che ſame meanes to 
haucthem that they doe z bur ſurely in Virginia, their moſttender and daintieſt 
fruits or commodities, would be as perfic as theirs, by reaſon of che heat, if not 
in New England, and with all choſe aduancages. 

Firſt, che ground is ſoferrill, that queſtionlele it is capable of producing any The nature of 

Graine, Fruirs, or Seeds, you will ſow or plant, growing in the Regions atore. the ground ap» 
named : But ic may be not to that perfeftion of delicacy, becauſe che Summer F**** 
Is not ſo hot, and the Winter 1s more cold in thoſe parts we haue yer tried neere 
che Sea (ide, then wee finde in che fame height in Exrope or Aſia: yer | made a 
Garden vpon the top of a Rocky Ilein three and forty degrees and an halfe, foure 
leagues from the maine in Miy , that grew ſo well, as it ſerued vs for Sallers in 
June and Iuly, All forts of Cattle may here be bred and fed in the Iles or Penin- 
ſulacs ſecurely for nothing. Inthe /nterims, ill chey increef (if need be) obſer- 
ving the ſeaſons, I durſt vndertake to haue Corne enough from the Saluages for 
three hundred men, for a fewtrifles z and it they ſhould bevnrowards, as it 1s moſt 
certaine chey will, thirtic or fortie good men will be ſufficient to bring them all 
in ſubicttion, and makethis prouiſion, if they vnderitand what to z ewo 
hundred whereof may cightor nine monethsin che yeere be imploicd in helping 
cheFiſher-men, till the reſt prouide ocher necelaries, fir ro furniſh vs with other 
Commodities. | 

In March, Aprill, May, and halfe Tune, heere is Cod in abundance; In May, The ſeaſons for | 
June, Tuly, and Auguſt, Mullic and S:urgion, whoſe Roes doe make Cauiareand fiung approucd. 
Puttargo z Herring, if any defirethem : I haue taken many out of the bellies of 
Cods, ſome in nets z bu the Saluages compare the ſtore in the Sea with the haires 
of their heads : and ſurely there are an incredible abundance vpon this Coaft. 
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In che end of Auguſt, September, Otober, and Nouember, you may haue Cod 
againe to make Core-faſh or Pogic-loha : Hake you, may have when the Cod 
failes in Summer, it you will fiſh in che night, which is berrer chen Cod, Now 
each hundred you take here, is as good as rwo or three hundred in New found 
Land ;{o that halfeth<elabour in hooking, ſpliccing and couring, is ſaued : And 
you may haue your filh. at what marker you will, before they haue any in New 
fond land, where their filbing is chiefely bur in Tunc and July, where ic is here in 
March, Aprill, May, September, Oftober and November, as is ſaid ; ſo char by 
rcaſon of this Plantation, the Mz:rchancs may haue their traughc boch our and 
home, which yeelds an aduancage worth conſideration. Your Corc-fiſh you 
may in like manner tranſport as you {ce cauſe, ro ſerue the Ports in Portugal, as 
Lt bone, Aurra, PortaPort, and diuers others, { or what marker you plcaſe ) be. 
forcyourllanders rerurne, They being ticd to che ſeaſon in the open Sea, and 
you hauing a double ſeaſon, aud hilhing behave your doores, may cucry night ſleep 
quietly aſhore with good cheere, and what fires you will, or when you pleaic 
wich your wiues and tamily : they onely and cheir ſhips in che maine Ocean, chas 
muſt caric and containe all they vic, belides their traughe, The Mullits here arc 
in that abundance, you may take them with nets ſometimes by hundreds, where 
at Cape Blanks they hookethem z yer thoſe are bur afoot and a halte in lengeh; 
theſe rwo, three, or foure, as oft | haue meaſured, which makes me ſuſpett chey 
are ſome other kinde of ſb, chough they ſeeme the ſame, both in faſhion and 
goodnefſe, Much Salmon ſome haue found vp che Riuers asthey haue patled, 
and here the aire is ſo remperace, as all cheſe at any time may be preſerucd, Now, 
young Boics and Girles Saluages, or any other bee they neuer (uch idlers, may 
rurne, caric or recurne a fiſh, wichour either ſhame or any great paine : He is very 
idle that is paſt cuclue yeeres of ageand cannot doe ſo much, 2nd ſhe 1s very old 
chat cannot ſpin a threed ro make Engins to catch a fiſh, 

For their tranſportation, the ſhips that goe there co fiſh may tranſport the fiſt : 
who for their patlage will ſpare the charge of double manning their ſhips, which 
chey muſt do in New ſoxnd /and to get their fraughtzbur one third part of that come 
pany arc onely properto ſcruca ſtage, carie a Barrow, and curne Poore-lohn ; nor- 
withſtanding, . y muſt hane mear, drinke, clothes, & patiage ſo well as the reſt, 
Now all I detire is but this, That choſe that voluncarily will ſend ſhipping,fhould 
make here the beſt choice they can, or accept ſuch as ſhall bee preſcated chem to 
{crue chem ar that rate: and their ſhips returning leaue ſuch with me, with the 
value of that they ſhould receive comming home, in ſuch prouiſzons and neceſ- 
ſarictooles, armes, bedding, apparell, falr, ners, hookes, lines, and ſuch like, as 
they ſpare of the remainings z who till the next returne may keepe their Boars, 
and doerhem many other proficable otthces. Prouided, | hauemen of abiluic ts 
reach chem their funCtions, and acompany fir for Souldiers to beready vpon any 
occaſion, becauſe of che abuſes that haue beene offcred che poore Saluages, and 
che libercic that both French and Engliſh, or any chat will, have to deale with 
chem as they pleaſe ; yhoſe diſorders will be hard coreforme, and che longer the 
worſe : Now ſuch ordE& wich facilitie might be taken, wich euery Port, Towne, 
or Ciric, with fcce powerto conuert the benefit of cheir fraughrs ro what aduan- 
rage chey pleaſc, and increaſe cheir numbers as they ſee occalion, who euer as they 
arcableto ſubliſt of chemſclues, may begin che new Townes in New England, 
in'memory of cheir old : which freedome being confined bur ro the neceſſicie of 
the genera]l good, the cuent (with Gods helpe ) might produce an honeſt, a no- 
ble, and a profitable emulation, 

Salt vpon Salt may atluredly be made, if not at-the fiſt in' ponds, yer till they 
be prouided this may be vſcd : then the ſhips may tranſport Kine, Horſe, Goats, 
courſe Cloth, and ſuch Commodities «s we want ; by whoſe arriuall may be made 
that prouifion of fiſh ro fraughethe ſhips char they ſtay nor z and then if the Sai- 


kers goc for wages it naatters not, it is hard if chis returne defray nor the charge :

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bur care muſt be had they arriue inthe Spring, orelſe chat prouifion be made tor 
them againſt winter, Ot cerrainered berries called Kermes, which 1s worth cen 
ſhillings che pound, bur of chele hauc beene fold for thirty or torty (hillings che 
pound, may yeerely be gathered a good quantity. Ot che Muskrat may be well 
raiſed gaines worth cheir labour, that will cndcuour'to make criali of their good- 
netle, Ot Beuers, Orcers and Marcins, blacke Foxes, and Furres of price, may 
yeorcly be had (1x or ſeucn thoutand, and it che trade of the French were preuen- 
red, many more: 25©0co.this yeere were brought from thole northerte pares 1nto 
France, of which trade we may haue as good part as the Fr-nch if we take good 
courſes, Of Mines of Gold and Siluer, Copper, and probabilities of Lead, Cry-

Ot woods, ſeeing there is ſuch plenty of all ſorts, if thoſe that build ſhips and 
boats, buy wood at ſo great aprice, as it 15 in England, Spaine, France and Hol- 
lard, and all other prouifions tor thenouriſhment of mans life, live well by char 
cradeyz when labour is all r-quired to cake theſenecetlaries without any other cax, 
what hazard will be here but to doe much berter, and what commodity in Eu- 
rope doth more decay then wood ? tor che goodnetle of the ground, ler vs cake ic 
fertill or barren, or asir is, ſeeing ir 1s cerraine it beares fruirs ronouriſh and feed 
man & beaſt as well as Eng/and,and che Sea thoſe ſeuerall forts of fiſhes I have re- 
Jated:chus ſceing all good things for mans ſuſtenancemay with this facility bechad 
by a little extraordinary labour, till that cranſporred be increaſed, & all ncceilaries 
for ſhipping onely tor labour, co which may added the aſſiſtance of the Saluages 
which may calily be had, if chey be diſcreetly handledin their kinds, towards filh- 
ing, planting, and deſtroying woods, what gaines mighr be raiſed if this were 
followed (when there 15 bur once men to hill your ſtore houſes dwelling chere,you

Two thouſand will fic out a ſhip of 200.tunnes,& one of 100. tuns,ifof the dry 
fiſh chey boch make fraught, that of 200, and goe for Spaine,ſcll it bur ar en ſhil- 
lings a quincall, bur commonly ir giues fifreene or ewenty, eſpecially when it 
comimeth firſt, which amounts to 3, or 4000. pound, bur ſay but cen, which is che 
loweſt, allowing the reſt for waſte, ic amounts at chart rate to 2000. which is 
che whole charge of your rwo ſhips and che equipage, then the rerurne of the mo- 
ny and che fraught of cheſhip for che vincage or any other voyage is cleere gaine 
with your ſhip of one hundred cunnes of craine Oile and Cor-fiſh, befides the Be- 
uers and other commodiries, and that you may haue at home wichin fix moneths

and South, more then ten leagues : bur ſuch were my occaſions, | was con{trai- 
ned co be ſatished of chem I tound in the Bay, that the River ranne farre vp into 
the Land, and was well inhabited with many people, bur chey were from their 
habicarions, either fiſhing amongſt the Iles, or hunting the Lakes and Woods 
for Deere and Beuers : the Bay 1s full of grear Iles of one, two, fix or eight miles 
in length, which diuides ic into many faire and excellent good Harbours, Oa 
che Eaſt of it are the Tarrentines, their mortal] eacmies , where inhabic the 
French,as they report,thart liue with thoſe people as one Nacion or Family : And 
Northweſt of Pennobſcot is Mecaddacut, at the foot of a high Mountaine, a kinde 
of fortreſſe againſt che Tarrentines, adioyning| to the high Mountaines of Pen- 
nobſcot, z2gainkt whoſe feer doth beatthe Sea z bur ouer allthe Land, Iles, or other 
impediments, you may well ſce chem fourereene, or eighteene leagues from cheir 
ſiruation, Segecket 1s the next, then Narkonens, Pemmaguid, and Sagadahbeck : 
vp this River, where was the Wefterne Plantation , are Aumonghcawgen, Kinne« 
beke, and diuers others, where are planted ſcme Corne helds. Along this River 
thirtie or fortie miles, I ſaw nothing bur great high clifts of barren Rocks ouer- 
growne with Wood, but where the 5aluages dwell chere the ground is excellent

tome of a large deepe Bay, full of many great Iles, which diuides it inco many 
good Harbours, Sawocornch js the next, in the edge of a large Sandy Bay, 
which hath many Rockes andIles, bur few good Harbours, but for Barkes [ 
yet know z bur all this Coaſt to Pennobſcer, and 2s farre as I could fee Eaſt- 
ward of itis nothing, bur ſuch high craggy clifty Rockes and ſtony Iles, that

And whar helliſh care doe ſuch take. to make ic cher owne miſery-and 
their Countnes ſpoile, eſpecially when claere is moſt need of :cheir imploi- 
ment , 'drawing by all manner of inventions from the-Pringe and' his ho- 
neſt Subiecs, cuen che vicall ſpirits of chair powers. and eftares 2 as, Jfcheir 
baggs or brags were ſo powerfull a defence, the malicious could noe af- 
ſaulc chem , when they are the onely bait-co cauſe vs not onely co bee af- 
faulred, bur betrayed and murchered in our owne ſecurity ere wee will per+ 
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May not the miſerable ruine of {*+»ſfantinople, their impregnable walls, ri- 
ches and pleaſureslaſt caken by the Turke, which were then bur a bic in compa- 
riſon of their mightinefſe now, remember vs of the effe&ts of priuate coucrouſ- 
nellc, at which time the good Emperour held himſclte rich enough, to haue 
ſuch rich ſubic&s, ſo formall in all exceſle of vanity, all kinde of delicacy and 
prodigality : hispouerty when the Turke belieged the Citizens (whoſe mer- 
chandizing thoughts were onely to get wealth) liccle conceiuing the deſperat re- 
ſolution of a valiant expert enemy, Jeft the Emperour fo long to his concluli- 
ons, hauing ſpent all he had to pay his young raw diſcontenced Souldiers, chac 
ſuddenly he, they, and cheir City were alla prey co che deuouring Turke, and

as chat you will rather maintaine your children in idle wanronneſle tl chey 
grow your maſters, or become ſo baſely vnkinde that they wiſh nothing bur 
your deaths, ſo that both ſorts grow dillolute, and alrchough you would wiſh 
them any where to eſcape the Gallowes and eaſe your cares, though they ſpend 
you here one,two or threehundred pouhd « yeere, you would grudge to give falſe 
ſomuch in aduenture with them co obraine an eſtate, which in a ſmall cime, buc

1dgement , that can but blemiſh theſe my delignes, by cheir witty obieRi- 
ons and detraftions, yer (I hope) my reaſons with my deeds will fo preuaile 
with ſome, that I ſhall not wanr imploiment in theſeaffaires, romake the moſt 
blinde ſee his owne ſenſeleſhefſe and incredulity, hoping chat gaine will make

StatQ,-ty Friends and Country with theſe inducentents, which ſeeing his Ma- 
ieſty harh giuen permiſſion, I wifh all ſorts of worthy honeſt induſtrious ſpirirs 
would viiderſtand, and if chey deſire any further fatisfaftion, I will doe my

paines, in Exglandcharges and lolle; here nature and liberty aftoords vs that free 
ly which in England we want, or itcoſterh vs deerely. What pleaſure can bee 
more chen being tired with any occaſion a ſhore, in planting Vines, Fruits, or 
Herbes , in contriving their owne grounds to the pleaſure of their owne 
minds, their Fields, Gardens, Orchards, Buildings, Ships, and other workes, 
&c, to recreate themſclues before their owne doores 1a their owne Boats 
vpon the Sea, where man, woinan and childe, with a ſmall hooke and line, 
by angling may take diuers forts of excellent Fiſh at cheir pleaſures z and is it 
not piety ſport to pull vp two pence, (ix pence, and ewelge pence, as faſt as 
you can hale and vere aline z hee is.2 very. þad Fiſher cannot kill in one day 
with his hooke and line one, two, or three hundred Cods, which dretied and 
dryed, if they bee ſold there for ren ſhillings a hundred, chough in England

Thus chough all men be not fiſhers, yer all men whatſocuer may in other mat- 
tersdoe as well, forneceſlicy doth in theſe caſes ſorule a common wealth, and 
each intheir ſcucrall funCtions, as their labours in their qualicies may be as profi- 
cable becauſe there is a neceilary mucuall vie of all, 

For Gentlemen, what excrciſe ſhould more delight them then ranging 
daily cheſe vaknowne parts, viing fowling and fiſhing for hunting and. haw- 
king, and yet you ſhall fee the wilde Hawkes giue you ſome pleaſure in 
ſeeing chem ſtoupelix or ſcuen rimes after one another an houre or ewo to- 
gether, arche skulcs of Fiſh un the faire Harbours, as choſe #ſhore-ata fowle, 
and neucr trouble nor cormene your ſclues wich watching, mewing, feeding, 
and attending chem, nor kill horſe and man wich running and crying, Sce you 
nac 2 Hawke for huncing alſo, the Woods, Lakes and Rivers aftoord noc 
onely chaſe ſuthcienc for any char delights in that kinde of toile or pleaſure, 
bur ſuch beaſts ro hunt, chat beſides the delicacie of their bodies for food, 
their skinnes arc fo rich, as chey will recompeuce thy daily labour with a Cap- 
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For L abourers, if thoſe that ſow Hempe, Rape, Turnups, Parſnips, Carrars, 
Cabidge, and ſuch like z giue ewencie, chirrie, torrie, fittie thillings yeerely tor an 
Acreot Land, and meat, drinke, and wages to vſe it, and yet growrich : when 
berrer, or ar leaftas good ground may bee had and coſt nothing but labour z ic 
ſeemes {trange ro me any ſuch ſhould grow poore.

this grow to prattiſe) and ſufficient maſters, of all necellaric, mecanicall qualt- 
tics, to take ren or ewelue of them for Apprencſes z the Mitter by ch1s may 
quickly grow rich, theſe may learne their crades chemſclues ro doe the like, to a 

enerall and an incredible benchic for King and Countrey, Maſter and Seruanr, 

Ic would be a Hiſtory of a large volume, to recite the adventures of the Sp. 
miardsand Porturalr, their aftrones anddefears,their dangers and miſerics ; which 
with ſuch incomparable honor, and conſtancrefolucon, fo tarre beyond belecte, 
they haue attempted and indured in their diſcoveries and plantations, as may 
well condemae vs of coo much imbectllicic,florhgand negligence; yerthe Authors 
of theſe new inventions were held as ridiculous for a long rime, as now are others 
thar doe bur ſcekero imitate their voparalleld vertues, and chough we ſee daily 
their mountaines of wealth ( ſprung from the Planes of their generous indeuours) 
yer is our ſenſualitic and vnrowardnelle ſuch,& ſo grear, that weeither ignorantly 
beleeue nothing, or ſo curiouſly conteſt, ro prevent we know not what future 
euents ; that we either ſonegle&t,'or opprelle and diſcourage the preſent, as wee 
ſpoile all in the making, crop all in the blodming ; and building vpon faireSand 
rather then vpon rovgh Rocks, iudge that we know nor, gonerne that wee haue 
not, feare that which 15 nor zand for teare fome ſhovuld doe roo well, force ſuch a- 
gainftcheir wils tobcidle, or as ill, And who is hee hath wdgement, courage, 
and any induſtry or quality with vnderſtanding, wi!l leaue his Country;his hopes 
at home, his certaine eftare, his friends, pleaſures, l:bertie, and the prefermene 
ſweet England doth affoord to all degrees, were ic not toaduance his prince by 
enlophtce bi deſerts, whoſe proſpericie once appeoring, will encourage ott ers : 
bur ic muſt be cheriſhed as achilde, till it be able ro goc and wndetitand ir felte, 
and not corrected nor oppreſſed aboue ir ftrengrh, cre'ir know wherefore. A 
childe can neither performe the office nor deeds of a man of ſtrength, nor en- 
dure char aMiQtion he is able : nor can an Apprergiſc ar the firſt perf6rme rhe parc 
of a Mafter, and if rwentie yecres be required to make  childe a man, ſeuen yeeres 
limited an Apprentiſefor his trade: it ſcarce an age be fafhcient ro make 2 wiſe 
man a States-man, and commonly a man dies ere he hach learned to be difcreer 5 if 
perfeftion be ſo hard to be obrained, asof neceſſiriethere muſt be Praftice as well 
as Theoricke : Lernoman then condemne this paradox opinion, to ſay rkat halfe 
ſeuen yeres is ſcarcefufhicient for a good capacitie tolkearne in theſe affaires howto 
carrie himſeclfe. And who cuer ſhall cry in theſe remote places che ereting of a 
Colony, ſhall finde ar the end of ſeven yeeres occalion enough ro vie all his 
diſcrerion : and in the 7nterim, all the content, rewards, gaines, and hopes, will 
be necetlarily required, to be given co the beginning, til icbe able to creepe, ro 
ſind, and goe, and ro encourage deſert by all poſſthle meanes zyer trme enough 
to keepe it from running, for there is no feare it will grow too faſt, or eterto any 
thing, except libercie, probr, honor, and proſpericite there found, more binde che 
Planters of choſe affaires in devorion toettett it ; then bondage, violence, ryran- 


nic, ingratitude, and ſuch double dealing, as bindcs tree men to become lanes, 
and 
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and honeſt men turne knaues z which hacheuer beene che ruine of the moſt popu- 
lar Common-wealc;, and is very vnlikely euer well co begin anew, 
Who feeth not what 1s che greareſt good of the Spaniard, bur cheſe new cone 


cluſions in ſearching thoſe vaknowne parts of chis vnknowne world ; by which + 


meanes hediues even into the very fecrers of ali his nezghbours, and the met 
part of the world z and when the Portaga/s and Spaniards had found the Eaft 
and We/t-[ndier, how many did condemne themſclues, that did nor accept of char 
honeſt offer of Noble Columbus, who vpon our neglett broughtchem coir, per- 
ſwading our (eluesrhe world had no ſuch places as they had tound : and yer cucr

I confelle I could have wiſhed them as many thouſands, had all other prouili- 
ons beene in like proportion z nor would | haye had ſo few, could I haue had 
means for moreryet would God haue pleaſed we had ſafely arriucd,l doubted noc 
but to haue performed more then | promiſed, and that many thouſands cre this 
would hauc bin there cre now. The maine afliftance next God I had to this ſmall 
number, was my acquaintance amongſt the Saluages, eſpecially with Doheday, 
one of their greateſt Lords, who had lived long in # !g/and, and another called 
Tantum, I caried with mee from England, and ict 01, chore at Cape Cod ; by the 
meanes of this proud Saluage, I did not doubt bur quickly to haue got that cre- 
dir amongſt the reſt of che Saluages and their alliance, to hauc had as many of 
them as I deſired in any deligne Lintended, and that trade alſothey had by tuch 
a kinde of exchange of their Councrey Commodities, which both with caſe and 
ſecuricic might chen haue becne vſcd wich him and diuers others: I had conclu- 
ded ro inhabit and defend them againſt the Tarentives, with a berter power chen 
che French did them z whoſe tyrannic did inforcecthem to embrace my offer wich 
no ſmall deuotion : and though many may think me more bold then wiſe,in re- 
gard of their power, dexteriue, treachery, and inconſtancy, hauing ſo deſperate- 
ly afſaulced, and berraied many others ; I ſay but this ( becauſe with ſo many, I 
haue many times done much more in Virginiachen I intended here, when I wan- 
ted that experience. /irginia taught mee ) that to meit ſecmesno more danger 
then ordinary : and though I know my ſetfe che meaneſt of many thouſands, 
whoſe apprehenſive inſpetion can pierce beyond the bounds of my abilicics, 
into the hidden things of Nature, Art, and Reaſon: yer I increat ſuch, giue mee 
leaue to excuſe my ſelte of ſo much imbecillitie, as to ſay, that in theſceighteene 
yecres which I haue beene conuerſant with cheſcaffaires,l haue not learned, there 
15 a great difference: berwixt che direfions and judgement of experimentall 
knowledge, and the ſuperficial conicfture of variable relation : wherein rumour, 
humour, or miſpriſion haue ſuch power, that oft times one is enough co beguile 
ewentic, but twentic aot ſufficientto keepe one from being decejued, Therefore 
I know no reaſon but to beleeue my owne cies before any mans imagination, thac 
is but wreſted framtheconceirs of my owne proietts and endeuours, bur I honor 
with all affetion,, the counſcll and inftruftions of judiciall direQions, or any 
other honeſt aduertiſemenc, ſo farre to obſcrue, as they tie me, not to the crueltie 
of vnkaowne events, Theſe arethe inducements that thus drew me tonegleR all 
other imploiments, and ſpend my time and beſt abilicies in theſe aduentures, 
wherein thoughI haue had many diſcouragements, by the ingratitude of ſome, 
the malicious ſlanders of others,#he falſencile of friends, the treachery of cowards, 
and ſlowneſle of Aduentarers. 

Now you arc:to remember, as I returned firſt from New England at Phmoth, 
[ was promiſed foure good ſhips ready,prepared to my hand the next Chriſtmas, 
and what conditions apd content | would defire, to put this hulinelle in prattife, 
and arriving at London, foure more were offered me with the like courtelic, But to 
ioyne the Londoners & them in one,was molt impoſhble z ſo chat in Tanuary wich 
ewo huudred pound in Chaſh for adyenture, and {1x '/Gentlemen well furniſhed, 
I went from London to the foure ſhips were promiſed ame at Plimeth, buc 1 found 
no ſuch matter : and themoſt of rhole chat had madeſuch great promiſes, by the 
bad recurne of the ſhip went for Gold,and their priuace emulations, were extin&t 
and qualificd. Notwithſtanding at laſt, with a labyrinth of wxeuble, chough he

ſhed wich a {hip otrwo hundred cunnes, and another of fiftie : Bur ere | had failed

My Vice-Admirall being loft, not knowing of this, proceeded her voyage; 
now withthe remainder of chole prouilzons, | gor our againe in a ſmall Barke of 
ſixticruns with thirty men : for this of two hundred, and prouilion for ſeuenric, 
which werethe (ixceenc before named, and fourereene ocker Salers for the ſhip z 
with theſe I ſer faile againe che foureand rwentieth of June, where what betcll 
me (becaufe my aftions and wricings areſo publike to the world) enuy fill ſeek- 
ing roſcandalize my endeuours, and ſeeing no power bur death can ſtop the char 
of 11] congues, nor tmagination of mens minds, leſt my owne relations of choſe 
hard cuenes might by ſome conftruftors bee made doubtfull, I haue though it 
belt ro inſert the examinations of thoſe proceedings, taken by Sir Lew Stwkeley, 
a worchy Knight, and Vice-Admurall of Dewonſbwe, which was as tolloweth.

H E effc& in briefe was this : being chaſed by one Fry an Engliſh Pirar, 
Edward Chambers the Maſter, [obs Miller his Mare, Thomas Digby the 


Pylor, and diuers others i1mporcuned him to yeeld z much ſwaggering 

wee had wich them, more then the Pirars, who agreed vpon fuch faire 
condicions as wedelired, which if chey broke, he vowed co (inke rather then be 
abuſed. Strangerhey thoughtic, chat a Barke of threeicore runs wich foure guns 
ſhould ſtand vpon ſuch termes, they being eighrie expert Sea-men, in an excellenc 
ſhip of one hundred and forrie cuns,and thirty (ix cait Peeces and Murderers: Burt 
when they knew our Caprtaine, ſo many of chem had beene his Souldiers, and 
they bur lately runne from Txn:s, where they had Rolne this ſhip, wanted vietuall, 
and in combultion amongſt chemſclues,would have yeelded all co his procection, 
or wafted vs any whither : burthoſe mutinies occalioned vsto reiett ther offer, 
which afterward weall repented, For at Fiat we met ewo French Pirars, the one 
of rwo hundred tuns, the other thirty :no diſgrace would cauſe our mutiners 
bghe, ull che Captaine offered to blow vp thethip rather then yeeld, till hee had 
ſpent all his powder : ſo that cogether by the eares we went, and ac laſt got cleere 
of chem torall their ſhot, Ar Flowers we were againe chaſed with foure French 
men of watre, the Admiral! one hundred and forrie runs, and ninery men well 
armed ;therelt good ſhips, and as well prouided : much parly we had, but vow- 
ing they were Rochilet5,and had a Commiſion trom che King onely ro ſecure rrue 
men,and cake Portagals, Spaniards, and Pirars, and as they requeſted, our Cap- 
taine went to ſhew his Commiſſion, which was vnder che broad Seale, but ne1- 
ther it nor their vowes they ſo much reſpeted, bur they kepr him , rifled our 
ſhip, manned her with French men, and diſperſed vs amongft their Fleer: within 
fuc or [ix daies they were increaſed to eight or ninefaile. Aclaſt chey ſurrendred 
vs our ſhip, and moſt of our prouilions, the defedts they promiſed the next day 
to ſupply, and did. Notwithftanding, chere was no way but our mutmers would 
for England, though we were as neere New England, till the major part refolued 
wich our Captaineto proceed. Bur the Admirall ſending his Boat for our Cap- 
raine, they eſpying a Saile, preſencly gaue chaſe, whereby ourmutiners bnding 
an opportumicie 1n the night ran away, and thus left our Capraine in his Cap, 
Bretches, and Waſt-coar, alone arwong the French men: his clothes, armes, and 


what he had, our muriners ſhared among them, and with a falſe excuſe, faining 
tor 
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for feare leſt he ſhould rurne man of warre, they recturncd for Pl1moth : fifteene of 
vs being Land-men, nor knowing what they did, Davicl Cage, Edward Stalings, 
Walter (1 baſell, Dama Cooper, Robert Miller, and [obn Partriage, vpon oath af. 
firmesrhis tor truch before the Vice-Admirall, 

Now the cauſe why the Frencn detamed mee againe, was the ſuſpition this 
Chambers and /Minter gauethem, that I would revenge my ſelfe vpon the Banke, 
or in Newfonnd land, of all the French I could there encounter, and how I would 
haue fired the ſhip, had they not ouer-perſwaded me : and that if | had bur againe 
my Armes, | would ratherf{inke by them, then they ſhould haue from me bur the 
value of a Biskerz and many other ſuch hke tales ro catch bur opportune in this 
manner to leaue me, and thus rhey returned to P/imeth, and perforce with the 
French men thus proceeded, Being a fleet of cightor nine ſaile, we warched for 
the Weſt-[ndies ficer, till 111 weather ſepararcd vs from rhe other eight: ſtill wee 
ſpent our time about the Iles of the Aſſores, where ro keepe my perplexed 
thoughts from too much meditarion of my miſerable eltace,] writchis Diſcourſe, 
thinking to haue ſentic to you of Is Maicſtics Councell by ſome ſhip or ocher,tor 
[ ſaw their purpoſe was to take all they could, Ar laſtwe were chaſed by one Cap- 
taine'Parra, an Engliſh Pirat in aſmall ſhip, with ſome ewelue Peece of Ordnance, 
about chirty men, and ncere all ſtarued, They ſought by courcclie relecfe of vs, 
who gauethem ſuch 00%) ape, as at laſt they berraied Capraine Folliſfone his 
Lieutenant, and fourc or fue of his men aboord vs, and then provided to take 
thereſt pertorce, Now my part was tobe priſoner in the Gun-roome, and not ro 
ſpeake coany of them vpon my life, yet had Barra knowledge what | was. Then 
Barraperceiuing well clioſc French intents, made ready to bght, and #/l:;fone 
as reſolucely regarded nor cheir threats, which cauſed vs demurre vpon the mat- 
ter longer ſome lixreene houres, and then returned them againe Capraine IV olli- 

fone and all their Priſoners, and ſome viRuall alſo vpon a ſmall compolicion : 
Bur whileſt we were barterivg thus withthew; a Caruill betore our faces got 
vnder the Caſtle of Gratio/a, trom whence they beat vs with their Ordnance, 

The next wee tooke was 2 ſmall Engliſh man of Poole from New found land: 
the great Cabben at this preſent was my priſon, from whence I could fee chem 
pillage rheſe poore men of all that they had, and halfe their fiſh : when hee was 
gone, they ſold his poorecloches at che maine Maſt by an our-cry, which ſcarce 
gaue each man ſcucn pence a peece, | 

Not long after wetooke a Scvt fraught from Saint CAtichaels to Briſtow, he had 
berrer fortune chen the other z for having but taken a-Boars loaduig of Sugar, 
Marmelade, Suckers, and ſuch like, we deicried foure faile, afrer whom we ftood, 
who forling their maine Sailes atrended vs to bght, bu our French ſpirits were 
content enely to perceive they were Engliſh red Crofles. Withina very ſmall 
time after wee chaſed 4. Spaniſh ſhips that came from the /ndies, we fought with 
them foure or hue houres, tore their ſailes and fides viich many a ſhot berwixe 
wind and weather, yer not daring to boord them, loſt chem, tor which all the 
Sajlers cuer after hated the Capraine as a profelled coward. 

A poore Caruill of Bra/ile was the next wee chaſed ; and after a {mall 6ghe, 
thircene or fourcteene of her men being wounded, which was the bercer halfe, 
wetooke her with three hundred and ſeucnty cheſts of Sugar, one hundred hides, 
and thirty thouſand Ralls of ezght, 

The next was 2 ſhip of Hellard, which had loſt her Conſorts in the Screighes 
of Magilanr,going for the South ſea,ſhe was put roomy ſhe alſo theſe French men 
with faire promiſes, cunningly berrated ro come aboord chem toſhew their Com- 
miſſion, and ſo made priſe of all : the moſt of the Darch-men we tooke aboord 
the Admirall, and manned her with French-wen, that within ewo or three nights 
after ran away wich her for France, the wounded Spaniards we (ct on ſhore on 
the Ile of Tercera, the reſt we kepr to ſaile the Caruill. 


Wichina day or two after, we met a#eſt-Indieqman of warre, of one hundred

Had thoſe worrhy Fathers, and their 
memorable off-ſpring, not beene mote fjligent for vs now in theſe ages, then we 
afe to plafit that yer are'vnplancedfor cheatterliuers, Had the ſeed of Abraham, 
our Saujour Chriſt, and his Apoſtles, expoſed chetnfelifes ro no more dangers 
eo reach the Goſpell theri we, even wee our ſelues Had'ar rhis preſety beene as 
ſaluage, and as miſcrable. as che moſt barbarons Saluage,” yer vncmilized, The 
Hebrewesr and Lacedemvonidny; the Gothes, the Gretiant, the Romidhe},” ind the 
reſt, what was it they would not 'ynderrake r6 inlarge their Tericories, enrich 
their ſubieRts, reliſt cheir etittnies, Thoſethat were the founders of choſe grear 
Monatchies and their vertyes, were no liluered id}e golden Phariſes, bur indu- 


ſtrious Iron ſecled Publicans: They regarded more prouiſions and necetfaries 
tor 
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for their people, then lewels, riches, eaſe, or delight for themſclues ; Riches 
were their Servants, not their Maſters, They ruled ( as Fathers, nor as Tirants) 
their people as Children, notas Slaucs z there was no diſaſter could diſcourage 
them z and let nonechinke chey-1ncountred nor with all manner of incumbran« 
ces. And what hath euer beenethe worke of the greateſt Princes of the Earth, 
bur planting of Countries, and ciuilizing barbarous and inhumane Nations to 
civilitic and humanicie, whoſe cternall a&tions 11s our Hiſtories, 

Laſtly, che Portugals and Spaniards, whoſe euer-liuing ations before our cies 
will teftifie with them our idlenetle, and ingratirnde to all poſterities, and the 
negle& of our duries, in our pictieandreligion. We owe our God, our King and 
Countrey,and want of Charice to choſe poore Saluages, whoſe Countrey wee 
challenge, vſe and pollciſec z except wee be bur madeto vic, and marre what our 
fore-farhers made, or bur onely tell what they did, or eſteeme our ſelues roo good 
to take the like paines. Was it vertuein them to prouide that doth maintaine vs, 
and baſcneile in vsto doc the like for others ? Surely no. Then ſceing wearenor 
borne for our ſelues, but each to help other, and our abilities are muchalike atthe 
houre of our birth, and the minuir ot our deach: ſeeing our good deeds or our bad 
by faich in Chriſts merits, is all we have, to carie our ſoules ro heauen or hell, Sce+ 
ing honor isour lives ambicion, and our amburion after death to haue an honora- 
ble memory of our life: and ſeeing by no meanes we would be abared of the dig- 
nicies and glories of our predecellors, let vs itnirate their vertues to be worthily

E faith, that it is more then foure and forty yeeres agoe, andic is more” MD:ehisreporr, 
H-- fortie yeeres _ he writ it z that the Herring Butles out of 
the Low Countries vrider the King of Spine, were fiuc hundred, be- 
{ides one hundred French men, and three or foure hundred faile of 
Fl-mings, The Coaſt of Waler and Lancaſhire was vwicd by 300 Saile of Stran- 
ers. Ireland at Beltamore, fraughted yeerely three hundred faile of Spamiardy, 
where a ran intended to have made a ſtrong Cattle, becauſe of che 


ftraſghe to hauerriburefor fiſhing, B/ack, Recke was yerely filed by three or foure 


faile of Spaniard:, Portwgals, and Birkinere, 

The Hollander: raiſe yeerely by Herring , Cod, and Ling, thirty thouſand The benefic of 
pounds: Engliſh and French, by Salt-6i(h, Poore-Tohn, Salmons, and Pilchards, fihing, as Mr 
chree hundred thouſand pounds. Hamwbrengh and the Sound, for Sturgion,Lob- vw and 
fters and FEeles, one hundred thouſand pounds: Cape Blake for Tunny and TOTP 


Mulljr, by the Brrkiners and Spaniards, thirty thouſand pounds, 
That the Duke of CHedina receniethyecrely cribuce of che Fiſhers, for Tunny, ids nr 


Mallir, and Porgos, more then ten A Ta Labecke hath feucn _ a 
g 3 re 
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dred ſhips z Hambrowgh ſix hundred ; Emden lately a Fiſher towne, onechouſand 
foure hundred, whoſe cuſtomes by fiſhing hath made chem ſo powerfull as chey 
be. Holland and Zeland not much greater then Torkeſvire, hath thirty walled 
Townes, foure hundred Villages, and ewenty thouſand faile of Ships and Hoies z 
ebreechouſand fix hundred arc Fiſher-men, whereof one hundred arc Doggers, 
ſeuen hundred Pinkes and Well-Boars, ſcuen hundred Fraud-boats, Bricters, and 
Tode-boats, with thirteene hundred Bulles, befides three hundred thatycerely 
fiſh about 7. worth, where they ſell their fiſh for Gold : and fiſteene yeeres agoe 
they had more then an hundred and ({ixteene thouſand Sea-faring men, 

Theſe fiſhing ſhips doe take yeerely two hundred thouſand laſt of fiſh, cwelue 
barrels coalaſt, which amounts ro 300000, pounds by the fiſher mens price, 
that 14. yeeres agoe did pay for their tenths three hundred thouſand pound, 
which vencing in Pumerland, Spruftia, Denmarke, Lefeland, Raſſia, Swethland, 
Germany, Netherlands, England,or elſe where,&c.makes their rerurnes in a yeere 
about threeſcore and ten hundred thouſand pounds, which 1s ſeuen millions; and 
yet in Holland there isneither matter to build ſhips nor merchandizeto ſet them 
forth, yet by their induſtry they as much increaſe as other nations decay , but lea+ 
uing theſe vncertainties as they are, of chis I am certaine. 

That the coaſt of England, Scotland and Ireland, the North Sea with / land and 
the Sound, Newfound-land and Cape Blanke, doe ſerve all Europe, as well the 
land cownes as ports, and all the Chriſtian ſhipping, with cheſe ſorts of ſtaple 
fiſh, which is tranſported from whence it is raken many a thouſand mile, v:z. 
Herring, ſale Fiſh, Poorc-lohn, Scurgion, Mullic, Tunny, Porgos, Cauiare, 
Butrargo. 

Now ſeeing all theſe ſorts of fiſh, or the moſt part of them may be had in a land 
more fertill, remperatc andplencifull of all necetfaries, for che building of ſhips, 
boars and houſes, and the nouriſhment of man, the ſeaſons are ſs proper, and 
the fiſhings ſo neere the habitarions we may there make, that New- England hath 
much aduancage of the moſt of thoſe parts, to ſerue all Europefarre cheaper then 
they can; who at homehaue neither wood, ſalr, nor food, bur at great rates, at Sea 
nothing but what they carry in their ſhips, an hundred or two hundred leagues 
from the habitation. But New-England; hlhings is necreland, whereis helpe of 
Wood, Water, Fruits, Fowles, Corne or other refreſhings needfull,and the Ter- 
eeras , Mederas, Canaries, Spaine, Portugal, Prouwanes, Sawoy, Siciltia, und all 
Italy, «s conuenient markets for our dry fiſh, greene fiſh, Sturgion, Mull, Ca- 
uiare and Buttargo, as Norway, Swethland, Littnania or Germany for their Her- 
ring, which is hearealſo in abundance for taking , they returning but Wood, 
Pitch, Tar, Sope-aſhes, Cordage, Flax, Wax, and ſuch like commodities z wee 
Wines, Oiles, Sugars, Silkes, and ſuch merchandize asthe Straits offoord,where- 
by our profir may equalize cheirs, belidesthe increaſe of ſhipping and Marriners: 
and for prooſe hereof , | 

In theyecre of our Loxd 1614. you haue read how I went from Londonzalſo the 
next yeere 1615, how foure good ſhips went from Londen, and I with ewo more 
from Plimoth, with all our accidents, ſuccefſcs and recurnes ; in the yeere 1616, 
cre] returned from Fraxce, the Londoners for all their loſſe by the Turkes, ſenc 
foure ſhips more z foure more alſo went from Plimoth , after | returned from 
France,] was perſwaded againe to goc to Plimoth wich divers of my friends wich 
one hundred pound for our aduentures beſides our charges, but wee found all 
things as yntoward as before, and all their great promiſes nothing bur aire: yer 
to prepare the voyage againſt che next yeere, hauing acquainted a great part of the 
Nobility with ir, and ” co ſee the Prince his Highnelle till | had done ſome 
what worthy hus Princely view z, 1ſpent chat Summer in viſiting che Citics and 
Townes of Briſtol, Exeter, Baſtable, Bodnam, Perin, Foy, Mulborow, Saltaſh, 
Dartmouth, eAbſom, Tattneſſe,and themoſt of che Gentry in Cornewaliand De-+ 
wenſvire, giuing them Bookes and Maps, ſhewing how in ix moncths the m_—_ 
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thoſe ſhips had made cheir voyages, and ſome in lefle, and wich what good ſuce 
cetſe z by which incication they {eemed fo well contented,as they promuted ewen- 
ey ſaile of ſhips ſhould goe with mee next yeere, and in regard of my paines, 
charge, and former loſſes, the weſterne Commiſſioners in behalfe of chemſclues 
and che reſt ofthe Company, and them hereafcer that ſhould be ioyned to thera, 
contracted wich me by articles indented vnder our hands, to be Admirall of that 
Country during my life, and in therenewing oftheir Lerters-Patents ſo to be no» 
minated. Halfe the fruirs of our endeuours to be theirs, the reſt our owne; being 
thus ingaged, now the buſinelle is made plaine and likely to proſper, ſome of 
them would not onely forger me and their promiſes, buralſo obſcure me, as if [ 
had _ beene acquainted in the buſineiſe, bur I am not the firſt they have de- 
ceiued, 

There was foure good ſhips prepared at Plimerh, but by reaſon of their diſa- 
greement, the ſeaſon ſo waſted, as onely two went forward, the one being of rwo 
hundred cunnes, returned well fraught to Plimerh, and her men in health, wich- 
in five moneths ; the other of fuureſcore tunnes wene for bilbow with dric 6h 
and made a good returne. In this voyage Edward Roweroft, alias Stallings, a va- 
liant Souldier, that had beene with me 1n Uirginia, and was with me alſo when 
I was betrayed by the French, was ſcntagaine in choſe ſhips, and having ſome 
wrong offered him there by a French man, hetooke him, and as he writ co me, 
went with him to /irginia with fiſh, to crade with them for ſuch commodities as 
they might ſpare: he had not paſt cen or ewelue men,and knew both thoſe coun. 
eries well, yer he promiſed merthenext ſpring to meer me in New-England, but che 
ſhip and he both periſhed in Virginie, 

his yeere againe, diuers _ intending to goe from Plimeth, fo diſagreed, 
chere wene but one of ewo hundred tunnes, who ſtayed in the Country abour fix 
weeks, whichwitheight andcharty men and boies had herfraughc,which ſhe ſold 
at the firſt penny for 2 100, beſides che Furres: ſo that cuery poore Sailer chat had 
buc a ſingle ſhare had his charges and fixteene pound ten ſhillings for his ſeucn 
moneths worke, Maſter Th»mas Dirmire an vnderſtanding and induſtrious 
Gentleman,that was alſo with me amongft che French men, having liued abour a 
yecre in Newfoundland, returning to Plyporh, went for New-Englandin this ſhip, 
ſomech approued of this Councry, that he Rtaied there with fiue or ſix men in a 
lictle Boat, finding two orthreeFrench men amongft che Saluages who had Ic 
cheir ſhip, augmenred his company, wich whom he ranged the Coaſt to Yirginis, 
where he was kindly welcommed and well refreſhed, thence rerurned ro New- 
England againe, where hauing beene ayecre, in his backe rerurne to Virginia he 
was ſo wounded by the Saluages, hedied vpon itz let not men attribute theſe 
their great adventures, and vntimely deathsto vnfortunaceneſſe, bur rather won- 
der how God didſo long preſerue them with ſo ſmall meanes ro doe ſo much, 
leauing the fruics of their labours ro bean incouragemenc to thoſeour poore vn- 
dertakings,and as warnings for vs not to vnderrtake ſuch great workes with ſuch 
ſmall meancs, and this for aduantage as they writ vnto me, that God had laid this 
Councry open for vs, and ſlaine the moſt part of the inhabicants by ciuill warres 
and a morrall diſeaſe, for where I had ſcene one hundred or ewo hundred Salua- 
ges, there is ſcarce rento be found, and yer nor any one of chem touched with 


any ſickneile but one poore French man that died z 


They ſay this plague vpon them thus ſore fell, 
It was becauſe they pleas'd not Tantum wel. 


From che Weſt Country to make triall this yeere onely to fiſh, is gone (ix or 
ſcuen faile, chree of which I am certainly informed made ſo good a voyage, thar 
every Sailer that had a ſingle ſhare had twenty pound for his ſeuen monerhs 


work, which is more then in twenry monerhs he ſhould haue gotten, had he = 
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for wages any where, Now although theſeformer ſhips haue not made ſuch good 
voiages as they expeRted, by ſending opinionated vnskilfull men, that had nor 
experienced diligencero ſauethat they rooke, nor take that there was, which 
now patience and prattice hath brougl:t ts a reaſonable kinde of perfeftion in 
deſpight of all derraRtors and calummiations the Country yer hath {arisfied all,the 
detect hath beene in their viing orabuling ir, noc in it ſelte nor me: Bur, 


Aane deſert, for fortune makes proniſcon, 
For Knaxes and Fooles, and men of baſe condition, 


Now all theſe proofes and this relation I now called New-England: eriall. | 
cauſed twoor three chouſand of them to be printed, one thouſand with a great 
many Maps both of Virginia and New-England, I preſented to thirty of che 
chiefe Companies in London at cheir Halls, deſiring eirher generally or parricu- 
larly (chem chat would) to imbraceir, and by the vic of a ſtocke of fiue thouſand 
—- caſe them of the ſuperfluity of the moſt of their companies char had 

ut ſtrength and healchto labour z neere a yeere | ſpent ro vnderſtand their reſo- 
lutions, which was to me agreatretoile and torment, thentohauec beene 1n New- 
England about my buſineſſe bur with bread and water, and what I could gerthere 
by my labour ; bur inconcluſion, ſecing nothing would be ettefted, I was con- 
tenced as well with chis lol{e ofrime and charge as all che ret, 
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Pon theſe inducements ſome few well diſpoſed Gentlemen, and M-r- 

chants of Zondon and other places, prouided two ſhips, the one of a 

hundred and threeſcore tunnes, the other of threeſcore and ren, they letr 

the Coaſt of Erg/and the two and thirtieth of Auguſt, with about a hun - 
redand twenty perſons, but thenex: day the letler ſhip ſprung a leake, char for- 
ced their returneto Plimeth, where diſcharging her and twenty paſſengers z with 
che greater ſhip and one hundredpaſlengers bclides Sailers, rhey fer faile againe 
the (ixt of Seprember, andthe ninth of Nouember fell with Cape [ames, bur be- 
ing peſtred nine weekes in this leaking vnwholſome ſhip, lying wet in cheir Ca» 
bins, moſt of them grew very weake and weary of the Sea ; rhen for want of ex- 
perience, ranging twoand againe (ix weekes brfore they found aplace they liked 
co dwell on, torced to lic on the bare ground withour couverture, forry of them 
dicd, and threeſcore wereleft in very weake eſtate ar the ſhips comming away, 
about the fitth of Aprill following, and arrived in Eg/and the (ixth of May. 
Thoughthe Harbour be good, the ſhore is ſo ſhallow, they were forced to wade a 
great way vp to the knees in water & vicd thatthat didcthem rawch hure z & liccle 
fiſh chey found but Whailes, anda great kinde of Muftell fo fat, chat few did cat of 
chem that werenot (icke : theſe miſeries occalioned ſome diſcord, and gaue ſome 
appearance of fattion, bur all was ſo reconciled, rhar they vnired chemſclues by 
common conſent, vnder their hands toa kinde of combination of a body palis 
tike, by vertue whereof to inatt and conſticuce lawes and ordinances, and Oth- 
cers from time to time, as ſhould bee choughre moſt conueniencfor cheir gene- 
rall good. 

S1xreeneor ſcuenteene daies they could doe little for want of their Shallop 
which was a mending, yer: Captaine Miles Standiſh, vnro whom was ioyned 
in Councell, william Bradfor, Stephen Hopkins and Edward Tilly,went well armed 
a ſhore,and bychat time they had gone a mile,mer five or fix Indians that fled inro 
the Woods, wetraced them by the footingeight or ten miles, then che night 
approaching we madea fire, by which we lay that night, and the next morning 
followed theSaluages by cheirrraRt, thinking co finde their habications, bur by 

ing 
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the way we found1D:cre amongit many faire ſprings of water, where we refreſhed 
our ſelucs;z then we wenta ſhore and made a fire, chat they ar che ſhip mighe per- 
cciue where we were, 2nd fo marched oa place where we ſuppoſed was a River z 
by che way we (aw many Vincs,Saxefras, haunts of Deere & Fowle,ind ſome fifty 
Acres of plaine ground had beene planted by the Indians, where were {ome of 
their graucs z. from chence we followed a path that broughe vs through three or 
fourc fields had beene planted that yeere ; in one graue wedigged, wee found a 
basket-or two oof Indian Cornc, ſo much as we could carry wetooke with vs, the 
reſt we buricd as we found ir, and ſo proceeded ro the place we intended, buc we 
tound ic not ſuch a Harbour as we expected z and fo we returned, ll che night 
cauſed vs take vp our lodging vnder azree, where it rained (ix or ſeuen houres ; 
the next morning as we wandred, we pitled by a tree,” where a young ſprig was 
bowed downeouer a bough,and ſome Acornes (trewed vnder ic, which was one 
of theic Ginstoa catch a Deere, and as we were looking at it, Bradford was ſud- 
deply caught by che leg ina nooſcd Rope,made as artificially as ours z as we patled 
we ſcea leafeot Bucks, ſprung ſome Partriges, and great flocks of wilde Geeſcand 
Ducks, and ſo we rerurned well wearied coour ſhip, 

Miter {ones our Maſter with foure and thirty men, alſo went vp and downe in Their fiſt ivur- 
the troſtand ſnow, two orthree daies in the extremity of the cold, bur could Þy by Shallep. 
finde no harbour; only among the old graues we got ſome ten buſhels of Corne, 
ſome Beanes,anda bortle of Oile ; and had we nor chus haply found ir, we had 
hedno Corne for ſecede, ſo char place we euer called Corne-helly the next day Ma- 
ſer [ons5 with the Corneand our weakeſt men returned to the Ship, bur cigh- 
ecene of vs quartered therechat nighe, and in the morning following the A of 
wee found in the Snow in a ficld a greater hill or grave chen the reſt, dig- 
ing ic wee found firſt a Mer, vnderthar a-boord three quarters long, painted 
and carued wnh three Tyns at the cop like a Croner, bet weenethe Mats alſo were 
Bowles,:T raics and Diſhes and fuch traſh, atlengch we found a faire new Mar, 
and vnder thatewobundles, the one biggar the other lefle ; in the greater wee 
found xgdear quanuicy of finered powder ikea kinde ofimbalmement, and yee!- 
ded aittowg burno offtentiue fmcll, with the bones 3nd 4kull of a man char had 
hne yellow hareftill on ir, and ſome of rhe fleſh vnconſumed, a Knife, a Pack- 
necdlc,andiwo orchiree old [con things was bound vp in a Salers canuaſe Caf. 
ſocke, alloa patre ot cloch Breeches z in che lefſe bundle we found likewiſe of the 
ſame powder, and the bones 4nd head of a inele childe 3 abourthe legs and ocher 
parts of it was bound {trings and b of whice beades, chere was alſo a lirtle 
Bow,and forme other odde knacks,cfeprercieſt werooke, and coucted againie the 
corps as they were: nor farre from chence weretwo of their houſes, where were 
2 great deale of their miſerable houſhold Rtotfe, which we lefr as wee found, and 
ſo returned to our Boaty and lay aboord that night. 

Many arguments we had to make hereou Plancarion ornot; in the [ntrim, Mi- 
ſtris #hite was brought ro bed of a young ſonne, which was called Pcorigrine: 
and a Sailer ſhoocing ar a Whale, his peece flew in peecesſtocke and all, yet he had 
no hurr, A fooliſh boy diſcharging his tacthers peece hard by halfe a barrell of 
Powder, and many people by ir, it pleaſed God in eſcaped firing, fo that no hurt 


was done. | |

a dead grampus : ſtill following the ſhore we tound rwo or three more caft vp by 

the1ll wearher, many we feein che water, therefore weealled ir Grampms Bay: 

Ships may ride well in it, bur alltheſhorers very ſhallow flats of ſand; at laſt ſeven 

or eight of vs went a ſhore, many fie)ds we ſaw where the Saluages had inhabi- 

tedyand 2-buriall place incompatled with a Pahzado, ſo wererurnedto our Shal- 
lop, 
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lop, in the night we heard 2hideous cry and howling of Wolues and Foxes ; in 
the morning as we wereready co goc intoour Shallop, one of our men being in 
rhe woods, came running crying, [adians, Indians, and wich all cheir Arrowes 
flying amongſt vs, ſome of our mea being in the boar, and cheir Armes a ſhore, 
ſo well ic chanced, Captaine Srand'ſo with two or three more diſcharged their 
peeccs till chereft wereready , one Saluage moreſtour then che reſt kept vnder a 
crec, till hehad ſhot chree or toure Arrowes, and endured three or foure- Musket 
ſhor, buc at laſt chey all fled, this was about breake of day in the morming when 
they ſaw vs, and we not them. 

Hauingthe wind faire, weſailed along thecoaſt 8. or 10, leagues, thinking to 
hauc gotto a Harbour where one of our company had beene, within 8, leagues of 
Cape ( 6d, for neither cricke nor Harbour inchis bay we could findegand the wind 
ſo increaſed, our Rudder broke, and our Maſt flew oucr-boord, that we were in 
danger to be caſt away,but at laſt it pleaſed God we were in a harbor we knew nor, 
thinking ic one we were acquainted with,this we found ro bean [le where werid 
chat night,and hauing well viewed the land about ir, and ſounded the Bay to be a 
good Harbour for our ſhip,compatled with good land, and in ir rwo faire Iles, 
where chereis intheir lens innumerableſtore of all forcs of fiſh and fowle,good 
water, much plaine land, which hath beene planced; with this newes we returned 
to our hip, and with che next faire wind brought her thicher, being bur within 
che light of Cape Cod z/in the meanc cime Goodwife Alderton was delivered of a 
ſonne,but dead borne, Vpon the 28. of December, ſo many as could wene to 
worke vpon chehill, where we purpolcd co build ourPlatforme for our ordnance; 
which doch command all the Plaine and the Bay, and from whence wee may 
ſce far into the Sea, and be ealily impailed, fo in the afternoone we went ro mea- 
ſure our the grounds, and diuided our company into xy, families, alotting to eue- 
ry perſon halfe a poule in bredch and chree in length, and ſo we caſt lors where 
eucry man(hould lic, which we ſtaked out, thinking this proportion enough at 
the firſt co impale tor lodgings and gardens, 

Francis Billngron from che top of a tree ſeeing a great water ſome three miles 
from vs in the land, wentwith the Maſters Matc,and found itrwo great Lakes of 
freſh water, the bigger five or (ix nules in circuir, and an Ile in it of 2 Cables 


length ſquare z che ocher three miles in compalle, tullof fiſh and fowle, and rwo 


brooks itſuing from it, which will be an excellent helpe in time for vs,wherethey 
ſaw ſcuen or cight Indian houſes, bur no people, Foure being ſent. a mile or two 
from our plancacion, two of them ſtraglinInco the woods was loſt, for comming 
ro aLake of water they found a great DeereFhauing a maſtiue Birch and a Spa- 
nell wichthem, they followed to farre they could nor fnde the way backe, chat 
afcernoone it rained, and did freeze and ſnow at night; their apparell was'very 
chin,and had no weapons but ewo lickles, nor any vifuals, nor could they finde 
any of cheSaluages habitations z when che nighe came they were much perplex- 
cd chat they had no other bed chen che earth, nor couereure then the $kies, but 
chat chey heard, as chey thought, rwo Lions roaring a long ume together very 
nigh chem, ſo not knowing what to doe, they reſolued co clumbe vp into a tree, 
though chat would bean inzollerable cold lodging,expetting cher coming they 
ſtood at the trees root, and the birch they held taft by che necke, for ſhee would 
hauc becnegone tothe Lions or what they weregthat as it chanced camemnor nigh 
them, ſo they watched the cree chat extreme cold night, and in the morniug era« 
uelling againe, paſſing by many lakes, brooks and woods, and in one place where 
the Saluages had burne 4, or 5. miles in length, which 1s a ime champion Coun» 
cry,in the afrernoone they diſcouered the two Iles incheir Bay, and fo chat nighe 
ncere famiſhed they goto their Plantation, from whence they had ſent out men 
euery way to ſecke chem char nighe the houſe they had built and thatched, where 
lay cheir armes,bedding,powder, &c, rooke fire and was burac, the Coaſt is fo 
ſhoule,che ſhip rides more then amile from che Fort, but God be chanked no man 
was hurccthough much was burnt, All 
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All chistime we could not haue conference wich a Saluage, though we had ma. Their &{t cor- 
ny times ſcene them and had many alarums, ſo that wedrew a Councell, and ap- rence witha 
poinced Capcaine Stand» ro have the command of all marciall aQions, bur cucn _—_— 
in the cime of conſultation the Saluages gaue an alarum : the next day alſo as wee 
were agreeing vpon his orders, came a tall Saluage boldly amongſt vs,nox fearing 
any thing, and kindly bad vs welcome in Engliſh z he wasa Sagamo, towardsche 
North, where the ſhips vſc co fiſh, and did know the names ot moſt of the Maſters 
that vſed thicher : ſuch viuall as we had we gaue hin, being che brit Saluage we 
yer could ſpeake wich, he told vsthis place where we were was called Parwxet,and 
that allche people three or foure yeeres agoe there diedon the plague: in a day or 
two we could noc berid of him, then he returned tothe Maſſa/onrs from whence 
he came, where is ſome lixty people, butthe Vawſirs are 100, ſtrong, which were 
they encountred our people arthe firſt, Two daies after this Semvſer, for fo was The ſecond cone 
his name, came againe, and _— hue orfſixof the Maſſi/orrs with him, wich I<&<nces 
ccrtaine skinnes, and certaine tooles chey had gor that we had left inthe woods 
ar their alarums : much triend({hip they promiſed, and todeparted, bur Samoſer 
would not leaue vs, burtained hinifelte {icke, yerar laſt he wene co encrear the 
Saluages come againeto confirme a peace; now thethird rime, as we were con- 
fulting of our Marſhall orders,two Saluages appeared, but when we wentro them 
they vaniſhed : noc long after came Samo/er,& Squanto,a natiue of Paturet where 
we dwell, and one of them carried into Spame by Hun!, thence brought into Enge 
{+nd, where a good time he lived z and now here ſignified vnto vs, their great 
Sachem of Maſſaſoyt, with Daadaquins his brother, and all cheir men, was there 
by to ſee vs: not willing co fend our Gouernourwe ſent Edward Wlkflo with pre- 
ſents to chem both, ro know their minds, making him to vnderſtand by his Int 
ecrpreters how King /ames did falute him and was his friend ; after a lietle conte- 
rence with cwenty of his men, he came ouer the brooke co our Plantation, where

1 he next day crauelling with (ix or ſeven Indians, where we were ro wade ouer 
the River, did dwell onely cwo old men of that Nation then living, thatthinking 
vs enemies, fought rhe bcft aduancage they could to fight with vs, with a wander-= 
full ſhew of courage, bur when they knew vs their triends chey kindly welcome 
med vs after we came to a towneofthe Aaſſaſoits, but at Pakancks the King 
was not: towards night he arriuedand was very proud, both of our metage and 
preſents, making a great oration co all his people, Was not he Maſſaſorr, Com- 
mander of the country abou him, was nor ſuch acowne his, and che people of ir, 
and 20. rownes more he named was his ? and ſhouldchey nor bring cheir skins ro 
vs?co which they anſwered,chey were his and they would; vittual they hadnone, 
por any lodging, bur a poore planke or two,a foot high from the ground, wheron 
his wifeand he lay atche one end, weat the other, bur a thia Mat vponthem,rwo 
more of his chiefe men preiſed by and vpon vs, fo that we were worſe weary of 
our lodging then of our journey. Alchough chere is ſuch plenty of fith and fowle 
and wild beaſts, yer axe they fo lalic chey will not cake paines ro carch ir trill meere 
bunger conſtraine chem, for in rwo or three daies we had ſcarce a meales mear, 
whereby we were o faint, we were glad to be achome : beſides what for the fleas, 
and chair howling and fGiaging in the night in their houſes, and the ſuckers 
without doores,our heads were as hgh tor want of {leepe,as our bellics empry for 
want of mcar, The next voiage we made was in a Shallop wich cen men ro Newſer, 
ſixreenc miles from vs, to ferch a Boy was loſt in the Woods we heard was there, 
whem Aſproer cheir King had bedecked like aſaluage,bur very kindly he broughe 
him co vs, and fo rerurned well to Patayer,

Thenext day we ſenic cen men witch him armed ro be revenged of Conbatart, 
who conducted vs neere Namaſchet, where we reſted and refreſhed our ſelues ril 
midnight, and chen we beſer the houſe as we had refolued z thoſe thar entred the 
houſe demanded for Conbatarny, burthe Saluages were halfe dead with feare,, we 
charged chem no to ftirre, for wecametd hurt tione bur Conbat? t, for falling 
Squantum, ſoc of them ſeeking ro eſeape was wounded, but at laſt perceiuing 
our ends, they rold vs Conbatant was goneand all his men, and Squaniam was yer 
living,& in the rownezin this hurly burly we diſcharged cwo peeces atrandome, 
which much cerrificd all the inhabiranes except Squantom 'and Tohamabarren, 
who though they knew not the end of our c6ming, yer aflured rhemfchics of our 
honeſties, that we would nor hurtcthem , the women and children hung abouc 
Hebom«h, calling him friend, and when they faw we would hurr nb women the 
young youths cryed we are women g to be ſhotr, we kept chem all, and whileſt 
we were ſearching the houſe for Combat wt, Hobomak had gbr ro the top, 3nd 
called Squentum & Tohamabam-n,which came vnro vsaccumpanied with ochers, 
ſome armed, others naked, ehoſe rhat had bowes we cooke them fromthem, pro- 
miſing them againe when ir was diy : the houſe wee tvoke for our quarter that 
nighcand diſcharged the prifonters, and the next morning went to breakfaſt co 
Squantums houſe z thicher canieall ther that loned vs to welcome vs, bit all 
Conbatants faftion was fled, theri we made chetn plainly know rhe caufe of our

plor wil ctdfe;thus taking oor leaves, & arriuing ar out forr,we tound our brave 1 
berall friettd of Panzer drawing Standiforo their Arabuſcados, which being chus 
diſcoutred, we ſenchintaway, as though he knew nor ſuſpeted any thing, Thety 
arche Mafſachoſets, ſonitWwere ſovilde they ferucd the Saluages for viftuall, the 
reſt ſent vs word the $alugges were ſq inſolent, they would atſaule chem chovgh 
againſt cheir Commyffion, ſo fearefull chey were to breake their Commiſſion, to 
much time was ſpent in conſulcations, they all were farhiſhed, till Waſſapinewad 
2gaine carne afid cold thithn the day of heir execucion was ar hand. 

Then they appointed Srandiſh with eight choſen then, vnder colour of Trade 
co catch them in cheir ownetrap at Maſachuſer, & acqutaint ie with the Zhigliſh in 
the Towne, where arriuing he none in the Barke, and moſt of the reft with- 
our Armes, or ſcarce clothes, wandering abroad, all ſo ſencelefly ſecure, he more 
then wondered they key Fong) all aine, with much adoc he gorthe molt of them 
cocheir Towne, The Saluages II their plots diſcouered, Peckomor 4 great 
man, and of as great ſpiric, came tro Habamak, who was then atnongft x con 
faying z Tell Srands/b we know heis cometo kill ys, bur ler him begin when he 
dare. Not Tong after many would come cothe Fore ard wher cheir Kniues be» 
fore him, with many brauing ſpeeches, One amongſt the reſt was by Witrawas 
wat bragging he had a Knife, that on the handle had che pifture of a womans face, 
but at. home 1 have ohe hath killed boch French & Engliſh, and that hach a mans 
facron ir, and by and by theſe two muſt marrie: bytthis here, by and by ſh.ll ſee, 
and by and by ear, butnor ſpeake z Alſo Pecksnor beirig of a grearer ſtature chem 
the Capraine, told him, though he werea great Capramme he was bur a little man, 
atd I ch6ugh no Sachem, yer [ am of prear frengh and courage, Theſc things 
Sraudiſh bare patiently for the preſent z bur the next day ſeeing he could nor ger 
many'of rhem ctegerher, but theſe two Roarexs, and rwo more being in a conge- 
niene rootne, and his company about him, Srandi/b ſealed on Pecksnor; Knife then 
hangihg abont his necke, wherewith he flew him, and thereſt flew Witrawarmac 
and the other Salnage, butthe youth they rooke,who being Brother co Wittawa.. 
mir, andas villanous as himſclfe, was hanged, Ic is incredible how many wounds 
chey dared, catching at 'their weapons without any feare or bruic, nll che haſt

Buc now conſulting and conſidering ther eſtares, thoſe that wene in the 
Pinnaceto Bart) lles co ger pallage for England, therelt ro New Plmoth, where 
they were kindly entertained, T he Sacbews Obtrakeeſt, & Poway, and diucrsocher 
were guilty, the three fugiriues in their fury chere flew z burnor long "after (o di- 
ſtrated were thoſe poore ſcattered people, they lete cheir habitacions, living in 
ſwamps, where wich cold and infinice diſeaſes they endured much morcalicic, ſu- 
ing tor peace, and crying the God of England is angry with them. Thus you ſce 
where God pleaſes, as ſome flouriſh, othersperiſh, 

Now on all hands chey preparecheir ground, and about the middeſt of Aprill, 
in a faire ſcaſon they begin co plantcill the later end of May z buc ſoGod pleaſed, 
that in (ix weekes afcer che larrer ſecting there ſcarce tell any raine z fo that the 
ſtalke was firſt ſer, began ro care ere jr came to halfe growth, and che laſt nor like 
tyceld any thingar all.

Southerne VUrgiman: call their chiete God Kewaſſa, and that wee now'inhabir 
Oke, but both che Kings Werewance, The Maſachuſets call their great God Kieb- 
rar, and their Kings there abours Sachemss The Penobſcotes their greareſt power 
Tantwm,and their Kings Sagomes, T hoſe where 15 this Plantation, ſay Kiehtan 
made all the other Gods : allo one man end one woman, and of them all man- 
kinde, but how they became fo diſperted they know nor. They ay, arfirſt there 
was no King but Kiehtan chat dwelleth farre weſterly abouethe heavens, whicher 
all good men goc when they die, and haveplentic of all chings. Thebad men 
goc thitheralſo and knocke ar the doore, buc he bidschem goe wander in end- 
Ictſe want and miſerie, for they ſhall nor ſtay there, They neuer ſaw Kichran, bur 
they hold it a =_ charge and durie, that on age reach another ; and to hirh 
chey make feaſts, and cry and (ing for plentie and vitorie, orany thing is good, 
They have znother Power they call Hobamech , which wee conceiue the Devil), 
and vpon him they call ro cure their wounds ahd diſcafes : when they are curable 
he perſwades them he (ent chem, becauſe they haue diſpleaſed him z bur it chey 
be mor:all,then he ſaith, Kiehtan ſent chem, which makes thera neuer call on him 
in their ſicknetle. They ſay this Hobamock appeares tothemſomtimes like a Man,a 
Decre,or an Eagle, but moſt commonly like a Snake z not co all, bur only ro their 
Powahrto cure diſeaſes, and Y-deſes, which 1s one of the chiefe next the King, 
and ſo bold in the warres, thar they chinke no weapon can kill them: and thoſe 
arc ſuch asconiure 1n Virgina, and cauſe che peoplerodoe what they liſt. 

For their Gouernment : eucry Sachem1is nota King; but rcheir great Sachems 
have divers Sachems vnder their protettion, paying cthetn eribure, anddare make 
no warres without his knowledge; but euery Sachem taketh care forthe Widowey, 
Orphans, the aged and maimed, nor will they rake any to firlt wife; bue chem in 
birth equall rorhewſclues, alchough they have many mferior Wives and Concu- 
bins thar attend on the prinapall z; from whom he neuer partech, but any of the 
reſtwhen rhey liſt, chey inherit by ſucceſſion, and every one knowes their owne 
bounds. To his men, hee giueth chem land, alſo bounded, and what Decrechey 
ill in chat circuit, he hath che fore-part z but it in the water, onely the skin : Buc 
they account none a man, till hee hach done ſome notable exploit : the men afe 
moſt imploied in hunting, the women in flavery z the younger obey the elders: 
their names are variable they hauc harlors and honeſt women : the harlors never 
marrie, orelſcare widowes, They vſc divorcement, arid the King commonly pu- 
niſhetly all offenders himſclte : when amaid 15 maried, ſhe cutterh her haire, and 
keepes her head coueted rill it begrowne againe. Their arts, games, mulicke, at- 
tire, burials, and ſucklike; differ very hrrle from the Yirgimeans, oncly tor their 
Chronicles they make holes intheground, as the orhers ſervp great ſtones, Our 
of the Relations of Miſter Edward hr ſlow. ; 

Now-I know the common queſtion 1s , For all thoſe miſerics, where is rhe 
wealth chey have got, or the Gold or Silucr Mines?-T'o ſuch greedy ynworthy 
minds I fay.once againe : The Sea is better then the richeſt Mine knowne, and 
of all the fiſhing ſhips that wenc well prouided, there 1s no complaine of loile nor 
miſery, but rather an admiration of wealth, profic, and healeh. As forcheland 
were ic neuer ſo gocd, in two yeeres {o few of ſuch ſmall experience liuing with- 
out ſupplies ſo well, and in health, it was an extraordinary bleſſing from God, 
But that with ſuch ſmall meanes they ſhould ſublift, and doe {ſo mich, co any vn- 
derftanding judgement is a wonder. Notwithſtanding, the vaine expeRation 
of preſent gaine 19 forneg vmbirion in others, that ro be great would haueall cle 
ſlaucs, and the carcteſnefſe in prouiging ſupplies y* hacth cauſed'thoſe detaile- 


- mencs mall thoſe Plantations, and how euer ſame b1d conditions will excoll che
